F.  Collins,  and  at  10.30  a.  m.  the  Holy  Eucharist  was 
celebrated  by  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Humes,  S.  T.  D..  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Martin,  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Fitts  preach- 
ing the  Convention  sermon.

I  am  compelled  to  announce  to  the  Convention  through  you 
that  the  present  feeble  condition  of  my  health  will  not  permit  me  to  be 
present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Drs.  Mitchell  and  Maury 
have  ordered  me  to  take  complete  rest,  and  to  be  absent  from  the 
Diocese  during  the  month  of  May. 

Faithfully  yours  in  Christ  and  the  Church,

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop  the  Convention  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  per- 
manent Chairman. 

The  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  D.  D.,  was  nominated  by  the 
Rev.  G.  W.  Dumbell,  and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Davis

The  Convention  was  called  to  order,  the  President, 
the  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  D.  D.,  in  the  chair. 
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The  Secretary  read 

THE    HISH01*'S    A.I313RKHS: 

To  the  Reverend^  the  Clergy,  and  the  Faithful  Laity,  in  Contention  As- 
sembUd — Brethren  beloi^ed  in  the  Lord: 

m 

It  is  a  source  of  great  grief  to  me  that  the  state  of  my  health 
is  such  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  attend  our  Diocesan  Council. 
You  will  remember  that  last  year,  the  Convention  kindly  requested 
me  to  take  a  rest  of  six  months.  I  did  not  do  so.  I  went  on  dragging 
through  my  work  as  best  I  could.  Now  my  physician  enjoins  absolute 
rest  of  mind  and  body.  I  feel  that  I  must  obey  his  injunctions,  (jr  be 
broken  down  entirely.  I  fear  that  I  have  been  prodigal  of  the  gift  of 
a  good  constitution,  and  the  capital  of  life  given  me  by  a  needless 
excess  of  effort  and  labor.  Now  I  must  pause  and  have  a  breathing 
time.  It  has  distressed  me  greatly  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit 
all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  during  the  year.  In  January  I  was  very 
ill,  and  before  recovering  my  strength  I  started  out  on  my  visitation. 
My  whole  work  was  unsatisfactory,  but  I  continued  my  effort  through 
February  and  March.  On  the  28th  of  March  I  visited  S.  James* 
Parish,  Bolivar.  The  night  on  which  I  officiated  I  was  taken  suddenly 
and  sharply  ill.  I  continued  in  my  bed  at  Bolivar  tor  a  week,  and 
then  by  great  effort  I  made  the  trip  to  Memphis.  On  reaching  home 
1  was  confined  to  my  bed  for  five  weeks.  My  illness  has  prostrated 
me  greatly.  I  trust  that  the  dear  Lord  will  soon  restore  me  to  my 
Diocese  and  my  work,  but  I  must  ask  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  to  be 
patient  with  me.  It  is  very  hard  to  sit  and  wait.  My  brethern  I 
trust  will  help  me  to  bear  thr  burden  by  remembering  me  in  their 
prayers. 

The  effort  to  divide  the  Diocese,  which  was  made  three  years  ago, 
was,  as  you  all  know,  unsuccessful.  The  present  jurisdiction  is  too 
large  for  any  one  man,  no  matter  what  his  capacity  for  labor  may  be. 
The  demands  on  the  Bishop  are  constantly  increasing,  and  I  have 
come  to  that  age  when  my  ability  must  become  less  and  less.  I  there- 
fore very  earnestly  suggest  to  the  Convention  the  appointment  of  a 
committee,  which  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  another 
effort  to  divide  the  Diocese,  or  provide  for  the  election  of  an  Assistant 
Bishop.  I  am  satisfied  that  our  Mission  work  would  be  greatly  in- 
creased; that  the  numbers  added  to  the  Church  would  be  doubled 
each  year,  if  some  provision  could  be  made  for  the  support  of  another 
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Bishop  in  the  Diocese.  There  is  a  vast  work  before  our  Church  in 
this  Diocese — a  work  beset  by  perplexities  and  most  serious  embar- 
rassments. We  need  to  address  ourselves  to  it  in  a  sober,  manly, 
patient  spirit — in  a  spirit  of  courage  and  self-denial,  in  the  fear  of 
God  and  the  love  of  man — praying  God  to  save  us  from  blindly  and 
willfully  surrendering  ourselves  to  those  currents  of  opinions,  which 
are  ever  setting  in  towards  one  extreme  or  other,  and  to  enable  us 
for  our  little  time,  steadily  to  keep  that  middle  course  in  which  we 
may  most  surely  and  safely  advance  His  blessed  purposes,  serving 
truly  and  faithfully  under  our  great  Head  for  the  perfecting  of  the 
Saints,  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  and  for  the  edifying  of  the  body 
of  Christ. 

I  would  have  the  Clergy  preach  the  gospel  in  all  its  fulness  and 
power.  I  would  have  them  preach  Christ  and  the  Church  ;  Christ  the 
head,  and  the  Church  His  body — the  fulness  of  Him  that  filleth  all 
in  all.  Of  course  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  prejudice  to  be  overcome ; 
but  the  hope  of  propitiating  that  predjudice  by  attenuating  the  Church's 
own  catholic  statements  and  practices  is  most  futile. 

I  heartily  endorse  the  words  of  the  Right  Reverend  Henry  C.  Potter, 
of  New  York.     Bishop  Potter  says : 

'*To  remember  that  the  Church  is  a  Church  and  not  a  sect,  a  whole 
and  not  a  fragment,  Catholic  before  all,  and  therefore  not  Anglican, 
or  Evangelical,  or  Protestant  merely — this  is  something  that  belongs 
pre-eminently  to  one  who  would  exercise  the  true  power  of  the  Epis- 
copate in  days  like  these.  I  would  not  be  misunderstood  here,  and  I 
will  not  be.  For  that  loose-jointed  optimism  which  accounts  one  man's 
credo  as  good  as  another's ;  which  disregards  or  disesteems  the  sacred 
obligation  of  the  Church's  historic  formularies;  which  forgets  that 
before  the  life  that  is  to  be  lived  there  is  not  a  faith  only,  but  the  faith 
to  be  kept,  I  have  the  scantiest  respect.  But  we  may  not  forget  that, 
as  in  Apostolic  days,  there  was  the  Pauline  and  the  Petrinc  presentation 
of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  and  in  primitive  days  the  theology  of  a 
Clement  of  Alexandria  on  the  one  hand,  and  of  an  Augustine  on  the 
other,  so  ever  since  then  there  have  been  those  great  schools  of  thought 
and  opinion  in  the  Church,  neither  of  which,  I  believe,  may  exist 
without  the  other,  and  to  welcome  those  activities  a  wise  Bishop  may 
well  desire  that  he  may  have  that  breadth  of  vision  and  that  openness 
and  candor  of  mind  which  shall  freely  acknowledge  their  right  to  be, 
and  if  so,   their  right  to  think  and  to  sj^eak." 

Preach  the  truth  in  love.  There  is  a  gentleness  in  |)resenting  the 
claims  of  the  Church,  which  is  entirely  consistent  with  a  firm  assertion 
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of  her  fundamental  principles,  and  a  determined  adherance  to  her 
Catholicity.  Anything  sour  and  virulent  is  antagonistic  to  the  unity 
of  the  spirit  and  the  bond  of  peace.  Gentleness  does  in  no  way  hinder 
us  from  a  clear  statement  of  that  polity  which  the  most  solemn  obliga- 
tions require  us  to  defend.  It  is  a  sore  mistake  for  us  to  imagine  for 
one  moment  that  liberality  of  sentiment  consists  in  indifference  to  the 
metes  and  bonds  which  seperate  the  Church  from  other  religious  com- 
munities. I  do  not  advise  timid  prudence,  for  it  is  best  to  meet  error 
without  shrinking  from  responsibility,  in  the  sure  confidence  that  truth 
will  triumph  if  manfully  defended. 

There  is  no  narrowness  in  believing  that  Christ  set  up  His  Church, 
ordained  its  Sacraments,  and  appointed  His  Ministers,  and  the  faithful 
•Priest  will  preach  Christ  alike  in  the  pulpit  and  at  the  altar. 

There  is  abroad  a  growing  distaste  for  the  popular  sectism  of  the  day. 
Thoughtful  men  want  stability — a  Christianity  founded  on  a  rock. 
They  want  rest  from  the  wild  fanaticism  which  is  self-assertive,  boast- 
ful, vituperative,  irreverent,  and  shallow.  The  toiling  and  the  hungry, 
the  cultivated  and  the  illiterate,  the  rich  and  the  poor,  are  seeking 
something  better  and  more  restful.  Let  the  Clergy,  united  in  love, 
realize  more  and  more  whose  they  are,  and  whose  work  they  are  doing, 
and  let  them  make  known  the  claims  of  the  Church.  Her  faith  appeals 
to  the  judgment  of  men  as  Catholic.  Her  Ministry,  in  its  claims  to 
validity,  challenges  the  closest  scrutiny,  and  her  worship  charms  by 
its  simplicity  and  grandeur. 

Since  the  last  Convention  the  venerable  Frederick  A.  Juny,  I).  D., 
a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  has  entered  into  rest.  He  was  trained 
for  the  priesthood  of  the  Roman  Church,  and  for  a  number  of  years 
served  at  her  altar;  but  for  many  years  he  has  been  a  faithful  priest  of 
our  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church.  He  was  a  scholarly  man ;  he  was 
a  man  of  deep  and  fervent  piety.  For  several  years  past  he  has  been 
prevented  from  active  duty  by  bodily  infirmities.  He  died  while  on 
his  way  to  California  to  join  his  son,  the  Rev.  Edward  Juny.  He 
died  among  strangers,  but  warm  loving  hearts  were  found  to  minister 
to  him,  and  he  passed  peacefully  to  his  longed-for  rest.  "So  He 
giveth  His  beloved  sleep." 

By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  the  last  Annual  Convention  (|).  62), 
you  will  find  the  '*  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Endowment  of  the 
Episcopate."  I  do  not  know  that  the  committee  whicli  was  elected 
have  taken  any  action.  The  (juestion  is  one  of  grave  im|)ortancc  to 
the  Diocese,  and  to  every  Parish  and  Mission,  and  1  would  be  glad  to 
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have  some  statement  or  report  from  the  committee,  of  their  work  for 
the  past  year. 

Last  year  I  presented  to  the  Convention  the  subject  of  the  Mission- 
ary Enrollment  Fund.  1  shall  be  very  glad  if  the  Diocese  of  Tennes- 
see will  take  an  interest  in  this  very  important  work.  1  think  there 
should  be  a  Treasurer  for  each  division  of  the  Diocese,  and  I  should 
be  pleased  if  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morrell  would  act  as  Treasurer  for  East 
Tennessee,  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  for  Middle,  and  the  Rev.  Davis 
Sessums  for  West  Tennessee.  I  fear  very  few  of  us  give  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  according  to  our  ability.  There  is  something  of  a  divine  direc- 
tion for  the  tenth  of  our  resources  or  increase  to  be  consecrated  to  the 
service  of  God,  just  as  there  is  still  a  divine  direction  for  one  day  in 
seven,  asa  necessary  proportion  of  our  time  to  be  devoted  to  Him. 

But  even  when  one  does  not  give  a  tenth,  what  rule — for  surely 
there  must  be  a  rule — ought  Christians  to  observe?  Surely  that  is 
not  giving  in  any  true  sense,  when  one  offers  unto  the  Lord  that  which 
costs  him  nothing.  That  faithful  daughter  of  the  Church  was  not  far 
from  the  truth,  who  said.  **  One  does  not  give  until  one  pinches  one's 
self  to  give." 

I  have  received  a  communication  form  the  Rev.  Dr.  Humes,  in 
reference  to  the  sale  of  the  Church  at  Loudon.  Should  the  Doctor  be 
at  the  Convention  he  will  be  able  to  make  a  full  statement  of  the  matter. 
My  own  opinion  is,  that  the  building  should  be  sold,  and  the  money 
derived  from  the  sale  should  be  applied  towards  the  erection  of  a  Church 
edifice  in  some  of  the  rapidly  growing  towns  in  East  Tennessee. 

My  sickness  has  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  transcribe  my  journal 
in  time  for  the  Convention.  I  shall,  I  trust,  be  able  to  place  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  at  no  distant  day. 

I  have  confirmed  during  the  past  conventional  year  four  hundred 
and  fifteen  persons.  I  think  the  venerable  Bishop  of  Mississippi  has 
confirmed  a  class  for  me  at  Sewanee,  so  that  the  number  of  confirma- 
tion has  considerably  increased  over  those  of  the  past  two  years. 
There  are  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  which  I  have  been  unable  to 
visit,  where  classes  are  waiting  for  confirmation.  On  the  whole,  I 
feel  greatly  encouraged  by  the  present  outlook  for  the  Church  in  Ten- 
nessee, and  I  pray  God  to  restore  me  to  my  work,  and  to  enable  me 
to  be  more  and  more  faithful. 

Since  our  last  Convention  it  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to 
remove  from  the  toils  and  trials  of  the  Militant  Church  the  Right  Rev. 
John  Freeman  Young,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Florida,  and  the 
Right  Rev.  Charles  Franklin  Robertson,  D.D.,  LL.  D.,  of  the  Diocese 
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of  Missouri.  They  were  men  of  ability,  and  have  left  behind  them  a 
record  of  faithful  service.  I  doubt  not  the  Convention  will  take  such 
action  as  will  manifest  the  high  regard  in  which  these  Right  Reverend 
Fathers  were  held. 

I  commit  you  one  and  all,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  the 
guidance  and  direction  of  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  praying  Him  to  give 
you  a  right  judgment  in  all  things,  and  to  lead  you  into  all  truth. 
I  am  yours  faithfully  in  Christ  and  the  Church,

S.  Mary,  has  continued  its  benevolent  work  efficiently  during  the 
year.  The  Home  has  no  endowment  and  depends  wholly  upon  vol- 
untary offerings  for  its  support,  about  $2,000  being  needed  yearly  for 
this  purpose.  During  the  last  twelve  months  twenty-one  children  have 
been  received,  and  the  number  now  in  the  Home  is  forty-one.     A  full 

annual  report  is  published  at  Advent.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report  that 
the  following  information  has  been  received  in  regard  to  the  Church 
schools  of  the  Diocese,  viz.: 

I.  S.  Mary's  School,  Memphis,  continues  to  do  an  important  work 
for  the  Church  in  the  true  spirit  of  Christian  education.  With  a  high 
intellectual  standard  ever  in  view,  all  that  makes  the  true  Christian 
woman  is  inculcated  with  loving  care  and  the  wisdom  growing  out  of 
long  experience. 


2  2  /ounial  of  Convention 

2.  Schools  under  the  auspices  of  the  Cathedral,  Memphis. — i.  A 
Day  School  for  Girls,  established  last  Autumn  on  the  parochial  school 
plan,  furnishes  tuition,  virtually  free,  to  about  25  pupils.  It  is  con- 
ducted by  an  experienced  teacher,  assisted  by  the  Sisters  of  S.  Mary, 
and  provides  a  Christian  training  for  a  class  otherwise  exposed  to  the 
irreligious  influences  of  secular  schools.  11.  'I'he  School  for  Colored 
Children  is  still  maintained  at  the  Canfield  Orphan  Asylum.  The 
children  are  taken  at  an  early  age  and  soon  learn  to  love  the  Church 
and  her  ways.  As  they  grow  up  they  will  form  a  strong  nucleus  for 
extended  Church  work  among  their  r  ace.  There  is  an  average  atten- 
dance of  75. 

3.  Fairmount  College  for  Young  Ladies  has  on  the  roll  a  larger  num- 
ber of  pupils  than  ever  before  at  this  time  of  the  year.  The  satisfactory 
progress,  in  every  direction,  gives  ground  for  confident  predictions  for 
its  future.  During  the  year,  the  completion  of  a  beautiful  stone  chapel, 
and  the  repairing,  papering  and  painting  of  the  school  buildings,  give 
substantial  evidences  of  growth. 

4.  S.  James*  Hall,  Bolivar,  under  the  management  of  the  Misses 
'I  otten,  has  progressed  very  rapidly  in  all  respects.  The  local  patro- 
nage has  steadily  increased — in  the  whole  history  of  the  school  the 
condition  has  not  been  so  satisfactory  as  at  present.  There  are  but 
few  boarders  in  the  school  now,  yet  we  are  sure  that  it  only  needs 
that  the  status  of  the  school  be  understood  in  order  that  its  capacity  be 
fully  occupied.  The  Misses  Totten  are  the  daughters  of  the  late  Rev. 
Dr.  Totten,  sometime  President  of  Trinity  College.  They  have  been 
engaged  in  educational  work  many  years,  and  we  are  sure  that  there 
is  no  school  more  deserving  of  the  support  of  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee. 

5.  The  Columbia  Female  Institute,  during  the  past  scholastic  year, 
has  enjoyed  a  high  degree  of  prosperity  and  success.  The  school  has 
been  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  so  that  additional  buildings  are 
needed  to  increase  and  extend  its  influence.  The  doctrine,  constitu- 
tion and  liturgy  of  the  Church  are  subjects  of  constant  and  diligent 
instruction,  and  all  proper  means  are  exercised  to  secure  the  highest 
standard  of  scholarship  with  the  most  perfect  style  of  Christian 
womanhood. 

6.  The  Otey  School  for  Boys,  Mt.  Pleasant. —The  Rev.  Charles  J. 
Hendley,  B.  D.,  has  assumed  charge  of  this  schovol,  and,  notwith- 
standing many  difficulties,  reports  some  encouraging  features.  The 
school  has  to  encounter  a  strong  competition  from  three  other  schools 
in   the   town,  and  the  usual   prejudice  against  the  Church,  found  in 
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most  towns.  The  patronage,  almost  purely  local,  is  better  than  last 
year,  while  a  la'-ge  number  of  country  boys  are  now  away  from  school 
at  work.  Some  of  the  older  non-Church  boys  are  beginning  to  attend 
Church.  The  property  has  been  improved  by  building  some  greatly 
needed  fences.     There  are  no  debts. 

7.  Arnold  School,  Rugby,  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Black- 
lock,  reports  a  slight  increase  of  pupils,  the  present  number  in  attend- 
ance being  ten.  The  Trustees,  to  meet  local  demands,  resolved  to 
admit  girls.  This,  however,  is  a  temporary  arrangement.  The  num- 
ber of  girls  in  attendance  is  five.  The  present  course  of  instruction 
includes  English  in  all  its  branches.  Algebra,  Drawing,  Latin,  and  re- 
ligious training.  The  religious  teaching  is  strictiy  on  Church  laws — 
the  Creed,  Collects,  Epistle  and  Gospel  are  prominent  subjects.  These 
are  supplemented  by  studies  in  Old  and  New  Testament  History.  A 
new  hotel  is  in  course  of  erection,  and  when  opened  it  is  very  confi- 
dently expected  that  the  influx  of  visitors  to  Rugby  will  increase  the 
number  of  pupils. 

8.  The  Rev.  Walter  Witten  reports  that  the  School  Board  at  South 
Pittsburg  proposed  to  hand  over  to  the  Church  a  school  building  which 
will  accommodate  70  or  80  pupils.  The  charter  of  this  school  allows 
it  to  be  transferred  to  any  religious  body,  if  seasonable  tuition  fees  are 
guaranteed.  This  School  Board  meets  on  Monday  24th,  inst.  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  teacher.  If  the  Church  is  willing  to  take  this 
School  and  appoint  a  teacher  it  should  do  so  at  once.  The  Tenn- 
essee Coal  Iron  and  Railroad  Company  contributed  $300  this  year  to 
this  school  as  a  subsidy,  and  Mr.  Witten  thinks  that  that  subscription 
will  be  continued.  The  school  is  called  ** South  Pittsburg  College;" 
and  it  is  hoped  to  make  it  a  training  school  for  the  University  of  the 
South.  Pupils  can  obtain  excellent  board  in  private  families  at  low 
rates. 

9.  The  East  Nashville  Academy,  on  the  i8th  inst.,  closed  its  sixth 
annual  session.  This  school  has,  during  the  six  years  of  its  existence, 
matriculated  upwards  of  315  students,  thus  averaging  each  session  an 
attendance  of  more  than  fifty,  and  counts  amongst  its  alumni  some  of 
the  most  highly  esteemed  and  successful  young  men  in  the  city.  The 
school  is  modeled,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  upon  the  celebrated  Epis- 
copal High  School  of  Virginia  (L.  M.  Blackford,  M.A.,  principal)  and 
embraces  in  its  curriculum  of  studies  adequate  preparation  for  entrance 
into  college  or  mercantile  life.  Rev.  T.  F.  Martin,  Rector  of  S.  Ann's, 
is  the  Rector  of  the  school  and  has  until  within  the  last  year  been  one 
of  the  principal  instructors.     In  1882  Rev.  M.  Cabell  Martin  became 
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sole  principal  and  each  session  has  had  as  his  assistant  a  graduate  of  the 
Univeristy  of  Virginia.  During  the  session  1885-6  he  was  assisted  by 
Prof.  P.  H.  C.  Cabell,  of  Nelson  Co.,  Va.,  a  faithful  and  efficient  in- 
structor. It  is  the  hope  and  intention  of  the  principal  to  make  the 
East  Nashville  Academy  a  Church  school  as  soon  as  circumstances 
will  permit,  and  to  embrace  in  the  curriculum  of  studies  Scripture  and 
Church  History,  etc.  The  present  school  building  is  the  old  S.  Ann's 
Church,  situated  at  the  corner  of  Fourth  and  Watson  Streets,  and  was 
purchased  in  February,  1881.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  exterior 
of  the  building,  but  such  alterations  and  improvements  have,  from 
time  to  time,  been  made  in  the  interior,  as  to  admirably  suit  it  for  the 
accommodation  of  a  large  number  of  pupils.  In  addition  to  the  com- 
modious school  hall  and  recitation  room  attached,  there  is  a  handsome 
and  W'jll  furnished  society  hall,  where  the  **  Gamma  Sigma  Library 
Society  "  meet  each  week  for  practice  in  oratory  and  debate. 

It  shall  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  all  the  Church  people  of  the 
Diocese,  that  the  old  S.  Ann's  has  not  been  torn  down,  but  is  allowed 
still  to  stand  with  its  outward  form  unimpaired  and  devoted  to  the 
noble  cause  of  Christian  education. 

10.  The  Cleveland  Female  Institute,  the  Parish  School  of  S.  Luke's 
Memorial  Church,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Flagler, 
was  founded  by  Col.  J.  H.  Craigmiles,  September,  1884.  An  addi- 
tion of  sixteen  rooms  the  coming  autumn  will  afford  accommodations 
for  thirty-two  boarding  pupils,  which  will  be  a  new  feature  in  this 
ably-conducted  institution.  This  sphool  is  to  be  commended  for  thor- 
oughness in  all  its  departments. 

The  University  of  the  South. — Though  not  a  Diocesan  institution, 
it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say,  and  your  committee  is  sure,  that  the  Con- 
vention will  be  glad  to  hear  that  the  University  of  the  South  was  never 
in  a  more  prosperous  condition.  Its  last  catalogue,  November,  1885, 
contained  261  names.  The  largest  number  ever  registered  in  the  days 
of  its  first  enthusiasm  and  prosperity  was  262.  This  was  when  a  senti- 
ment was  upon  our  country  which  made  the  name  of  the  institution 
almost  a  household  word.  It  was  also  at  a  period  when  but  few  com- 
petitors existed  in  the  South.  Since  that  time  competition  has  been 
very  sharp  from  the  various  Southern  State  Universities  which  have 
been  reorganized,  whose  tuition  is  either  nominal  or  free,  and  from 
the  manifold  private  schools  which  have  sprung  up  throughout  the 
country. 

Thus  you  will  see  that  the  present  number  at  the  University  indi- 
cates a  more  healthy  and  vigorous  life  than  at  any  other  time  during 
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its  existence.  Its  strength  is  not  only  comparatively  greater,  but  your 
committee  thinks  absolutely  greater,  because  this  year — November, 
1886 — it  will  catalogue  the  largest  number  of  students  that  has  ever 
assembled  in  its  halls.     The  number  will  approximate  300. 

But  it  is  not  in  such  numbers  that  its  strength  exists.  The  Univer- 
sity daily  grows  in  the  heart  and  confidence  of  the  Church  in  this 
country. 

Texas,  Tennessee  and  Florida  lead  in  the  list  of  patrons.  All  the 
Southern  States  from  the  Potomac  and  Ohio  Rivers  to  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  are  represented.  Besides  these,  not  a  few  Northern  States — 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana, 
and  Michigan  send  representatives.  At  no  distant  time  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  University  will  be  as  much  the  representative  school 
of  the  Church  in  the  whole  United  States,  as  it  is  now  the  most  con- 
siderable Southern  institution. 

The  standard  of  morals  and  scholarship  at  the  University  is  still  held 
at  the  maximum. 

This  year,  for  the  third  time,  its  orators  have  won  the  prize  in  the 
inter-collegiate  State  contest,  held  at  Nashville,  Tenn. ,  May  8.  This 
contest  has  been  held  four  times.  The  University  has  won  it  three 
times,  and  lost  it  once  by  an  accident  to  its  orator.  This  is  one  indi- 
cation that  your  committee's  high  opinion  is  not  an  ex  parte  conclusion. 

With  the  number  of  students,  the  property  of  the  University  grows 
from  year  to  year.  To  speak  in  round  terms,  it  has  now  nearly 
$200,000  in  property  in  the  shape  of  buildings,  lands,  books  and  appa- 
ratus. . 

April  8th  last,  work  was  begun  on  the  gymnasium  and  new  chapel. 
The  completion  of  this  latter  much  needed  building  depends  upon  the 
devotion  and  self-sacrifice  of  those  who  love  Sewanee.  Its  cost  will  be 
nearly  $70,000.  The  friends  of  the  Church  must. not  be  allowed  to 
forget  that  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  is  still  de- 
pendant upon  the  offerings  of  the  Diocese  in  lieu  of  a  permanent  en- 
dowment. 

At  present  there  are  in  that  department  about  20  students  and  upon 

the  increase  and  vigorous  life  of  that  part  of  the  school  at  Sewanee, 
depends  much  of  the  growth  and  life  of  the  Church  in  the  South  and 
Southwest. 

Sunday-Schools. 

Your  committee  is  surprised  that  no  record  is  made  in  the  Journal 
of  the  I>iocesan  parochial  reports  in  regard  to  the  numbers  and  condition 
of  our  various  Sunday-schools.      These  statistics  should   be  printed 
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faithfully  and  fully,  so  that  the  Committee  on  Education  may  be  en- 
abled to  make  a  careful  comparison  of  the  strength  and  effectiveness  of 
Sunday-schools  from  year  to  year  and  report  to  the  Convention  accor- 
dingly. 

General  Remarks. 

The  committee  may  not  close  its  remarks  without  reiterating  some 
of  the  inspirations  of  the  Church  on  the  subject  of  Christian  education. 

Speaking  of  non-sectarianism  in  education,  Ruskin  says,  **  Under 
the  shelter  of  this  charity,  humility  and  faint-heartedness,  the  world, 
unquestioned  by  others  or  by  itself,  mingles  with  and  overwhelms  the 
small  body  of  Christians,  legislates  for  them,  reasons  for  them,  *  *  * 
yet  undermines  *  *  *  the  sincerity  and  practical  power  of  Christi- 
anity *  *  *  until  the  Pagan's  system  is  completely  triumphant,  un- 
til the  entire  body  of  the  so-called  Christian  world  has  established  a 
system  of  instruction  for  its  youth  wherein  neither  the  history  of  the 
Christian  Church  nor  the  language  of  God's  Law  is  considered  of  the 
smallest  importance;  wherein  of  all  subjects  of  human  inquiry,  his 
own  religion  is  the  one  in  which  a  youth's  ignorance  is  most  easily  for- 
given." 

Of  our  common  school  education  Bishop  Huntington  declares,  **One 
of  the  confessed  facts  of  its  warmest  advocates  is  that  the  present  system 
of  common  school,  secular  education  is  weak  in  its  literary  pretensions, 
one  sided  in  its  bias,  and  superficial  in  its  results,  and  that  the  non-re- 
ligious plan  fails  to  rear  men  and  woman  of  moral  principle,  pure  lives, 
sound  citizenship  and  trustworthy  character. " 

The  Assistant  Bishop  of  New  York  concludes  that,  **  after  everything 
has  been  said  of  secular  education,  it  is  simply  what  it  professes  to  be, 
secular  education  and  nothing  more.  And,"  says  he,  **when  we 
have  taught  a  boy  to  write  a  hand  like  copper-plate  we  have  simply- 
opened  a  way  to  him  for  eminence  as  a  forger  or  a  counterfeiter;  and 
when  we  have  taught  a  young  girl  to  read  French  as  fluently  as  her 
own  tongue,  we  have  simply  opened  to  her  a  door  to  the  pollution  of 
her  mind  by  the  most  corrupt  modern  literature  under  the  sun,  unless 
at  the  same  time  we  have  taught  them  that  over  all  accomplishments 
and  attainments  is  God,  a  moral  Governor,  and  Christ  the  Saviour  and 
Regenerator  of  the  moral  nature." 

As  far  back  as  1865,  nearly  a  generation  since,  the  General  Con- 
vention had  presented  to  its  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  a 
report  on  Christian  education,  to  which  among  other  signatures  are 
those  of  Kerfoot  and  Coit,   those  wise  guides  of  the  young,  whose 
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names  are  inseparably  connected  with  S.  James*,  Maryland,  and  S. 
Paul's,  New  Hampshire. 

It  was  the  first  time  the  subject  had  stirred  the  heart  of  the  Church 
at  large  so  deeply,  and  the  committee  which  presented  this  report 
while  being  called  upon  unexpectedly,  and  being  not  within  reach  of 
statistical  information,  reported  upon  those  lines  which  the  Church 
in  her  wisdom  has  ever  held,  and  upon  which  the  centuries  of  men's 
wisdom  have  not  improved. 

I.  True  Christian  training  began,  as  that  committee  repeated,  at 
home.  Here  is  a  school  open  to  all,  always  open,  in  which  the  teach- 
ing is  by  precept  and  by  example.  Its  voice  is  never  silent  through 
childhood  and  youth,  and  is  not  hushed  among  the  labors  and  trials  of 
later  years.  The  memory  of  a  happy  Christian  home  brings  men  back 
to  the  thought  of  the  simplicity  and  purity  of  childhood,  with  a  direct- 
ness and  power  which  unveil  vice  and  disarm  temptation.  By  far  the 
larger  part  of  the  errors  and  vices,  the  irreligion  and  infidelity  of  the 
age,  is  directly  chargeable  to  neglect  of  home  culture  by  the  fathers 
and  mothers  of  the  land.  And  it  is  but  justice  to  say  that  the  respon- 
sibility of  this  neglect  rests  with  much  greater  force  upon  fathers  than 
upon  mothers.  Absorbed  in  a  business  which  he  has  allowed  to  en- 
gross his  time,  his  heart  and  soul,  the  father  sees  and  knows  but  little 
of  his  children,  while  the  mother  strives  to  do  her  whole  duty  to  the 
little  ones,  who  are  so  dear  to  her  and  often  fails  from  want  of  the  aid 
and  sympathy  of  him  from  whom  she  has  a  right  to  expect  them. 
Without  this  primary  and  thorough  home. training  of  children  we  have 
litde  ground  to  hope  for  much  from  any  subsequent  culture. 

II.  But  the  training  must  go  on.  And  now  we  come  the  Parochial- 
schools.  These  may  be  divided  into  (i)  Sunday-schools  and  (2) 
Parish-schools. 

1.  The  Sunday-school,  when  expected  to  efficacious  to  be  others  than 
those  who  have  no  opportunity  of  home  training,  must,  in  a  degree, 
be  a  sham  and  a  delusion.  Should  its  object  be  to  gather  children 
from  the  highways  and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in  and  fur- 
nish guests  for  the  blessed  feast  of  the  Lamb,  it  will  fulfill  a  glorious 
end.  But  if  the  Sunday-school  is  expected  to  make  up  in  an  hour  on 
Sunday  the  neglect  of  six  honest  days'  teaching  of  Christian  parents  to 
their  children,  its  hoUowness  must  strike  the  heart  of  the  blessed  Mas- 
ter with  sorrow  for  his  short-sighted  children. 

2.  The  Parish-school  is  the  next  step  in  Christian  education.  But 
the  Parish  school  is  generally  overshadowed,  swallowed  up  by  the 
common  schools  of  the  country  which  are  supported  by  State  aid,  and 
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in  which  no  religion,  and  consequently  no  morality,  is  taught.  Be- 
cause Parish  schools  cannot  compete  with  th^  common  schools,  and 
as  no  way  can  be  seen  out  of  the  difficulty  for  those  who  cannot  afford 
to  send  their  children  to  a  pay  school,  the  doubtful  policy  has  been 
suggested  that  the  common  school  authorities  allow  the  ministers  of 
what  are  called  the  various  denominations  to  feed  their  own  lambs  by 
instructing  them  in  those  schools  so  many  hours  a  week,  in  the  mys- 
teries of  their  creeds.  The  Church's  only  way  lo  remedy  this  mattfer, 
however,  we  believe,  is  to  have  inexpensive  Parish  schools  for  the 
very  young,  who  have  no  home  training,  to  ground  them  in  the  truth 
before  they  enter  the  public  school,  and  also  to  use  the  Sunday-school 
and  the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  Clergy  as  a  constant  re-inforce- 
ment  of  Church  doctrine. 

III.  The  boarding  schools  for  the  sons  and  daughters  of  those  blessed 
with  more  substance  is  an  escape  from  the  public  schools.  In  the  selec- 
tion of  such  a  school  there  is  a  vast  range  for  choice.  But  Church 
people  should  ever  bear  in  mind  that,  other  things  being  equal,  pref- 
erence should  be  given  to  their  own  schools  in  which  the  sure  word  of 
God  is  taught.  Should  Church  schools  be  regarded  as  less  attractive  in 
standard  and  appointment  than  others,  the  Church  should  not  rest 
until  she  had  made  them  equal,  nay,  better  than  all  others — made 
them  even  as  a  city  set  upon  an  hill,  a  thing  to  be  seen  and  known  of 
men  for  beauty  and  excellence. 

IV.  After  the  boarding  school  comes  the  college.  Fewer  go  to  col- 
lege than  to  school,  consequently  fewer  colleges  are  needed.  But 
these  few  colleges  should  be  strong  in  every  sense.  They  should  be 
strong  in  sufficient  endowments,  in  ample  equipments,  in  scholarships 
which  should  be  the  rewards  for  moral  and  intellectual  superiority, 
strong  in  numbers.  Learning  is  the  proper  inheritance  of  the  Angli- 
can race  and  the  Anglican  Church,  and  the  Church  should  therefore 
give  and  her  children  should  therefore  receive  from  her  the  best  of  it. 

The  largest  colleges  of  our  land  are  not  of  the  Church  and  so  the 
Church  must  meet  with  great  competition  in  this  matter,  but  the 
Church  must  meet  this  competition  bravely.  Church  parents  err 
greatly  therefore  in  not  sending  their  sons  to  Church  colleges,  and 
Church  wealth  errs  in  giving  endowments  to  other  than  its  own  insti- 
tutions. Many  a  noble  gift  goes  now  from  Churchmen  to  colleges  not 
our  own,  and  to  those  needing  aid  less  than  ours.  Cheapness,  or 
local  convenience,  or  fashion,  or  chance  should  not  be  our  only  guides 
in  the  choice  of  a  college  for  our  sons.  But  those  institutions  should 
ever  he  selected  which  are  under  the  guidance  of  our  own  Church, 
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and  in  which  the  best  students,  the  best  morals  aud  the  best  deport- 
ment are  lound. 

V.  The  highest  grade  of  Christian  education  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Theological  school  where  men  are  trained  to  sow  the  good  seed  of  the 
word  of  God  and  to  gather  in  at  last  the  harvest  of  souls.  This  result 
is  the  highest  ideal  of  true  culture.  And  did  our  homes,  our  schools, 
and  our  colleges  fill  their  proper  function,  the  halls  of  our  seminaries 
would  be  full  of  young  men  crowding  into  the  ranks  of  the  ministry. 
Homes  of  wealth  and  luxury,  as  well  as  homes  less  gifted  in  this 
world's  goods,  would  then  both  give  their  sons  to  God's  service,  and 
fill  up,  for  the  Lord,  to  a  grand  and  irresistable  army  the  thin  line  of 
pickets  which  the  Church   now  has  upon  the  frontier  of  infidelity, 

worldliness  and  heathenism.

From  the  following  Parishes  and  Missions  no  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived: Immanuel,  LaGrange;  S.  Thomas',  Somerville;  S.  John's, 
Buntyn;  Trinity,  Winchester;  Tracy  City;  S.  Paul's,  Athens. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  baptisms  are  largely  in  excess  of  last  year. 
One-half,  however,  of  the  entire  number  is  reported  by  five  Parishes 
(one  a  very  small  one)  out  of  35  reporting,  and  the  committee  fear 
that  there  is  still  room  for  greater  energy  and  care  in  this  all-important 
matter.  The  other  figures  contained  in  the  reports  do  not  call  for 
much  remark,  being,  for  the  most  part  nearly  approximate  to  those  of

last  year.  There  is  a  large  increase  under  the  head  of  receipts  **from 
other  sources,"  but  the  difference  is  chiefly  due  to  sales  of  property 
in  two  Parishes,  the  proceeds  of  which  have  already  been  partially, 
and  will  be  wholly,  expended  upon  other  property  for  Church  pur- 
poses.

The  Rev.  M.  M.  Moore  read  the 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Enrollment  Plan. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
address  relating  to  the  Enrollment  Plan,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in 
their  judgment  there  should  be  some  effort  made  in  this  Diocese  to 
second  the  earnest  efforts  now  being  made  in  this  way  in  behalf  of  the 
general  Missionary  work  of  the  Church.  So  far  as  your  committee 
has  any  information  about  this  plan,  they  are  under  the  impression  that 
it  is  a  praiseworthy  effort  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  as  an 
endowment  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  by  obtaining  sub- 
scriptions of  five  dollars  each  from  the  communicants  of  the  Church. 
Any  considerable  degree  of  success  in  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan 
can  but  be  hailed  with  delight  by  the  Church,  and  as  nothing  is  so 
mortifying  to  the  vanity  of  man  as  not  to  be  with  the  ** crowd"  when 
the  ** crowd"  is  right  and  successful,  it  would  surely  be  a  matter  of 
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mortifying  regret  to  the  Churchmen  of  Tennessee  to  know  that  they 
had  no  part  in  so  grand  and  good  a  work  as  the  present  plan  will  be 
if  it  succeeds.  The  plan  has  been  before  the  public  for  a  year  or  two, 
but  lately  seems  to  be  growing  in  favor.  As  it  is  a  work  that  was 
begun  by  Laymen,  and,  as  we  understand,  is  to  be  carried  on  by  Lay- 
men, we  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  President  appoint  a  Secretary  for  the  Diocese 
who  shall  be  a  Layman,  who  shall  correspond  with  the  parties  having 
charge  of  the  endowment  plan,  and  who  shall  make  such  efforts  as  he 
may  think  best  to  carry  the  plan  into  effect  in  this  Diocese.

The  Registrar  begs  leave  to  report  that, 

1.  He  has  received  many  Journals,  old  and  new,  from  his  prede- 
cessor in  office,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  and  from  the 
Registrars  and  Secretaries  of  other  Dioceses.  It  is  his  wish  to  secure 
for  the  Diocese,  to  be  kept  at  the  University  of  the  South,  a  complete 
set  of  Journals  of  the  General  Convention  and  6f  all  of  the  Dioceses. 
If  any  of  the  Clergy  or  Laity  have  any  Journals  of  any  kind  or  date 
to  spare,  the  Registrar  would  be  glad  to  have  them,  so  that  he  may 
be  in  a  position  effect  exchanges.  A  list  of  the  earlier  Journals  of  this 
Diocese  needed  to  make  one  complete  set  for  the  Registrar's  office 
will  be  printed  in  the  next  Journal,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  those 
Journals  may  be  presented  to  the  Diocese  through  the  Registrar,  so  that 
his  office  may  contain  a  complete  history  of  the  Diocese. 

2.  Since  the  last  Convention,  deeds  for  Church  lots  at  Fairmount, 
Grundy  x:ounty,  and  South  Pittsburg,  Marion  county,  have  been  re- 
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corded  in  favor  of  the  Diocese  and  deposited  in  the  Registrar's  office. 
A  deed  has  also  been  made  for  a  Church  lot  in  Roark's  Cove,  Frank- 
lin county,  to  the  University  of  the  South  and  so  recorded.  The 
owner  was  unwilling  to  make  it  otherwise.  The  Registrar  asks  in- 
structions from  the  Convention  in  this  matter. 

3.  The  Registrar  asks  for  an  appropriation  from  the  Convention  of 
fifty  dollars  this  year  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his  office,  viz. ,  postage, 

printing,  binding,  safe,  etc.

Report  of  the  Committee  oif  the  Endowment  of  the 

Episcopate. 

The  Committee  on  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate  respectfully 
report,  that  during  the  year  they  have  made  several  efforts  to  arouse 
interest  in  the  subject  and  secure  money  for  the  fund.  Circular  let- 
ters were  sent  to  all  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  requesting  con- 
tributions, but  we  fear  that  they  have  met  with  a  very  meagre  re- 
sponse. 

Your  committee  feel  that  if  this  much-desired  object  is  to  be  attained, 
interest  must  be  aroused  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  in  the 
Diocese,  and  in  order  to  sustain  this  interest,  we  would  recommend  a 
plan  similar  to  the  Missionary  enrollment  plan — every  communicant 
in  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  to  be  urged  to  co-operate  heartily 
and  contribute  ^\t.  cents  a  week.  In  order  to  insure  the  successful 
working  of  the  plan,  a  committee  should  be  appointed  in  every  Parish 
to  make  these  weekly  collections,  and  make  monthly  returns  to  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  invest  these  funds  securely 
where  they  will  be  drawing  some  interest. 

As  an  inducement  to  secure  the  active  co-operation  of  every  Parish 
we  recommend  that  when  $ioo  has  been  contributed  to  this  fund  by 
any  Parish,  that  the  assessment  upon  that  Parish  be  reduced  by  the 
amount  of  annual  interest  derived  from  such  sum.  And  so  likewise 
.  with  all  other  sums  contributed.  We  feel  sure  that  this  object  can  be 
speedily  realized  by  the  active  co-operation  of  every  communicant  in 
the  Diocese.     The  fund  desired  is  $50,000. 

Resolved  (6),  That  an  effort  be'  made  to  endow  the  Episcopate  of 
this  Diocese  by  the  gathermg  of  small  sums. 

Resolved  (7),  That  for  every  even  sum  of  $100  contributed  by  any 
Parish,  the  amount  of  the  legal  interest  upon  such  amount  shall  be 
remitted  to  that  Parish  upon  its  conventional  assessment  annually. 
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Resolved  (8),  That  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed,  who 
shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  this  plan  into  effect.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Juny,  associated  as  he  was  through  many  years  with 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  in  various  departments  of  work,  has  left  as 
the  history  of  his  priestly  life  a  record  wherein  are  met  together  in 
consistent  union  both  the  boldest  and  gentlest  graces  and  power  that 
make  the  true  Christian  life  and  the  true  Catholic  Priest.  Renounc- 
ing at  an  early  stage  in  his  ministerial  career  the  Roman  obedience, 
under  those  difficulties  which  there  impeded  him  in  his  research  for 
the  pure  faith  and  the  right  liberty  of  the  Priesthood,  his  course  then 
and  always  has  exhibited  a  rare  moral  strength,  a  steadfast  faithfulness 
to  conviction,  and  a  most  intense  and  loyal  insight  into  catholic  truth. 
The  work  which  he  accomplished  in  the  exercise  of  his  professional 
function  successively  in  two  Universities — the  University  of  the  South 
and  the  University  of  Mississippi — entitled  him  to  rank  as  a  thorough 
linguistic  scholar  and  a  successful  practical  instructor.  The  laborious 
care  and  patience  which,  in  spite  of  his  advancing  years  and  infirmity 
of  body,  he  manifested  in  his  pastoral  work  wrought  faithfully  for  the 
increase  of  the  Master's  kingdom,  and  were  blessed  to  himself  in  the 
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love  and  reverence  which  he  won  from  those  with  whom  he  labored. 
The  hopefulness  and  the  gentle  piety  which  marked  his  personal  life 
shone  very  brightly  amid  the  clouds  which  so  often  and  so  sadly  gather 
around  the  aged  Priest  of  the  Militant  Church,  and  have  found  their 
recompense  of  reward  in  the  sure  rest  which  remaineth  ever  for  the 
people  of  God. 

In  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Freeman  Young,  S.  T.  D., 
Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Church  on  earth  has  yielded  to  the  expectant 
Hosts  a  life  of  great  beauty  and  power.  Through  the  years  of  a  long 
Episcopate,  through  the  crucial  and  formative  periods  of  a  great  Dio- 
cese, Bishop  Young  bore  his  office  with  singular  wisdom,  with  increas- 
ing and  aggressive  energy,  and  with  that  soundness  of  practical  judg- 
ment which  assured  the  success  of  his  administration.  Distinguished 
for  the  many  noble  features  which  characterized  his  life,  and  living 
truly  as  an  example  to  his  flock,  he  wielded  an  especial  influence  in 
all  movements  toward  enriching  the  true  catholic  form  of  the  Church's 
worship  and  in  the  progress  of  general  liturgical  science. 

The  Diocese  of  Missouri,  in  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles 
Franklin  Robertson,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  loses  a  fearless  and  just  leader, 
and  the  whole  Church  an  apostolic  man.  The  rapid  and  strong  growth 
of  the  Church  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  the  flourishing  condition  of 
the  Diocesan  institutions,  many  whereof  owe  to  him  their  foundation, 
witness  to  the  unswerving  zeal  and  ardor  of  his  labors  and  to  the  great- 
ness of  his  administrative  power.  Amidst  the  manifold  and  harrass- 
ing  duties  of  his  office,  he  still  applied  his  accurate  scholarship  to  varied 
historical  research,  and  produced  in  their  line  valuable  contributions  to 
literature.  Surrounded  as  he  was  by  many  of  the  conditions  which 
make  the  problem  of  Christianity  most  complex  and  impracticable,  he 
yet  gave  to  this  question  many  earnest  and  conscientious  efforts.  The 
complications  amidst  which  he  was  called  upon  to  administer  his 
Episcopal  function  gave  opportunity  to  illustrate  his  search  for  a  con- 
scious void  of  offense  towards  God  and  towards  men. 

By  such  lives  is  the  faith  handed  down  and  the  power  of  the  Gospel 
manifested,  and  by  the  prayers  of  such  in  Paradise  is  the  coming  of 
the  kingdom  hastened. 

Resolved  {i\)y  That  these  expressions  be  placed  upon  the  minutes 
of  the  Convention  and  be  transmitted  respectively  to  the  families  of  the 
deceased ;  and  that  those  relating  to  the  late  Bishops  of  Florida  and 
Missouri  be  communicated  respectively  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Con- 
vention of  those  Dioceses.  P.   A.   Fhts,

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On  motion,  the  appended  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Rev.  T,  VV.  Humes,  D.  D.,  read  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  T.  F. 
Gailor,  S.  T.  B.,  the  Canon  on  amendments  was  sus- 
pended, and  the  report  was  adopted  as  follows,  viz.: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

Be  it  Resolved  (12),  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Convention  to  take  into  consideration  Canon 
XII.,  **of  Diocesan  Missions,"  and  Canon  xiii.,  **of  Convocations," 
with  a  view  of  harmonizing  and  combining  the  two  and  making  them 
more  effective,  also  that  the  proposed  substitute  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Henry  for  Canon  xii.  be  referred  to  said  committee,  who  shall  report 
to  the  next  Convention  any  amendments  of  the  Canons  they  may  deem 
advisable. 

Resolved  (13),  That  section  2  of  Canon  i.  be  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  words  **  If  there  be  no  Bishop,"  in  the  ninth  Hne,  the  word 
' '  present. " 

Resohfed  {1^),  That  section  5  of  Canon  i.  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  **  though,"  and  inserting  the  work  **if." 

Resoh^ed  (15),  That  section  6  of  Canon  i.  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  **  Laymen,"  and  inserting  instead  the  words  **  Lay  Del- 
egates and  three  Alternates." 

Resohed  (16),  That  Canon  vii.  be  amended  by  adding  the  following 
section:  ** Section  3.  Voting  by  proxy  in  Parish  meetings  shall  not 
be  allowed." 

Resolved  (17),  That  the  blank  in  section  3  of  Canon  x.  be  filled  with 
the  word  **  three." 

Resoh^ed  (18),  That  section  2  of  Canon  xiii.  be  amended  by  inserting 
the  word  **or  Rector"  after  the  word  ** Vestry. 

Resohed  (19),  That  the  following  Canon  be  substituted  for  Canon 
XVI.,  entitled  **  Altering  Canons:" 

**  All  proposed  amendments,  additions  or  alterations  to  the  Canons 
ot  the  Diocese  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  be  re- 
ported upon :  and  no  Canon  shall  be  acted  upon  unless  by  unanimous 
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consent  of  the  Convention,  without  one  day's  previous  notice  thereof 
given  in  open  Convention." 

Resolved  (20),  That  the  second  rule  of  the  order  of  business  be 
amended  by  striking  out  the  figure  v.  after  the  word  Canon  and  in- 
serting the  numeral  ix.,  so  as  to  make  the  rule  conform  to  the  proper 
Canon. 
The  committee  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following : 
Resolved  {21),  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  compile  from  the 
Journals  of  the  Diocese  a  correct  list  of  all  Parishes  and  Missions  Stations 
in  union  with  the  Convention,  giving  date  of  the  admission  of  each 
Parish,  and  that  this  list  be  printed  in  this  and  all  future  Journals  of 

the  Convention.

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  H.  R. 
Howard,  S.  T.  D.,  and  T.  F.  Gailor.  S.  T.  B.,  and  A.  T. 
McNeal  as  the  special  Committee  on  Canons. 

Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal  read  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  appended  resolutions  were  adopted; 

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  have  considered  the  various  matters  re- 
ferred to  them  and  respectfully  report: 

In  regard  to  the  communication  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Maury,  of  Goshen, 
New  York,  presenting  a  scheme  for  the  employment  of  life  insurance 
as  a  means  of  procuring  funds  for  Church  work,  your  committee  can- 
not recommend  any  action  without  more  thorough  examination  of  the 
matter  than  can  be  had  during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  purchase  the  Church  building  and 
lot  at  Loudon,  Tenn.,  the  correspondence  referred  to  your  committee 
simply  discloses  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  citizens  at  Loudon  to  buy, 
but  no  price  is  named.  It  is  suggested  that  the  lot  and  building  can 
be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  in  the  erection  of  a  Church  building  at 
some  point  in  the  same  section.  The  property  ought  not  to  be  sac- 
rificed, and  yet  it  may  be  better  to  sell  it  and  apply  to  a  Church  build- 
ing elsewhere,  but  your  committee  have  not  sufficient  information  to 
form  intelligent  judgment  as  to  what  should  be  done,  nor  can  such  in- 
formation be  had  before  adjournment,  while  it  may  be  that  a  sale 
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should  be  made  before  the  meeting  of  next  Convention.  Hence  your 
committee  recommend  a  reference  of  this  matter  to  Dr.  Thos.  W. 
Humes  and  Wm.  Baxter,  Esq.,  as  a  special  committee,  and  append 
resolution  numbered  23. 

In  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars  asked  by  the  Registrar 
for  necessary  expenditures  contemplated  and  referred  to  in  his  report  in 
regard  to  matters  of  his  office,  your  committee  recommend  the  same 
and  append  a  resolution  numbered  24. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  E.  F.  Sevier,  has  been  carefully  ex- 
amined by  your  committee. 

The  Treasurer's  receipts  up  to  the  date  of  his  report  for  past  year 

aggregate $  3,308  25

His  report  is  full  and  complete,  and  shows  all  items.  As  against 
this  indebtedness  of  $291.85,  we  have  nominal  assets  as  follows:

Arrears  from  5)ewanee  assessment,  1885 841  25 

Your  committee  have  examined  all  the  items  in  the  schedule  of 
arrears  of  assessments  due,  and  are  satisfied  that  at  least  $600  is  thor- 
oughly good  and  will  be  paid  soon.  Unless,  the  Committee  on  As- 
sessments exercise  great  care  in  regard  to  their  assessment  on  Mission 
Stations  and  some  Parishes,  which  seem  to  have  a  nominal  existence 
only  as  Parishes,  these  large  annual  arrearages,  or  deficits,  will  be 
always  with  us  unto  the  end.  It  is  deemed  proper  to  state  that 
certain  Parishes  and  Missions  have  made  payments  during  the  session 
of  the  Convention  since  the  filing  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  as  follows :

The  above  amounts  received  during  the  Convention  nearly  liquidate 
the  balance  due  the  Treasurer,  but  when  deducted  from  the  assets 
above  relied  upon  would  leave  only  a  small  margin  possible  surplus  in

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entering  on  the  new  year.  One  year  ago  the  Convention  found  itself 
relieved  from  a  condition  of  chronic  indebtedness,  and  your  committee 
earnestly  urged  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Convention  that  we  should 
by  all  means  take  care  to  avoid  any  such  condition  in  the  future. 

Your  committee  report  that  the  sum  of  $3,600.00  should  be  raised 
for  the  next  year  by  assessment  on  the  Parishes,  being  the  same  esti- 
mated last  year.     A  resolution  is  appended  numbered  25. 

The  Treasurer  requests  that  the  assessment  schedule  in  the  Journal 
show  the  post  office,  and  name  of  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish  and 
Mission  for  obvious  reasons.  His  correspondence  is  quite  laborious 
and  he  should  be  informed  by  the  Convention  through  the  Assess- 
ment Committee  as  to  the  names  of  the  Treasurers  and  their  post  office 
address.     A  resolution  is  appended  numbered  26. 

Your  committee  cannot  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Treas- 
urer to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  at  this  time.  The  Conven- 
tion has  just  emerged  from  a  condition  of  serious  financial  embarrass- 
ment, and  we  trust  very  soon  the  Parishes  will  be  ready  to  respond 
more  liberally  and  increase  the  income  of  the  Convention,  upon  which 
necessarily  the  capacity  to  meet  all  appropriations  must  be  based. 
Until  such  increase  comes,  the  Convention  cannot  afford  to  make 
pledges  without  the  certainty  of  being  able  to  meet  them. 

Your  committee  realize  that  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  should  be 
ample,  and  if  possible  should  be  increased.  The  annual  salary  paid 
the  Bishop  now,  including  premium  on  life  insurance  and  insurance 
on  the  Episcopal  residence  at  Memphis,  amounts  to  about  $2,900,  ex- 
clusive of  the  rent  of  said  residence  in  Memphis.  Whatever  this  may 
aggregate  your  committee  certainly  do  not  present  it  as  an  answer  to 
the  recommendation  for  increased  salary,  but  merely  as  a  statement  of 
fact  in  connection  with  our  financial  relations  to  i)e  considered  in  ar- 
riving at  what  was  best  to  be  done  in  the  matter  of  pledges  the  Con- 
vention should  make  at  this  time.  Past  experience  and  long-con- 
tinued financial  trouble  may  have  made  your  Finance  Committee  ex- 
ceedingly cautious,  but  the  committee  believe  that  the  Convntt-ion 
should  never  promise  more  than  it  feels  positively  and  securely  it  can 
pay. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  Parish  obligations  to  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  Bishop's  salary  and  contingent  expenses  applying  to  the 
Church  in  the  entire  Diocese  are  paramount  obligations,  and  should 
receive  the  earliest  attention  from  the  Parishes,  and  be  paid 
promptly.  The  obligations  of  the  Convention  representing  all  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  are  mutual  obligations  for  the  common  work  of 
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the  Church.  Let  us  take  care  of  these  firsts  and  then  look  after  the 
more  selfish  matters  of  our  respective  Parishes  afterwards. 

Your  committee  venture  a  suggestion  in  regard  to  some  other  mat- 
ters coming  within  their  province  considered  important.  Our  Jour- 
nals should  show  accurately  our  annual  contributions.  The  Treas- 
urer's report  shows  the  amount  received  by  him  for  the  past  year  from 
the  Parishes  as  Treasurer  for  the  University  of  the  South  only  $91.55, 
when  in  fact  there  has  been  paid  by  the  Parishes  nearly  $450,  the 
difference  being  in  the  amounts  sent  by  the  Parishes  directly  to 
the  University,  and  not  going  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  all. 
This  can  be  remedied  by  a  statement  from  the  University  Treasurer, 
to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  just  before  each  Convention  to  be  incorpK)- 
rated  in  his  report. 

Again,  the  Treasurer  reports  no  Missionary  funds  collected,  which 
implies  that  nothing  whatever  was  contributed  for  Missionary  work. 
This  can  be  remedied  by  reports  furnished  by  the  Bishop  and  Clergy 
of  all  offerings  taken  up  by  them  for  such  purposes,  which  do  not  go 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.

Your  Treasurer  regrets  that  he  is  deprived  of  the  pleasure  of  being 
present  in  person,  and  respectfully  asks  your  consideration  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

That  the  names  of  the  Treasurers  and  postoffices  of  each  Parish  and 
Mission  be  inserted  in  the  Journal  as  a  part  of  1886  assessment,  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  funds  due  the  Diocese. 

That  Parishes  and  Missions  be  required  to  pay  their  assessments 
monthly,  instead  of  quarterly  and  annually,  in  order  that  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer  may  be  able  to  pay  the  Bishop  his  salary  monthly. 

That  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  is  not  sufficient  to  support  himself 
and  family,  and  meet  traveling  expenses,  and  should  therefore  be  in- 
creased to  $3,000  per  annum.

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Dumbell  read  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  consider 
the  proposed  changes  in  the  book  of  Common  Prayer 
(see  appendix  **  B.'') 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Humes,  D.  D..  the 
appended  resolutions  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  William  Baxter,  it  was 

Resolved  (28),  That  the  consideration  of  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
address  referring  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese  and  the  election  of 
an  Assistant  Bishop  be  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

William  Baxter  proposed  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Contitution,  viz.: 

That  article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  changed  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
**The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates, constituting  one  deliberative  body. 

**  All  Ministers  of  the  Potestant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically  res- 
ident in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 
Each  Church  in  union  with  the  Convention  may  send  one  Lay  Dele- 
gate for  every  twenty-five  of  its  resident  communicants,  or  fractional 
part  of  such  number,  ^ny  one  or  more  of  whom  may  represent  it  in 
Convention  by  as  many  votes  as  may  be  personally  present.  But  no 
person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  this  Convention." 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Davis  Sessums.  it  was 

Resolved  (29),  That  the  proposed  amendment  be  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Canons. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  G.  G.  Thompson,  seconded 
by  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Gailor,  it  was 

Resolved  (30),  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee 
has  heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Gray, 
S.  T.  B. ,  who  was  forced  only  by  failing  health  to  sever  his  connec- 
tion with  this  Diocese;  who  by  heritage  and  by  education  was  a  son 
of  the  Church  in  Tennessee.  This  resolution  is  a  simple  tribute  of  re- 
spect to  the  earnestness  and  devotion  of  his  work  in  the  ministry,  and 
the  sanctified  patience  exhibited  by  him  during  the  severe  and  pro- 
tracted suffering  of  his  last  illness.

Brown;  I  united  in  holy  matrimony  Marie  Brown,  daughter  of  Gov. 
Brown,  and  the  Hon.  Benton  McMillin. 

6th — Feast  of  the  Epiphany.  I  preached,  and  celebrated  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent.  I  left  at  7.30  p.  m. 
for  S.  James'  Church,  Cumberland  Furnace.  Spent  the  night  at 
Dixon,  and  reached  the  Furnace  on  Thursday  at  noon :  the  weather 
bitterly  cold.  One  of  the  heaviest  snow  storms  I  have  ever  known  in 
this  region  kept  us  in  doors  on  Friday  and  on  Saturday. 

loth — First  Sunday  after  Epiphany.  The  weather  extremely  cold, 
but  I  preached  to  a  handful  of  people  who  collected  in  the  Church, 
and  celebrated  the  Blessed  Eucharist.  At  night  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed two  candidates.  A  large  class  had  been  prepared,  by  the  Rev. 
H.  O.  Riddel,  but  the  extremely  inclement  weather  prevented  their 
attendance. 

nth — Monday.  I  celebrated  the  Blessed  Sacrament  at  the  res- 
idence of  Mr.  Thomas  Curtis,  and  where  a  number  of  communicants 
were. 

1 2th — Tuesday.  The  coldest  day  of  the  season — a  phenominal  de- 
velopment of  winter  weather.  I  left  the  Furnace  in  an  ore  wagon, 
filled  with  hay.  I  wrapped  up  as  best  I  could,  and  started  at  11.30 
for  Dixon.  Reached  Dixon  at  5  p.  m.,  thoroughly  chilled  by  the  ex- 
treme cold.  On  reaching  Sewanee  I  was  confined  to  my  bed  by  a 
severe  attack  of  bronchitis. 

17th — Second  Sunday  after  Epiphany.  Celebrated  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  in  the  Oratory  of  Fulford  Hall.  I  sent  out  the  following 
pastoral  letter  to  the  Reverend  the  Clergy  o{  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee : 

Brethren: 

There  is  a  subject  which  weighs  very  heavily  and  very  constantly  on  the 
mind  and  heart  of  your  Hishop,  and  he  would  fain  hope  that  it  is  one  you  your- 
selves have  well  considered  :  What  is  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  doing  to  meet 
the  demand  for  an  adequate  supply  of  Ministers?  You  are  sufficiently  well  in- 
formed of  the  condition  of  things,  so  that  no  argument  is  required  to  bring  the 
subject  clearly  before  your  minds.  At  the  last  Convention  of  the  IMocese,  it  was 
my  privilege  to  admit  five  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  and  advance  two  to  the  Priest- 
hood. Of  this  number,  not  one  was  a  native  born  Tennesseean,  and  of  the 
present  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  one  only  was  born  in  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see. I  am  sure  we  all  feel  the  great  importance  of  raising  up  an  indigenous  Minis- 
try— men  taken  from  among  our  people,  accustomed  to  our  ways  of  thought  and 
modes  of  action;  who  sliall  consecrate  body  and  soul  to  the  cause  of  Christ  and 
the  Church.  The  world  holds  out  its  alluring  prizes,  and  our  young  men  are 
drawn  away  from  the  service  of  the  Altar,  not  for  a  moment  realizing  the  infinite 
advantages  of  the   Ministry  of  the  Church.     I  think  we  all  must  feel,  that  no 
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mailer  whatsoever  measure  of  self-denial  or  hardness  we  may  be  called  upon  to 
endure,  there  can  be  no  vocation  which  promises  greater  happiness  even  in  this 
life  than  that  of  the  Ministry  of  Reconciliation.  I  therefore  Very  urgently  ask 
that  you  will  not  only  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  more 
laborers  into  His  vineyard,  but  that  yon  will  present  this  subject  to  your  people 
from  the  pulpit  and  in  your  visits  from  house  to  house.  Place  before  the  minds 
of  the  young  men  of  your  congregation  the  simple  fact  that  his  life  must  be 
happiest  which  is  most  useful,  and  that  in  the  Ministry  they  can  do  most  for 
their  souls,  most  for  their  fellow-men,  and  most  for  (lod's  glory.  If  you  could 
visit,  as  I  am  constantly  called  upon  to  do,  some  of  the  out-of-the-way  Mission 
Stations,  and  sec  how  the  people  are  famishing  for  ihe  Bread  of  Life— that  Bread 
which  wc  have  stored  up  in  the  Church*s  granaries  —I  am  sure  you  would  **  look 
ye  out  among  you  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  wis- 
dom," who  would  bear  the  glad  message  of  salvation,  and  break  the  Bread  of 
Life  to  the  hungering  and  the  thirsting.  This  subject  can,  of  course,  be  best 
presented  by  each  Pastor  to  his  own  people,  while  I  pledge  myself  not  to  be  be- 
hind any  in  the  earnest  effort  to  give  the  subject  that  prominence  which  its  im- 
portance demands. 

20th — Wednesday.  The  Blessed  Eucharist  was  celebrated  in  the 
Oratory  of  Fulford  Hall,  by  the  Rev.  Davis  Sessums,  at  8  o'clock.  I 
was  too  unwell  to  attend.  At  8  p.  m.  I  united  in  the  bonds  of  holy 
matrimony  Clara  E.  Quintard  and  Benjamin  Lawton  Wiggins,  of  S. 
C,  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages  and  Literature  in  the  University 
of  the  South.     The  Rev.  G.  W.  Dumbell  assisted  at  the  service. 

24th — Fourth  Sunday  after  Advent.  Visited  S.  Madalene's,  Fay- 
etteville.  At  10  a.  m.  I  confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private.  At  11 
o'clock  I  consecrated  the  beautiful  Altar,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Row- 
land Hale,  to  the  memory  of  Charles  Carroll  Parsons,  Priest,  and 
John  M.  Schwrar,  Priest,  both  of  whom  laid  down  their  lives,  during 
the  terrible  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  1878.  I  preached  and  cele- 
^^rated  the  Holy  Communion.  At  7  p.  m.  I  confirmed  one  candidate. 
31st — Fifth  Sunday  after  Advent.  I  visited  the  Parish  in  Knox- 
^'Jlle.  In  the  morning,  in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Humes  read  Morning  Prayer,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Mc- 
^lohon.  I  preached,  confirmed  three  candidates,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Eucharist.  At  night  I  visited  S.  John's  Parish,  where  I 
preached,  confirmed  eleven  candidates,  and  delivered  an  address  to 
them.  Dr.  Morrell  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Humes.  I  devoted  the  next  three  days  to  visiting  the  Church  people* 
of  the  two  Parishes. 

February. 

nth — Thursday.     Assisted  at  the  marriage  of  Betty  McGhee  and 
^-ieut.  W.   Tyson,   U.  S.  A.,  at  the  residence  of  the  bride's  father, 
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Charles  McGhee,  Esq.  Dr.  Humes  officiated  at  the  marriage.  I 
also  visited  S.  .Luke's  Parish,  Cleveland,  and  spent  the  time  until  Sun- 
day in  visiting  the  Church  people. 

1 2th — I  made  an  address,  after  Evening  Prayer,  in  S.  Luke's 
Church. 

14th — Sixth  Sunday  after  Advent.  At  9.30  o'clock  I  catechised 
the  children  of  the  Sunday-School.  At  1 1  o'clock  in  the  morning  I 
preached.  At  night  I  preached,  confirmed  nine  candidates  and  ad- 
dressed them. 

2ith — Septuagesima  Sunday.  Visited  S.  Barnabas'  Parish,  TuUa- 
homa.

Celebrated  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
in  Christ  Church,  Memphis.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Bishop 
^Thompson. 

Grace  Church's  congregation  has  removed  to  its  new  building  on 
Vance  Street.  The  old  Church  being  very  inconveniently  located,  the 
Vestry  very  wisely  decided  to  sell  that  property.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
George  Patterson,  who  has  accepted  the  Rectorship,  and  is  now  in 
charge  of  the  Parish,  is  a  strong  man,  and  with  God's  blessing  will

Flagler  and  Humes,  after  which  I  preached. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  B.  McGlohon,  Deacon,  who  has  spent  his  vaca- 
tion at  Greenville,  deserves  the  greatest  possible  credit  for  the  work 
he  has  done.  He  has  put  the  Church  in  a  state  of  repair,  shingled  the 
roof,  put  in  new  stoves,  handsome  chandeliers,  arranged  the  Chancel, 
and  made  this  house  of  prayer  altogether  comely. 
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23d — Tuesday.  At  night,  in  S.  Luke's  Church,  Cleveland,  after 
Evening  Prayer  by  the  Rector,  I  preached. 

25th — Thursday.  I  reached  Jackson,  and  remained  over  Sunday, 
being  too  unwell  to  keep  my  appointment  at  Bolivar. 

27th — Saturday.  In  S  Luke's  Church,  Jackson,  I  read  Evening 
Prayer  and  delivered  an  address. 

28th — Third  Sunday  in  Lent.  In  the  morning  I  celebrated  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  at  7  o'clock.  At  11  o'clock  I  preached.  At  7.30 
p.  M.  I  preached,  confirmed  ten  candidates  and  delivered  an  address. 

29th — Monday.  Read  Morning  Prayer,  after  which  there  was  a 
meeting  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation.  I  delivered  an  address  on 
Parish  work.  In  the  evening  I  left  for  Bolivar,  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hinkle  and  Collins.  At  night,  after  Evening  Prayer, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Collins  preached  in  S.  James'  Church. 

30th — Tuesday.  In  the  morning  I  celebrated  the  Blessed  Eucha- 
rist.

-\nd  now,  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  I  exhort  you  all  to  abound  more 
and  more  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  offices  of  your  Ministry, 
and  to  give  yourself  wholly  to  its  wprk.  We  all  of  us  need  to  wax 
riper  and  stronger. 

We  need  more  frequent  services  in  our  Churches,  that  the  people  be 
made  to  feel  that  the  House  of  Prayer  is  indeed  their  home.  I  spec- 
ially urge  you  to  teach  your  people  that  the  Holy  Communion  is  the 
great  central  act  of  divine  worship,  and  that  they  are  to  resort  to  it 
frequently  for  the  strengthening  and  refreshing  of  their  souls. 

1  believe  that  daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  should  be  said  in 
every  Parish  Church,  and  that  the  Holy  Communion  should  be  cele- 
brated at  least  weekly;  for,  without  these,  it  will  be  next  to  impossible 
for  the  Clergyman,  no  matter  how  careful  he  may  be  in  the  discharge 
of  his  other  duties,  to  keep  alive  religion  in  his  heart. 

Xenophon  tells  us  Cambyses  taught  Cyrus :  That  for  a  mariner  who 
knew  not  how  to  steer  a  boat  to  pray  for  a  good  voyage,  for  a  hus- 
bandman who  had  not  manured  his  ground  to  pray  for  a  good  har- 
vest, or  for  a  general  without  experience  in  battle  to  pray  for  a  victory. 
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was  a  sin  against  the  law  of  Divine  Providence.     I  need  not  apply 
the  lesson. 

See  to  it  that  you  are  more  and  more  in  earnest  in  winning  souls  to 
Christ,  and  in  so  making  full  proof  of  your  Ministry,  that  the  Great 
Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  Souls  may,  at  the  last,  receive  you  with  the 
welcome  plaudit,  **Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  AT  THE  DIOCE- 
SAN  CONVENTION  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  TENNESSEE, 
JUNE  17.  1885.  "TO  CONSIDER  THE  PROPOSED  CHANGES 
IN  THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER/* 


Your  committee  have  approached  the  consideration  of  the  matters 
referred  to  them  with  a  deep  conviction  of  the  gravity  of  all  questions 
involved  in  any  attempted  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book ;  and  after 
careful  deliberation  they  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  so  far  as  those  portions  of  it 
which  relate  to  the  public  worship  of  the  Church  are  concerned, 
divides  itself  naturally  under  two  i)rincipal  heads,  (a)  The  Office  for 
the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  or  Holy  Communion,  with 
the  Collects,  Epistles  and  (josj)els;  and  (If)  The  Ordinary  Offices  for 
Daily  Use,  with  the  Litany,  Psalter,  and  **  Prayers  and  Thanksgiv- 
ings on  Several  Occasions. " 

2.  In  this  general  arrangement,  under  two  chief  divisions,  the 
Church  continues  that  which  has  been  the  recognized  usage  of  Chris- 
tendom from  the  earliest  ages.  The  Order  for  the  Holy  Communion 
has  always  stood  alone,  whilst  the  Daily  Offices  each  combine  a  cer- 
tain number  of  the  Ancient  Services  for  the  Canonical  Hours;  those 
which  used  to  be  recited  previous  to  noon-tide  being  embodied,  in 
substance,  in  the  Order  for  Morning  Prayer,  and  the  later  ones  in  that 
for  the  Evening.  Thus,  these  Offices  were  constructed  upon  a  fixed 
principle,  to  supply  the  chief  part  of  all  that  had  been  provided  in  the 
more  numerous  Services  of  old,  for  which  the  pressure  of  daily  occu- 
pation in  later  days  no  longer  seemed  to  leave  the  necessary  time. 

3.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  we  turn  to  one  of  the  resolutions  adopted, 
at  the  outset,  by  the  committee  appointed  at  the  General  Convention 
of  1880.      It  runs  as  follows: 

Resotved^  That  this  committee,  in  all  its  suggestions  and  acts,  be  guided  by 
those  principles  of  Liturgical  construction  and  Ritual  use  which  have  guided  the 
compilation  and  amendment  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  have  made  it 
what  it  is. 
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But,  on  reference  to' the  Book  Annexed,  as  modified  in  1883,  we 
cannot  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  rule  of  action  thus  laid  down  for 
themselves,  has  not  been  in  all  cases  adhered  to  by  the  committee. 
Extreme  simplicity  marked  the  direction  taken  by  all  changes  made 
at  the  time  of  the  Reformation,  but  this  simplicity  is  largely  sacrificed 
by  many  of  the  alterations  now  proposed.  It  is  indeed  hard  to  say 
how  many  forms  might  not  be  devised  by  different  Ministers  in  vari- 
ous places,  or  by  the  same  Minister  at  different  times,  using  the  lib- 
erty proposed  to  be  given ;  until  the  ordinary  worshipper  would  find 
it  almost  as  hard  to  seek  out  and  follow  some  possible  arrangement  as 
was  the  case  in  the  days  of  which  the  Reformers  write  in  the  Preface 
n  the  English  Prayer  Book  when  **many  times  in  consequence  of  the 
manifold  changings  of  the  Service,  there  was  more  business  to  find 
out  what  should  be  read,  than  to  read  it  when  it  was  found  out." 

4.  The  changes  proposed  in  the  Communion  Office  are  few;  we 
think  it  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  use  of  the  Nicene  Creed  is  not 
required;  for,  as  it  is,  it  may  never  be  used  from  one  year's  end  to  an- 
other. The  anomaly,  too,  is  perpetuated  of  this  Creed  having,  in  all 
the  Office.1,  no  other  title  than  the  words,  **or  this." 

The  proposed  new  Rubrics  taken  from  the  English  Book  are  as  fol- 
lows: *' There  shall  be  no  celei>ration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  except 
there  be  a  convenient  number  to  communicate  with  the  Priest,  ac- 
cording to  his  discretion,  and  even  though  there  be  not  above  twenty 
persons  in  the  Parish  of  discretion  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion, 
yet  there  shall  be  no  celebration  except  three  (or  two,  at  the  least) 
communicate  with  the  Priest."  It  will  be  seen  at  once  that  these,  if 
adopted,  would  be  in  operative,  because  it  is  impossible  for  the  Priest 
to  know  whether  any  or  how  many  will  receive  at  any  particular  ser- 
vice. In  England  means  are  provided  wliereby  he  is  authorized  to 
ascertain  beforehand;  but  the  use  of  them  has  long  since  ceased,  and 
they  certainly  could  not  be  brought  into  operation  in  this  country. 
This  the  committee  no  doubt  felt,  as  they  do  not  propose  to  give  such 
power;  yet,  without  it,  the  suggested  Rubrics  must  be  a  dead  letter. 

5.  The  work,  in  parts  at  least,  shows  signs  of  haste,  from  which 
cause  probably  lack  of  unity  crept  in;  for  example,  in  the  Order  of 
Confirmation,  in  j)ortions  wliich  it  is  proposed  to  add,  the  Bishop  pro- 
ceeds to  put  the  same  (juestions  to  the  candidates  as  were  asked  of  the 
Sponsors  at  the  time  of  Bai)tism,  and  having  received  the  replies,  which 
constitute  an  explicit  ronewal  of  their  vows,  then  goes  on  to  demand, 
"Do  ye  then,  here  in  the  presence  of  (ion  and  of  this  congregation, 
renew  the  solemn  promise  and  vow  that  ye  made,  or  that  was  made 
in  your  name,  at  your  Baptism?" 
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6.  Even  at  the  risk  of  its  appearing  ungracious  to  criticize  further 
where  so  much  pains,  thought  and  time  have  evidently  been  given, 
we  feel  nevertheless  constrained  to  remark  that  the  dignified  tone  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  its  stately  language,  fail  to  be  re- 
produced in  most  of  the  added  portions.  These  bear  largely  and  un- 
pleasantly  the  stamp  of  ntivness^  and  in  construction  do  not  harmonize 
happily  with  the  older  portions  of  the  Hook. 

7.  Your  committee  have  confined  themselves  to  an  examination  of 
the  proposed  changes,  and  have  refrained  from  suggestions  of  their 
own  as  to  many  things  in  which  the  proposed  Book  appears  to  fail 
by  A'ay  of  omission,  though  they  feel  that  perhaps  more  objection 
might  be  taken  in  this  direction  than  as  to  the  unfitness  of  much  that 
has  been  done. 

8.  We  fail  therefore,  on  the  whole,  to  see  that  the  committee  have 
succeeded  in  following  out  the  Liturgical  principles  by  which  they  con- 
fessed themselves  bound.  We  fear,  on  the  other  hand,  that  should 
their  recommendations  be  adopted,  a  great  purpose  of  the  Reformers 
would  be  defeated.  They  provided  means  whereby,  with  marked 
simplicity  yet  with  wondrous  dignity,  the  Ancient  Services  of  the 
Church  could  be,  in  substance,  carried  on;  and  to  this  we  believe 
may  be  largely  attributed  the  wonderful  hold  upon  the  affections  of 
the  people  which  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  has  ever  had  in  every 
land  where  the  English  language  is  spoken. 

9.  If,  indeed,  there  be  immediate  necessity  for  the  authorization  of 
shortened  services,  and  for  flexibility  of  use  in  the  Offices,  your  com- 
mittee advocate  that  this  be  met  by  the  insertion  of  permissive  Rubrics 
of  notes,  either  authorizing  the  same  in  terms  or  giving  power  to  the 
Ordinary  to  do  so. 

10.  Your  committee  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  desiring  to 
close  the  door  tb  any  further  action  in  this  weighty  matter,  but  they 
are  of  opinion  that  no  comprehensive  revision  of  such  a  character  as 
would  be  likely  to  be  permanently  satisfactory  to  the  Church  can  be 
accomplished  unless  it  be  undertaken  in  some  manner  which  shall 
secure  a  representation  of  the  other  Branches  of  our  Communion 
throughout  the  world. 

11.  In  conclusion,  then,  your  committee  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 

ResotvcU  (I),  That  this  Convention  fails  to  see  sufficient  reason  for  recommend- 
ing the  adoption  of  the  changes  proposed  by  the  Book  Annexed  as  modified  in 
1883. 
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Resohed  (2),  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  the  whole  subject  of  the 
revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  should  be  referred  by  the  General  Convention  to  a 
Commission  to  be  composed  of  persons  versed  in  Liturgies;  and  that  steps  be 
taken  by  the  General  Convention  to  procure  the  appointment  and  co-operation 
of  like  Commissions  from  all  Branches  of  the  Anglican  Communion. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Deputies  from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  be  instructed 
to  lay  these  resolutions  before  the  General  Convention  of  this  year.

As  the  report  shows  we  now  have  $80.55  in 
bank,  part  of  which  was  raised  by  the  children.  A  class  of  eight  persons  are 
now  awaiting  the  Apostolic  rite  of  laying  on  hands.  The  work  is  in  a  most  en- 
couraging shape,  and  we  feel  certain  must  grow,  God  blessing  our  efforts.

Rev.  and  Dear  Father  :  .Since  the  first  of  August,  1885,  I  have  had 
charge  of  the  Missions  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Williamport  and  Summertown: 

Williamsport,  morning,  first  Sunday  in  each  month ;  Mt.  Pleasant,  morning, 
second  Sunday  in  each  month;  Summertown,  morning,  third  Sunday  in  each 
month;  Mt.  Pleasant,  evening,  every  Sunday  in  each  month. 

I  have  also  had  charge  of  the  Otey  School  for  Boys.  The  greater  part  of 
each  day,  except  Saturday,  has  been  occupied  in  teaching.  All  this  has  kept  me 
quite  busy,  but  occupation  is  happiness  if  the  work  seems  to  be  advancing.  I 
think  the  present  condition  of  the  work  is,  to  say  the  least,  not  disencouraging. 
Good  congregations  attend  our  services,  and  the  School  is  rather  better  supported 
than  in  the  past.  From  the  very  nature  of  the  work,  in  both  branches.  School 
and  Missionary,  it  can  only  grow  slowly.  The  School  has  to  face  able  competi- 
tion ;  the  Mission  work,  the  difHculties  of  a  field  already  pretty  fully  occupied  by 
other  religious  bodies.  So  that,  when  I  say  the  Church  is  regarded  kindly  and 
respected,  that  our  congregations  are  fair,  and  that  the  School  is  better  supported 
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than  in  the  past,  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  these  things  are  not  discourag- 
ing.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  Morning  Prayer  shall  be  said  every  day  during  the  session  of 
the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house  unless  he  have 
leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and 
without  advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President,  confining 
himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
Arithout  leave  of  the  house,  and  no  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  a 
time. 

6.  A  question  once  determined  shall  not  again  be  brought  before 
the  house  unless  on  a  motion  of  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the 
majority. 

7.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  bt* 
received,  unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time, 
to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it; 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  and  to  ad- 
journ shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
always  be  in  order. 

8.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  moved,  or  a  substitute  may  be  received. 

9.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  recjuest  of  any  member,  and  a 
vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  indivisible. 

10.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision. 
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IT.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be 
seronded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

1 2.  The  names  of  movers  of  resolutions  shall  appear  upon  the 
Minutes  of  the  house. 

13,  The  report  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received,  of  course,  without  motion  of  acceptance,  unless  recom- 
mitted by  a  vote  of  the  house.  All  reports  recommending  or  requir- 
ing any  action,  or  expression  of  opinion  of  the  house,  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  house  thereon. 


ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 


FIRST  DAY. 

I.  After  daily  Morning  Prayer,  the  Convention  shall  be  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
Convention. 

II.  The  roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  Convention  shall  then 
be  called,  and  the  reports  required  by  Secotion  2,  Canon  ix.,  shall  then

To  the  Bishop^  Clergy  and  Lay- Delegates  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  in  Con- 
rention  assembled : — The  undersigned  were  authorized,  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Diocesan  C<mvention  at  Nashville,  June,  1888,  to  dispose  by  sale  of  the  Church 
bnilding  and  grounds  at  Loudon,  Tennessee ;  Providedy  it  hrfis  the  approval  of 
the  Convention. 

They  have  been  communicated  with,  during  the  last  twelve  numths,  by  two 
different  parties,  outside  the  fold  of  the  Church,  concerning  the  purchase  of  the 
property  ;  but  the  attempts  at  negotiutiim  have  been  fruitless.  Meanwhile,  the 
building,  which  was  befdMO  in  bad  condition,  has  increased  in  need  of  repairs, 
and  they  ought  not,  if  possible,  to  be  longer  delayed. 

The  foregoing  propo.<iti(m  of  the  James  and  John  Brotherhood  of  Epiphan}' 
Chprch  Guild,  Knoxville,  Tenu.,  affords  a  go(»d  opportunity  upon  reasonable 
terms,  not  only  to  save  the  house  from  further  decay,  ana  to  put  it  in  good 
condition  ;  but  also,  which  is  of  more  importance  of  preserving  it  to  the  Church 
and  t4»  the  proper  uses  for  which  it  was  originall}'  erected. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  hereby  accept  this  proposition,  and  ask  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  the  Convention  to  the  same.

The   Committee  on  Canons,   having  carefully  considered  the  report  <»f  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  respectfully  recommend  the 
following  amendments  to  the  Canons  of  the  Dit)cese  : 

I.  Tliat  the  fikllawing  Canon  be  adopted  as  a  »iubstitute  for  the  present 
Canons  num.beBed  Xil  and  XITI,  and  be  numbered  XII  and  entitled  "Of  Dioce- 
cQgan  Misftionsand  Con vncAtion«,''  and  that  the  following  Canou8  be  re-numbered

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

Memphih,  Tenn.,  May  10th,  1887. 

The  Committee  on  Educati(m  beffs  leave  Ui  make  the  following  report  to  the 

Convention : 

St.  James  Ball,  Bolivar:  Misf)  Helen  L.  Totten  announceB  that  the  con- 
dition of  the  school  continues  encouraging,  and  that  there  is  no  reaaon  why  it 
I'hould  not  eventually  become  a  flourishing  institution.  All  is  being  done  to 
make  it  thoroughly  a  Church  school  of  high  standard.  This  will  take  time,  as 
there  are  some  disadvantages,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  fact  of  the  frequent 
change  of  management  in  the  past. 

The  school  work  is  eminently  satisfactory.  Number  of  pupils,  fifty-three. 
The  buildings  are  in  perfect  repair,  and  the  extensive  and  beautifhl  grounds  sof' 
rounding  them  are  unsurpassed  by  any  school  in  the  South. 

School  at  East  Nashville  :  Owing  to  increased  clerical  duties,  the  Prin- 
cipal of  this  school  finds  it  necessary  to  give  up  his  promising  work  in  the  educa- 
tional field.  During  the  past  year  no  effort  has  been  made  to  sectire  new  stu- 
dents, and,  consequently,  there  is  little  to  report.  The  Rev.  M.  C.  Martin,  the 
Principal,  thinks  the  time  and  ctmditions  favorable  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Church  school  in  Nashville. 

The  Clevblano  Female  Institute,  the  Parish  School  of  St.  Luke's  Memo- 
rial Church,  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Flagler,  Rector.  It  is  one 
of  the  flourishing  institutions  of  the  city.  It  was  founded  three  years  ago,  by 
Ci)l.  J.  H.  Craigmiles.  Since  that  time  the  building  has  been  enlarged,  and  far- 
ther enlargement  is  contemplated  this  summer.  Miss  Y.  D.  Bowers,  a  graduate 
of  '*  Packer  Female  Institute,"  New  York,  and  a  teacher  of  many  years'  expe- 
rience, is  the  Principal,  assisted  by  a  competent  corps  of  teachers,  and  fhmishes 
all  the  advantages  of  a  College. 

The  Institute  has  recently  received  donations  of  valuable  geological  speci* 
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nie:w,  chemicals,  apparatus,  <tc.,  which  make  the  work  of  the  scieutific  ilepait- 
ment  verv  cfBciuut. 

Columbia  Femalb  Institptk:      The  uumber  of  pupils    enrolled    for  the 
scholastic  year  is,  one  hundred  and  sixty-four.      Of  these,  fifty-one  are  boarders. 
The  States  of  Alabama,    Mississippi,   Texas,   Tennessee,   Kentucky,  Ohio,  In- 
diana,  Arkansas   Missouri,  Georgia,    and  Territory  <»f  New  Mexico,  are  repre- 
^uted.     Xt»  epidemics  have  ever  occurred  in   the  scho<d.     The  natural  ad  van - 
tiiges  of  drainage  and  climate,  and  the  hygienic  measures  enforced  by  the  nian- 
agemwDt.  greatly  conduce  to  health.     Generally  and  individually  the  pupils  have 
rapidly  and  visibly  improved  in  health  while  at  school.     The  educational  mai  - 
agenicnt  of  the  school  has  made  some  iunovatiim  in  methods,  which  has  proved 
satisfactory,    both  iu  the  intellectual   and  moral  development.     The  spirit  of 
rivalr}'  has  been  discouraged,  and  there  have  been  intn)duced,  with  good  results 
quarterly  instead  of  yearl}-  written  examiuati<ms.     The  death  of  Miss  Margaret 
Howies  causes  a  great  loss  to  this  school. 

Schools  Connected  with  S.  Mary's  Cathedral,  Memphis:  (1).  Paro- 
chial School.  This  is  a  school  for  girls,  which  efficiently  supplies,  the  need  of 
children  who  cannot  afford  t«>  go  to  the  Sisters'  School.  Attendance,  twenty- 
live.  The  school  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions.  (2).  The  Colored 
School  at  Caufield  Asylum,  has  been  well  maintained,  and  continues  to  do  useful 
'i^-tirk  for  both  sexes  of  the  negro  race.  The  work  already  begins  to  show  grat- 
ifying results. 

St.  Mart's  School  :  A  Church  School  for  girls,  under  the  charge  of  the  Sis- 
ters of  S.  Mary.  The  8cho(»l  was  established  in  October,  1873.  During  the  past 
Hchool  year  there  have  been'twenty  pupils  in  the  boarding  department.  Ninety 
pupils  in  the  day  school. 

The  Sisters  are  assisted  iu  their  work  by  thoroughly  qualified  instructors  in 
^very  department. 

Fairxount  College,  Monteagle,  under  Mr.  Silas  McBee,  has  since  the 
last  Convocation  been  improved  by  repairs,  painting,  etc.  Six  new  rooms  have 
l)een  added,  increasing  the  capacity  to  fifty  boarders.  A  richly  carved  reredos 
«nd  altar-rail  and  side-sorcens  (all  by  Mr.  McBee's  band  and  by  Mrs.  McBee's 
design)  have  been  placed  in  the  Chapel. 

The  teachers  have  been  secured  at  greater  expense  than  ever,  and  the  school 
lias  now  a  faculty  stronger  than  ever  before.  For  the  first  time  an  artist  of  abil- 
ity and  reputation  will  devote  exclusive  attention  to  the  Art  Department  in  the 
School. 

The  opening  this  year  showed  thirty-seven  pupils  as  against  twenty- three  last 
year. 

There  are  now  present  forty-four,  as  against  twenty-eight  at  the  same  time  iu 
1886.    Others  have  notified  Mr.  McBee  of  their  intention  to  come  soon. 

The  ^m  and  end  of  the  school  is  to  train  up  young  women  so  as  to  fit  thorn 
"  to  do  their  duty  in  that  state  of  life  unto  which  it  shall  please  God  to  call 
them./ 

The  IlNiyBRSiTY  of  the  South,  though  not  a  Diocesan  school,  still  is  so  by 
implication,  and  its  condition  and  needs  should  be  brought  before  each  of  the 
separate  Dioceses  which  furnish  its  government  and  a  large  portion  of  its  patron- 
age, as  especially  as  though  it  were  the  creature  of  the  Diocese  alone.  In  no 
other  way  can  the  importance  of  this  institution  to  the  Church  in  the  South  and 
West  be  appreciated.    In  no  other  way  can  the  responsibility  of  the  people  in 
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that  portion  ot  the  coimtiy   to  support   it   by  patronage  aud  endowuieut  be  im- 
pressed upon  ti;ein. 

As  far  as  iiunil>ers  and  organization  go.  the  Universitp  of  the  South  wa.s  never 
in  better  condition.  To-day  there  nre  lifly  more  students  than  upon  the  corre- 
sponding date  last  year.  The  Calendar  will  doubtles  register  4tX)  students  for  the 
current  vear. 

With  increased  numbers  comes  increased  expenditure.  But  the  Graniniur 
School,  the  Undergraduate  Department  and  the  Postgraduate  Department  of 
Greek  are  as  self-supporting  as  an  unendowed  scho<d  of  the  highest  grwle,  t-ueh 
as  the  University  of  the  South  is.  can  be  said  to  be. 

T(»  perfect  its  organization  and  place  it  upon  an  easy-working  basis,  there  is 
needed,  as  a  minimum  endowment  of  the  Undergraduate  Department,  $."-(H),fKK). 
Of  this  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  should  certainly  eontiibute  $75,000.  Tho.Grauj- 
mar  Schoid  was  never  regarded  as  an  essential  part  of  the  Uuivorsity  i\{  the 
South.  It  was  born  (mly  of  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  It  is  more  than  self-sup- 
porting, and  upon  its  surplus  the  present  existence  of  the  University  proper 
depends. 

Further  endowment  will  be  needed  for  the  establishment  of  post-graduate 
schools,  as  of  Law,  Medicine,  Arts  and  Technology,  as  also  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Scho<d  for  Manual  Training. 

The  post-graduate  School  of  Theology  has  the  promised  support  <»f  twelve 
Dioceses  and  two  Missi<mary  Jurisdictiims.  In  lieu  of  a  vested  endowment. 
$5000.00  a  year  in  free-will  ofierings  is  promised,  to  feed  this  School  of  the 
Prophets  at  Sewanee.  Each  of  these  Dioceses  and  Jurisdietions  pledges  its 
([uota  through  its  Trustees.  It  is  sad,  however,  to  record  that  the  sum  is  never 
made  up.  Hardly  more  than  half  the  sum  promised  is  given.  "Whether  the 
quota  of  this  Diocese  is  this  year  nnide  up,  the  Convention  will  learn  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

As  regards  Christian  Education  in  general,  the  Church  is  waking  up  to  it^ 
full  importance.  The  last  General  Convention  at  Chicago  resolved  (see  page  39 
of  its  Journal)  that,  after  having  at  several  General  Conventions  resolved  and 
appointed  committees,  and  had  elaborate  reports  on  the  subject,  it  was  now  high 
time  to  have  a  committee  that  would  do  something  practical. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Couunittee  was  our  Right  Reverend  Father  the  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese.  His  associates  were  distinguished  educators,  and  friends  of 
sound  Christian  culture.  The  admirable  and  eloquent  report  of  our  venerable 
Father  in  God  for  this  Committee  will  be  found  upon  page  129  of  the  Jour- 
nal, and  should  be  read  by  every  one  professing  and  calling  himself  a  Christian. 
We  regret  that  it  is  too  long  tt)  be  read  at  this  time,  but  your  Committee  suggest 
its  reproduction  in  the  Journal  of  this  C4)nvention.  To  this  end  the  resolution  is 
hereto  appended. 

As  a  member  of  the  Sub-Conmiitteo  on  Christian  education,  your  orator  was 
appended.  This  Sub-Committee  met  in  Xew  York  city  last  December.  The  Rt. 
Revs,  the  Bishops  of  Albany  and  of  Xew  Hampshire,  and  Drs.  Potter  of  Hobart, 
Gray  of  Racine,  and  Smith,  of  Trinity,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Jno.  W.  Craig,  of  St. 
Johns  Maiilius,  J.  Dobin,  Rector  of  Shattuck  School,  Faribault,  your  orator  rep- 
resenting the  University  of  the  South,  and  the  heads  of  several  local  schools, 
were  present. 

After  a  long  and  informal  talk  as  to  the  p(»ssibility  or  feasibility  of  bringing  our 
so-called  Church  schools  into  more  immediate  relationship,  and  perhaps  more  ini- 
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111 ediatiily  under  the  government  of  the  UiMieral  Convention,  the  Connnittee  ad- 
j«»Dnied  to  meet  lor  further  consideration  of  the  subject,  at  Saratoga,  the  last 
week  iu  Jnue.  Your  orator  was  appointed  to  collect  all  possible  information,  to 
the  end  aimed  at  by  this  Snb-Committce,  and  repent  at  that  time. 

The  result  will  not  be  reached,  perhaps,  until  the  General  Conventitm  in  1889  ; 
but  that  result  will  no  dou'ot  be  th«t  our  so-called  Church  schcxds  will  linally  be 
Church  schools  indeed,  and  become  general  institutions  of  the  Church,  either  at 
large,  or,  t)f  sonie  (me  of  her  possible  Provinces.

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

The  report  of  my  official  dutiOsS  performed  siuce  the  adjcmrnmeut  of  our  last 
Oonveutitm  dates  from  the  eve  of  Ascousion  Day,  when  I  con  firmed  oue  candi- 
date in  St.  PauPs  Church,  Chattanooga. 

6th  June — Sunday  after  Ascension.  In  the  moruing  I  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  in  S.  Mary's  Cathedral,  at  11  o'clock.  At  night  I  confirmed  three 
candidates,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson,  in  Grace  Church,  Memphis. 

7th — Monday.  I  ordained  the  Rev.  R.  Calder  Young  to  the  Priesthood  in  S. 
Mary's  Cathedral,  at  11  o'clock,  a.  m.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  Dean 
Klein.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  Patterson,  D.  D.  The  Rev.

Among 
other  guests  at  my  house'l  had  the  late  ex-Governor  Jt»hn  W.  Stevenson,  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  the  present  Governor  of  that  Commonwealth,  the  Hon.  Proctor 
Knott.  On  reaching  my  house  Gov.  Stevenson  was  at  once  confined  to  his  bed 
by  severe  illness.  He  was  removed  to  his  home  after  some  ten  days,  and  died 
the  day  following  his  arrival.  He  was  a  man  of  large  influence  in  the  State,  as 
well  as  in  the  Church.  He  was  a  devout  Christian,  abundant  in  good  works. 
As  I  knelt  by  his  bedside  in  prayer  the  da}^  I  left  for  Florida  to  attend  the  conse- 
cration of  Bishop  Weed,  he  bade  me  good-bye,  and,  though  I  was  hopeful  of  his 
recovery,  I  felt  sure  that  he  was  girding  up  the  loins  of  his  mind  for  his  last  con- 
flict. All  was  peace  and  joyful  content  in  what  God  might  order.  To  the  eye 
of  Faith  a  light  from  heaven,  above  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  shines  round  sueh 
a  deathbed,  and  a  v(»ice  fnnu  the  Excellent  Glory  bids  bereaved  affiBction,  "Write, 
fr-om  henceforth  blessed  are  the  dead  that  die  in  the  Lord.,' 

"'Tis  bweet,  as  year  by  year  we  lose 
Friends  out  of  sight,  in  faith  to  muse 
How  grows  in  Paradise  our  store." 

7th — Saturday.  Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Lee,  of  the  Texas  Di<i- 
cese,  I  left  for  Florida  and  spent  the  7th  Sunday  after  Trinity  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
with  the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Beckwith,  of  S.  Luke's  Cathedral.  Mr.  Beckwith  has 
done  a  noble  work  in  this  parish.  The  parish  of  S.  Luke  was  originally  organ- 
ized by  me  while  stationed  in  Atlanta  as  a  chaplain  during  the  war.    I  succeeded 
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in  biiihlinfr  a  comely  Church  cdifioo,  but  it  was  burned  down  whon  Atlanta  was 
suiTcndered  to  the  Federal  forces.  I  preached  in  S.  Luke's  Cathedral  morning 
and  night. 

The  c<ir.Kecration  of  the  Kev.  Edwin  Gardner  Weevl  as  Bishop  of  Fl<»rida,  took 
place  in  8.  John^s  Church,  Jacksonville,  «>n  the  llth  day  of  August,  a.  d.  1B86. 
There  were  present  a  large  number  of  t!n?  clergy  of  rho  Diocese,  and  a  delega- 
tion from  the  Di*»cese  of  Georgia.  The  Bishops  in  attendance  were  the  Right 
Reverends  the  Bishops  of  South  Carolina.  Louisiana,  Western  Texiis,  Springfield 
(III.)  and  Tennessee.  Being  the  oldest  Bi>hop  present  in  date  of  ccmsecration,  I 
presided  at  the  services  and  'was  the  couseerator,  the  others  assisting.  Bishop 
Elliott  preached  an  excellent  sermon,  and  all  the  Bishops  united  in  the  imposi- 
tion of  hands.

and  to  see  how  bravely  and  calmly  he  met  death  and  breathed  out  his  trust  in  his

hor>e.     I  am  going  t!>  the  front. "

That  they  have  carefully  examined  and  considered  all  the  eTidence,  consiBting 
of  the  statements  of  every  person  they  had  knowledge  of  that  could  throw  any 
light  on  these  matters,  the  published  and  unpublished  letters  of  the  parties,  and 
uU  other  testimony  accessible  to  them  relevant  to  the  same,  and  find  these 
charges  to  bo  absolutely  without  foundation ;  being,  in  (heir  opinion,  utterly 
false,  and  the  outcome  of  a  diseased  mind. 

They  herewith  record  their  unanimous  conviction  that  the  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Hin- 
kle  is  entirely  innocent,  aud  altogether  iree  from  blame  in  this  matter.  The 
great  mass  of  evidence  fully  warrants  their  finding.

All  hearts  in  this  congregation  are  bowed  this  morning  in  a  common  sorrow. 
There  is  one  thrill  of  sympathy  that  vibrates  in  every  siml.  The  venerable  pas- 
tor who  for  nine  and  twenty  years  has  fed  this  iiook  has  entered  upcm  that  rent 
which  remaineth  for  the  people  (»f  God,  has  been  called  to  the  reward  that  awaitn 
the  faithful  priest.  Could  we  be  Itft  to  our  own  hearts  we  would  sit  with  our 
personal  grief  in  silende;  but  I  must  speak  a  few  words  to-day  of  him  that  in 
gone.  You  know  full  well  what  his  life  has  been.  Ytm  know  how  he  called  fc»rth 
from  those  who  knew  him  best,  the  salute,  "  Behold  an  Israelite  indeed,  in  whom. 
is  no  guile.'*  You  know  how  he  moved  ab(mt  among  all  men,  simply  and  nupre- 
teudingly,  and  as  free  from  self-conciousness  as  a  child.  You  know  how  spcmtan- 
eous  was  his  tendernes*s  of  heart,  and  how  he  manifested  towards  all  that  tact  of 
love,  which  is  so  much  better  than  the  most  consummate  art.  It  was  the  stead- 
fast heart  surcharged  with  love,  and  the  loyal  soul  that  ever  looked  to  God,  in 
which  were  the  springs  of  your  pastor's  pciwer. 

His  life  closed  with  a  long  illness,  so  patiently  endured,  and  so  unmnmmr- 
ingly  borne  that  they  who  watched  by  his  bedside  found  it  the  very  school  of 
Christ,  in  which  they  learned  lessims  of  entire  submission  to  the  will  of  God,  and 
of  hope  in  all  it^  richness  and  fullness. 

Through  all  the  weary  m<mths  of  his  last  sickness,  his  daughters  and  near 
friends  watched  him  and  nursed  him  with  the  most  loving,  tender,  thonghtfhl  and 
unceasing  care.  On  Easter  Monday  he  received  for  the  last  time  the  most  com- 
fortable sacrament  of  Christ's,  body  and  blood.  He  was  quite  himself,  and  his 
face  was  all  aglow  with  spiritual  j(»y  and  peace. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  kneel  beside  his  bedside  before  his  entrance  into  the 
paradise  of  God,  and  tfi  give  him  the  benediction  of  peace.  Think,  good  people, 
what  the  close  of  such  a  life  teaches ;  a  life  devoted  to  the  moral  elevation  of  his 
fellow-  men ;  a  life  altogether  unselfish,  and  spent  in  doing  good  to  man ;  a  life  that 
has  been  a  living  epistle,  known  and  read  of  all  men ;  a  life  devoted  to  God  and 
the  service  of  the  altar:  a  life  abounding  in  the  ministrations  of  grace  and  the 
consolations  of  the  gospel,  a  life  ctmspicuous  for  its  simplicity  and  holiness. 
Surely  such  a  life,  crowned  with  a  peaceful  death,  is  well  worth  living.     It  is 
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tDOTB  glorioos  tbau  that  ut  the  hem  who  wins  his  laurels  on  fields  of  bl(KKl,  or 
of  the  statesuiaa  who  achieves  his  triumphs  on  t*^e  Souato  fl.»or.  Great  are  the 
rewards  of  sueh  a  life.  **  Eye  hath  n(»t  seen,  nor  ear  heard  ;  neither  hath  entered 
inti>  the  heart  of  man  to  coueeive  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared  for  them 
that  love  Him,"  This  we  know,  that  3'our  beloved  pastor  hath  entered  into  the 
paradi8e  of  God — a  new  ctmntr}',  from  which  every  shadow  of  sorrow  is  dispersed 
forever;  a  country  where  there  is  no  pain,  uor  sickness,  n)r  tears,  and  where  the 
word  '* farewell"  is  never  spoken. 

And  to-day,  while  we  gather  round  the  altar  to  commemorate  Christ's  dear 
love,  we  know  that  he  will  unite  with  U8,  and  with  angels  and  arch-angels,  and 
witli  all  the  company  of  heaven,  to  laud  and  magnify  the  glorious  name  whereby 
he  hath  obtained  eternal  life.  You  know,  brethren,  how  regularly  he  attended 
€»ar  Diocesan  Council — how  active  he  was  in  all  its  deliberations.  Pop  many 
years  he  has  been  the  President  of  our  Standing  Committee,  and  has  repeatedly 
been  choren  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Council  of  the  Church.  "We 
iihall  miss  his  genial  spirit ;  we  shall  see  his  face  no  more  on  earth.  He  is 
irathered  to  bis  rest, 

**  When  but  a  child  I  marvelled  much 

That  once  1  found  above  a  tomb. 

Engraven  on  the  marble's  breast, 

These  bimpie  words  and  few,   "At  Rest^'* 

It  told  no  place  or  hour  of  birth — 

No  record  kept  of  how  or  where 

He  welcomed  "Rest,'' 

And  put  aside  life's  feverish  care* 

But  now  I  marvel  much  the  more 
Whene'er  I  read  on  carved  stone 
Aught  of  inscription,  date,  or  line, 
Save  that  which  tells  of  this  alone, 
That  he  who  lies  beneath  the  mound, 
With  closed  eyes  and  pulseless  breast, 
Has  gained  the  one  great  boon  of  all, 
Eternal  everlasting  "Rest.'* 

**  There  remaineth  therefore  a  rest  for  the  people  of  God." 

3d — Tuesday.  The  funeral  services  were  held  in  Calvary  Church  at  3  o'clock 
i>.  M.  There  were  present,  and  assisting  at  the  service,  the  Rev.  Geo.  Patterson, 
I>.  D.,  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Collins,  the  Rev.  Henry  Duulop  and  the  Rev.  Alfred 
Taylor.    I  delivered  an  address  and  said  the  Committal  Service  at  the  grave. 

5th — Was  called  to  the  dying  bed  of  Frank  M.  White,  Esqr. 

6th — Friday.  Went  to  Como,  Miss.,  to  officiate  at  the  funeral  of  Mr.  White. 
The  funeral  services  were  said  in  the  Church,  and  the  burial  services  at  the 
grave,  some  three  miles  from  the  village. 

7th — Saturday.  Visited  Trinity  Church,  Mason.  At  11  o'clock  the  Rev. 
Henry  Dunlop  said  the  Litany  service.  I  preached  and  confirmed  six  candi- 
dates.   Delivered  an  address. 

8th — Fourth  Stmday  after  Easter.  Visited  Calvary  Church  in  the  morning. 
The  Rev.  Alfred  Taylor  preached.    I  addressed  the  candidates  for  confirmation. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  presented  sixteen  candidate:^,  whom  I  c.mttrra^J.     X  after- 
wards celebrated  the  Blessed  Sacrament. 

At  4  p.  M.  I  visited  Immanuel  Church,   preached,  confirmed  rfx  candidates 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  Anderstm.  and  addressed  them. 

At  H  p.  M,  I  visited  Grace  Church,  preached,  confirmed  nineteen  candidatejt 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Patterson,  and  addressed  them. 

9th — Monday.     Visited  S.  Matthew's  Church,  Covington.     At  night  I  preached 
and  confirmed  three  candidates  presentiMl  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Steel. 

10th — Tuesday.      At  6  a.  M.  I  celebrated  the  Blessed  Sacrament  in  S.  Mat- 
thews.    At  11  A.  M.  I  confirmed  an  aged  colored  per8(m  residing  some  three  or 
four  miles  out  from  Memphis.      At  night  I  visited  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep 
herd.     The  Rev.  Alfred  Taylor  preached,   and  I    confirmed  seven  candidates 
presented  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Llenry  Dunl<»p. 

The  number  of  Confirmations  fall  short  of  those  reported  last  year.  This  may 
be  in  part  owing  to  the  condition  of  my  health,  which  has  prevented  my  making 
as  thonmgh  a  Visitation  as  I  should  have  wisjihed.  But  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  will  find  much  to  report  of  an  encouraging  character.  S. 
John's  Church,  Knoxville,  has  purchased  for  a  Rect(>ry  the  residence  adjoining 
the  Church,  which  is  in  all  respects  a  great  gain  to  the  Parish  and  to  the  Rector. 

In  Chattanooga  the  new  S.  Paul's  Church  is  being  rapidly  pushed  forward, 
with  its  Rectory  and  Sunday  School  room  ;  and  the  Mission  of  S.  George,  hence- 
forth to  be  known  as  Grace  Church,  has  been  put  upon  a  very  solid  basis.  A  lib- 
eral-hearted member  of  S.  Paul's  has  provided  for  the  erection  of  the  Church  at 
his  own  cost,  as  a  memorial  of  his  beloved  daughter,  now  at  rest  in  God's  Para- 
dise. Mrs.  Whitesides  has  presented  the  ground,  and  another  genen>U8  Layman 
offers  to  build  the  Rector}'.  In  addition  to  all  this,  the  gentleman  building  thij 
Church  has  endowed  it  to  the  amount  of  $500  per  annum.  The  Rev.  Alfred 
Taylor  has  accepted  the  Rectorship. 

At  South  Pittsburg  the  Church  has  been  c<mipleted,  thoroughly  furnished, 
and  is  now  ready  for  consecration.  A  commoJious  Rectory  is  in  C(mrse  of  con- 
struction on  the  Church  lot. 

At  Rugby  a  new  stone  Church  will  probably  be  built  during  this  ConvenUonai 
year. 

At  Mouteagle  the  beautiful  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter  has  been  com- 
pleted and  consecrated. 

At  Pulaski  the  new  Church  will  be  ready  for  occupati(m  before  autumn. 

At  Columbia  the  Chapel  of  the  Advent  has  been  built  and  paid  for. 

At  Xashnlle  the  debts  so  long  resting  on  the  Church  of  the  Advent  have  all 
been  cleared  off"  and  the  Church  consecrated.  The  Parish  ot  Christ  Church  has 
begun  the  erection  of  a  costly  edifice,  with  Chapel  attached.  I  understand  the 
Church  is  to  be  built  of  our  beautiful  Sewanee  sandstone. 

At  Trenton  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents  is  so  far  completed  that  the 
congregation  are  worshipping  in  it. 

Grace  Church,  Memphis,  has  purchased  a  Rectory  adjoining  the  Church. 

The  entire  indebtedness  on  Immanuel  Church,  Memphis,  has  been  paid,  and 
that  congregation  has  now  a  most  comfortable  house  of  worship. 
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Then  many  of  the  Churcbc^s  havf  been  improved  ami  bcjiutified.  There  is 
uu  evident  growth  in  churchly  and  reli^ous  life.  The  services  in  most  of  our 
Pttrishet*  are  more  reverent  and  beautiful  and  hearty.  "Wo  are  gradually  getting 
a  l»etter  style  of  ecclesiastical  music.  In  the  sis  or  eight  Parishes  in  which  sur- 
pliced  choirs  have  been  introduced  they  have  given  great  satisfaction  to  the  wor- 
shippers. Our  Common  Prayer  reciuires  common  Praise,  and  it  is  simply  impo.s- 
>qljle  for  the  congregation  to  unite  in  praising  God  in  psalms  and  hymns  with 
quartette  choirs,  with  their  florid  and  elaborate  style  of  music. 

Auotber  notable  fact  of  the  past  Conventional  year  has  been  the  establishment 
of  the  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Nashville,  and  the  Cottage  Ilospital  in 
Mempbifl.  I  am  rejoiced  to  note  this  as  an  indication  that  the  Church  has  been 
so  strengthened  that  she  is  giving  herself  to  practical  works  of  mercy. 

Daring  the  past  year  three  of  our  Bishops  heve  been  called  away  from  the 
Militant  Church  to  that  rest  which  remaineth  to  the  people  of  God.  They  were, 
all  of  them,  men  <»f  mark  ;  and  all  had  reached  a  good  old  age.  The  great  and 
the  gm)d  Bishop  Horatio  Potter,  of  New  York,  was  consecrated  in  the  year  1854. 
He  had  a  wonderful  gift  of  administration.  He  was  a  broad-minded  and  a 
catholic-hearted  man.  I  can  never  forget  his  cordial  welcome  to  me  when  I 
visited  New  York  as  Bishop-elect  of  this  Diocese  in  l^fw.  No  man  worked  more 
faithfully  or  more  effectually  to  reunite  the  Dioceses  which  had  been  separated 
for  a  Ume  by  the  war. 

Bi.shop  Green,  of  Mississippi,  was  consecrated  in  1850.  He  succeeded  Bishop 
Stephen  Elliott,  of  Georgia,  as  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South.  His 
was  a  lovely  character,  and  to  the  last  of  his  days  his  cordial  greeting  seemed 
like  a  benediction.  He  was  a  scholarly  man,  of  fine  literary  taste,  and  in  his 
eighty-eighth  year  published  a  Memoir  of  our  own  dear  Bishop  Otey.  '*  It  is,"  as 
he  styles  it  in  his  preface,  '^a  simple  tribute  of  friendship,  a  heartfelt  memorial 
of  a  noble  frontier  Bishop,  one  of  the  great  minds  and  hearts  of  the  American 
C^tbolic  Church." 

The  Right  Reverend  Alfred  Lee,  Bishop  of  Delaware  and  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  American  Church,  was  consecrated  in  1841,  and  was  for  six  and  forty  years 
Bishop  of  his  Diocese.     He  was  a  saintly  man— a  man  of  great  and  accurate 
Hcbolarsbip. 

We  may  thank  God  for  such  lives.    They  are  the  heritage  of  the  Church. 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  George  "White,  D.  D.,  Rector  Emeritus  of  Calvary 
Parish,  Memphis,  we  have  lost  one  whose  presence  at  our  Annual  Cotmoils  was 
always  cheerful  and  helpful.  I  have  already  spoken  of  him  at  length,  and  shall 
appoint  a  Committee  to  present  suitable  resolutions  to  be  placed  on  the  records 
of  our  Convention. 

Among  the  faithful  Laity  who  have  been  called  away  during  the  past  year,  I 
shonld  be  untrue  to  the  yearnings  of  my  heart  did  I  fail  to  pay  a  brief  tribute  to 
the  late  E.  P.  McNeal,  of  Bolivar.  He  was  so  true  and  upright  and  generous,  so 
faithful  and  devoted  to  the  C*hurch — his  life  was  such  a  living  epistle  that  his 
Parish  and  this  Diocese  will  look  long  for  one  who  can  fill  his  place. 
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luthe  death  of  Mr.  Frank  M.  White,  a  member  of  Calvary  Parish,  and  faithful 
iu  all  the  relations  of  life,  this  community  has  lost  one  of  itu  most  pniminent 
members.  Mr.  White  was  the  first  President  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directoni 
(»f  the  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  Railroad.  He  built  the  railway  by  his  energy, 
perseverance  and  financial  ability.  He  was  an  earnesi  Christian,  and,  thongh 
called  suddenly,  he  was  quite  ready  to  depart.  It  was  my  privilege  to  minister 
nt  his  dying  bed,  and  he  departed  in  full  faith  and  trust  in  the  merits  of  hift  God 
and  Saviour.

I  should  like  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  subject  of  the  general  Mi^- 
KJonary  work  of  the  Church — the  extent  of  the  field — the  growth  of  the  Church. 
It  is  just  one  hundred  years  ago— o^  the  12th  of  August,  1787— that  the  Church 
of  England  coufened  the  Episcopate  on  Dr.  Charles  Inglis,  Bishop  of  Xova 
Scotia — the  first  of  the  Apostolic  band  who  now  in  all  parts  of  the  British  Empire 
have  planted  the  Church  of  the  Anglican  Succession  in  the  integrity  of  her  Apoe*- 
tolic  organization,  and  with  the  fullness  of  her  Evangelic  truth.  The  revival  of 
Church  life  and  the  value  of  Church  development  cannot  be  computed  by  fig- 
ures. The  fact  is  a  most  striking  one  that  for  the  single  Diocese  planted  in  1787 
there  are  now  seventy -live.  The  Missions  of  the  Church  i»f  England  in  foreign 
parts  a  century  ago  had  only  about  200  Clergy.  Now  there  are  more  than  3,500 
Clergymen  in  the  seventy-five  Dioceses.  In  every  Diocese  of  sufficient  standing 
to  have  secured  the  adequate  training  of  native  Clergy  these  form  part  of  the 
clerical  body  and  give  proof  to  the  world  of  the  Church  having  struck  its  roots  in 
the  hearts  of  the  people  who  thus  give  their  sons  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
In  our  own  country  the  growth  of  our  branch  of  the  (!atholic  Church  is  most  re- 
markable. You  are  doubtless  sufficiently  familiar  with  it.  I  earnestly  appe-al 
to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  take  a  more  pra<;tical  interest  in  the  cause  of  Do- 
mestic Missions,  and  ask  that  in  every  VariKh  and  Mission  of  Tennessee  an  offer- 
tory may  be  made  within  the  fiscal  year  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board. 

I  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committcee  of  this  Convention  to  report  suita- 
ble services,  to  be  hold  on  the  12th  (»f  August,  to  commemorate  the  establioh- 
iiiontof  the  Cohmial  Episcopate. 

I  desire  aUo  to  call  your  attention  to  the  admirable  work  of  the  Church  Build- 
ing Fund  Commission,  to  which,  as  yet.    I  believe,  no  Parish  in  this  Diocese  has 
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ever yet  contributed,  although  more  than  one  of  our  Chiirohcs  has  been  erected 
by  its  aid. 

And  now,  my  brethren,  I  ci>mmeud  you  all  to  God,  and  pray  that  he  may  di- 
rect you  in  all  your  deliberations  ;  that  the  love  and  peace  of  Christ  may  dwell  in 
your  hearts  and  bind  you  one  to  another  in  devotion  to  His  cause,  for  the  welfare 
nf  the  Church  and  the  good  of  men.

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Burford  and  Messrs.  A.  B. 
Tread  well,  G  L.  Thomas  and  Henry  Lynn,  to  act  in  place  of  the 
at)sent  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.

The  Registrar  uf  the  Diocese  begs  leave  to  report  that  since  the  meeting  of  the 
last  Conyention  of  the  Diocese,  he  has  received  a  deed  from  the  Columbia  Female 
Institute  at  ColnmbiaTenn.,  conveying  the  property  of  said  School  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee.  Said  deed  is  recorded  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  Maury  County, 
Book  P,  vol.  3,  page  219,  and  also  in  Registrar's  record  .  book  in  this  office, 
page  132. 

During  the  last  year  the  Registrar  has  been  assiduously  collecting  Journals 
and  Church  docaments  and  has  added  largely  to  the  already  valuable  collection. 

It  is  the  policy  of  your  Registrar  to  make  this  office  a  depository  for  Church 
docnments,  not  only  for  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee ;  but  (as  it  is  situated  at  the 
University  of  the  South)  to  make  it  a  central  depository  for  such  documents  for 
the  Church  in  all  the  Dioceses  whieh  are  special  patrons  of  that  University  :  viz, 
all  those  south  pf  Virginia,  the  Ohio  River  and  Missouri. 

Consequently  the  Registrar  has  had  securely  bound  each  set  of  Journals  as  far 
as  they  have  been  completed,  or  as  far  as  it  was  possible  to  complete  them.  So 
far  the  Journals  of  Albany  and  Ijong  Island  are  complete.  The  Journals  of 
Tennessee  are  complete  from  1866  to  1885. 

Below  is  appended  a  list  of  the  JoumaU  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  that  are

Before  closing  this  report  there  is  a  motter  which  this  C(»mmittee  desires  to 
bring  before  the  C(»uvention,  of  paramount  importance;  and  one  that  will  brook 
in»  delay.  It  is  in  regard  to  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  it  is 
uxanifest  to  each  member  of  3'our  committee,  and  they  believe  that  when  it  is 
brought  before  the  convention  it  will  be  equally  manifest  to  the  delegates  ai<  well 
as  to  the  whole  body  of  Churchmen  in  Tennessee — that  the  present  stipend  of 
the  Bishop  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  dignity  of  the  Office  as  well  as  to  his 
actual  necessities.  It  is  but  reasonable  and  christian  that  he  should  receive 
from  the  members  of  his  Fold  such  a  proper  and  prompt  maintenance  as  shall  be 
amply  sufficient  to  meet  his  requirements  as  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

This  he  does  not  have.     The  meagre  sum  ot  $2,500,  even  when  paid,  and  paid 
in  advance,  is  not  equal  to  his  needs.      He  is  our  Father  in  God,  chosen  and  con- 
secrated to  the  duties  of  his  high  office ;  he  is  the  one  to  whom  we  look  for  spirit " 
oal  gifts,  which  he  alone  can  dispense,  and  arc  we  f^>   make  no  return  for  the  la- 
bor expended  1    The  obligation  of  ^this  Honorable  body,   and  its  responsibilities 
in  this  regard,  is  too  obvious  to  require  it  to  be  discussed  in  its  varied  bearings  b}* 
your  Committee.     It  is  impossible  for  your  Bishop  to  render  the  service  which  is 
demanded  of  him  upon  the  present  stipend.     Since  the  action  of  the  railroads  of 
the  State,  recalling  all  passes  allowed  to  Clergymen  heretofore,   the  necessary 
expenses  of  his  visitations  are  alm(»st  doubled.       Six  years  ago  the  attention  of 
the  Church  was  called  to  its  delinquency  in  this  matter  by  a  circular  letter  to 
the  Rector  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Diocese  from  the  Standing  Committee.     Since 
then  the  arrears  on  account  of  unpaid  salary,   then  exceediug  an  entire  year's 
^t»alary,  have  been  liquidated.     Still  the  salary  has  not  been  increased.    That  it 
is  ont  of  all  proportion  to  what  ought  to  be  regarded  as  reasonable  compensation 
ninst  be  apparent  U»  every  one.     The  ability  of  the   Diocese  to  pay  a  salary  of 
$4,000  cannot  be  questioned.    The  Diocese  of  Alabama,  with  a  roll  of  Communi- 
cants of  4,215 — scarcely  more  than  that  shown   by  the  report  of  this  Diocese  in 
1«?85 — ^pays  its  Bishop  $4,000.     We  deem  it  pertinent  t<»  this  question  to  give,  in 
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the  following  table,  the  salaries  of  the  Bit<hi>iw  of  the  rarioas  Di(K.*e»4ej<  cif  the 
Southeni  States  :

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  he  t^en  that  the  three  States  of  Alabama,  Florida 
and  Louiniana,  aggregating  the  number  of  their  ctimmonieants  and  the  amounUt 
of  salaries  paid  their  Bishops,  pay  an  average  of  a  little  over  $1.18  per  capita  for 
each  communicant.  ^The  number  of  commuuicant8  in  this  DioccRe,  reported  in 
18H5.  WAS  4153,  and  in  1886,  4031.  At$l  per  capita  for  each  comnmnicant  the 
salary,  based  on  the  present  number,  would  be  $4,031.  Will  nut  this  Diocetse  be 
as  just  to  its  Bishop  as  the  Dioceses  of  the  States  last  mentioned  f  YoorCkiin- 
mittee  thinks  that  this  DioccRe  is  fully  equal  to  the  dnty  which  is  now  before  it, 
and  it  therefore  begs  to  submit,  and  recommend  the  passage  by  this  ConventioD,

That  the  Church  has  lost  one  in  whom  religious  belief  was  beautifully  exem- 
plifi**d  in  gentleness,  humility  and  Christian  courtesy  in  the  Couucils  of  tho 
Church,  and  in  his  daily  walk  and  conversation  amtmg  men. 

That  in  his  wisdom,  his  honest  aud  tenacious  adherence  to  deliberately- 
matured  convictions,   and  his  unfaltering  courage  in  advocating  them,  he  de- 
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.scrvedly  won  the  reverence  (»f  men  of  every  name,  and  has  indeed  left  the  world 
ihe  better  for  his  having  lived.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address 
relating  to  the  death  of  Rt.  Rev.  William  Mercer  Green,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  submit  the  following  Report : 

This  Diocese  may  very  properly  unite  with  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  in  recor- 
ding its  tribute  of  loss  and  reverence  to  the  memory  of  this  saintly  Bishop  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church.  During  his  Episcopate  he  was  frequently  invited  to  visit 
the  parishes  in  Tennessee,  and  was  almost  as  well  known  as  in  his  own  Diocese. 

He  was  for  more  than  twenty  years  the  efficient  Chancellor  of  the  Universitv 
of  the  South  and  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  ever  found  in  him  an  earnest 
and  zealous  advocate.      He  was  for  37  years  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi. 
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Reaching  the  ripe  age  of  87,  ho  lived  to  see  the  Univerrsity  of  the  Soutli 
t^ritahlished  on  a  firm  foundation  and  attain  a  position  of  extended  influence  and 
hit*  Diocese  growing  in  nnmbers  and  influence.  His  Memoirs  of  Bp.  Otey,  written 
near  the  clone  of  his  life,  is  a  beautiful  tribute  to  his  devoted  friend  and  brother  in 
the  Episcopate. 

Bishop  Green  was  of  such  gentle  manners,  of  such  meekness  and  loving  child- 
like faitb  that  his  friends  often  spoke  of  him  as  the  S.  John  of  the  American  Episco- 
pate. On  Lord's  Day  Morning,  Feb.  13.  he  entered  the  rest  of  Paradise,  leaving  be- 
hind him  a  record  of  long  and  faithful  services  in  the  Church  Militant.  'The  mem- 
ory of  the  juptis  blessed"  and  we  may  well  thank  God  for  a  life  of  such  virtuous  and 
godly  living  and  that  his  years  wore  prolonged  to  be  a  loving  benediction  to  th«» 
Church.  His  memory  will  be  cherished  with  earnest  aff'ectiou  by  all  who  knew 
him.

The  Committee  on  Finance  have  carefully  examined  the  Treasurer's  report, 
the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  other  matters  which  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  them,  and  beg  leave  to  report,  that  of  the  amount  assessed  at  Nash- 
ville last  year  upon  the  Parishes,  more  than  |500  is  still  unpaid,  and  the  re- 
quirements for  the  present  year  will  demand  a  largely  increased  assessment. 

TVe  would  be  glad  to  see  a  way  to  meet  the  resolution  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  make  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  $4,000,  but  with  all  the  light  before 
us  we  think  that  amount  could  not  be  collected  from  the  Parishes. 

We  do,  however,  reconmiend  that  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  be  placed  for  this 
year  at  $3,000,  with  the  hope  that  by  next  Convention  we  may  be  encouraged  to 
make  a  further  increase  of  at  least  $500. 

We  deem  $4,000  the  very  smallest  amount  that  should  be  assessed  up<m  the 
Parishes  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  ensuing  Conventional  year. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  more  vigorous  effort  be  made  on  the  part  of 
lK»th  Clergy  and  Laity  to  increase  the  fimd  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

We  recommend  that  the  amount  of  $172.95  asked  for  to  pay  expenses  on  Epis- 
copal Residence,  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.

No  Reports  have  been  received  from  the  following  Parishes  and  Missions : 
S.  John's,  Ashwood;  Immanuel,  LaGrange ;  8.  John's,  Buntyn;  Church  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  Mt.  Pleasant ;  S.  Paul's,  Tipton  county ;  Germantown ;  S.  Mark'8, 
TTilliamsport  and  "Wythe. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  the  Communion  Alms  and  Weekly  Offer- 
ings of  this  year  exceed  those  of  the  year  last  past ;  and  would  further  say  a8  to 
the  aggregate  "from  all  other  sources,"  that  it  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
former  years,  being  largely  in  excess  of  the  general  average.  The  only  marked 
exception  is  last  year,  when  the  "amount  received  toward  the  erection  of  a  new 
church  "  swelled  the  figures  beyond  their  wonted  proportions.  But  for  this  th« 
hum  total  would  distance  any  such  ever  reported  for  years  past. 

The  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Communicants  is  accounted  for  by  the  meagre 
reports,  in  many  cases  presented  from  the  different  Parishes  and  Missions,  and, 
in  some  cases,  from  the  largest  and  most  important.  The  Committee,  conse- 
quentl}',  feel  constrained  to  urge  upon  the  respective  Missionaries  the  importance 
and  necessity  in  making  out  their  reports,  of  rightly  filling  out,  in  all  its  details. 
the  blank  prescribed  by  authority.  Otherwise  it  will  be  impossible,  in  the  fu- 
ture, for  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  faithfully  to  perform  the  duty 
assigned  to  them. 

From  the  Parochial  Reports  presented  to  us,  we  glean  many  facts  of  interest 
and  encouragement  to  the  Church  at  large  in  Tennessee — among  them  the  follow- 
ing :  S.  John's,  Knoxville,  has  purchased  a  Rectory  ;  S.  Paul's,  Chattanooga,  is 
being  rapidly  pushed  forward  with  its  Rectory  and  Sunday-school,  while  its 
Mission  of  S.  George,  henceforth  to  be  known  as  Grace  Church,  has  been  put  on 
a  solid  basis,  a  liberal-hearted  member  of  S.  Paul's  having  provided  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Church  as  a  memorial  to  his  daughter,  now  at  rest,  and  also  endowed 
it  with  $500.00  per  annum. 

The  Church  at  South  Pittsburg  has  been  completed,  and  a  commodious  Recto- 
ry is  in  course  of  erection. 

At  Tullahoma  the  Church  has  been  decorated  in  memory  of  one  of  its  departed 
saints,  and  the  Rectory  has  been  improved  and  enlarged  at  a  very  considerable 
expense. 

The  Church  at  Shelby  ville  has  been  renovated  and  greatly  improved. 

At  Pulaski  the  Church  will  be  ready  for  occupation  before  Autumn. 

At  Columbia  the  Chapel  of  the  Advent  has  been  built  and  paid  for. 

At  Nashville,  the  debt  resting  on  the  Church  of  the  Advent  has  been  removed 
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and  the  Church  was  consecrated  on  Easter  Day.  At  TrentDii  the  Church  of  iLo 
Holy  Innocents  has  been  so  far  completed  as  to  be  occupied.  Grace  Church 
Memphis  has  purchased  a  Rectory.  The  entire  debt  of  Emniauuel  Church, 
Memphis  has  been  paid  off.  Vested  Choirs  have  been  organized,  and  effectively 
lead  the  people  in  ''Common  Praise,"  at  Columbia.  Pulaski  and  Jacksou. 

The  '*  Hospital  of  the  G(M)d  Shepherd,"  has  been  established  at  Nashville,  and 
the  "Cottage  Hospital,"  at  Memphis.  It  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  spiritual  life,  when 
the  Church  is  thus  waking  to  the  importance  of  the  practical  works  (»f  mercj*. 

These  facts,  with  others  like  them,  which  for  lack  (►f  space  we  cannot  hero 
note,  are  plwn  and  striking  evidences  of  the  growth  and  pnjgress  of  the  Church 
in  Tennessee,  during  the  past  year.  And  they  compel  your  Committee  to  express 
the  belief  which  we  leel  sure  all  who  contemplate  them  must  .share  with  us,  that 
as  a  Diocese  we  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.

BSFOBT   TO   THE  HOUSE  OF   BISHOPS.  OCTOBE^H886,    FBOM 
THE   COMMITTEE   ON  CHBISTIAN  ^BTJC^iON. 


The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  askrt  leave  tu  report  as  follows : 
From  the  comprehensive  roports  which  have  been  presented  by  able  commit- 
tee»i  to  successive  Triennial  Conventions,  from  Pastorals  issued  by  the  House  of 
Bishops  to  the  Church  at  largre,  and  by  individual  Bishops  to  their  several  Dio- 
ceses, by  arguments,  appeals,  and  treatises  proceeding  from  educators  and  schol- 
ars of  experience  and  learning  in  both  the  Church  of  England  and  our  own,  and, 
indeed,  from  contributicms  to  Church  literature  in  various  departments,  we  may 
take  these  principles  to  be  generally  accepted. 

The  Church  of  God  on  the  earth,  as  a  witness  to  Christ  and  His  truth,  is  no  loss 
an  educating  than  an  evangelizing  power. 

Next  to  the  worship  of  the  Most  High,  and  the  preservation  of  the  Faith,  is 
that  perpetual  duty  of  her  trust,  which  conveys  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  and 
transmits  its  spirit  to  the  generations  as  they  rise. 

This  teaching  office  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  while  special  and  distinct,  is  m- 
separably  connected  with  its  original  constitution  and  universal  work,  with  its 
spiritual  motive,  with  its  moral  discipline,  with  its  sacrament  of  Baptism,  and 
with  the  law  of  inheritance  by  covenant  and  descent  which  reaches  through  all 
the  dispensations  of  God's  Fn)Vidence  and  Grace. 

As  the  end  of  the  Christian  Religion  is  the  formation  of  character  under  godly 
influence  of  both  knowledge  and  love,  of  light  and  life,  so  a  system  of  Church 
education  must  aim  at  the  training  of  a  complete  manhood  or  womanhood,  in 
tjody,  mind,  and  spirit,  including  the  aflfections,  conscience,  and  will,  the  whole 
^3ourse  in  all  its  parts  being  directly  subject  to  the  guidance  and  control  of 
Heligion. 

A  period  has  been  attained  where  these  questions  are  to  be  met.  The  importance 
>^nd  value  of  secular  education  throughout  the  country  are  not  disputed.  They 
<3an  hardly  be  said  not  to  be  appreciated.  In  every  part  of  the  land  the  people 
c^re  eager  and  resolute  in  providing  the  means  of  elementary  and  largely  higher 
Baiowledge,  in  sciences,  languages,  and  arts,  for  their  sons  and  daughters.  This 
i  « tsafficiently  proved  by  the  vast  outlay  of  money,  labor,  thought,  and  enteprise, 
XX)pularly  and  constantly  expended  for  this  greatest  interest.  Nor  can  any 
<3i8paragement  be  cast  on  this  educational  seal,  or  any  jealousy  of  soientifio 
progress  be  indulged,  in  the  name  of  religion,  except  by  folly,  prejudice  or  super- 
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stition.  What  is  npednd.  urgently  needed,  for  the  sake  (»f  the  safety  of  scfeirce 
itself,  the  permanence  of  Christian  eivilizaticm,  and  the  welfare  of  mankind,  is  a 
practical  con\iction  that  no  etlucatjon.  in  any  jinrade  or  clas**,  is  either  thorongb 
or  secure  without  the  sanctions  of  the  Christian  Faritb ;  in  other  words,  without  a 
fecopniticju  in  it  of  the  revealed  will  of  God  as  supreme,  and  of  the  obligations  of 
the  Christ-ian  morality.  There  is  a  modem  idolatry  of  knowledife.  as  there  was 
an  ancient  idolatry  of  the  images  of  ignorance  and  passion.  Th«  historj*  of  na- 
ticms,  and  the  riTcords  of  crime.  sh(>w  that  no  accumulations  of  human  wisdom, 
and  no  acuteness  or  energy  of  the  intellectual  fiKJulties.  aloue,  can  furnish  a  safe- 
guard against  iw?rsonal  vice  and  public  degradation.  More  than  once  that  history 
has  exhibited  disastrous  fruits  (»f  the  fallacy  that  mere  mental  actirity  can  make 
A  strcmg  and  lasting  commonwealth.,  a  just  goveminent,  a  pure  society,  a  clean 
commerce,  a  virtuous  household,  <>r  the  certainty  of  a  life  to  come.  It  is  laid, 
therefore,  upon  the  Church,  the  bod}'  of  Glirist,  so  to  rear  her  offspring  by  the 
rule  of  revelation  as  to  counteract  this  perilous  delusion.  She  is  set  to  her  task 
in  the  school,  the  seminary,  the  colleges  of  all  arts  and  all  sciences,  the  univer- 
sity, the  institutions  of  philosophy,  theol(»gy,  and  law^  in  a  sure  belief  that  no 
department  of  stud  v,  no  capacity  of  the  mind,  a^d  no  realm  of  rational  specula- 
tion can,  "without  loss  or  enfeeblement,  be  separated  from  supernatural  realities 
and  the  verities  of  GodV  written  Word.  "We  know  of  no  device  by  which  the 
tuition  of  the  child  in  righteousness,  devotion,  and  charity,  can  be  detached  from 
the  dailv  exercises  of  thought  and  reawm,  if  they  are  to  appear 
together  in  the  chara<.*ter  and  life  of  the  man.  Into  every  stage  of  the  process, 
with  the  drill  of  the  schoolroom  and  gymnasium,  the  practice  of  every  art.  the 
most  abstruse  investigation,  the  loftiest  paths  of  research,  and  the  opening  of  the 
treasures  of  the  past,  go  t^)  the  chastening  and  elevating  spirit  of  that  faith  in 
\\iG  unseen,  which  imparts  to  the  student  and  to  the  study,  vigor,  freedom,  patience 
and  hope.  Tt  was  the  great  German  philosopher  as  well  as  poet  of  this  century,  the 
master  of  the  idealism  of  our  day.  who  confessed  that  those  who  would  debase 
man's  nature  to  the  level  (»f  the  brute  begin  by  extinguishing  in  him  the  sense  of 
Worship.  Without  repeating  the  commonplace  that  *'  the  supply  of  knowledge 
does  not  make  the  soul  larger  (»r  smaller,^'  we  are  mtt  so  far  advanced  as  to 
de.spi.se  the  warning  against  a  system  of  instructitm  for  our  youth  wherein 
neither  the  language  of  God's  commandments  nor  the  history  of  His  kingdom 
among  men  is  considered  a  .<tudy  of  the  least  concern  ;  '*  wherein,  of  all  .subjects 
of  human  inquiry',' his  own  religitm  is  the  one  in  which  a  youth's  ignorance  is 
most  easily  forgiven  ;  and  in  which  it  is  held  a  light  matter  that  he  should  be 
guilty  of  gambling,  Ijing,  or  profanit}',  so  only  that  he  write  Latin  and  Greek 
verses  accurately  and  with  sjieed."  Those  are  the  words  of  a  very  thoaght- 
ful  English  scholar,  who  adds,  "There  is  not  at  this  moment  a  y«mth  of 
twenty,  having  received  what  we  moderns  call  education,  but  he  knows  more  of 
everything  except  the  soul  than  Plato  or  S.  Paul  did ;  but  he  is  not  for  that  reason 
a  greater  man,  or  fitter  for  his  work,  or  worthier  to  be  heard  by  others,  than  was 
Plato  or  S.  Paul."  It  is,  therefore,  the  immediate  calling  of  men  who  would 
Join  a  true  statesmanship  with  sound  learning,  as  it  is  the  genius  of  the  Church 
to  which  we  belong,  not  to  create  education  for  the  people,  but  to  Christianize  it. 
Your  Committee  does  not  conceive  itself  called  to  criticise  the  educational 
svsteras  of  other  Christian  bodies,  or  of  the  civil  authoritv  in  the  several  States. 
By  the  terms  of  its  appointment  it  is  to  ccmcem  itself  only  with  our  own  oppor- 
tunities and  duties.     Whatever  degree  of  sympathy  or  co-operation  we  may  give 
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to  the  pahlic  school. — and  that  is  a  matter  of  indivkliial  jiulgement, — the  Church 
ought  not  to  excuse  itself  from  sacrafice  and  toil  by  reason  of  their  abundance,  or 
t«»  narrow  itself  in  conseciuence  of  their  latitude,  or  to  blind  itself  to  their  bene- 
fits, nor  vet  lavish  its  bounty  or  endowments  or  legacies  for  institutions  where  its 
own  principles  are  rejected.  We  are  confident  in  the  opinion  that  in  all  grades 
from  the  lowest  to  the  highest,  we  have  in  our  Dioceses  such  seminaries  as  amply 
deserve  support  and  enlargement  by  Church  loyalty  and  Church  wealth.  Even 
tiur  Missionar}'  Bishops,  ill-sustained  as  they  are,  testify  that  among  all  the 
jiggresi<ive  agencies  at  their  c(»nimand.  their  schools  for  both  sexes  hold  a  place 
second  oaly  to  that  of  the  parish  and  pastor.  In  the  face  of  such  evidence,  the 
Churchniai.'s  dut}'  is  n<»t  to  be  evaded  by  indifference,  by  false  liberality,  or  by 
vague  notions  of  the  practical  value  of  doctrinal  truth.  The  Apostolic  rebuke  of 
him  who  *'  provideth  not  for  his  own  "  is  as  applicable  to  the  Household  of  Faith 
»i8  to  a  family  bound  together  bv  blood.  In  point  of  fact,  in  comnmnities  as 
mixed  as  those  in  most  parts  of  this  c(»nntr}',  pupils  will  for  the  most  part  go  or 
be  ificnt  to  those  schools  or  colleges  which  are  believed  to  be  best  furnished  and 
best  taught.  Hence,  to  strenghten  and  enrich  Church  Schools  and  Church 
Colleges  in  their  faculties,  apparatus,  libraries,  buildings,  and  chains,  is  to  honor 
Christ  in  whatever  measure  Christ  is  their  Master. 

The  first  <»f  <mr  two  questions,  therefore,  is  the  question  how  to  carry  these 
institutions  up  to  the  highest  literary  standard  known  to  our  time.  Endowment 
is  one  way.  Hearty  and  out-spoken  moral  Interest  is  another.  Directing  pupils 
to  them  is  another.  Still  another  is  a  possible  measure  which  your  Committee 
l)elleves  would  be  of  inestimable  advantage,  namely,  the  bringing  together  of 
the  heads,  or  presidents  and  principals,  of  Church  Schools  and  Colleges  in  the 
United  States,  in  an  Association  for  mutual  counsel  and  help,  for  a  comparison 
of  views  and  plans  as  respects  instruction,  discipline,  and  worship,  with  discus- 
ions  and  papers,  for  the  collecting  of  information  from  abroad,,  and  the  publica- 
ti<m  of  its  proceedings.  Perhaps  no  one  untried  experiment  promises  more  solid 
gain  than  this  to  the  common  cause.  It  may  be  that  it  would  lead  on,  in  God's 
p<K>d  time,  to  what  manj-  have  longed  for,  the  erection  of  at  least  one  great 
University,  of  unsurpassed  resources,  worthy  of  the  property  aud  intelligence  of 
our  Communion,  gathering  its  professors,  lecturers,  and  libraries  not  only  from 
our  own,  but  from  other  and  older  countries,  and  so  commanding  the  intellectual 
respect  and  affection  of  riper  and  younger  American  scholars.  East  and  West, 
Korth  and  South. 

Holding  steadil}'  in  view  this  object,  the  perfecting  of  our  schools  as  of  even 
greater  moment  than  their  nmltiplication,  seeing  clearly  that  they  must  win  their 
way  and  prosper  only  by  their  substantial  superiority,  unless  the  Church  is  to 
humiliate  herself  by  begging  for  them  a  pitiful  patronage  beyond  their  absolute 
or  relative  merits,  and  never  torgetting  that  the  ultimate  end  must  always  be  the 
increase  of  wholesome  learning,  rather  than  the  financisd  advantage  of  the 
schools  themselves,  we  find  the  remaining  question  to  be :  How  shall  the  educa- 
tional provisions  we  now  have  come  to  be  known  and  appreciated?  This  will 
be  done  whenever  the  ordained  teachers  of  the  Church,  the  Clergy,  aided,  by  a 
conscientious  and  impartial  Church  press,  make  it  their  stated  and  frequent  duty 
to  acquaint  the  laity  with  the  nature  and  service  of  these  institutions,  and  the 
sacredness  of  these  privileges.  If  they  are  set  apart  to  be  "messengers,  watch- 
men, and  stewards,"  they  are  to  tell  fathers  and  mothers  where  their  sons  and 
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daaghters  may  be  safely  guided  and  fed  within  the  foM  of  Christ ;  they  are  to 
watoh  personally  07er  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  young  of  their  flock ;  they  are 
to  point  parents  and  children  to  accredited  fountains  of  spiritual  and  intellectual 
light  as  stewards  of  God's  manifold  grace.

This  Parish  has  been  with(»ut  a  Kect<tr  for  the  pant  3  year**,  aud,  owing  to  thii* 
fact,  a  full  report  cannot  be  ^iven.  During  this  period  the  Church  l<»st  gnmnd. 
the  building  went  considerably  to  decay,  and  all  life  seemed  to  be  fagging,  until 
about  12  mouths  ago  Light  dawned  upon  us,  and  the  members  of  the  Church,  c»n 
Easter  Monday,  1886,  met  aud  went  to  work  with  renewed  energy  and  elected  a 
Vestry,  which  we  had  not  had  for  the  past  three  years,  owing  to  death,  memberi^ 
moving  away,  and  other  causes — no  election  having  been  held.  This  new  Ventiy 
went  forward  and  took  actiim  as  to  repairing  and  improving  the  Church  boild- 
ing  <tc. 

$140.00  was  immediately  subscribed  by  the  members  present,  and  contract 
let  out  for  covering  building,  which  was  done  at  <mce  at  a  cost  of  $250.00.  With 
above  subscription  of  $140.00,  and  $28.00  collected  afterwards,  we  have  paid  off 
^168.00  of  the  $250.00,  leaving  a  balance  of  $82.00  that  we  still  owe.  We  have 
a  beautiful  church,  one  of  which  we  should  justly  be  proud,  though  it  is  still 
greatly  in  need  of  repairs,  such  as  cementing,  guttering,  <fec.  A  portion  of  the 
floor  is  in  a  state  of  decay,  and  should  be  repaired.  The  members  have  liberally' 
responded  to  all  calls,  and  seem  anxious  to  do  all  they  can,  but  their  financial 
condition  is  such  that  already  they  have  been  very  much  overtaxed. 

The  number  of  Communicants  is  about  50.  The  Bishop  Confirmed  14  for  thin 
Parish  during  the  past  15  months,  and  baptised :  Children,  4  :  Adults :  1.  The 
Church  now  seems  U^)  be  more  prosperous  than  for  many  years  past.  The  Rev. 
Charles  T.  Wright,  a  Deacon,  was  placed  with  us  by  the  Bishop,  and  will  take 
charge  of  this  Parish,  when  he  returns  from  Sewanee,  where  he  is  now  comple- 
ting his  last  term  in  Theology,  and  is  expected  to  be  returned  to  us  in  August. 
I  would  further  stat^  that  we  have  paid  our  minister's  salary,  up  to  the  date  of 
his  departure  for  Sewanee,  March  15,  $82.50. 

When  the  Bishop  visited  us  in  January,  1887  and  made  arrangements  for  us 
as  to  a  minister,  we  had  no  Rectory  and  one  communicant  of  the  church,  Mr. 
Alfred  Boyd,  gave  us  all  of  the  rough  lumber,  and  a  subscription  of  about  $235.00 
was  raised  by  the  committee  appointed  for  this  express  purpose,  all  of  which 
sum  was  collected,  with  the  exception  of  ^20.00.  The  lumber  was  on  the  ground 
and  contract  for  building  let,  in  less  than  three  days  from  the  time  of  commence- 
ment and  we  have  the  Refctory  now  nearly  completed,  though  it  will  require  an 
additional  expenditure  of  $75  to  or  $100  complete  it,  as  to  plastering  and 
painting. 

The  Ladies,  Aid  Society  gave  the  sum  of  $100.00,  the  Bishop  gave  us  $25.00 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sessums,  $20.00.  We  propose  to  finish  the  Rectory  as  soon  as 
practicable,  and  pay  off  the  debt  over  the  Church.  Three  communicants  had 
the  lightening  rod  and  ornaments  put  on  the  Church  at  a  cost  of  $46.20 ;  the 
Church  bemg  upon  a  hill,  and  having  a  large  metal  cross  upon  the  top,  it  wan 
deemed  necessary.

Ever  prominent  in  good  works,  they  have  kept  the  little  flock  to- 
gether, in  the  darkest  days  of  trouble,  when  we  had  neither  Minister  nor  Vestry, 
and  are  stiU  earnestly  working  for  the  cause.

This  Pari^h  has  uever  hail  a  resident  Clergyman,  although  the  Church  building 
has  been  in  existence  for  ten  or  twelve  yeara.  The  services  have  been  conducted 
by  Lay  Readers  from  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  present  Lay  Reader,  appointed  "  on  the  nomination  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup.  T).  D.,  Rect^ir  of  S.  Paul's  Church."  has  held 
regular  morning  and  evening  services  every  Sunday  since  the  tenth  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  lci86,  as  well  as  special  services  during  Lent.  The  Holy  Communion 
ha.s  also  been  celebrated  regularly,  once  a  tnouth,  through  the  kinduecis  of  Rt. 
Kev.  Dr.  Booue,  Bishop  (»f  Shanghai,  Rev.  Drs.  Wilmer,  Shoup,  DuBose,  Hc»dg 
Hon,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Oertel.  The  reestablishmeut  of  regular  services,  after  a  long 
jieriod  of  irregularity  ;  the  residence  of  the  Lay  Reader  in  the  parish  during  the 
Winter  months  ;  and  some  attention  giving  to  visiting,  especially  among  the  tfick, 
and  to  direct  personal  efforts  to  reach  those  who  have  fallen  into  the  habit  of 
lion-atteudauce  at  church  ;  all  have  had  some  effect,  and  iu  the  midst  of  many 
discouragements  the  general  prospect  is  bright. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  Tracy  City,  has  been  on  a  religious  "  boom.'' 
litnerant  Evangelists,  pursuing  methods  similar  to  those  employed  by  the 
Salvation  Army,  have  been  holding  meeting  with  apparent  success.  Other 
visiting  ministers  have  held  revivals ;  a  Quaker  has  sought  a  foothold  f(»r  his 
Society  iuthe  place,  and  the  sect  of  the  '' Disciples''  has  organized,  built  and 
opened  a  place  of  worship.  It  is  a  significant  fact  that  in  the  midst  of  these 
religious  distractions  the  attendance  upon  the  services  of  Christ  Church  has  been 
steadily  increasing. 

During  the  past  year,  as  the  result  of  heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Faithftil, 
the  church  building  has  been  greatly  improved  and  still  further  improvements 
are  projected.  In  a  few  days  a  deed  for  the  property,—  a  donation  from  the 
Tennessee  Coal  and  Iron  Co.,  made  some  twelve  years  ago, — will  be  executed 
and  forwarded  to  the  Registrar. 

Baptisms  during  the  period  now  being  reported  upon :  4  (four) ;  all  infants, 
Communicant*  20  (twenty) ;  Burials  2  (two)  children.  Sunday  School :  Teachers, 
6 ;  pupils  50. 

The  weekly  offerings  have  been  just  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Church. 

The  subject  of  confirmation  is  in  the  minds  of  quite  a  number  in  the  community, 
but  in  the  midst  of  the  present  religious  distractions  and  owing  to  the  impossi- 
bility of  fixing  upon  a  time  when  that  rite  can  be  administered,  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  prepare  a  class  of  more  than  three  or  four. 

The  object  of  this  extended  report  is  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to 
this  neglected  Church  in  the  wilderness,  and  to  implore  the  aid  of  the  Convention 
if  in  any  way  it  can  be  extended.  The  need  of  a  clergyman  in  the  commimity  is 
very  great.  He  would  have  for  a  while  to  derive  his  support  from  outside,  but 
the  result  of  his  labors  would  doubtless  be  in  time  the  bidlding  up  of  a  large  and 
strong  parish.  Its  accessions  could  be  made  from  outside  the  sects  now  occupy- 
ing the  field,  and  he  would  have  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  faithful  few  who 
have  clung  to  the  church  throughout  its  long  season  of  adversity.

Memphis,  May  Ist.  1888. 
Itight  Reverend  and  Dear  Sir  : 

At  a  meeting  «»f  the  Clergy  of  West  Tennessee,  held  in  the  Vestry  Room  of 
Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  on  May  12th,  1887,  tlie  Convocation  of  Memphis  was 
re-organized  b}-  the  election  of  tlie  Rev.  George'Pattersou,  D.  D.,  Dean,  aud  the 
Rev.  Charles  L.  Steel,  Secretary.  At  thi>  meeting  gentlemen  of  the  Laity  were 
nominated  and  duly  elected  as  members  of  this  body.  The  Hon.  Luke  ^V.  Fin- 
lay,  of  Calvary  Church,  Memphis,  was  elected  Treasurer. 

During  the  Ecclesiastical  year  just  ended,  there  have  been  four  meoting.-*  of 
the  Convocation  and  five  Missionary  me(;tings — throe  in  direct  connection  with 
the  C(mvoeatiou  proper,  and  two  extra  meetings  for  the  more  general  diitcussion 
of  Missi«»nary  t<»pics.  both  within  our  own  borders  and  beyond.     Thest?  meoting^ 
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a.si<isiaiice  of  the  Hov.  TV.  G.  0.  Thompson,  Hector  of  Pulaski,  I  held  a  Mission, 
aud  had  good  roason  to  btdievo  that  our  work  was  blessed  U}  those  in  whose 
behalf  we  laboured.  There  I  met  reprcRcntative  parties  fmm  'Williamsport  and 
Ash  wood,  who  assured  me.  that  if  a  Priest  could  be  placed  in  charge  of  these 
two  MisHJons.  conjointly  with  that  at  Mt.  Pleanaut.  a  fine  field  woold  be  opeue4 
t^  him,  and  there  would  be  reasonable  prospects  of  liberal  contributions  to  his 
support.  This  is  a  plan  which  I  have  often  urged,  and  urge  the  more  stronghly. 
having,  myself,  carefully  looked  over  this  part  of  our  Ijord's  vineyard,  now  with- 
out a  Shepherd. 

Secondly.  To  Immanucl  Mission,  Gallatin,  where,  assisted  by  the  Kev.  Dr. 
Gray,  of  Nashville.  I  held  another  throe  days  Mission,  (Aug.  3(Hh.,  Slst.,  Sept. 
1st,  1887.)  with  the  most  gratifying  results.  I  found  the  little  flock  here  mach 
disturbed  by  troubles  whieh  had  arisen  am<mg  them,  through  no  fault  of  their 
own  ;  but  these  IxMUg  already  known,  and  being  also,  happily,  now  in  the  pa.*t 
and  quite  removed,  I  need  do  no  more  than  advert  to  them.  I  plskied  this  Mis- 
sion under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray  and  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Martin,  who  have 
faithfully  looked  after  its  interests*.  The  field  here  is  promising.  A  lot  i.-^  se- 
cured, and  the  people  have  a  mind  to  build  a  church,  lint  they  are  few  and  not 
rich  in  this  world's  goods.     Who  will  help  them  f 

Thirdly.  To  S.  Mary  Magdalene's,  Fayetteviile.  I  visited  this  Mis^tiou  on 
Oct.  17th  and  isth.,  at  the  request  of  the  Associate  Priest  in  charge  the  Ki:v 
Rowland  Hale.  The  services  were  well  attended.  The  church  people  at  this 
point  are  united  and  warmly  devoted  to  the  Great  Cause.  With  the  most  com- 
mendable zeal  and  untiring  devotion  they  have  addre.-wed  themselves  to  the  work  <»i 
removing  the  debt  from  their  beautiful  Church.  Success  has  crowned  their  eflbrts  , 
the  debt  is  nearly  if  not  quite  uplifted.  And  they  look  forward  with  glad  an.* 
ticipations  to  tlie  consecration  of  their  Church  next  month.  Then,  at  last,  this 
devoted  congregation  will  breathe  free,  and  rejoice  in  the  fruition  of  their  earnest 
prayers  and  long  sustained  hope. 

Fourthly.  On  April  4th.  I  visited  Manchester.  There  there  are  a  few 
communicants  of  the  Church,  to  whom  jvs  the  nearest  resident  Priest,  I  minister 
from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  .serves.  This  place  is  properly  within  the  range 
of  the  S.  Harnabas'  Associated  Mis'^ion,  whose  Clergy  will  continue  to  provide 
for  it. 

I  most  gladly  would   have  made  other  like  visits  in  the  hope  of  making  ni^v 
oversight  of  the  Missionary  work  in  this  Convocation,  more  real  and  eflcctive,  but  I 
have  not  done  so,  being  unable  to  make  th(»se  journeyings  at  my  own  charges, 
and  being  unwilling,  in  oth.er  cases  than  those  above,  to  burden   struggling  Mis- 
sions with  the  additional  expense  v.-hich  they  involve.

Second.  Report  of  Missionary  work  within  the  Convocation,  based  on  written 
reports  of  Clergy. 

The  Rev.  T.  F.  Martin,  Rectt»rofS.  Ann's  Church.  Kashville,  holds  regular 
services  at  the  Rrick  Scho(»l-house  on  the  "Rrick  Church  Pike,"  every  third 
Sunday.  The  Mission  a  few  miles  from  the  Parish  Church.  Congregatitms 
g(»od  and  on  the  increase.  Musical  part  of  the  service  well  rendered  by  S.  Ann's 
choir,  which  usually  accompanies  tht».  Rector.  Eight  Communicant^^  in  the 
neighborhood,  some  of  them  very  active  in  the  Sunday-school,  held  every  Suu- 
da}'  afternoon  in  the  school  house.     There  is  some  talk  of  building  a  church  at 
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that  point,  a  fi^eiiticmcn  having  offered  :i  lot  Tor  the;  puri)08e.    The  Rector  hopes 
this  will  be  accomplished  ore  loug. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  W.  C.  Gray,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville,  re- 
ports serviccH  at  Dickson,  on  seven  different  occahions.  during  the  past  Conven- 
tional year,  and  generally  two  services  to  each  visit.  Baptism d-;-infants  and 
adults — nine.  On  a  recent  visitation,  ho  accompanied  the  Bishop  to  Cumberland 
Furnace,  where,  in  spite  of  very  severe  weather,  large  congregations  attended  all 
the  services,  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Eight  persons,  infants  and  adults,  were 
baptized,  and  nine  were  presented  forconiirmaticm.  During  the  same  visitation, 
the  Bishop  stopped  at  Dickson,  and  eight  persons  were  conlinned.  This  was  the 
first  visit  of  a  Bishop  to  this  town.  A  movement  is  on  foot  looking  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Church,  and  that  at  no  distant  day.  The  expense  on  these  trips  has 
been  fll.TO ;  Offertories,  etc.,  have  amounted  to  $8.55.  The  balance,  1^*3. ITi.  was 
given  by  the  Priest  in  charge  as  a  contributicm  to  Missicms. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gray  also  reports  that,  during  Lent,  he  began  Mission  work  in 
Nashville  among  the  colored  people.  Rented  a  hall,  for  which  he  pays  $6  per 
month,  using  it  in  common  with  a  number  of  '•Societies''  of  colored  people, 
which  meet  there  from  time  to  time.  A  Sunday-school,  taught  b}'  both  white 
and  colored  teachers,  now  numbers  more  than  thirty,  and  is  increasing.  There 
is  a  service  and  sermon  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  the  outlook  is  altogether 
enconraging.  The  Priest  in  charge  of  this  work  further  reports  that  ho  ha?,  on 
his  own  responsibility,  purchased  a  very  admirable  lot  for  the  future  Church  ; 
has  collected  and  paid  on  it  mori'  than  $200.00;  has  given  his  personal  notes 
(live  in  number,)  for  $200.00  each,  bearing  interest;  has  had  the  deed  made  to 
the  Convention,  paid  abstract  fee.  Register's  fee  etc.,  and  trusts  to  the  Church 
to  sustain  him  in  the  venture.  The  colored  people  are  taught  to  help  themselves 
by  a  weekly  offertor}-.  A  visit  just  made  by  Rev.  Dr.Ecclcst(m  and  Rev.  C.  B. 
Perry  has  boon  ver}'  encouraging  to  their  effort,  and  promises  much  help  to  it  in 
the  near  futnre.  1  earnestly  commend  this  work  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray  to  the 
Convocation,  not  only  because,  the  same  work  is  in  no  sort  outside  of  us,  but 
lies  at  the  very  door  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  within  our  borders,  but  also 
because  it  is  a  work  with  which  this  Couvocatien  has  specially  entrusted 
itself  by  direct  action  taken  at  the  meeting  held  at  Shelbyville,  in  Nov.  1880. 
This  appeal  for  help  should  not  be  in  vain.  Let  the  example  of  his  faith  and 
courage  be  an  incentive  to  us  to  c^Voperate  with  him,  in  these  his  zealous  labours 
so  far  as  in  us  lies. 

The  Rev.  M.  Cabell  Martin,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  and  S. 
Peter's  Church,  Nashville,  is  also  in  charge  of  S.  Paul's  Chapel,  n»w  a  Missicm, 
ha\'ing  been  stricken  from  the  roll  of  Parishes,  by  action  of  the  Convention 
several  years  ago,  and  made  a  Chapel  of  Holy  Trinity  ;  therefore  all  work  done 
is  recorded  in  the  Parish  Register  of  that  Church.  The  Priest  in  charge  of  this 
Mission,  reports  great  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Church  during  the  past 
year.  Services  have  been  regularly  held  and  well  attended.  The  different 
Clergy  of  the  city  have  rendered  him  kind  assistance  from  time  to  time,  all  of 
which  he  gratefully  appreciates.  Ctmsiderable  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year,  which  have  greatly  added  to  the  attractions  of  the  building 
and  its  surroundings.  K  very  thing  within  and  without  betokens  the  care  and 
attention  of  those  connected  with  the  work.  The  Sunday-schtud  is  holding  its 
OWB;  and  steady  work  is  being  done.    The  teachers  arc  very  faithful,  and  are  not 
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(lishojirtonod  l»y  the  inevitftbh*  tritils  which  confront  thorn.  Tho  offerinp^  hftre 
bncu  $51.03.  an  avi^raj^o  of  $1.10  per  Sunday.  The  field  for  Missionary  work 
around  thi'  Chupcl  is  indeed  a  lar;:c  one.  and  a  Sunday-night  service  is  much  U) 
!)(}  desired.  It  in  ho])e.d  that  soon  one  serviee  at  least  on  a  Sunday  may  be  held  • 
this  will  frreatl}'  help  on  the  work. 

To  these  statements  <»f  the  I'ricst  in  eharge.  I  would  odd  that  tho  servicei*  held 
in  S.  Paul's  Chapel,  during;  the  past  nuv.'ting  of  our  Convocation  in  Nashrilk" 
were  services  not  s(M»n  to  l)e  forgotten.  At  night,  despite  tho  inclcmoncy  of 
rho  wentlier,  tlie  (Jhupel  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity,  thn  responses  were 
united  Jind  hearty,  everybody,  old  and  \'oun>r.  taking  a  part  in  thcni,  whilo  the 
music,  rendered  by  a  choir  i»f  children,  assisted  by  the  whole  congregation,  was 
vi?ry  inspirin^r.  Tht^  only  tiling  that  marred  tho  happiness  of  tho  interesting 
cccasion.  was  the  absence  id' the  faithful  l*riest,  confined  at  homo  by  n  Teinp<»- 
rary  illness  broufrht  on  by  ove» -exertion  in  tho  jrood  cause. 

There  are.  attached  to  Trinity  Churdi.  Clarksville,  S.  -Andrew's  Chapel,  South 
Clarksville.  and  White  Chapel,  Kossview,  Montgomery  county.  Christ  Churcl » 
f«)rmerl3'  att.k'he<l  to  Clarksville.  has,  1  am  informed,  been  abandoned  and  sohl' 
The  Deacon  in  chav;:e  of  Whitt?  Chapel  repocts:  Collectiims  since  the  1st  of  In.'^ 
May,  $7'J.42.  The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  have  on  hand,  for  purpose  of  purchasing 
a  ^H(d)e.  about  $110.00.  This  good  work,  which  will  tend  to  Rocuro  a  pcnnanen- 
cy  of  residence  nnd  a  eomfortal)le  living  for  the  Clergyman  who  may  bo  in  charge 
i>  one  in  which  this  Conv<ication  ha^  expressed  an  active  intercut,  and  one  which 
it  wotild  substanlially  help  along  if  it  wen*  iible  to  do  so.  This  Mis.<)ion  is  ulH>nt 
elear  of  ull  debt  .  is  regaiMing  groui.«l  in  the  influence  and  favor  of  the  communi- 
ty Jill  the  tim«'.  Tlierc  an*  a  number  of  candidates  for  contirmation.  Th(»  Sun- 
tlav-school  is  doing  well.  Xn  report  from  <'edar  Hill;  and  none  from  Cumbffr- 
land  Furnace,  other  than  thitt  pre.viMited  by  the  Kev.  Dr.  Graj*,  as  above.  Im- 
nianuel  Mis>ion.  (lallaiiii,  has  had  no  services  since  la.««t  June,  beside  tho.se  held 
bv  the  Hi'v.  Dr.  (irjiv  and  tl;e  Kev.  T.  V.  Martiu.  One  of  the  most  active  com- 
nniniciints  there  writes  me  iliat  the  w(»ik  in  thi>  Mis^iun  is  sufreriufr  for  a  want  of 
a  residcJJl  Aliiii.>ter  wlwi  eaii  give  !iis  whoh-  time  to  Ciallatin.  W«mld  that  it 
wt'K^  in  our  power  lo  riirni>h  tluiii  with  one  I  The  .Sunday-Hcho<d  is  helil  regu- 
larly, aiul  the  attendancf  is  good  :  whib?  the  Ladies'  A  id  Society  continue.**  to  do 
all  it  can  to  keeji  uj»  an  interest  in  the  work  <»f  the  Church,  and  to  promot.* 
annmg  the  members  the  true  spirit  of  Christian  fellowship. 

The  Kev.  Chas.  M.  dray,  in  (barge  of  S.  Paul's.  Fianklin.  and  Grace  Church, 
Sjning  Hill,  rejxirt^  that  while  the  prospects  me  not  (latu^ring  nteitborof  those 
points,  the  wtivK  at  l:(»th  of  tin-m  progre.s.-es  quiet !y  and  steadil}'.  No  loss,  but 
>»»!•:(•  gai!i  cac!'.  yriw.  Ahvays  a  t»'W  additions  at  evt.'ry  visitati<m  of  the  liishop. 
Siii:day-«l\ooi  lb)iirishing.  anil  Iiadi»'s' 'inild  efhcient.

LewI^buIg.  whiili  In-  l'..i.-  vi.-it<d  several  tinu's  during  the  past  3'car,  holding 
services  at  llie  Fre-byterian  ih  use  «»f  Wor-slnj'.  which  was  crowded  to  its  iitnH»st 
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capacity  on  every  such  occasion.  lie  suys  thiit  »  strouir  Mission  might  be 
started  hero,  by  regular  sorvicos,  which  it  is  imposAiblo  for  him  to  give  at  so 
groat  a  distAnce  -,  and  besides,  his  time  has  boon  ahnoBt  entirely  given  to  the 
Church  of  the  MeAsiah.  Pulaski,  of  which  he  is  Kector.  During  the  past  twelve 
uonthe  a  beautiful  brick  and  stoue  structure  ha8  been  built  there  and  conse- 
crated, (free  of  debt,  of  course.)  at  a  cost  of  $6,500,  beautifully  fVimiKhod  through- 
nat  Now.  that  thi*  labor  incident  to  building  is  off  his  hands,  he  hopes  to  have 
more  time  to  dcvoto  to  Mission  work  during  next  year.  S.  Andrew's.  Lewis- 
burg,  is  attached  to  S.  Itarnabus'  Associate  Mission,  as  is  aliui  S.  Mary  Magda- 
dene'rt.  Fayettitville.  The  AssiKuate  Priest  in  charge  of  the  latter  Mission,  the 
Rov.  Rowland  Hale,  reports  :  Communicants,  11 ;  baptisms — children  4,  adults 
2 ;  confirmations  2  ;  Sunday-sctuM)l — scholars  8,  teachers  2 ;  salary  of  Priest, 
1365.75;  Diocesan  Missions,  $7.05 ;  University  of  the  South,  $15.00;  Bishop's 
assessment,  $31.50;  other  purposes,  $244.95.  Total,  $664.25.  Raised  by  Sunday- 
school  and  expended  on  Sunday-sch(K>l,  $18.10;  raised  by  Guild  ofS.  Mary  Magda- 
lene's for  current  expenses  and  townnls  Church  debt.  $340.00 ;  raised  towards 
pjivmeut  of  Church  debl,  $700. IK):  actually 'paid,  $500.00.  Property  in  Jack- 
siinvillo,  Florids.  deeded  f«>r  Rectory.  $500.00.  Prom  October  16th,  1887, 
to  April  7th,  1888,  the  Associate  Priest  in  charge  was  absent,  his  place  being 
taken  by  the  Kev.  F.  M.  Garland.  Deacon,  of  Sewanee.  Daily  services,  Sundays 
and  Saiuts'-da}' oelebratitms  of  Holy  Communion  are  the  rules  of  this  Church. 
Though  figures  like  these  do  u(»t  ordinarily  form  a  part  of  the  Dean's  Report,  I 
checHVilly  make  riKim  for  them  in  the  present  instance,  as  nothing  but  these 
would  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the  results  of  the  self-denying  labors  of  the 
straggling  but  devoted  little  band  of  Communicants  at  Fayetteville.  Forty  miles 
above  this  point,  on  the  Xashville,  Chattanooga  <fe  St.  Louis  Railn>ad,  is  Win- 
chester, a  town  of  some  2,000  inhabitants,  and  important  as  being  quite  an  edu- 
cational centre.  The  Church  here.  Trinity  Church,  is  not  under  the  direct  charge 
of  any  Priest,  but  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  P.  DuBose.  of  Sewanee,  visits  and  hold  scr- 
viccH  here  occasionalh'.  Jlesaj's.  "with  the  addition  of  a  new  Theological  Profes- 
sor to  our  number,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Denton,  I  liope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  give  two 
M'l vices  a  month  t^)  Winchester  hereafter.  The  place  is  improving  and  the 
prospects  of  the  congregation  are  reviving  with  it."  No  account  of  offerings, 
they  have  been  nsed  exclusively  ft>r  l<»cal  purposes.  The  same  Priest,  the  Rev. 
Dr:  DuBose  htis  charge  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Iloly  Comforter,  at  Mont^^agle.  which 
is  the  C*hapel  of  Fainnount  College  for  young  ladies,  and  with  a  very  small 
congregation  out««ide  of  the  school.  The  ofi'erings  for  the  year  1887  amounted  to 
$*J04.02,  most  of  which  was  expended  im  the  Chapel  and  in  local  charity,  $8.00 
only,  having  been  devoted  to  Missions.  "  I  have  little  or  no  time,"  (the  Dr. 
adds,)  "  to  give  to  the  Mission  work,  which  might  and  ought  to  bo  done,  oror 
and  alKivo  the  Chi^laincy  of  the  school."  ''Calvary  Mission,"  Roark's  Gove. 
Franklin  Co..  is  under  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  S.  T.  D.,  but  in  direct  charge  rf 
Mr.  W.  A.  Guerry.  Theological  Student,  of  Sewanee,  assisted  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Mc- 
Kollar.  Communicants  21 ;  li)  confirmed  in  year  1887.  First  confirmation  ever 
held  at  this  Mission  ;  and  the  first  Communion  was  celebrated  <m  July  10th,  1887. 
llaptisms  from  Aj»ril  3,  IS87  to  date.  21*.  Two  services  every  Sunday  except  dur- 
ing the  winter  holidays  of  the  University.  Sunday-schcMd  members  aboat  60,- 
ivith  an  average  attendance  of  40.  Last  fall  the  Church  building  was  thoroughly 
repaired  and  enlarged  to  the  amount  of  $200.  The  work  is  m  a  very  prosperous 
condition.      The  people  themselves  take  a  most  lively  interest  many  of  them

walking  miles  t<>  service  anil  l)ringin/x  their  dinner  with  them.    The  Holy  Com- 
manion  irt  celebrated  during  the  session  of  the  University,   on  an   average  once 
a  mouth.    S.  Mark^!^  colored  Mission,  alrio,  under  the  Rev.   Dr.   8hoap,  and  in 
charge  of  Mr.  0.  T.  Pori-her.  reporthiu  substance  as  follows:  Baptisms,  includiDg 
both  adults  and  childreu,   19:   contiruied  1;   commuuicants,   8.     Services  re- 
gularly held  every  Sunday  afternoon.     Attendance  escollent.     Snnday-sohool 
flourishing.  Pro.spoots  of  the  Mission  bright.  It  is  hoped  that  a  new  Church  edifice 
will  bo  built,  before  long,  in  a  bettor  locality.     On  hand  for  that  purpose  $101.01, 
with  the  promise  of  ^'^O.OO  iiioro.     Coutribulicms  solicited  for  this   good  object. 
A  wide  field  here  for  work  among  the  colored  part  of  the  population  of  Scwanec. 
Some  discouragements  met  witli.  but  such  is  the  case  in  all  Mission  work.   Taking 
everything  into  consideration   the  imtlook   of  8.    Mark's  Mission  is  decidedly 
encouraging. 

At  Tracy  City,  Mr.  Eben  I).  Moreno,  from  Sewanee,  has  lately  taken  duty,  and 
writes  that  he  cannot  give  the  unmbiir  of  baptisms,  couiirmations,  marriages  and 
deaths  for  the  past  year,  as  the  records  are  not,  at  pre^*ent.  accest^ible  to  him. 
lie  states  that  the  Church  in  Tracy  City  has  now  !24  communicants  and  ab<»ut  8U 
children  on  roll  o!"  Suuday-*«clionl.  Congrogati«in,  thtiugh  small,  earnest  and 
devoted  ;  there  has  lu^tui  soui-'  iri(»nc\'  riiisi^i  for  thi*  improvement  of  the  Church, 
and  n  vestibule  an<l  vi'.stry  will  soon  h<j  added  to  the  building.  S.  Barnabas^ 
Churc-h,  Tullalioma.  and  tlic  Memorial  C'hurch  (»f  the  Kedeemer,  Shelbyville, 
both  under  my  charge,  and  botli  attached  to  tin*  .V.ssociate  Mi.ssion  of  S.  Bama. 
bas.  I  have  little  to  .say  bey«md  the  fact  that  work  has  progressed  well  at  both 
points  during  the  past  year.  Services  regularly  held  and  well  attended.  Sunday-t 
school  thoroughly  organized  and  doing  effective  work. 

These  reports  spi^ak  for  themselves.  Taking  them  as  a  whole  and  lo<»king  the 
fi<*ld  all  over  in  its  length  and  lirt-jwlth,  1  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  never 
was  the  condition  of  thinirs  more  lavorabh%  never  were  the  pn».spects  more  hope- 
ful than  now.  Much  is  di»ne,  but  much  remains  that  is  undone  and  mu.st  contiu- 
uo  undone  imder  existing  arrangements.  Tlio  Clergy  in  the  Convt»cation  are 
doing  all  th(»\' can  do  in  attending  to  growing  Missionary  workof  the  Convocation 
but.  absorbed  as  they  are  in  tlic  activities  of  their  respective  Parishes,  it  is  only 
with  the  sternest  self-sacritice  and  c(»stly  exertion  on  their  part  that  they  can 
meet  these  superadded  rcspousibilities.  The  crying  need  is  that  of  a  general 
Missionary,  whos«*  duty  it  shall  b»'  to  take  charge  of  the  Mis^^ious  now  without  a 
Pastor,  to  visit  the  many  towns  and  vilhiges  in  this  vast  district  where  there  are 
no  miniatrati«ms  of  the  Church,  holding  services,  going  in  and  cmt  among  the 
Church  people,  .scattered  here  and  there  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd,  carrying 
to  them  th(?  Brcjul  of  Life,  for  which  they  have  been  so  long  famishing,  devoting 
his  whole  time  and  energy  to  this  good  work.  The  Convocation  fully  realizes 
this  great  need,  and  would  meet  it  if  it  could.  Only  the  lack  of  moans  restrains 
it  from  at  once  securinirand  putting  intothc  field,  such  a  Missiimar}'.  Meanwhile, 
the  Clergy  <»n  all  sides  an*  doing  what  Mis.-iionary  v.-»)rk  they  can  outside  of  their 
own  Parishes  in  llu'  hopir  that  the  way  ma}'  l)c  opened  to  provide  larger  and 
more  unrestricted  iniui.-traticiii.':  for  th(»M'  who  lo<)k  to  them  for  what  they,  with 
their  iibsorhiug  duti<'s  at  iini.K'.  arc  NtJ  !1J  i)nijared  to  give.  Thvre  is  uced  of 
faith  and  with  that  (d  p.iticui  waiiUjg  lor  what  may  be  a  long  dtderred  fruititm 
of  cherished  h(»pcs.  liut,  tiuink-  \.u'  to  God,  the  piojnise  is  sure  t<»  all,  wh<»  with 
firm  reliance  upon  it.  coiitiunc  ::tca(.*i lust  and  uumovMble  in  the  discharge  of  their 
appointed  duty,  whi-ther  cheered  «.r  uul  by  thy  sight  of  ungatbered  harvests.   The 
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best  reward  \a  the  cou.sciou.suess  of  fidelity,  and  the  ever  obidin;?  sense  of  the 
Master's  approval,  whose  loving  kindness  is  better  than  life  itself.

BISHOPS   ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  (he  dcnjij  ami  Laittf  : 

I  Hailed  from  New  York  f<»r  LiverjMml  un  Sat  unlay  Juno  4th.  and  readied  Lou- 
don on  Tuesday  the  14th.  On  Wednesday  I  attended  a  nieetinjj  of  the  National 
Society  for  promotiof;  the  education  of  the  ]M)or  in  the  principles  of  the  Etttablish- 
ad  Charcb.  Twenty  years  ago  I  delivered  a  lecture  in  the  interest  of  this  Society 
in  King's  CuUegc,  London,  which  was  repeated  by  request  in  Cambridge,  and 
other  cities  of  England.  Uis  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  presided  at 
this  meeting.  Admirable  addresses  were  made  by  both  the  Archbishops  of  Can  • 
terbnry  a^d  York,  and  by  the  Bishop  of  Glostor  and  Bristol,  and  by  other  speak- 
ers. Since  the  foundaticm  of  the  ''Xational  Socit^y"  in  1811,  the  Church  of 
England  has  spent  no  less  than  £30.000,000  on  .schools,  and  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  stated  that  n)ore  than  half  that  expenditure  had  taken  place  since 
1870.  The  Archbii-hop  of  York  said,  "The  money  raiwid  by  the  Church  of 
Einglaud  for  purposes  of  education  was  very  considerable.  In  1886  the  Church 
raised  £566,950,  and  British.  We.sleyan.  Ronmn  Catholic  and  Board  Schools  to- 
gether raised  £15;'),  Gk).'*  The  elementary  scho«»ls  of  the  Church  ahme  amount 
to  11.797.  alfording  accomodations  for  •2.r>3.''>.071  chiMren.  and  have  been  built  at 
a  cost  to  Churchmen  of  not  loss  than  £1.1,000.000.  In  addititm  to  the  schools 
there  are  thirty  Church  Training  Collegtis.  established  at  a  cost  to  the  Church  of 
not  less  than  £270,000.  In  these  m<»re  than  half  the  trained  teachers  ot  the 
coantryhave  received  their  professional  education.  I  mention  these  facts  that 
yon  may;nnderstand  what  a  great  and  gl(»riou.s  work  the  Church  (»f  England  is 
doing  in  the  matter  of  education. 

19th — First  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  the  moruing  I  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Blessed  Sacrament  in  St.  Mary'.^  Church.  Bryan^tone  Square,  iif  which  my 
friend,  the  lion,  and  Kev.  James  W(?nt worth  lA'igh.  is  tlu*  Vicar. 

The  Very  Kevercnd,  the  Dean  of  Westminster,  kindl}-  sent  me  a  ticket  for  the 
Koyal  Jubilee  Service  in  the  Abbey,  for  June  2L>it.  The  Right  Reverend,  the 
Bishop  of  Iowa,  drove  with  me  to  the  Abb(ry.  und  s(;ats  were  provided  'for  us  in 
the  gallery  over  the  Sacrarium,  lacing  the  Royal  dais,  or  haut  pas.  Her  Majes- 
ty was  seated  in  the  Coronation  Chair,  in  which  all  the  Mivereigns  of  England, 
from  Edward  the  Confessor  and  downwards,  and  before  them  a  long  line  of 
Scottish  Kings,  have  been  crowned.  Beside  and  behind  her  were  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Royal  family.  On  either  side  of  the  Altar  were  seated  Kings  and 
royal  personages.  It  was  a  grand  and  most  impressive  sight,  and  I  felt  it  a 
great  privilege  to  have  witnessed  so  glorious  a  pageantry.  It  was  an  event  un- 
parellelcd  in  the  world's  history.  Other  rulers  have  reigned  as  long.  Edward 
III,  Henry  IH  and  George  III,  reigned  over  fifty  year«?,  and  other  sovereigns  in 
other  nations  have  exceeded  the  years  of  Queen  Victoria's  reign,  but  vrhure  in 
hamau  history  can  we  point  to  another  rei^u  in  which  power  has  so  continuously 
inrown  side  by  side  with  wisdom,  where  the  triumphs  of  human  skill  have  been 
BO  remarkable  in  the  realm  of  science,  as  in  that  of  art ;  where  the  heroism  of  the 
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heroic  age  ha8  Inhjii  roproduced  iu  m>  many  iudividuulo,  and  all  tUii«  under  iht 
shield  of  a  Queen  whone  whole  life  ban  been  one  of  devotion  to  duty.

The  service  was  identical  with 
that  held  in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  was  admirably  rendered  by  the  sur]diced 
choir,  undoubtedly  the  best  choir  in  Paris.  I  preiKihetl  the  sermon.  The  olTcr- 
tory  was  appropriated  to  the  "  Viet^)ria  H(»me  "  for  thi'  aged  English  piMir  iu 
Paris.

I  addressed  the  following  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  Laity  of  the  Church  in 
Memphis : 

Brbthben — A."?  your  Pastors,  wo  l\iel  it  <»ur  duty  to  address  you  on  a  subject 
of  profound  interest,  and  we  ask  your  kindly  consideration  of  what  we  have 
to  say. 

When  you  brimght  your  I'liildreii  to  Holy  Haptism  you  entered  into  Covenant 
with  God  in  their  behalf 

Baptism  is  the  sign  and  .seal  of  a  Covenant  on  (lod's  part  by  which  your 
children  have  been  made  members  of  Clirist,  Children  of  God,  and  inheritors  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

When  they  were  baptized  you  made  certain  vows  and  promises,  and  tho 
Church  charged  you  to  remember  that  it  was  your  part  and  duty  to  see  that 
your  children  should  be  taught,  so  soon  as  they  should  be  able  to  learn,  what  a 
solemn  vow,  promise  and  professicm  they  had  made  by  you.  That  they  might 
know  this  the  better,  you  were  instructed  "  chiefly  to  provide  that  they  should 
learn  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  tho  Ten  Commandments,  and  all  other 
things  which  a  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  souTs  tiealth/' 

Plainly,  the  Church  would  have  your  children  brought  up  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord,  and  she  .^^ys  to  you  :  "  Take  this  child  and  nurse  it  for 
me."  Your  children  are  Christ's — for  Christ's  warfare  you  have  entered  them, 
and  for  Christ's  service  you  must  rear  them.  You  must  needs  begin  this  educa- 
tion at  a  very  early  period  of  the  child's  life.  Truths  instilled  in  early  childhood 
live  forever  in  their  memory.  They  are  interwoven  with  all  the  sensibilities  of 
the  B«ml.  They  are  the  fortress  of  the  conscience,  not  impregnable,  but  indes- 
tructible.   They  furnish  the  mind  with  chords  which  uever  cease  to  vibrate. 

The  duty  of  training  y(»ur  children  for  God  is  an  imperative  one,  and  tho 
machinery  to  be  employed  is  all  of  heavenly  temper  and  divine  appointment. 
Of  course  home-life  is  the  nursery  for  Heaven.  There  the  infant  heart  is  moulded 
in  its  moral  sensibilities ;  there  the  sympathies  and  affections  all  germinate  and 
bud.  But  when  the  child  requires  masters  and  teachers,  and  must  go  out  from 
the  family  circle  to  the  school,  how  careful  you  nmst  needs  be  that  in  the  sohool 
they  are  subjected  to  healthful  aud  wholesome  iufluences.  The  formaUTO 
power  of  a  well  ordered  school  is  incalculable.  Xo  language  can  express  the 
benefit  of  it.  How  carefully  you  shoMld  guard  your  children  from  those  schools 
where  the  cultivation  of  tho  intellect  is  made  the  surprume  object,  and  in  which 
tho  moulding  of  tho  heart  and  culture  of  the  soul  are  ignored.  Chiefly,  you  must 
provide  for  **the  soul's  health."  for  "\rhat  shall  it  profit  a  man  if  he  gain  the 
whole  world  and  losc^  his  (»wn  soul  T " 
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Of  course  wo  may,  and  wc  mu!?t,  have  schmils  of  the  highest  litemry  standard, 
Tt  the  is  duty  of  the  Church  to  provide  institutions  for  her  i*ons  and  hordanghterR 
which  sshall  win  their  way  by  their  8ub«tuutial  superioritj'. 

For  our  sons  wc  have  tlie  University  of  the  South,  where  everything  tends  to 
the  highest  development,  physical,  mental  and  moral. 

For  our  daughters  here  in  Memphis  we  stand  pledged  to  make  St.  Mary's 
School  a  very  model  for  high  culture  and  religious  training.  Tt  has  to-day  a 
corps  of  teachers  equal  to  the  best.  "Wo  urpe  you  to  put  this  school  to  the  tost. 
"We  assure  you  that  in  it  your  daughters  will  bo  safely  guided,  thoroagfalf 
trained,  and  carefully  watched  over.  It  is  the  accredited  fountain  of  spiritual 
and  intcUectuul  light,  and  we  do  not  (mly  believe,  but  we  know,  that  every  care 
and  the  best  mstruction  and  the  truest  culture  are  here  provided  for  your  children*

Thi.s  wa.s  signed  not  only  by  myself,  but  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Klein,  Dean  of  St 
Msiry'.^  Cathedral,  the  Rev.  Geo.  Patt<^rson.  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  and 
Iho  Rev.  Spruille  Burford,  Rector  of  Calvar}-. 

I  wish  to  enforce  upon  the  members  of  this  Convention,  and  upon  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  the  grave  responsibility  that  rests  upon  parents  to  train  np 
their  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.  The  earliest  training 
of  children  should  be  Churchly  training,  and  should  bo  so  gently  instilled  a.s  to 
become  like  an  unconscious  or  instinctive  directiim  of  the  whole  character. 
School  education  is  everywhere  insisted  upon,  and  all  needful  provisions  for  the 
dcivelopment  of  the  intellect,  and  for  the  accumulation  of  knowledge,  is  made. 
The  manners  are  formed  with  care,  and  the  (common  moralities  of  life  are  duly 
enforced,  but  Christian  education  is  greatly  neglected.  Perhaps  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  the  majority  of  young  persons,  even  in  Church  families,  are 
permitted  to  grow  up  without  any  decided  religious  education  at  all.  They 
c(mie  to  what  are  calli-d  years  of  discretion,  and  enter  upon  all  the  serious  du- 
ties of  life  withimt  knowing  whether  they  believe  in  Christ  or  not.  Be  very  snrc, 
brethren,  if  our  children  are  n(»t  educated  as  Christians,  they  will  he  educated  by 
worldly  influences  away  from  the  Church  and  away  from  Christianity.  And 
this  is  the  actual  result.  Education  that  is  addressed  onl}'  to  the  intellect — 
that  leaves  the  heart  untouched  by  the  regenerating  and  sanctifying  graces  of 
the  Holy  Spirit— must  result  in  evil.  Generaticm  after  generation  trained  by  a 
purely  secular  system — a  system  which  gives  no  heed  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  immortal  soul,  or  for  the  great  concerns  of  eternity — are  swelling  the  mosses 
of  (mr  population,  and  we  need  n«)t  wonder  that  there  abounds  on  all  sides  of  ns 
an  appalling  amount  of  unbelief.  A^hen  the  mental  faculties  are  eagerly  stimu- 
lated by  omulati<m,  and  amply  furnished  with  secular  knowledge,  while  the  con- 
science is  not  regulated  by  Divine  guidance,  nor  the  will  sanctified  by  Divine 
grace,  you  may  be  sure  that  "  fhr.  souVs  health  "  will  bo  utterly  ruined  and  de- 
stroyed. I  appeal  to  you  all.  both  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  to  see  to  it  that 
your  baptized  children  are  trainr-d  up  as  Christians;  so  trained  that  manlincM 
shall  be  cc»mbined  with  religion,  generosity  disciplined  hy  pors(mal  denial,  indc- 
pendence  h'arned  by  humility ;  so  trained  that  our  sons  and  our  daughters  may 
bo  sent  forth  to  act  well  their  part,  armed  for  the  conflict  of  life  and  prepared  to 
assort  boldly  their  allegiance  t«)  the  Church,  and  ever  ready  to  assert  her  princi- 
ples, or  to  die  to  defend  her  right.     And  in  this  eonnexiiui  I  must  press  upon  the 
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Clurgy  btiw  iinportunt  it  is  for  the  Minister  of  ev(.*ry  Parish,  diligcutiy,  upun  Sun- 
days and  lloly  Days,  opouly  in  thu  Church,  to  instruct  or  oxaniiue  the  childron 
of  hi:*  Parish  in  sonio  part  of  the  Church  Catechism.  Catechising  in  public  is  a 
inotft  important  portion  of  parochial  duty.  It  clearly  is  the  essentially  Catholic 
mode  uf  iLStructiou,  and  while  the  benefits  to  the  child  instructed  are  manifold. 
tho  use  to  all  who  are  present  at  the  Church  is  e(}ually  important ;  while  the 
children  are  eati^chised,  the  adults  present  are  led  to  (question  themselves  and  t^) 
ruasou  as  to  the  great  truths  of  religion^  and  it  becomes  one  of  tho  most  impor- 
tant opportunities  of  shedding  light  on  the  darkness  which  broods  over  the  minds 
of  Church  people.  In  catochij^ing  in  Church  during  the  evening  service.  pn)n>i 
nonce  can  be  given  to  those  points  so  essential  to  l)c>  believed,  and  yet  t^)  imper- 
fectly known — the  doctrine  of  the  ever-blessed  Trinity',  th(^  Incarnation,  and  the 
Atonement;  it  will  become  an  opportunity  of  explaining  the  nature  and  offices 
of  the  ecclesiastical  seasons  of  the  year ;  and  we  might  hope  of  leading  the 
niiudt*  of  young  men  to  the  (juestion  <if  pers<mal  consecration  to  the  ministry  of 
tho  Church.

In  my  address  to  the  Convention  in  1882  I  said,  *'  Nothing  would  more  re- 
joice my  heart  than  to  see  a  Bishop  in  each  of  the  chief  cities  of  the  State — 
Naehville,  Memphis  and  Knoxville — and  nothing  w<iuld  so  set  forward  the  great 
interests  we  all  have  at  heart." 

On  page  51  of  the  Journal  of  1882  will  be  found  the  following : 
Resolved,  That  the  Committee  asked  for  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
"Statistics  concerning  the  divisi<m  of  the  Dioceses,"  etc.,  and  rojtolnUons  at- 
tached thereto,  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  ;  which  Committee  shall  report  to 
the  next  Convention ;  and  that  any  other  action  upon  the  said  report  and  resolu- 
tions bo  deterred  until  that  time,  the  C(mventi<m  reserving  judgment  upon  the 
subject  matter  thereof."  The  Committc^e  appointed  was  the  Rev.  "Wm.  C.  Gray, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Humes,  1).  D!,  and  thr  Kev.  Geo.  ^y.  Dumbell. 

In  1883  this  Committee  reported — 

••  I.  That  in  their  opinion  tlie  division  of  tin*  Diocese  is  both  desirable  and 
practicable. 

II.  That  they  recommend  that  in  tin*  lirst  instimce  West  Tennessee  be  set 
oil  as  a  Diocese. 

III.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  ascertain,  prior  ta  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  the  sum  that  can  be  raised,  in  each  of  the  contem- 
plated Dioceses,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

IV.  That  the  information  collected  by  the  proposed  Committee  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Ctmvention,  to  enable  them  to  lay  the 
facts  fully  before  that  body." 

A  vote  of  Orders  resulted  as  follows  :  Clerical — ayes  19,  noes  3 ;  Lay — ayes 
19,  noes  7. 

The  majority  in  favor  of  division  was  large  and  influential.  The  Committee 
appointed  under  Sec.  III.  to  tiscertain  the  sum  that  could  be  raised  in  each  of 
the  contemplated  Dioceses  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  went  to  work  ener- 
getically, and  met  with  encouraging  success.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  meas- 
ure would  have  been  carried  through  the  General  Convention  had  not  two  in- 
fluential Clerical  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  used  their  influence  to  defeat  it.  In 
this  they  were  successful. 

At  the  last  Convention  resolutions  were  passed,  with  my  approbation,  look- 
ing to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop.  I  have  consulted  with  a  number  of 
the  older  Clergy,  and  with  some  of  our  most  influential  Laity,  and  have  decided 
not  to  ask  for  such  assistant.  You  will  therefore  understand  that  the  election 
of  an  Assistant  Bishop  is  not  to  be  brought  before  this  Convention.  When  there 
shall  be  adequate  strength,  and  earnestness,  and  liberal  giving,  in  tliis  Diocese, 
we  may  hope  that  the  Resolutions  of  1865  will  be  carried  into  effect,  that  the 
Diocese  will  be  divided,  and  the  Diocesan  will  exercise  his  constitutional  priyi- 
lege  of  electing  "the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached.''  In  my  address  to  the 
Convention  of  1877  I  said,  "  There  is  no  part  of  our  ecclesiastical  -  organisation 
that  works  with  so  much  friction  as  Diocesan  assessments  on  the  Parishes.  It 
ifrno  new  story ;  it  has  always  been  looked  upon  as  a  burden.  I  know  of  no 
cpre  for  our  present  evils  other  than  an  endowment  of  the  Episcopate."  A 
Canon  was  passed,  which  you  will  find  on  page  5<)  of  tlieJtmmal  for  1877,  which 
roads  as  follows  :  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  t<»  make 
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a  cnneutioi)  on  Whitsun-da}-  in  oaoli  yi*ar  towanl  cn'i-tinjr  a   pcrniautMU  fufld  for 
the  snpport  of  the  Episcopate." 

If  tbis  Canon  had  been  worked  faithlully  and  cner^^otically  ;  if  every  Priest 
hod  obeyed  it  during  all  the  years  since  it  wa.-s  made  the  law  of  the  Diocoso — 
vhat  satisfactory  results  nii^ht  not  have  ftdlowed.  I  urge  upon  the  Clergy  a 
careful  consideration  of  this  whoht  ^'ubje^.•t.  satisfied  as  I  am  that  it  is  the  only 
way  in  whioh  the  Church  will  bo  built  up  on  a  solid  basis  in  the  existing  Diocese 
of  Tennessee,  and  affording  the  best  solution  (»f  the  (|uesti(m  i»f  dividing  the 
present  immcuM;  juri^^dietion. 

JUICK    OY  THK   GRAI'K 

A  member  t»f  the  Church  has  recently  writt.m  me  on  the  subjiurt  of  the  use  of 
ODfermentcd  grape  wine  in  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  He  favored 
the  subAtitution  of  uuferniented  grape  juice  for  wine.  I  replied  to  him  that  it  is 
quite  certain  that  our  blessed  Lord  used  wiiic  in  the  common  sense  of  the  terra  at 
the  institution  of  the  Holy  Communion,  that  there  is  a  pr()test  in  the  pratice  of 
the  Church  for  eighteen  centuries  against  the  use  of  unfermeuted  grape  juice  in 
the  Sacrament.  I  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  vintage  of  Palestine 
takes  place  in  September  and  Oct<»ber.  The  Passover  was  celebrated  in  the  Sprinp, 
There  could  have  been  no  unfennented  grape  juice  'then.  But  the -peace 
of  the  Church  has  been  disturbed  by  some,  and  it  wfis  to  settle  the  matter  that 
at  the  last  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  the  following  Ke:*olution  was 
ananimously  a<lopted  by  the  IIou.so  of  l^ishops, 

"  liesoh'til,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  IIou>e  of  Jii>hoi)s.  the  use  of  the 
unfermented  juice  of  the  grape  as  the  lawful  and  proper  wine  of  the  lloly  Eu- 
charist is  unwarranted  by  the  example  of  our  Lord,  and  an  unauthorized  de- 
partnre  from  the  custom  of  the  Catholic  Church,*' 

By  another  Resolution  the  Bishoi)s  declare  that  "  the  mixture  of  water  with 
the  Eucharistic  wine  is  lawful,  and  in  c«mforniity  with  the  usages  of  the 
Catholic  Church." 

To  my  mind  it  would  be  a  very  dreadful  thing  to  use  any  but  fermented  grape 
juice,  that  is  wine,  at  the  Lord's  Table.  Indeed  by  one  of  the  Apostolic  Canons, 
any  one  who  offered  anything  for  ccmsecration  instead  of  wine  was  to  be 
deposed. 

Ok  Christian  Unity. 

You  are  doubtless  jiwari?  i»f  the  fact  that  the  House  of  IJishops  s(^t  fortli  at 
the  last  General  Convention  of  the  Church  a  Declaration  on  Christian  Unity. 
While  earnestly  desiring  that  the  Savi»)ur's  prayer.  "  That  we  all  may  be  one,*' 
may,  in  its  deepest  and  truest  sense  be  speedily  fulfilled,  the  Bishops  unhesitat 
ingly  aflSnn  "  that  the  Christian  unity  now  so  earnestly  desired  by  the  memorial, 
ists  can  be  restored  only  by  the  return  of  all  Christian  communions  to  the  unity 
oxemplified  by  the  undivided  Catholic  Church  during  the  first  ages  of  its  exis- 
tence, which  principles  wo  believe  to  be  the  substjintial  deposit  of  Christian 
Faith  and  Order  commitU?d  by  Christ  and  llis  Apostle <  to  the  Church  unto  the 
end  of  the  world,  and  therefore  incapable  of  compromise  or  surrender  by  those 
who  have  been  ordained  to  be  its  (Stewards  and  trustees  for  the  common  and 
uqual  benefit  of  all  men. 

A.=«  inherent  parts  of  this  saerttl  depnsir,  and  therefore  as  essential  to  the  res- 
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toration  of  anity  among  the  divided  branches  of  ChriHtendoni.  we  accoant  the 
following,  to-wit : 

1.  The  Holy  ScriptureB  of  the  Old  and  New  TeAtaniont  an  the  revealed  Word 
of  Ood. 

2.  The  Nioeue  Creed  as  tlie  BulHcient  statement  of  the  Chrintian  Faith. 

3.  The  two  Saorauients — RaptiKni  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord — minititered 
with  unfailing  use  of  Chriftt'8  words  of  institution,  and  of  the  elementi*  ordained 
by  Him. 

4.  The  Historic  Episcopnte.  locally  adopted  in  the  methods  of  itfc  adniinu- 
tration  to  the  varying  needs  of  the  uati<»ns  and  peoples  chilled  of  God  into  the 
unity  of  His  Church. 

"  While  everybody  is  praying  and  hoping  for  unity,  and  Aome  are  ready  to 
believe  that  the  millenial  dawn  can  be  j^een  in  the  Kast,  we  must  not  forget  tliat 
Truth  is  quite  as  important  as  unity.  We  must  not  do  evil  that  good  may  come. 
and  we  cannot  sacrifice  principle  for  any  cau^e.^' 

I  have  received  from  the  Association  f(»r  Promoting  the  Unity  of  Christendom 
the  draft  of  an  address  which  that  Association  intends  to  present  to  the  Lambeth 
Conference  at  its  meeting  in  July.  The  Association's  work  is  entirely  oatdde  of 
party  and  matters  of  controversy.  I  have  also  received  from  Lord  Nel«on, 
Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Home  Reunion  Society,  a  communication  in  which 
he  says,  ''On  the  eve  of  the  meeting  of  the  Lambeth  Conference,  and  in  the 
midst  of  the  many  yearnings  after  Unity  now  apparent  in  all  parts  of  Christen- 
dom, emphasized  as  they  have  been  by  the  Declaration  on  Unity  mode  by  the 
House  of  Bishops  of  the  American  Church  last  year,  it  seems  to  ns  right  that 
this  matter  should  be  laid  before  God  in  deep  humility,  and  in  due  submi8t<ion  to 
His  will." 

Of  course  a  Committee  will  be  called  for  to  consider  this  subject,  but  I  have 
decided  to  set  forth  the  following  Prayers,  which  I  desire  the  Clergy  to  use  from 
this  day  until  the  final  adjournment  of  the  approaching  Lambeth  Confonmce : 

For  Unity. 

OGOl),  the  Father  «»f  our  Loud  Jksus  Chulst.  our  only  Saviour,  the  Prince 
of  Peace  ;  give  us  grace  scriou.^ly  to  la^^  to  bean  the  great  daugers  we  are 
in  by  our  unhappy  divisions.  Take  away  all  hatred  and  prejudice,  and  what- 
soever else  may  hinder  us  from  Gtnlly  Union  and  Concord  :  that,  as  there  is  but 
one  Body  and  one  Spirit,  and  one  lloi>e  of  oar  Calling,  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one 
Baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  us  all,  so  w«.<  ma}'  henceforth  be  all  of  one  heart 
and  one  soul,  united  in  one  holy  bond  of  Truth  and  Peace,  of  p^uth  and  Charity, 
and  may  with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify  Thee;  through  Jbki-8  Cubist  oar 
Lord.    Amen.

I  have  received  a  very  cordial  invitation  from  Uis  Grace,  tlie  An-hbishop  of 
Canterbury,  to  be  present  at  the  C(»nfercnce  which  meets  ut  Lambeth  l*alace  on 
the  3d  of  July.     It  will,  of  cour.-e.  be  a  matter  of  great  per^mal  interest  to  W 
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prewnt  at  what  promiHeA  to  be  by  far  the  mosnt  impurtAnt  meeting  ufUio  Bishops 
of  the  Anglioan  Communion  that  haA  yet  taken  place.  A  Committee  of  this 
Convention  should  be  appointed  to  addrefts  a  letter  to  Uh  Grace,  of  hearty  con- 
cnrronce  in  the  objects  of  the  Conference. 

Ok  Kkvrrknce  in  tiik  Houhk  ok  (toi>. 

It  18  hardly  neccBHary  that  I  should  urge  upon   rou,    Keveroiul  Urethron  of 
the  Clergy,  the  great  necessity  that  is  laid  upon  you  iit  all  times  to  manilest  a 
lloly  reverence  in  the  Sanctuary.    The  most  courtly  manners  of  social  life  arc 
not  suited  to  the  Chancel.     At  the  Prayer  Desk,  in  the  Pulpit,  and  at  the  Altar, 
yon  oannot  be  too  studious  in  your  mode  and  manner  of  conducting  Divine  Ser- 
vice, and  it  is  your  bounden  duty  to  exhibit  such  reverence  and  such  humility 
that  your  manners  will  impress  the  people  with  a  sense  of  the  high  dignity  of  the 
servioe  in  which  yon  are  engaged.     I  wish  specially  to  urge   upon  you  the  great 
importance  of  instructing  your  people  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Divine 
Worship,  and  in  the  clear  and  emphatic  way  in  which  those  principles  arc  illus- 
trated in  the  services  of  the  Church  in  all  her  Holy  offices.      The  plainest  Ru- 
brics of  the  Prayer  Book  are  fref^uently  neglected :  none  more  so  than  that  which 
requires  the  worshipper  to  kneel  in  prayer.    All  are  required  to  kneel  in  the  sol- 
emn act  of  confession,  and  when  the  Priest,   as  God's  Ambassador,  makes  the 
declaration  of  Absolution.     Having  receiveil  ''  power  and  commandment ''  so  to 
do,  the  people,  in  the  attitude  of  kneeling,  are  to  exhibit  that  humility,  contri- 
tion and  reverence  with  which  the  gracious  message  of  pardon  is  given  to  the 
penitent    Of  course  wo  all  know  that  kneeling  is  the  general  rule  of  the  Church  in 
ber  public  services ;  and  yet  our  people  are  sometimes  wanting  in  any  due  obser- 
vance of  reverence  in  prayer.  TVhen  one  continues  sitting,  and  merely  leau.s  for- 
wanl ;  when  one  merely  leans  upon  one  knee — this  is  not  what  the  Church  demands, 
for  she  would  have  us  meekly  kneel  upon  our  knees.     I   remc!iibor  tmco  asking  a 
young  man  who  had  recently  rbeen  confirmed,  and  who  sat  bolt  upright  during 
the  entire  Morning  Prayer,  why  he  had  not  knelt,  and  his  n»ply  was,    '•  Oh,  I 
cannot  do  that,  for  I  am  told  that  is   High  Church."      T   meution  this  incident 
that  you  may  understand  what  dear  and  simple  instructi<in  is  required,  and  es- 
pecially in  preparing  y<mr  candidate's  for  confirmation.     Teach  your  people  all 
things  which  a  Christian  o\ight  to  know  and  believe  to  hia  ttouVtt  health.  In  doing 
this,  realize  your  own  office  as  Ambassadors  of  Christ  and  Stewards  of  the  Mys- 
teries of  God.     Make  it  real  to  your  own  hearts  and  minds.     You  may  be  great- 
ly admired  as  preachers — you  may  be  held  in  high   esteem  for  your  learning  or 
vour  benevolence,'  but  it  is  very  little  that  you  are  esteemed  for  your  individual 
character,  unless  your  people  are  made  to  understand  that  you  are  representa- 
tives of  the  great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls,  and  are  entrusted  by  Him  with 
the  means  of  Salvation.     1  would  have  you  to  comport  yourselves  among  your 
people  as  if  you  yourselves  felt  that  you  are  unquestionably  and  undeniably  the 
Stewards  of  the  Mysteries  of  God — that  is,   the  authorized  dispensers  of  His 
means  of  Grace — that  your  people  shall  be  compelled  to  acknowledge  the  Divine 
authority  of  your  mmistrations. 

Drce.vsri)  Bishops. 

Since  our  last  Conventiou  the  Church  has  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  two  of  her  devoted  Mi.*«8i(mary  Bishops— the  Kt.  Rev.  K.  TV.  Barnwell 
Elliott,   D.   D..   was  the  one  hundredth  and  sixth  Bishop  in  the  American

Succe^^ioii.  He  waiscunsccratod  the  first  Missionary  Biifhop  cif  Western  T«szam 
Nov.  ir)th,  1874,  aud  entered  into  rest  at  Sowauoe,  Toiin.,  Auga«t  22d,  1887.  It 
woH  my  privilege  to  ordain  him  to  the  Diaconate  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Kome. 
Georgia,  and  again  to  lay  my  hands  upon  him  when  he  was  set  apart  to  the 
Apostolic  office.  He  was  a  worthy  sou  of  the  lirst  Uish(»p  of  Georgia,  one  of  the 
noblest  Bi.shops  of  the  American  Church. 

Rishop  Robert  Klliott  was  a  man  of  remarkable  gifts  and  grace.  With  a 
well  fiiniished  mind,  a  large  and  generous  heart,  he  united  great  comostnoss  and 
zeal.  His  whole  heart  was  centered  in  his  work,  and  he  kept  his  armor  always 
polished,  aud  never  laid  it  aside  until  disease  obliged  himtogivonphislifo-work. 
Wise  in  administration,  he  laid  broad  and  deep  foundations,  bat  was  takcn.away 
in  the  midst  ol  his  usofulnes.<.  Ilis  peaceful  end  was  afittjng  closo  to  his  use- 
ful life. 

The  Kt.  Kev.  George  Kelley  I>unlop.  S.  T.  1).,  was  consecrated  the  second 
Missionary  Bishop  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  Ho  was  ordained  Deacon  by 
Bishop  Hawks,  of  Missouri,  and  Priest  by  the  same  Prolate.  His  whole  clerical 
life  was  spent  in  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  until  his  elevation  to  the .  Bpisoopate. 
Nov.  21.sf.  18S0.  Ho  hod  a  large  and  a  hard  jurisdiction,  but  ho  labored  with 
untiring  energy,  aud  his  labors  were  blessed  of  God  in  full  measure.  His  was  a 
noble  character,  rich  in  culture,  cheerful  in  disposition,  unwoaried  in  doing  his 
Master's  work.     He  is  numbered  with  the  saints,  and  now  resets  from  his  labors. 

Among  those  who  have  been  taken  from  the  Militant  Church  since  our  la^t 
Convention  is  one  well  known  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  of  which  he  was  for 
many  years  a  faithful  Priest — John  Thcmms  Wheat,  D.  D.  Many  years  ago  be 
was  Hector  of  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  and  aft-er  the  late  civil  war  he  became 
liectorofSt.  Lazanis  Church.  Memphis. 

He  lived  U)  a  ripe  old  age,  having  served  in  the  njinistry  of  the  Church  for 
more  than  sixty  years.  It  is  due  his  memory  that  this  Convention  should  put  on 
record  its  high  appreciation  of  his  exalted  character  and  faithful  services. 

Among  others  of  my  faithful  friends,  whose  departure  we  have  to  mourn,  I 
ue«>ire  to  pay  a  passing  tribute  to  Mrs.  Charlotte  M.  Gailor,  the  mother  of  my 
devoted  Priest,  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  (Jailor,  Secretary  of  this  Convention. 

Mrs.  Gailor  was  a  woman  of  remarkable  character ;  a  woman  of  groat  intelli- 
gence, much  reading,  strong  reason,  and  clear  judgment.  All  her  life  long 
she  was  devoted  to  the  Church,  and  was  ever  active  in  all  gentle  ministrations. 

Strong  m  her  sympathies,  she  was  an  ever  welcome  visitor  to  the  bed  of 
Mcknoss  and  to  the  house  of  mourning.  Her  love  for  the  Church  found  ex- 
pression in  her  life.  Her  love  for  the  Church,  its  institutions  and  its  services, 
was  the  outcome  of  her  deep  piety.  Her  last  years  were  years  of  sickness,  but 
she  walked  on  in  the  path  in  which  prophets,  and  apostles,  and  saints,  aud 
confessors,  and  doctors,  have  walked,  following  in  the  footsteps  of  Josus,  the 
author  and  iiuisher  of  our  faith.  Having  a  desire  to  depart  and  to  be  with 
Clirist  day  by  day,  her  love  for  her  adorable  Lord  was  deepened,  and  her  hope 
was  brightened.  As  .she  lived,  she  died,  humble,  penitent,  resigned  and  tran- 
quil.  Having  served  her  master  in  her  generation,  she  was  gathered  to  bcj 
father  ••  in  the  communion  of  the  Catholic  Church,  in  confidence  of  a  certain 
faith,  and  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable  religions  and  Holy  hope."  She  was 
buried  from  St.  Marj^'s  Cathedral.  Memphis,  a  ]»aiish  in  which  ?he  did  the 
Moster'r  work  so  faithfully  for  man.v  years.

Tho  undoraignod,  adminstrator  to  the  estaU;  of  the  late  Isabella  C.  Bamwoll, 
bcg»  loavo  to  submit  the  following  report  as  to  legacies  left  by  tho  tentatrix  in 
vhich  tho  Diocese  of  Tennesbce  is  interested. 

Tho  will  of  tho  deceased  since  1882  has  been  dragged  through  and  stubbornly 
contested  in  the  Chancery  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  It  has  lately  been 
decided,  and  that  generally  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  testatrix,  except 
the  legacies  t<>  the  poor  of  llie  Church  of  the  Advent.  Xashville,  and  to  the 
LadioH*  Aid  Society  of  that  same  Church.  These  legacies  were  held  to  be  invalid, 
and  cfusequeutly  i)asf;ed  to  the  residuary  legatee. 
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(1.)  The  amoant,  $2,0(K),00,  with  ^tereAt,  making  a  total  of  $2518.30,  hsi* 
been  ordered  by  the  Court  to  be  paid  to  the  Dioceso  of  TennesRee  for  Home 
Mis8iou8.  Of  this  amount  the  adminiHtrator  pra.Trt  that  he  be  refandod  f50,00, 
the  ainouDt  he  baa  already  paid  Gov.  A.  S.  Markn,  who  repreiiented  the  Gonven- 
tion  of  the  Diocese  ou  thi.M  legac}'.  For  this  uud  following  point8  appro|iriate 
rc8ulutioTis  are  appended. 

(2;  It  i8  also  ordered  that  the  8iim  ot  $5000.00,  with  interest,  in  all  amounting  to 
$0,295.00;  bo  paid  to  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Charoh  in  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee  for  a  scholarship  iu  the  Theological  Department  of  the 
University  of  the  South.  Of  this  the  adniinistraUtr  prays  that  the  Convcntimi 
order  that  Messrs.  Vertrees  &  Yertroes,  of  Nashville,  Teun.,  be  paid  the  sum  of 
$250.00  for  legal  services  as  representing  the  int<irests  of  the  University  of  the 
South  in  this  legacy. 

The  undersigned  would  suggest  that  the  trusteeship  of  this  Aind.  (as  is  the 
case  with  the  South  Carolina  scholarship  at  the  University  of  the  South)  be  vested 
jointly  in  the  Hishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Vice-Chanwdlor  of  the  University  of 
the  South.  This  arrangement  will  save  trouble  to  the*  Di(KM'san  Treasurer,  and 
insures  a  prompter  collection  of  interest  at  Sowaneo.  Such  a  trust  is  xirtually 
perpetual,  as  these  olhcers  never  die. 

(:i)  The  interest  on  the  sum  of  $0000.00  is  left  for  the  benefit  of  Col.  Robt. 
Ciibbr?  Dannvell  during  his  life.  At  his  death  this  sum,  $6000.00,  passes  t^i  the 
Church,  either  to  a  possible  Clinreh  Home  in  Xashville.  (»r  to  the  actual  Church 
H<mie  in  Memphis.

To  become  trustee  for  the  last  named  legacy  of  $6000.00,  a  bond  will  be  re- 
quired by  the  Court  for  $12,000.00,  in  approved  sureties.

Oct.  14th.,  Mr.  B.Clark  Lamplugh,  applicant  for  ad- 
mission as  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  withdrew  his  application,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Committee.  On  Nov.  28th,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  made  a  statement 
to  your  Committee,  to  the  effect  that  the  stipend  voted  him  by  the  Convootiuawas 
considerably  in  arrears,  and  that  the  same  had  been  paid  in  a  lax  and  irregular 
manner,  so  that  his  actual  necessities  were  not  provided  for,  and  that  as  a  recall 
of  this  state  of  affairs,  he  was  deprived  of  the  means  of  performing  his  duties  to 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  and  thereupon  a  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Treosarer 
of  the  Diocese,  asking  ay  hat  Parishes  were  in  arrears  in  their  asscssmen';  for  the 
Bishop's  support,  and  for  a  statement  of  his  account  with  this  fund. 

In  response  to  this,  and  other  requests,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  furnished, 
on  Jan.  18th  and  Jan.  28th,  statements  herewith  submitted,  showing  that  less 
than  $1,500,  had  been  paid  up  to  Jan.  28th  im  this  account,  and  thereapon  the 
Committee  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  Clergymen  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese,  to- wit: 

MKMPniR,  Tenn.,  Frb.  7,  1888. 
Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  ^'^our  Standing  Committee  that  the  Diocese 
is  in  arrears  to  the  assessments  made  by  the  lust  Convention.  Already  three- 
fourths  of  the  convention  year  have  gone,  and  scarcely  one-third  of  the  assess- 
ments have  been  paid.  Tliis  ought  not  to  be.  Each  Parish  and  Mission  station 
should,  without  delay,  rise  to  the  measure  of  its  expressed  ability,  and  do  its 
own  duty  as  directed  by  God  liimself,  and  as  required  by  the  Canonical  rogala- 
tions  of  the  Diocese. 

Speaking  after  the  manner  of  men,  the  burden  laid  uptm  the  Parishes  is  not 
a  heavy  one,  and  so  can  be  easily  carried.  If  each  member  of  the  Diocese  would 
pmmptly  pay  his  or  her  part  of  the  obligation — and  it  is  a  debt  due  both  to 
God,  and  the  Chief  Shepherd  of  the  Diocese — there  wtmld  bo  neither  trouble  nor 
difficulty.  Let  then,  each  member  of  Christ  remember  the  obligation,  aud 
discharge  it  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master. 

The  Pastors  of  the  Diocese  may  conceive  it  to  be  their  duty  to   urge   this 
solemn  claim  upon  their  flocks,  aud  are  affectionately  requested  to  read  this  paper 
to  their  people  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.

Report  of  Committkk  on  Education, 
tiik  university  of  the  soutu. 

The  University  of  the  South  is  Still  in  its  i)rosperous  era.  Its  re^fister  will 
show  between  three  and  four  hundred  students.  Everythin<r  is  being  done  for 
it  that  numerous  students  and  a  devoted  Faculty  can  do  for  an  unendowed 
inntitution ;  but  individual  Churchmen  and  the  Church  must  not  forget  that  this 
wont  of  endowment  not  only  crii)i)les  effort  at  the  higher  University  work,  but 
that  it  18  a  standing  menace  to  the  very  existence  of  the  school. 

The  fact  that  this  University  has  lived  twenty  years  without  endowment,  and 
in  the  face  of  adverse  circumstances,  shows  that  it  ha 4  the  approval  of  the 
BlesBod  Master  who  fed  the  hungry  multitude  with  five  loaves  and  two  small 
fitthos;  and  we  pray  that  that  same  divine  iniluouce  may  ever  guide  and  support 
IL  Still  this  does  not  Justify  any  Christian  steward  from  withholding  from  it  its 
dues. 

During  the  past  year  the  University  has  lost,  in  the  Department  of  English, 
Prof.  Greonough  White,  who  retired  on  account  of  his  health.  The  Kev.  Geo.  T. 
WUmer,  D.  D.,  was  called  from  the  Chair  of  Divinity  to  Parish  work.  This 
Chair  of  Divinity  is  now  ably  filled  by  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Kenton,  late  of  the  Stato 
College  of  Delaware,  at  Newark. 

The  Sisters  of  St.  Mary,  with  numenms  other  comers,  have  secured  quarters  on 
tho  University  Domain  for  a  retreat  for  th(ur  Order.  AVo  hail  the  advent  of 
those  holy  women  as  an  omei>of  further  benediction  to  the  work  at  Sewaneo. 

The  Otey  School,  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  no  longer  exists. 

St.  James'  Hall,  Bolivar,  is  reported  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

COLUMBIA  FEMALE   INSTITUTE. 

The  progress  and  snccess  of  the  Columbia  Female  Institute  for  tho  present 
year  is  unprecedented.  Tho  new  building,  so  long  needed  to  answer  tho  in- 
creased demands  of  the  school,  and  to  accommodate  the  magnificent  Museum  of 
Art,  Literature  and  Science,  the  noble  gifl  of  the  late  Miss  Bowles,  will  soon  bo 
erected.  Tho  comer-stone  was  laid  A  pril  12th,  with  appropriate  religious  ceremon- 
ies. It  is  with  a  heart  thankful  for  the  blessing  of  God  that  the  Rector  records  tho 
present  year  as  the  most  satisfactory  the  school  has  known,  the  advance  in 
thorough  scholarship  and  Christian  living  and  believing  bringing  results  per- 
ceptible to  all  who  witness  the  progress  of  the  Institute.  The  plan  for  increas- 
ing and  extending;  its  influence  has  mc^t  with  tho  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Trustees,  and  the  manj'  friiMids  with  whom  the  school  is  blessed.

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Momorial  Church,  Clovoland,  \«  andor  tho  sapcrvision  of  tho  Bov.  G.  D.  Flagler, 
Rector.  It  was  founded  by  Col.  H.  C.  Craigmilos,  Soptoinber,  1884.  MissY. 
D.  Bowers,  a  graduate  of  "  Packer  Female  luBtituto,"  New  York,  is  tho  Princi- 
pal, assistod  by  a  thorough  aud  competeut  corps  of  teachers.  It  is  an  institntion 
to  be  commended  for  thonmghness  in  all  its  departments. 

»T.    MARY'S  SCnOOL. 

St.  Mary's  School,  Memphis,  a  boarding  and  day  school  for  girls,  is  a  Chnrch 
institution,  under  tho  Sisters  of  St.  Mary.  Its  aim  is  to  furnish  the  very  best 
advantages  for  attaining  a  broad  and  vigorous  mental  culture,  pervaded  by 
that  vital  spirituality  which  is  so  essential  to  the  true  w;omanly  character.  It  is 
the  belief  of  tho  Sisters,  and  their  associates  in  this  work,  that  the  only  true  and 
perfect  system  of  education  is  that  which  provides  for  the  three-fold  development 
of  body,  mind,  and  spirit;  all  others  they  earnestly  endeavor  to  avoid,  as  one- 
sided, unnatural,  unphilosophical,  altogether  wrong. 

A  certain  amount  of  gymnastic  exercise  is  a  part  of  the  daily  routine.  Tho 
wholesome  effect  of  this  physical  culture  is  visible  to  all  who  enter  the  school- 
rooms. 

St.  Mary's  School  desires  to  keep  fully  abreast  of  the  times,  and  to  make  nse 
of  all  that  is  good  in  the  so-cullcd  "  new  education. '^  During  the  past  year  many 
improvements  have  been  made  in  all  its  departments,  much  careful  thought  hav- 
ing been  given  to  the  arrangement  of  tho  various  courses  of  study — Literar}', 
Mathematical,  Scientific  and  Classical.  For  tho  ensuing  year,  increased  advan- 
tages will  be  secured,  such  as  more  complete  apparatus  for  the  Chemical  Lab- 
oratory, a  valuable  Hertarium,  and  additions  to  tho  Library.  The  new  build- 
ing, now  in  process  of  erection,  is  a  long  desired  improvement,  which  will  add 
greatly  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  School. 

Tho  pressing  need  of  thorough,  well-equipped  Church  schools  is  becoming 
daily  more  apparent  to  Churchmen.  As  they  appreciate  more  and  more  the 
Catholicity  of  the  Church,  they  realize  Her  solemn  obligation  to  provide  for  the 
education  of  Her  children.  If  the  Church  is  to  become  the  educator  of  the 
young,  then  Church  schools  must  bo  best  schools,  and  such  they  cannot  bo  un- 
less Churchmen  patronize  them,  as  is  their  boundon  duty. 

The  work  of  St.  Mary's  School  is  undertaken  in  reverence  and  humility,  for  tho 
Glory  of  God  and  His  lloly  Church,  and  to  meet  a  soro  need  of  Christian  edaca- 
tion  in  the  portion  of  the  Diocese  where  it  is  situated.  That  it  may  continue  to 
improve  and  to  enlarge  its  sphere  of  usefulness,  tho  Sisters  ask  not  only  the  sup- 
port of  Churchmen,  but  their  prayers  that  God's  blessing  may  rest  upon  both 
work  and  workers.

RKPORT  of  the   IIlSTORIOfJRAPIIRR. 

Nashville,  If  at  Ist,  1888. 

To  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  sitting  in   Convention  at  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  2n(l  day  of  May,  1888. 

At  the  Convention  of  1850,  tho  following  resolution,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham^ 
of  Christ  Church,  Xashville,  was  iutrodnced  and  adopted  : 

*'  Kesolvod,  that  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  ooUeet  a  History 
<if  thoir  respoctivo  Parishes  from  the  beginning,  to  be  submitted  to  the  next 
Convention. 

At  tho  Convention  of  18ol,  no  hist4>ry  was  prosentod,  and  tho  following 
resolution  was  introduced  and  adopted  : 

Inasmuch  as  tho  resolution  pai^^scd  at  tho  lost  Convention  roqaesting  tho 
Clergy  of  tho  Diocese  to  collect  Tlistnrical  facts  connected  with  their  rospooUve 
parishes,  and  submit  them  to  the  Convention,  therefore  llesolvedy  Tliat  tho  Clergy 
bo  and  are  hereby  earnoftly  requested  to  collect  all  historical  matter  within  their 
reach  connected  with  their  parishes,  and  to  submit  them  to  tho  next  Convention, 
that  they  may  serve  for  materials  for  a  full  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocoso. 

At  tho  Ctrnvontiou  of  1852,  a  m<ition  was  mode  *'  that  such  of  tho  Clorgy  as 
havo  prepared  Historical  statements  of  their  several  parishes  bo  rcquestod  to 
place  thorn  on  the  Secretary's  table,  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  C«>nvontion. 

Kev.  Charles  Tomes  presented  a  sketch  of  the  History  of  Christ  Chnroh, 
^Tashville,  which  was  read. 

On  motion,  licsolved,  "  That  these  Historical  sketches  be  i>laocd  in  the  koop. 
in g  of  the  corresponding  member  of  the  Historical  Society  of  tho  Pnitestant 
Episcopal  Church,  to  bo  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hishop.'' 

What  became  of  that,  I  do  not  know. 

I  do  not  find  that  any  further  effort  was  made  until  1874.  In  that  year  the 
Bishop  invited  Mr.  W.  H.  Stophons,  of  St.  Lazarus  Church,  Memphis,  ''to  deliver 
an  address  at  the  approaching  Convention  npf>n  the  History  of  tho  Churoh  in 
Tennessee.*' 

Mr.  Stephens  was  obliged  t<»  decline  by  reason  of  his  preparation  to  leave 
Tennessee  prior  to  his  removal  to  California,  and  wrot^)  tho  Bislnip  to  that  effect 

In  1K75  ihe  Rev.  Jno.  C.  Harrison  ollured  a  Ros<ilution  *'  that  the  Rev. 
Uoorgo  White,  D.  I).,  bo  appointed  by  the  Bishop  t(»  prepare  a  History  of  the 
Chnrch  m  this  Dioceso,  t<»  be  presttnted  to  the  next  Convention." 

Dr.  White  waM  elected  Historiographer  of  tho  Diocese. 

No  Hi.story  was  presr^nted  in  1876  or  1S77. 

In  July,  187H,  the  Bishop  wrote  to  Dr.  Whitn,  "  I  most  earnestly  request 
you  to  prepare  an  Historical  discourse  for  the  next  Convention.''  adding  "yoa 
know  it  will  really  bo  tho  50th  Convention." 

I  bolievo  tho  request  was  complietl  with,  but  what  bccamo  of  tho  address  I 
do  not  know. 
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Dr.  Whito  was  elected  annually  until  his  death,  but  he  nover  wrote  a  line  of 
the  nistory  of  any  Parish,  not  even  his  own.  Heoolleoted  vaiioaa  papers,  which 
were  tamed  over  to  uio  at  the  last  Convention,  most  of  which  are  fragmeotaiy. 

By  a  favorable  combination  of  events  I  have  been  able  to  write  a  History  of 
every  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  several  biographies  of  eminent  men  and  women  of 
the  early  church,  also  other  matters  having  a  bearing  on  the  History  of  the 
Diocese, — all  of  which  is  too  much  matter  to  be  embraced  in  this  report. 

I  respectfully  ask  that  the  Ilistory,  so  far  as  written,  be  submitted  to  the 
scrutiny  of  a  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  who  shall  report  their 
information  to  the  Convention.  I  suggest  that  Rev.  W.  C.  Gray,  of  Nashville, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Collins,  of  Trenton,  be  of  said  Committee,  as  the  papers  have  been 
submitted  to  them  previously. 

On  inotioii  of  the  Kev.  Thos.  F.  Gailor,  S.  T.  B.,  it  was 

Resolved  (10),  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
this  report,  and  to  express  in  proper  form  the  Convention's  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Radford's  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  Historiographer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Itev.  Messrs.  W.  C.  Gray,  D.  D.,  and  0.  F.  Collins 
were  named  as  the  Committee.

Your  C(mimitleo  on  the  Lambeth  Conference,  referred  to  in  the  Bishop's 
AddresH,  bog  leave  to  call  the  attcnticm  of  the  Convention  to  the  groat  importance 
of  this  approaching  Conference,  and  to  urge  upon  this  Convention  a  pn»por 
recognition  of  the  same. 

His  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  has  kindly  asked  the  BishopH  of 
the  Church  in  the  United  States  to  unite  with  the  Bishops  of  the  English  Church, 
throughout  the  world,  in  holding  a  Conference  in  England,  July  3rd  uf  this 
year,  when  questions  are  to  bo  introduced  which,  if  wisely  considered  and 
acted  upon,  with  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  will  c<mfer  large  and  lasting  ecclesi- 
astical benefits,  especially  upon  ail  English  speaking  peoples,  advance  the  work 
of  the  Kingdom  of  our  dear  Lord,  and  hasten  if  it  were  possible,  the  glad  day  ot 
His  coming,  for  which  we  ought  to  be  waiting  and  longing. 

In  view  of  the  Au.'t  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  have 
been  requested  to  take  ]mrt  in  snch  a  Pan-Anglican  Conference,  and  especially 
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appreoiatiDg  the  honor  which  is  Urns  conferrod  un  tho  Bishop  of  Tonnossoe,  wo, 
therefore,  submit  the  following  Resolutions : 

(1),  That  the  Diooese  of  Tennessee,  in  Convention  assembled,  do  return  it« 
gratefhl  acknowledgements  to  His  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Ganterburj,  not 
only  for  calling  such  a  Conference,  but  al^o  that  our  Kt.  Reverend  Fattier  in 
€h>d  has  been  included  in  the  invitation. 

(3),  That  we  earnestly  recommend  and  request  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  to 
aooopt  the  proffered  honor  and  privilege,  and  the  Convention  will  ''wish  him 
good  luck  in  the  name  of  tho  Lord,"  while  attending  so  important  a  Conference, 
being  well  assured  that  his  voice  would  be  well  and  ably  heard  in  its  delibera- 
tions. 

(3),  That  the  Treasurer  of  tho  Diocese  is  authorized  to  pay  to  the  Bishop  of 
Tennessee  the  sum  necessary  to  defray  his  passage  on  the  steamer  to  and  from 
England,  as  a  slight  token  of  our  love  for  him,  united  with  our  devout  prayers 
for  his  safe  voyage  both  going  and  coming  from  tho  Conference. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  Committkk  on  thk  Subject  ok  Chbistiax  Unity. 

Tho  Gommittoe  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  addreiui 
relative  to  the  memorial  intended  to  bo  prescntod  to  the  Lambeth  Conforonce  on 
the  subject  of  Christian  Unity,  by  the  association  for  promoting  the  Unity  of 
Christendom,  and  also  a  letter  from  Lord  Nelson  as  Chairman  of  the  "Huine 
Re-onion  Society,"  with  an  office  for  Unity,  for  private  or  public  use,  begs  leave 
to  report : 

That  in  view  of  the  action  taken  by  our  own  Bishops  at  the  Chicago  Conven- 
tion in  1886,  we  hail  with  pleasure  this  message  from  our  brethren  acroM  tbo 
sea. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  by  this  Convention. 

1.  liesolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  convey  to  tho  Prelates  about 
to  assemble  at  Lambeth,  the  respectful  assurance  on  the  part  of  this  Di(»ccito 
that  tho  prayers  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  Tennesse  will  bo  offered  for  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  tho  deliberations  which  may  take  place  at  the  approaching 
Oonfbrence  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Unity. 

That  the  Bishop  be  authorized  Ut  report  to  the  Conference  that  the  Clergy 

and  Laity  of  Tennessee,  in  Convention  assembled,  cordially  accept  tho  position 

laid  down  by  the  House  of  Bishops  in  1886.   and  will  do  all  in  their  power  ti» 

promote  any  actitm  which  may  be  tjiken  by  tho  whole  Anglican  Conimnni<m  in 

line  with  it.

Address  to  the  Lambeth  Conferbitcb. 

To  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Bishops  now  assembled  in 
Conference  at  Lambeth  Palace : 

The  President  of  "  The  Association  for  tho  Promotion  of  tho  Unity  of  Christen- 
dom," on  behalf  of  those  Associates  who  are  in  Communion  with  tho  Churoh  of 
England,  and  at  the  desire  of  the  General  Committee,  addresses  yonr  vonorablo 
Assembly  with  profound  respect. 

The  object  of  our  Association  is  to  introduce  Christians  of  all  Confessions  to 
join  in  prayer  for  tho  restoration  of  Unity,  but  it  does  not  bind  its  MomborA  t«» 
any  special  theory  as  to  the  mode  of  restoration.    Therefore,  in  again  appniach- 
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ing  the  Lftmbeth  Goaferenco,  wo  dusire  firat  to  teiidor  our  thiiuks  f(»r  the  gra- 
doas  manner  in  which  oar  Memorial  was  recoived  in  1878,  and  for  the  stimtduH 
given  to  oar  endeavonrs  by  the  reoommendation  of  the  annual  obsenranoe  of  a 
•pecial  day  for  prayer  for  the  Unity  of  Christendom. 

We  tniBt  that  it  may  not  be  thought  presumptuous  if  wo  trace  as  the  result 
oCthoM  intoroeesionB  the  increased  desire  for  this  Unity  evident  on  every  side. 
Daring  the  ten  years  that  have  since  elapsed,  many  proofs  may  bo  found  of  this 
detire,  inoreasing  in  volume  and  importance  as  theso  years  haVo  passed  by. 
Some  of  the  non-episcopal  bodies  have  manifested  au  increased  desire  to  heal 
their  own  special  schism,  and  to  unite  in  the  Mission-field,  aiming  not  so  much 
at  extending  their  own  peculiar  organizations  as  at  the  buildiug  up  of  native 
Christian  Churches  among  the  heathen. 

In  the  United  States  a  large  interchange  of  Christian  courtesies  has  taken 
place,  not  only  on  social  questions,  but  in  the  discussion  (»f  religious  topics,  in 
whioh  members  of  the  Koman  Catholic  Church,  of  the  Anglican  Church,  and  of 
Protestant  non-episcopal  Communions,  took  part. 

The  action  of  the  American  Episcopal  Church  in  her  last  Convention  has  also 
Ueen  a  great  advance  towards  this  end,  and  has  already  called  forth  sympathetic 
reeolutions  from  other  Christian  bodies. 

The  cause  of  Unity  has  been  furthered  by  the  Mission,  sent  by  the  Archbishop 
of  CoDterbuiy  to  the  Assyrian  Christians,  and  by  the  interchange  of  oommuni- 
ootions  with  the  Patriarchs  of  the  Holy  Orthodox  Eastern  Church,  in  explanation 
of  the  real  purpose  of  that  Mission,  and  by  other  Missions  to  the  East,  for  which 
the  Archbishop  is  not  so  directly  responsible. 

The  manifest  advances  thus  apparent  on  all  sides  call  for  more  earnest 
prayer,  lest  by  precip  tate  action  or  by  any  false  step  the  great  work  to  which 
God  is  evidently  calling  His  people  may  bo  hindered. 

In  the  midst  of  our  divisions  we  must  never  forget  that  tlie  truths  wo  hold  in 
oommim  are  more  numerous,  and  of  greater  importance,  than  the  i)oints  tm 
which  we  differ ;  and  that  there  can  be  no  complete  and  final  ICeunion  of  Christ- 
endom which  does  not  embrace  all  who  are  fightiug  in  the  name  of  Christ 
against  Atheism,  Infidelit}',  and  Sin ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  that  mutual 
tolerance  is  not  Unity,  and  must  not  be  confounded  with  it. 

The  increase  of  Atheistic  and  Rationalist  opinions,  the  existence  of  so  many 
millions  of  Heathens  and  Mohammedans,  afler  eighteen  centuries  of  Christianity, 
and  the  danger  of  fresh  heresies  arising  from  attempts,  to  obviate  the  apparent 
collisions  between  Science  and  Religion,  without  the  guidance  of  a  competent 
fipiritual  authority,  all  point  to  the  importance  of  encouraging  Reunion  in  every 
possible  way. 

As  De  Maistre  pointed  out  a  contnry  ago,  "  the  Church  of  England  appears 
to  have  been  placed  in  an  intermediate  position  between  Rome  and  Protestan- 
tism," which  may,  in  God's  gmid  time,  facilitate  a  nx'^onoiliation. 

We  theref<»re  eaniestly  pray,  that  in  your  Lordships'  delibenitions,  the  great 
principles  of  the  Undivided  Church  may  be  given  the  prominence  that  is  due  to 
them,  and  that  nothing  may  be  done  that  W(mld  involve  any  uncanonical 
interference  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Anthorities  existing  by  Divine  appointment. 

We  would  further  venture  to  suggest  that  in  regulatiog  Missions  to  the 
Ueathen.  antagonistic  Missions  may  be  disc(mraged,  so  as  to  ler<sen,  as  far  as 
may  be,  the  presentation  of  a  divided  Christendom ;  that  Uie  indei>endence  of 
NationalCharches  within  dae  limits  may  be  upheld;  and  that  in  whatever  is 
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done  tho  necessity  of  obtaining  the  judgment  of  a  trae  and  legitimate  Oeneiil 
Connoil,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  had,  may  ever  be  borne  in  mind. 

It  is  oar  earnest  praver  that  God's  Holy  Spirit  may  direct  and  gaide  jrooi 
Lordships  in  all  your  labours  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  and 
may  lead  us  to  look  to  the  removal  of  misunderstanding,  and  to  rejoice  in  our 
points  of  agreement,  until  wo  accept,  in  all  its  fullness,  the  '*  One  Lord,  ono 
Baptism."

My  Dear  Lord  : 

As  Chairman  of  tho  Council  of  tho  Homo  Reunion  Society,  I  have  been  re- 
quested to  forward  to  your  Lordship,  and  to  all  tho  other  Bishops  of  the  Anglican 
Communion,  **  an  office  for  unity  "  which  has  been  issued  by  onr  Society,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  office  may  bo  found  of  ase,  not  only  in  private,  but 
wherever  meetings  are  hold  to  encourage  brothoHy  love  between  fellow-Chris- 
tians. 

Wo  should  be  much  obliged  if  you  could  recommend  its  use  in  yonr  Diocese. 

We  feel  sure  that  no  one  who  has  carefully  considered  tho  hindrances  caused 
by  our  unhappy  divisions,  to  the  full  extension  of  our  Lord's  Kingdom,  can 
refuse  to  pray  for  the  fulfillment  of  His  own  last  prayer — that  all  who  believe  in 
Him  may  be  one — ^in  order  that  we  may  give  to  the  world  a  more  perfect  witness 
to  the  doctrine  of  brotherly  love. 

On  tho  eve  of  the  meeting  of  tho  Lambeth  Conference,  and  in  the  midst  of 
the  many  yearnings  after  unity  now  apparent  in  all  parts  of  Christendom— em- 
phasized, as  they  have  been,  by  tho  declaration  of  unity  made  by  the  House  of 
Bishops  of  the  American  Church  last  year — it  seems  to  us  right  that  this  matter 
should  be  laid  before  God  in  deep  humility  and  in  duo  submission  to  His  will.

Report  of  Special  Committee. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  roforred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
relating  to  tho  death  of  Rov.  Jno.  Thomas  Wheat,  D.  D.,  present  the  following 
report : 

Bev.  Dr.  Wheat  commenced  his  ministry  in  this  Diocese  soon  after  its  organ- 
ization, and  when  the  laborers  both  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  were  few.  He  was 
ordained  to  the  ministry,  both  Deacon  and  Priest,  by  Bishop  Moore,  of  Virginia. 
In  tho  year  1837  ho  succeeded  Rev.  George  Weller  as  Rector  of  Christ's  Church, 
Nashville,  and  was  in  charge  of  this,  the  oldest  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  for  eleven 
years.  He  subsequently  became  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Columbia. 
Resigning  this  Church  after  a  few  years'  Rectorship,  ho  removed  to  North  Caro- 
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Ijna.  At  the  cIoAo  oftho  civil  war  ho  roturnod  to  Tonnossoo  and  bocamo  tho 
Rector  of  St.  Lazarus  Church,  Memphis.  He  again  removed  to  North  Carolina, 
but,  by  reason  of  infirm  old  a|ro,  ho  assumed  no  parochial  charge.  But  we  heard 
of  him  as  occasionally  engaged  in  Missionary  work,  seeking  to  do,  to  the  last, 
tho  Master's  work. 

Dr.  Wheat  was  a  man  of  groat  dignity  of  character,  ol  high  culture,  and  of 
Much  refined  and  genial  manners  that  he  won  the  love  and  esteem  of  all  within 
tho  circle  of  his  acquaintance.  Wq  may  well  render  our  tribute  of  love  and  rev-: 
erenco  to  the  memory  of  this  Holy  man,  who  was  a  model  of  faithfulness  as 
Priest  and  Pastor.  There  are  but  few  who  are  favored  with  the  high  privilege 
of  serving  so  long  in  the  Holy  Ministry  for  Christ  and  His  blessed  Church. 

At  tho  ago  of  87  years,  63  of  which  he  served  at  the  Church's  Holy  Altar,  he 
passed  to  the  rest  of  Paradise.  Blessed  be  God  for  the  faithful  labors  and  Godly 
example  of  His  servant !  May  we  be  faithful  in  all  our  work  that,  with  Him,  we 
may  receive  the  crown  of  Everlasting  Glory,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.

"We  note  with  pleasure  the  following  substantial  evidences  of  progress : 

Calvary  Church,  Memphis  :  C^nncel  window,  Memorial  pulpit,  new  Recto- 
ry, Sanctuary  Lamp,  &c. 

Chattanooga :  Xew  Church— a  memorial  offering  by  Theodore  Richmond, 
Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Richmond— upon  a  site,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Whiteside  ;  and  a  Cler- 
gy llouse,  the  gift  of  D.  Hughes,  Ksq.  A  beautiful  and  spacious  Church  is  in 
coarse  of  erection  in  St.  Paul's  Parish. 
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St.  John's,  Knoxyillo,  has  subscribed  $8,500  towards  the  erection  of  a  new 
Orphanage,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  built  very  t^oon. 

St.  Ann's,  Nashville,  has  made  beautifal  intorior  improvements,  including  a 
handsome  Memorial  Lectnrn,  &c. 

The  Church  of  the  Advent  reports  the  purchase  of  a  plot  of  ground  for  a  col- 
ored Church,  costing  $1,200.    The  services  and  Sunday-school  are  well  attended. 

Hugby  reports  a  new  Church  building,  handsomely  jStt«d,  at  a  cost  of  $2,060, 
on  an  excellent  site,  the  gift  of  the  Board  of  Aid  to  Land  Ownership. 

The  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Pulaski :  New  Memorial  Church,  erected  at  a 
cofltof  $6,700,  in  memory  of  Marie  MacMillin  and  Daisy  Brown,  daughters  of 
ex-Gov.  John  C.  Brown  and  Mrs.  Brown.  The  Church  was  consecrated  on  Doc. 
11,  1887,  six  months  after  the  laying  of  the  foundation  stone.  The  famiture  and 
ornaments  in  the  Church,  amounting  to  $2,700,  are  memorial  gifts. 

Substantial  improvements,  including  the  completion  of  the  long  unfinished 
tower,  have  been  made  at  Holy  Trinity,  Nashville,  (apon  which  there  is  no 
debt,)  at  a  cost  of  $1,700,  and  at  St.  Peter's,  including  now  pews,  chancel  fnrni- 
tiiTe,  and  a  handsome  stained  glass  window,  the  gift  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Trinity,  Mason,  at  last  rejoices  in  being  free  from  debt.  Also,  Immanuel 
Church,  LaGrange. 

At  St.  Matthew's,  Covington,  a  new  Rectory  is  in  course  of  erection.  The 
Cbnrch  has  been  improved.  A  Sanctuary  Lamp  has  been  presented  to  the 
Parish. 

The  ChnrchI  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene,  Fayettovillo,  will  sooa  be  free  from 
debt.  It  has  been  reduced  by  $500,  and  the  remainder  will  soon  be  paid  off,  and 
the  Church  will  be  consecrated  in  the  early  summer. 

The  work  among  the  colored  people  is  more  vigorous.  The  Church  in  this 
Diocese  is  evidently  awakening  to  this  part  of  her  great  responsibility.  On  all 
aides  signs  of  progress  are  manifest,  and  mark  the  year  as  one  of  unusual  activi- 
ty, and  sncoess  by  Clergy  and  Laity.    Laus  Deo.

Bishop  Elliott  was  bom  in  1840,  was  consecrated  in  1874,  and  died  Aug. 
22,  1887.  In  the  great  company  of  Western  Missionary  Bishops  there  has  boon 
uo  more  honored  name.  Called  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  as  a  young  man,  within 
five  years  of  his  ordination,  he  accepted  and  discharged  the  trust  for  fourteen 
years  with  the  grace  and  courage  of  a  true  Apostle.  He  still  lives  on  earth  in 
the  many  material  evidences  of  his  work  in  Texas,  in  the  devoted  love  of  his 
Clergy  and  people,  and  the  reverent  memory  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Such  lives  are  rich  and  beautiful  in  the  annals  of  the  Church  as  lessons  of 
self-cousecration,  and  righteousness  and  faith,  demonstrating  more  forcibly  than 
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ooy  haman  logic  that  the  God  of  Graco  and  truth  is  with  us  still  to  blow  hia  peo.

Report  of  Finance  Committkk. 

The  Finance  Coiumittuo  have  carefully  examined  the  Treasurer's  report,  and 
the  other  matters  which  have  been  committed  to  them.  The  Treasurer's 
report,  a  printed  copy  of  which  has  been  distributed,  is  correct  in  every  particular; 
we  desire  to  congratulate  the  Ccmvention,  and  the  Treasurer  upon  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  he  has,  without  pecuniary  compensation  discharged  the  onorons 
duties  of  his  office,  and  upon  his  re-election.  The  financial  condition  of  the 
Convention  is  still  improving.  There  is  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $3.99,  after 
paying  all  obligation  due  to  date,  except  the  Generel  Convention's  assessment 
on  the  Diocese. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  raise  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  new  Convention  year ;  and  as  these  expenses  occur  mainly  from 
month  to  month  in  advance  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  this  assessment 
upon  the  various  Parishes  shouM  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.  "Will  the  Rectors 
and  Parish  Treasurers  note  the  reasonableness  of  tliis  statement  f 

The  Assessments  of  this  Convention,  (not  the  ''Bishop's  Assessments,"  im- 
propcriy  so-called)  upon  the  various  Parishes,  should  be  regarded  therein  an  a  per 
capita  tax  upon  every  Couiniunicaut,  aud  the  Rectors  should  see  to  it,  that  this 
idea  is  impressed  upon  their  respective  congregations — that  every  communicant 
is  expected  to  contribute  something  to  this  tax. 

We  repeat  the  recon:inciidation  of  last  year  that  a  more  vigonms  effort  should 
be  made  to  increase  tho  fund  for  Mic  endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  as  tho  only 
relief  from  this  troublesunie  and  yearly  recurring  subject.  AVe  recomuieud  tho 
appointment  of  a  Hpecial  coniniitteo  of  three  Laymen,  one  from  each  division  of 
the  Diocese,  t(»  be  nppointeil  by  the  Bishop,  whoso  duty  it  shall  be  to  seHeit 
subscriptions  to  thi.^  fund.

.and  Deaths  for  the  past  year ;  but  would  state  that  the  mission  has  now  twenty, 
fonr  Communicants,  and  about  eighty  children  on  the  roll  ot  the  Sunday-school. 
The  regular  attendance  at  Sunday-school,  however,  does  not  average  more  than 
fifty;  bat  it  is  hoped  that,  with  the  resumption  of  regular  services  the  number  of 
ehildien  in  attendanee  will  be  increased. 

The  eongregation,  though  small,  is  earnest  and  devoted ;  there  has  been  some 
money  raised  for  the  improvement  of  the  Church,  and  a  vestibule  snd  entry  wil 
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Hotm  be  added  to  the  building.  The  teaobcrH  in  Suodaj-achool  tre  ftithfiil  li 
the  performance  of  their  dutioK,  and  the  proHpect  for  the  frrowth  of  the  OhuiA 
18  encouraging. 

Having  bat  recently  become  connected  with  tbid  Mission,   1  have  only  boli 
services  there  on  two  Sundays,  tbo  15th  and  22nd  inst.    I  am  not  yet  thoioiiglilj 
posted  as  to  the  condition  of  its  affairi* ;  but  the  outlook  is  good ;  and  I  trust  that 
by  God'H  help,  the  Church  at  Tracy  may  R<Km  become  a  power  for  good  in  tbk 
portion  of  the  Diocese.

The  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Clnirob  in 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  met  to-day  at  11  o'clock  a.  m., 
having  lieeu  iK)stiK)necl  for  sufficient  reasons  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  by  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Eev.  W.  C.  Gray,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Rev.  Chas.  F,  Collins.  The  Rev.  M.  Cabell  Martin  preached 
the  Convention  sermon.  • 

At  1  P.  M.  the  Convention  wjis  called  to  order  bv  the 
Bishop,  and  the  Rev.  M.  C.  Martin  was  ai)i>ointed  Secretary 
pro.  tent.

Iv'KPORT  OK  Memphis  Convocation. 

Reverend  Father  in  God  : 

As  Dean  of  the  ConvocatiDn  of  Memphis.  I  herewith  submit  the  following 
report : 

During  the  year  there  have  been  held  four  meetings  of  this  Convocation.  The 
first  was  held  in  S.  Matthew's  Parish.  Covington,  with  Celebrations  of  the  lloly 
Eucharist,  .services  and  sermons.  At  this  meeting  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Steel 
tendered  his  resignation  as  Secretary,  on  account  oi'  his  removal  from  the  Dio- 
cese, and  the  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Wright  was  elected  to  the  place  which  Mr.  Steel  had 
80  satisfactorily  tilled. 

The  second  meeting  was  at  Trinity  Church.  Mason.  As  is  the  custom,  the 
Blessed  Sacrilice  was  offered  to  Almighty  God  each  morning.  The  first  sermon 
■was  delivered  by  the  Dean,  and  the  ('ouvocation  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Spruille  Burford.  This  instructive  discourse  edified  and  pleased  the  hear- 
ers. There  was  one  service  for  the  children,  which  was  well  attended,  when  ad- 
dresses  were  delivered  by  the  R«*v.  Mr.  Burford  and  the  Dean.  At  this  meeting 
the  Rev.  Mes.<ieurs  Collins  and  Wright  were  appointed  as  Evangelists  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Conv«>catiou.  and  were  also  re([ue.<ted  t(»  make  a  report  of  their  la- 
bours at  the  next  meeting  (»rtiu>  bo<ly.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Collins  still  continues  to 
do  this  important  w(>rk. 

The  third  meeting  was  at  S.  Thoma.>'  Pari.^h,  Somcrville.  where  we  were 
kindly  received  and  well  lodged  by  the  Uect<»r,   the  T-.ay  members  of  the  Parish. 
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and  also  by  other  good  peoplo  who  arc  not  children  of  the  Holy  Church.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Wright  delivered  the  Special  Sermon  to  the  Convocation.  The  Rev- 
erend gentleman  discusned  the  important  subject  of  Unity  with  force  and  clear- 
ness, and  it  is  hoped  that  some  were  led  to  believe  not  only  in  the  Oneness  of  the 
Church  of  God,  but  also  in  the  necessity  that  all  Christians  should  bo  of  one 
mind  and  one  heart  in  their  one  living  Lord  and  Head. 

The  Kcv.  Mr.  Collins  gave  an  iiccount  of  his  work  and  the  prospects  in  the 
Missionary  field  in  West  Tennessee.  In  several  towns  the  services  of  the 
Church  have  been  held,  and  the  people  have  been  visited  where  there  is  no  or- 
ganized Parish  or  Mission. 

In  Dyersburg  we  have  several  communicants  who  are  interested,  and  anxious 
ti>  have  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  They  are  at  work,  and  in  time  we 
hope  a  Church  will  be  built  and  regular  services  maintained  by  a  Priest.  Efforts 
will  be  made  to  organize  one  or  two  other  Missions  within  our  bounds,  which 
will  become,  with  God*s  blessing,  centres  of  usefulness,  where  the  pure  Gospel 
will  be  preached  and  the  Sacraments  lawfully  and  duly  administered. 

At  this  meeting  in  Somerville  we  had  the  presence,  the  counsel  and  the  bles- 
sing ot  the  Bishop,  and  were  edified  and  encouraged  by  his  instructions. 

The  last  meeting  of  our  body  was  held  in  Calvary  Church.  Memphis,  at  which 
time  the  Very  Reverend  William  Klein  delivered  a  learned  discourse  on  the  Holy 
Eucharist  as  the  Sacrifice  to  be  made  directly  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  few  of  our  brethren  in  the  Parishes  of  this 
city  were  present  to  hear  it ;  and  it  would  bo  well  if  this  instructive  sermon 
could  be  published  as  a  tract  for  general  distribution  among  our  people  in  this 
Convocation,  and  in  the  Church  at  large. 

At  a  business  meeting  in  the  afternoon  of  April  l2oth.  it  was  resolved  to  send 
a  telegram,  praying  God-speed  to  the  Right  Reverend  Charles  C.  Grafton,  who 
was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Fond  Du  Lac  on  the  Festival  of  S.  Mark  the  Evan- 
gelist. 

On  the  last  day  of  our  session  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  resigned  his  office  as  Sec- 
retary, to  take  effect  at  this  Convention.  His  removal  to  another  part  of  the 
Diocese  renders  this  acti(m  necessary.  We  shall  miss  him  and  need  him.  He 
has  been  the  faithful  Triest,  the  willing  and  active  helper  in  our  labours,  the  dil- 
igent and  useful  Secretary,  and  the  **  workman  that  ueedeth  not  to  be  ashamed.'* 

In  conclusion,  1  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  uniform  kindness  and  for- 
bearance which  have  ever  been  .<liown  me  by  my  Clerical  and  Lay  brethren. 
May  they  all  be  rewarded  for  this  goodness  <»n  the  Great  Day.

I— MKKTINGS   OF  TUK  CONVOCATION. 

During  the  past  Citnvt^utional  year  there  have  been  three  meetiDgit,  a^  re- 
quired by  Canon. 

The  first  at  Tullahoma,  July  10-12.  Well  attended.  The  aum  of  $150  for 
the  year  was  appropriated  to  the  work  among  the  colored  people*  under  th« 
charge  of  the  Kev.  Dr.  W'ni.  C.  Gray.    A  long  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  second  at  Mount  Pleasant,  WilliamBport.  Ash  wood  and  Sommortown, 
October  16-19.  The  new  departure  (»f  having  m^etingd  coTor  more  than  one 
point  proved;  by  its  RuccesH,  to  be  another  step  in  the  right  direction.  While, 
i^till  another,  was  the  well-considered  determination  to  secure  the  aervtces  of  a 
General  Missionary,  his  stipend  being  fixed  and  stipulated  hy  vote  of  the  Cuo- 
vocation. 

The  third  at  Clarksville,  February  13-15.  Largo  attendance  of  Clergy.  Many 
"live"  subjects  discussed;  among  them:  ''Brotherhoods/'  ''Female  Educa- 
tion.'*  "Summer  School  of  Theology."  "The  Four  Notes  and  Marks  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,"  "The  University  of  the  South,"— the  latter  occupying  en- 
tirely one  of  the  Evening  Sessions. 

The  Mis.><ionary  Me(>ting,  appointed  for  the  last  night  ot  Ctmvocation,  included 
several  earnest  and  effective  addres.^ies,  which  made  a  deep  impression  and  kin- 
dled a  new  zeal  for  the  great  cause  of  Missions. 

Services,  in  connection  with  the  Convocation,  were  also  held  at  White  Chapel. 

On  the  whole,  the  Convocation  has.  by  these  three  meetings,  done  much  to 
"create  and  foster  Missionary  spirit  among  the  people"  whom  they  were  es- 
pecially designed  to  reach. 

« 

II. — OFFICIAL    VISITATIOXH. 

With  the  desire  of  making  niv  "  oversight"  of  the  worn  as  complete  as  possi 
ble,  I  have,  in  fulfillment  of  my  duty  as  Dean,  made  the  following  official  visits : 

First,  to  Immanuel  Church.  Gallatin.  Assisted  by  the  Kev.  M.Cabell  Martin, 
I  held  a  Mission  covering  three  days.  .July  31.  August  1-2.  The  services  held 
were  well  attended.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Clergy,  who  diligently  visited 
the  people  from  house;  to  house.  I  placed  this  Mission  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  M.  C.  Martin  until  arrangements  could  be  made  by  which  they  might  have 
a  Priest  of  their  own.  This  Mis.sion  has  had  many  trials  to  contend  with,  but 
has  bravi'ly  met  tbein  all.  and  is  at  last  rewarded  by  having  a  Priest  resident 
among  them. 

Second.— J'rior  to  the  meeting  «)f  Convocation,  in  October,  I  visited  Mount 
Pleasant  and  places  adjacent,  spending  three  days  in  that  vicinit}-,  holding  ser- 
vices and  going  in  and  out  among  the  people,  and  doing  everything  in  my  power 
to  prepare  them  for  the  approaching  session  of  Convocation. 

On  three  successive  days  I  visited  Summertown,  Williamsport  and  Ashwood. 
and  made  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  meeting ;  and  believe  that  this  had 
something  to  do  with  socunng  to  the  latter  the  success  which  so  plainly  marked 
its  operations  from  fir-^^t  to  List. 

Third.— In  compnny  with  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Melcalf,  the  General  Missionary,  I 
spf-nt  a  week  among  the  Mis.si(ms  in  Maury  county,  holding  services  at  Wil- 
JL'iwsport,  Cross  Jiridges,  Mimut  Pkasaivl  axx^  KvCVi^v«v(iL.    ^^Wvi^'^^^^^^VV'^K^U 
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attonded.  People  were  interested,  and  expressed  themselves  as  willing  to  net 
liberally  on  the  suggestion  which  I  made  to  them  with  regard  to  their  »hare  in 
thp  support  of  the  General  Missionary,  who.  tor  the  present,  is  to  give  each  of 
these  points  at  least  a  monthly  service,  in  the  hope  of  giving  thorn  more  in  the 
near  future. 

We  were,  both  of  us,  much  encouraged  by  the  results  of  the  Mis:^ion,  and  have 
good  reason  to  believe  that  our  labors  among  those  excellent  people  were  really 
blessed  of  God. 

III.— REPORT  OF   MISSIONARY   WORK  WITHIN  THE   CONVOCATION. 

This  report  should  include,  not  only  all  work  which  is  assisted  by  the  Convo- 
cation, but  all  work  strictly  outside  of  Parochial  limits,  within  the  borders  of  the 
Convocatioti,  and  is  based  on  written  reports  of  the  Clergy. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  C.  Gray,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Nashville,  held  reg- 
ular monthly  services  at  Dickson  until  that  Mission  was  placed  under  the  Gen- 
eral Missionary.  Encouraging  results,  among  them  several  baptisms  and  confir- 
mations, purchase  of  an  organ;  and  a  pronnsed$800  towards  the  now  Church,  to 
be  called  "The  Otey  Memorial." 

He  has  also  held  services  on  several  occasions  at  Cumberland  Furnace,  and 
presented  a  class  for  confirmation  to  the  Bish(»p  in  S.  James'  Church. 

He  has  secured  lots  in  the  town  of  West  Xashville,  and  has  laid  the  foundation 
of  S.  Andrew's  Chapel,  and  hopes  to  erect  the  superstructure  thereon  within  the 
next  four  months. 

Since  last  Convention  he  has  also  purchased  an  additional  lot  for  S.  Augus- 
tine's Church,  for  colored  people,  in  Xashville.  This  gives  a  most  admirable 
property  for  the  centre  of  this  important  work,  situated  as  it  is  in  the  midst  of  a 
dense  population  of  colored  people. 

By  the  help  of  the  Rev.  Prof.  Rodriguez  the  Sunday-school,  and  services,  have 
been  regularly  kept  up  every  Sunday,  and  with  encouraging  attendance. 

A  step  has  been  taken  which  will  add  very  much  to  the  importance  and  effi- 
ciency of  this  work  among  the  colored  people  in  Xashville.  A  friend  of  Bishop 
Qnintard  has  furnished  mone}*  to  buy  a  lot  and  build  a  hall,  in  connection  with 
Fiflke  University,  for  the  training  of  our  colored  candidates  for  the  Holy  Minis- 
try, and  it  is  believed  that,  before  the  close  of  the  year,  the  hall  will  bo  com. 
pletcd  and  the  administrative  head  of  the  work  actually  on  the  ground. 

I  cannot  forbear  here  quotingr  fnmi  a  letter  of  Bishop  Whipple  to  Bishop  Qnin- 
tard on  this  subject : 

"  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  you,  and  to  God,  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  hall 
••  for  the  Church  colored  people  at  the  Fiske  University.  I  believe  it  is  the  place 
•*  of  all  others,  and  more,  that  there  is  no  place  in  the  United  States  which  ha-< 
*'  greater  advantages  for  the  blessed  work.  It  will  be  removed  fnmi  the  po- 
"  litical  atmosphere  ;  it  will  catch  the  inspiration  of  other  schools;  it  will  be 
"  less  expensive ;  it  will  be  more  central :  and  I  believe  all  its  associations  will 
*•  be  healthier.     You  have  my  earnest  support  and  good  wishes.** 

The  principal  Missionary  work  of  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Martin.  Rector  of  S.  Anne's 
Church,  Edgefield,  has  been  at  a  school-house  about  5i  miles  from  the  city.  He 
has  held  services  there  regularly  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  m<mih.  These 
serrices  are  held  in  the  afternoon,  and  are  largely  attended  by  the  people  of  the 
neighborhood,  of  aU  denominations.      He  feels  grcaUy  ewcoviYtv^^'A  V^  \^^^\*^^%^i■\^i 
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in  this  work,  from  tho  iutercr^t  manifested  in  the  service.^,  and  expecially  from  the 
expressed  determination  on  tho  part  of  the  little  band  of  Church  people  in  that 
vicinity  to  have  a  chapel  of  their  own  in  the  near  future. 

He  has  also  held,  by  invitation,  seven  services  at  S.  James*  Church,  Camber- 
land  Fumiiee. 

The  Rev.  M.  Cabell  Martin,  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Xashville.  daring  the 
month  of  August  was  at  Cumberland  Funiace,  and  while  there  took  the  services 
at  S.  James'  Church,  there  being  no  Priest-in- charge. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  up  to  tho  month  of  Januarj'.  he  had  charge  of  Im- 
manuel  Church.  Gallatin,  making  monthly  visits. 

In  connection  with  his  Parish  of  Holy  Trinity.  S.  Paul'sChapel  is  still  supplied 
with  regular  week  day  services.  Tho  Sunday-school  has  been  kept  up  uninter- 
ruptedly, and  the  Friilay  night  service  has  been  continuously  maintained. 

There  is,  as  yet,  no  Sunday  morning  or  evening  service,  and  this  ha?,  without 
doubt,  militated  against  the  growth  of  the  congregation. 

The  force  of  Church  workers  at  tho  Chapel  is  most  excellent,  and  all  the 
workers  are  doing  their  best.  He  greatly  regrets,  however,  that  a  resident 
Priest  cannot  be  secured  for  the  neighborhood  surrounding  S.  Paul's  Chapel,  the 
present  Priest  in-tharge  having  his  hands  full  with  the  Parishe^*  of  which  he  is 
Rector. 

The  Rev.  R.  E.  Metculf.  General  Missionary  (tf  the  CouvocatioH,  eutered  upon 
his  work  January  2.')th.  His  report  covers  a  little  over  two  months.  Ho  has. 
during  that  time,  held  ten  services  at  Gallatin,  four  services  at  Dickson,  three 
services  at  Cumberland  Furnace,  four  services  at  TVhito  Chapel,  <me  at  Wil- 
liamsport,  one  at  Cross  Bridges,  one  at  Ashwood,  and  four  at  Mount  Pleasant. 

He  has  celebrated  the  Holy. Communion  eight  times,  baptized  one  infant  and 
buried  one  person.  In  doing  this  work  he  has  travelled  1,184  miles  by  rail.. 354 
by  wagon  and  <m  horseback. 

Ho  hopes  to  begin  on  the  new  Church  at  Gallatin  in  a  few  weeks.  Subscrip- 
tions to  the  same  already  amount  to  .fTOO,  with  the  prospect  of  a  8ub.stantial  in- 
crease. 

At  Dick.son  about  ^800  have  been  subscribed  for  the  new  Church,  with  more 
to  come.  A  Church  building  is  very  much  needed  at  this  point.,  and  will  be 
erected  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  Mount  Pleasant  there  is  some  money  on  hand,  and  great  efforts  are  making 
to  increase  the  amount :  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  Church  will  be  erected 
there  this  summer. 

At  Ashwood  the  Ohurch  is  badly  out  of  repair.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
to  put  iu  stained  glass  windows,  and  otherwise  repair  the  building  at  once. 

At  'W'illiamsport,  also,  the  Church  is  very  dilapidated,  but  a  Guild  has  been 
organized,  with  the  object  of  buying  lamps,  and  in  other  ways  improving  it. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Pettis,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  under  date 
of  April  5th,  states  that  on  taking  charge  of  this  Parish  he  found  no  Mission  work 
being  carried  on.  Missions  formerly  existing  in  tho  neighborhood  have  been 
long  since  abandtmed.  from  various  reasons.  The  Parish  has  a  Mission  Chapel 
in  the  suburb,  known  as  •*  South  Clarksville,"  but  it  is  in  a  sad  state  of  ruin. 

His  first  work  after  Leufwill  be  to  take  hold  of  this  Mission,  repair  the  build- 
ing, fences,  and  so  forth,  and  visit  every  family,  start  a  Sunday-school,  organiie 
an  Industrial  School  for  the  children,  aud  g:et  it  In  full  working  order  once  more. 
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Aftor  puttiag  this  Mission  in  good  shape,  ho  then  proposes  taking  hold  of  the 
next  one,  and  so  on,  nntil  his  work  covers  tho  whole  ground. 

The  Bev.  B.  B.  Ross,  Deacon-iu-charge  of  the  Mission  at  White  Chapel,  writes 
that  the  prospects  of  the  Mission  are  good.  There  is  an  increase  of  interest  and 
good  feeling  towards  the  Chureh.  in  the  communitv.  Sunday-school  of  about 
thirty  kept  up  regularly,  lie  has  had  one  visitation  by  the  Bishop,  two  by  Gen- 
eral Missionary.  Baptisms,  7;  Confirmations,  7.  Receipts  for  Misi^ious,  $109.10. 
Receipts  for  Sanday-school,  about  $35. 

The  Rev.  Chas.  M.  Gray,  Rector  of  Franklin  and  Spring  Hill,  reports  consid- 
erable work  done  in  the  former  place,  and  vast  improvement  in  the  Church  and 
Rectory  there  since  last  Convention.  Both  have  been  painted.  Xew  pavements 
have  been  laid,  and  a  very  desirable  lot  adjoining  the  Church  property  has  been 
purchased  ior  $400.00. 

The  Chnrch  at  Spring  Uill  is  soon  to  have  au  improvement,  an  J  that  is  to  bo  a 
furnace  to  make  it  comfortable  in  the  winter. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  G.  G.  Thompson,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Pu- 
laski, having  been  necessarily  absent  for  six  months,  only  reports  for  the  balance 
of  the  Conventional  year.  During  that  period  there  have  been  daily  services  and 
weekly  and  Holy-day  celebrations,  as  a  rule,  and  all  have  been  well  supported. 
.  Owing  to  the  anxiety  caused  by  the  severe  illness  and  ultimate  deaths  of  his 
wife  and  several  members  of  the  Parish,  who  required  his  closest  attention,  he 
has  been  unable  to  do  tho  extra  Missionarv  work  which  he  would  have  done  if 
otherwise  situated.  * 

He  speaks  very  highly  «»f  the  efficiency  of  his  surpliced  choir,  and  attributes 
much  of  the  progress  of  his  Parish  to  its  iufluence. 

His  resignation  of  his  Rectorship,  necessitated  by  family  consiiU^rations,  ha.s 
occasioned  much  grief  in  the  community. 

The  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Wright  has  accepted  the  charge  of  the  Pari.<h. 

The  Rev.  Rowland  Hale,  Priestin-charge  of  S.  Mary  Magdalene's,  Fayette- 
ville,  announces  the  cheering  fact  that  the  beautiful  Church,  at  last  free  from 
every  enonmbranco,  was  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  on  Sun- 
day, Angnst  26th. 

This  is  the  happy  consummation  of  the  earnest  prayers  and  struggles  of  the 
faithful  few  who  have  labored  untiringly  towanls  this  auspicious  end. 

The  Church  has  ^received  several  valuable  donati(ms  to  the  Altar.  Sane 
tnary,  etc. 

There  are  marks  of  improvement  at  this  point.  There  was  a  large  number  of 
baptisms  during  the  season  of  Lent. 

Tho  Sunday-school  is  increased.  Five  have  already  been  confirmed,  and  as 
many  more  are  being  prepared. 

Daily  Matins  and  Evens(mg,  Holy  Communion  Sundays.  Thursdays,  and 
Holy-days,  are  the  rule. 

Trinity  Church,  Winchester,  is  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  P.  DuBose,  who 
makes  occasional  visits  there. 

Regular  Sunday  services  have  been  maintained  at  this  point  since  Augnst  19, 
by  Mr.  W.  H.  Cavanagb,  Lay  Reader,  a  Theological  student  of  S.  Luke's  Semi- 
nary, University  of  the  South. 

Three  children  and  one  adult  have  been  baptized,  and  two  confirmed.

(lA  au  exhibition  of  the  vastness  and  unity  o^  the  Anglican  Chnrch.    There  were 
about  one  hundred  Bishops  present  at  this  service.      The  Bishops  haring  robed 
in  the  Chapter  flousc  of  the  Cathedral,  marched  two  and  two  through  the  clois- 
ters to  the  great  west  door.      Entering  the  Nave,   they  were  received  by  the 
Archbishop,  attended  by  his  staff  of  ecclesiastical  and  legal  officials.    The  Major 
and  civic  otticials  of  Canterbury,  the  Mayor  and  representatives  of  the  corpora-  * 
tion  of  Dover,  the  principal  of  the  Cinqno  Ports,   the  King*s  school-masters  and 
scholars,  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  St.  Augostino's  College,  and  the  city  clergy, 
formed  the  Reception  procession.     The  choir  of  the  Cathedral  was  augmented  by 
chorisUM's  from  the  Chapels  Royal,  and  as  soon  as  the  Bishops  had  passed  into 
the  Choir  and  taken  the  places  assigned  them,  the  Te  Deum  was  sang.    Then 
the  Archbi.shop  seated  in  St.  Augustine's  Choir  delivered  his  allocation.    Even- 
song followed.    The  service  was  grand  in  its  simplicity.    The  Primate  gave  the 
Benediction — first  from  the  Altar— and  then  passing  down  the  Choir,  gave  bis 
bles.sinfr  to  the  vast  conc(»ursc  assembled  in  the  Nave.

This  was  the  day  for  the  formal  opening  of  the  Lambeth  CoD- 
fereuce.  Shortly  before  II  o'clock  the  members  assembled  in  the  old  pictare 
gallery  of  Lambeth  Palace,  from  which  they  walked  in  procession  to  the  Chapel. 
The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  celebrated  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  The  venera- 
ble Bishop  of  Winchester  as.sisted  as  Epistoler.  and  the  Bishop  of  London  as 
Gospeller.

The  school  now  con- 
tains upwards  of  500.  The  first  name  on  the  roll  is  that  of  Edmund  Spenser,  the 
author  of  the  Fairie  Queen.  Its  scholars  have  boon  distinguished  in  many  walks 
ftflife,  and  it  has  contributed  lo  iV\o  t«A\>^^  vA  \.>\^  ^V^^^^  *'a^<ih  men  as  Archbishop

and  he  by  Bishop  Copplestone.  an  old  Merchant  Trtvh'r  l»oy.  Tlie  l;i^1J.•p  k>\' 
Maine  made  the  cloRing  address.  We  visited  the  Chjpel,  cousv'crated  in  lljTl, 
and  where  some  remains  of  the  original  building  are  still  to  be  seen.  Ail  kneeling 
at  the  Altar  rail,  I  said  the  Collect  for  All-Saints. 

8th — Sixth  Sunday  alter  Tnnity.  In  the;  morning  I  pntaehed  in  St.  Mary  Ma.t:- 
dalone's  Church,  Paddington,  of  which  the  Rev.  Kichard  Tenii)le  West.  I).  C.  L..

9th — Monday.     Met  my  Committee  at  the  Charch  House,  ncan'.**  Yard. 

In  the  afternoon  I  attended  a  Keception  given  by  Sir  Monier  and  Lady  Wil- 
liams to  Mar.  Gregorius,  of  the  ancient  Syrian  Church.  The  Se(^  r)f  tlu<  Jiisliop 
irt  Homs  (Emessa),  and  includes  Dama-^cns,  Baalbek.  Hamath,  and  other  pl:ic<'>i 
in  the  far  Xorth  of  Syria.  The  object  of  his  visit  t«)  England  was  to  s^;eure  aid 
in  building  schools  for  his  juriHdictiou.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  l^isbop  ot 
Dablin,  Sir  Monier 'WilliamS;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tremlett.  the  Bishop  of  Ontario  nvA 
mysfilf.  Mar  Gregorius'  address  was  interpreted  by  Mrs.  Finn,  a  mo^t  aeeom- 
pHshed  lingnist.  It  was  really  touching  to  hear  as  a  living  language  spoktMi  by 
this  Bishop  of  the  Church  that  Syriac  (Aramaic)  tongue,  which  even  our  dear 
Lord  Himself  had  used  as  a  vernacular  tongue,  and  iu  which  the  most  precious 
versions  of  Holy  Scripture,  and  of  the  early  Liturgies,  are  still  extant.

He  had  been  to  me  a  friend  fur  more  than 
thirty  years.  Years  ago  it  was  my  privilege  to  give  him  the  Blessed  IkMiedietion 
of  tho  Holy  Ghost  in  the  Laying  on  of  Hands.  He  was  the  inw^l  and  moNt  un- 
faltering of  friends.  I  thank  God  on  every  remembrance  of  him.  aiid  pray  that 
perpetnal  light  may  shine  upon  him.

Lambeth  Confkrexcb. 

What  action,  it  any,  the  Convention  may  t.ike  in  reference  to  the  Lambeth 
Conference,  1  do  not  know.  I  left  London  before  the  closing  services  were  held. 
I  attended  the  meetings  of  tiic  Committee,  of  which  I  was  a  member,  '•  On  the 
Mutual  Relations  of  the  Dioceses  and  Branches  of  the  Anglican  Communion." 

"  The  attention  of  this  Committee  was  directed  to  the  danger  of  important  di- 
vergencies with  regard  to  matters  t»f  doctrines,  as  well  as  forms  of  worship,  be- 
ing introduced  among  the  Anglican  Churches  bv  the  possible  assumption  on  the 
part  of  each  Province  or  Diocese  of  the  power  of  revising  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.  Such  divergencies  might  be  injurious  to  the  Church  at  large,  and 
would  certainly  interfere  with  the  mutual  relations  of  different  parts."  The  dis- 
cussion in  Committee  brought  out  strongly  the  fact  that  the  offices  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  as  well  as  the  Creeds,  the  Catechism,  and  the  decisions  of  the  Councils, 
are  the  Church'.s  standard  of  Doctrine.  Among  the  offices  of  the  Church,  so 
rec(»gnizeci.  are  not  only  the  Baptismal  and  Communicm  Services,  but  the  Or- 
dinal, the  Order  for  ('onfirniation,  the  office  for  Hoi}'  Matrimony,  and  the  Order 
f(»r  the  Visitation  of  the  Sick,  as  containing  the  four  points  of  Orders,  Confirma- 
tion, Christian  Marriage,  aud  Ab.-^olulii'n. 

There  was  no  thought  of  reflecting  on  the  action  of  our  own  Church  for  what 
it  had  d(m«*.  or  f<*r  any  future  action  in  the  matter  of  revision.  The  Com- 
mittee say.  ••  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Committee  to  lay  down  rules 
as  to  the  powers  of  the  ditferent  branches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  in  this 
matter,  or  as  to  the  lirioof  action  which  they  onght  to  follow.  This  remark  ap-

I  quote  this  in  view  o!*lhe  fai.t  tiiat  many  pii'dj<ji»i»iis  are  beiii>r  l.-<:ii'd  Ip-m 
the  Presp,  nrj^ing  the  use  oi  unfcrmi,nli*d  L'rape  j'licc  -.n  riie  lUe.'-od  Sju-:an.eni. 
Of  course  I  feel  that  it  wtmld  b»*  vi-rj'  ailvi.^ablo  !'.»r  i.h«.!  (.i<'ri:\  t\>  id>iain  copies 
of  the  encyclical  Letter  and  r;*ail  ;t  l<>  thrir  r('n«rrc^it.i.»n>. 

I  thank  God  that  I  was  perniitted  to  attend  tli;^  ro'ir-.-rencu.  li  was  niy  priv- 
ilege to  attend  the  Conference  in  IStiT.  sumnioned  by  the  saintly  ArchbJNhop 
Longlcy.  liN^hat  a  char.ge  in  the  Church.  ^^  hat  a  growilj  v.f  Anfjli'ian  (.'Ijiis- 
tianity  has  been  witnessed  ^ince  the  year  1>!67.*  ••  I  believe  in  one  Catlndic 
atid  Apostolic  Church,  one  Baptism,  one  Kesurrvction.  one  Lil'e  Etonnil."  What 
was  it  but  the  realization  of  the  very  connnissicm  of  the  Apostles,  •'  witnes.ses  un- 
to Him  "  from  the  ends  of  the  earth  and  ••  unto  the  ends  of  tlie  earth  T'  It  was 
a  moment  of  a  life-time,  never  to  occur  apiiu  t^  all  of  ns  who  were  there,  and 
with  an  impressiveness  which.  ]dease  C(.d.  can  never  fade  away. 

And  then  came  the  Iar>t  service  altouellicr.  in  rhi;  fireat  Cathedral  of  London, 
whose  splendid  spaces  are  so  well  adapted  for  the  <;ai]H» ring,  the  pnicession.  and 
the  accomniodati(m  of  a  "great  company  i»f  preaclier^."  Theio  were  at  lea*l 
one  hundred  and  thirty  Bishops,  e^ch  nith  his  Cliapluin  :  and  !»eaides  thc^e.  tlio 
Cathedral  Clergy,  largo  delegaticms  from  the  lJou.scs  (d'  C(mv«»cation  of  York  and 
Canterbury,  wearing  their  robe.^ :  and  members  oi  the  Bouse  of  Layunn.  The 
members  of  Convociition  wnre  all  hoated  in  the  great  Choir,  while  the  Dome  and 
the  Xavo  to  the  west  door  v, as  tilled  with  the  ci(»»vd  cf  wiirhliippers.  and  that 
means  at  least  three  thousand  pcoj>lc.  The  procc^^joit.  iho  Archbifthop  being  at 
the  end,  of  course,  moved  wp  the  Nave  duiii'g  lin.-  .in/introi  "  The  Church's 
One  Foundation,"  and.  having  taken  their  plaee.s.  the  celelualiou  of  the  llcdy 
Communion  began,  the  Archbi.-lutp  being  the  celebrant.  To-'  much  caunoi  be 
said  about  the  wonderful  j^ecision  with  which  evevyV\i\u\^>\vvs  \».rx\xv\c^W^x^^,^i^ 
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Minor  Canon  Knsse],  nor  can  too  much  be  said  of  the  cdmplete  thoroughness 
(due  largely  to  the  Dean  of  TVindsor),  with  which  everj  convenient  arrangement 
was  made  for  the  whole  conduct  of  the  Conference  everywhere.  The  sermon  of 
the  Archbishop  of  York  addressed  itself  with  very  practical  power  to  the  great 
social  problems  of  the  du}*.  At  least  five  hundred  people  communicated.  The 
music  was  what  it  always  is  at  St.  Pauls,  perfect.  And  after  the  benediction, 
the  Te  Deum  in  Gounod's  settin«r  of  it.  was  a  fit  utterance  of  faith  and  thanks- 
giving, with  which  we  separated,  after  a  month  of  clos^o  and  constant  and  inti- 
mate communion,  to  be  scattered  again  over  the  'Wholc  world." 

And  yet,  while  there  was  so  much  to  bo  thaukful  for.  such  eauite  for  abundant 
thanksgiving,  there  wa>  one  mattei  untouclied  by  the  Conference — perhaps 
wisely — about  which  mai.y,  ii'  iwt  ;il!.  the  l^ish(>ps  fell  deeply.  I  refer  to  the  per 
seeutioii  of  the  Bi.-hop  of  Liiioolu,  out*  of  the  >airillie>t  of  men.  and  one  of  the 
noblest  Bishops  of  the  (hun-li  of  I'Jnglaud.  i  adojit  the  language  of  Canon 
Farrar.  Canon  Fanar  .vays:  *•  .V  Hi.-iliop  thought  it  right,  no  doubt  with  perfect 
conscientiousness,  to  adopt  two  or  three  small  poiMt>  of  ritual,  and  he  was  prose- 
cuted for  this,  r  believe  if  St.  Vi\\\\  and  St.  John  coiild  have  been  told  that  such 
would  have  boen  the  subject  predominantly  oi-oupying  the  thoughts  of  a  great 
hi^toric  Church,  they  \vo;;!d  have  wrung  their  hands  and  wept.  Was  Xero  fid- 
dling during  the  barnin;:  nf  Ifdme  a  bidder  speciav-le  ihau  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land plungiujr  into  sneh  (iue.-iii<)n>.  without,  enough  sense  or  charity  to  put  an 
end  to  them,  while  scepticism  ajul  immorality  ^\  ere  rank  1  Wa.*  there  uo  voice 
to  say  ;  •  Ye  are  Ireth/en.   why  do  llie.^e  things  ?*  " 

r.MVKRSiTV    OK   TH»i    SOL'TH. 

The  Board  of  Trusi«»es  of  the  Iniversity  of  the  South    has  employed  Mr.  Silas 
McBee  as  a  Commissioner  to  r;i;>e  an  endowment    for  the  Univendty.     I  do  not 
think  thai  our  people  are  su:li<ient!r  alive  to  the  im[)(»rtauce  of  Christian  ednci- 
tion  for  our  sons  and  our  dar.ghter.v     The    Institute   at  Columbia  has  for  a  half 
century  and  more  been  doing  inmli.  and  never   more  than  now,  under  its  admi- 
rable Rector,  for  the  training  (»f  the  daughters  of  the  Church.      At  Sewanee  we 
have  an  institution  where  no  youth  need  go  a.stray,  and  where  he  lives  secure,  at 
least  from  unnatural  and  artiticial  exposures  to  temptation,  under  the  uplifting 
and  educating  maternity  of  the  Church.      One  of  our  oldest   Univeraitiei  has 
been  openly  arraigned  in  a  popular  magazine  for  the  excesses  which  are  said  to 
be  more  than  tolerated  among  its  students,  and  for  the  influences  that  annraund 
them  and  encourage  their  debauchery.     The  Bish(»p  ofTTestem  Kew  York,  ia 
speaking  of  this,  says  in  his  address  to  his  Convention,    "  The  extravagance 
which  is  there  indulged,  and  the  habits  inconsistent  with  study  and  good  monls 
which  are  there  too  frequently  formed,  with  no  coimterbalancing  Christian  pria* 
ciple,  or  Church  influences,  to  arrest  the  inevitable  consequences,   wonld  makv 
me  afiraid  to  subject  a  son  to  r^uch  an  institution  as  Harvard  is  jost  now."  *  e  * 
"  Has  she  driven  out  discipline  and  let  mad  riot  in,  thus  debasing  her  ethical 
standard  t    If  so,  we  need  the  old  Athenian  law,  though  not  administered  as  it 
was  te  Socrates.    Some  of  its  doetrinaircs  should  be  made  to  drink  the  hemleek 
of  a  righteous  popular  reprobation  for  corrupting  the  morals  of  youth."    In  all 
its  chief  departments  the  University  of  the  South  is  adequately  supplied,  and  no 
where  in  the  land  are  more  thoroughly  furnished   Professors  to  be  fonnd.    The 
whole  tone  and  atmosphere  of  the  place  is  such  as  to  develope  manly  Chriatfia 
gentlemen.    I  sincerely  trusllYiLBkX. x\v^  ^mxi^*  v>l  vt\i^  ^stif«xjy»s^  ^^^uxion  will 
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more  ax^  more  realize  the  advantages  wo  possess  at  Sewanee  over  aoj  aud  all 
edooational  ingtitations  in  the  cuantry,  and  that  the  day  id  not  distant  when  all 
oor  professorahips  will  be  abuntantly  endowed. 

Revision  of  the  Canons  ok  the  Diocksb. 

For  years  past  I  have  felt,  in  common  with  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  that 
oor  present  Canons  are  wretchedly  deficient  and  inadeqaate.  As  things  are, 
eaiA  man  is  largely  a  law  unto  himself,  and  I  strongly  advise  the  appointment 
of  a  Committee,  who  shall  consider  the  whole  question  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese  and  prenent  a  carefully-considered  report  to  our  next 
CoDvention.  The  Committee  should  bo  so  located  that  the  members  may  hold 
frequent  consultations  during  the  Couventioual  year. 

Church  Uall  fok  Coloukd  Students. 

It  was  decided  by  the  "  Church  Commis«it)n  for  Work  Among  the  Colored 
People"  to  purchase  property  in  Waphiugton.  !>.  C.  and  to  establish  a  Church 
School  in  eonnection  with  Howard  T7niver8iry.  Property  costing  $20,000  has 
accordingly  been  secured,  and  that  School  will,  wc  may  trust,  soon  be  put  in 
thorough  working  order.  For  myself.  I  felt  \iivy  strongly  that  far  greater  ad- 
vantages were  offered  in  Nashville,  and  that  the  School  should  be  bnilt  in  oon- 
nection  with  Fisk  University.  T  did  not  hcsitat«  to  present  my  views  through 
the  New  York  Churchman.  The  result  has  been  that  F  have  been  .<%Hpplied  with 
funds  for  the  purchase  ol  a  lot  adjoining  ih^  proprrty  of  Fisk  University,  and  a 
friend  has  placed  in  my  hand.s  ^li.OOO  far  tlio  enaction  of  a  Church  Hall,  ifash- 
▼ille  presents  peculiar  advantjijres  in  its  central  location — in  the  fact  that  it  has 
lieen  selected  by  the  various  n?iigioiis  bodi-'s  as  th«^  st*.it  for  their  educational  ef- 
forts. The  Baptists  have  the  Kcg^r  Willlanis  rnivitrsily  :  the  Methodists,  Cen- 
tral University  :  while  th(^  large.^t  (»l  tlic-'  in-t.ituti'^^is.  Kisk  University,  is  "un- 
denominational.'' Then,  too.  ihf*  moral  atinospbtr*!  of  Nashville  is  vastly  supe- 
rior to  that  of  Washington.  1  communicated  my  plan  to  my  dear  Brother,  the 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  and  he  replied  lu  my  iett^T  a.^  follows  : 

•'  I  am  deeply  grateful  that  there  1-  a  nnispect  of  a  Hall  at  Fisk  University. 
I  believe  it  is  the  place  of  ail  other.-,  and  mure,  that  there  is  no  place  in  the 
United  States  which  has  prcator  advanta.u:es  r'.»r  this  blessed  work.  It  will  be 
remos'ed  from  the  political  atm(»spluTc  :  i*  ^\i!I  ci»tch  the,  inspiration  of  other 
schools:  it  will  be  les^  expensive:  ii  i>  ::nMe  central,  and  f  believe  all  its  asso- 
ciations will  be  healthier.     Vit;:  have  my  earnest  support  and  good  wishes." 

I  hope  to  lay  the  foundaiior.  stone  "i"  our  Church  Hall  shortly  after  this  Con- 
vention adjourn  >:. 

Mrs.  Florence  Miller  Jame.-ou  has  placed  in  my  hands  the  sum  of  $1,000,  the 
interest  of  which  is  to  he  applied  to  Missions  in  Tennessee.  It  is  a  loving  me- 
morial of  her  exctller.t  father,  the  lute  Wiley  H.  Miller.  For  the  present  I  have 
invested  the  fund  in  .>afe  hands,  and  have  received  SoO  interest,  which  1  have  ap- 
plied to  the  Mission  at  Koark".-  Ct>vc. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  ask  tlmt  the  next  Convenliou  of  the  Diocese  may  be 
held  at  St.  Paul's-on-the-Monntain,  Sewanee.  It  will  be  in  the  twenty-fifth 
year  of  my  Episcopate.  I  need  not  say  there  hfivc  been  many  changes  among 
the  Clerg}'  since  the  bepinuing  of  my  Episcopate  in  18G5.  The  Rev.  Thos.  W. 
Humes,  S.  T.  D.,  ordained  iu  1845.  the  Kev.  Charles  F.  Collins,  ordained  in 
1853,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Gray,  D.  D.,  ordained  iu  1859,  have  never  changed 
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their  caui'iiical  rt'sidencf.  Tbo  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Kioggold  was  a  member  of 
thift  Couveution  tlu?  year  of  my  election.  lie  ohauged  his  canonical 
resiilciico.  but  made  all  our  hearts  glad  by  returning  to  us.  So  that  I  may  Bay 
that  there  are  four  Clergymen  now  merabers  of  the  Diocese  who  were  my  "fel- 
low-helper>"  when,  in  fear  and  trembling,  I  accepted  the  Kpiscopate  and  was 
cons(UTati'd  Bihhf»j.>  (»t'Ter.ne<;M'<'.  Trie  liCxt  meeting  of  this  Convention  will  be 
in  some  hort  a  fea-st  ofcommeninnititm.  and  I  shall  ajipoint  the  Rev.  Charles  F. 
Collins,  the  oldest  l*iic<t  now  \a  a<  tive  work,  to  preach  the  Convention  sermon, 
in  which  I  trust  he  will  tell  iIh;  >tory  of  the  Diocese  from  the  date  of  its  organi- 
zftlion.  I  shall  app(tiiit  a  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  next  Convention,  in  the 
hopo  that  sowjc  plan  tor  a  moro  g-tneral  Episcopal  oversight  of  the  Jarisdictiou 
may  be  proscntt-d.  eiiher  b}  tin-  clcciion  i»f  a  Suffragan  Bish<»p,  or  by  the  di- 
vision of  the  Dit)r»\>c. 

At  the  lu'it  Ci'nn'iition  a  Comn.iLtet!  was  appointed,  under  a  Resolution  offered 
by  the  Uev.  Mr.  l.'umbell.  to  which  the  question  of  tbe  endowment  of  tho  Epis- 
copate was  r«;l*erre(l.  with  instructions  to  brii.g  the  matter  before  tho  whole 
Churcfi  in  Tenueirs»;e  at  the  carl!>">t  pos«iiblo  moment.  That  '•earlie.'^t  moment" 
has  not  yet  arrived,  and  we  may  therefore  con.«idcr  the  Committee  discharged. 
We  may  hope  that  the  Cvnnmitlce  to  be  appointed  will  wisely  consider  what  i8 
be.^t  to  be  done,  and  be  prompt  in  action.

Snice  the  la-t  meeting  t»r  this  c'onvention  the  Church  ha8  been  called  upon  to 
niuurn  th«;  hws  of  thn.M^  noble  Bi>hups— the  earnest  and  devoted  Bishop  Brown, 
«»f  l\)iul  ciu  Luc.  the  -ainlly  Hi»h<»p  Welle^.  of  Wilwaukec,  and  the  scholarly 
Bishfip  Harris,  of  Michigar..  Tl.c.sc  were  all  men  of  mark — men  who  illastrated 
their  high  t)lTice  by  ihcir  hf>!y  lives  and  faithful  labor.-'.  A  Committee  will 
doubtless  be  i  alieil  for  to  ]-:.;•  o  on  rec«>rd  tho  sonse  of  thi.s  body  in  reference  to 
the  ^'rcui  lo.-v  the  Chuvch  .it  l.irgc  has  su-taincd  by  their  death.

The  Committee  bear  te.>tinu)i:y  \o  tJi.*  faithful  and  paiustakiug  work  of  the 
Treasurer.  Mr.  E.  F.  Sevi«*r.  w!io  dt^sorves  iln»  apprijciatioii  of  the  Conventiou 
tor  faithful  aud  effi'/itnt  survive.  His  re]K)rl  submitted  to  us  shows  a  debt,  ur- 
gently pressing.  t«»  the  amo mt-  of  .WjO.OO.  ar.d  nominal  assets  to  amount  of 
87-0.84.     These  Jissets  miv  rraiizo  about  ?400.')0.  but  hardiv  more. 

This  seems  quit^'  a  small  debt,  bu^  your  Committee  feel  obliged  to  remind  the 
Couventiou  that  while  l*ari>hes  antl  individnuls.  from  time  to  time,  have  to  deal 
with  large  transactions  in  the  way  of  materia!  Church  work,  the  Convention  is 
enclosed  in  narrow  limits,  and  ( annot  be  c^Kisidcred  in  thv  same  wav. 

It  receives  attention  lor  a  few  hours  «in:y  in  e\*ery  yi*ar  from  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  the  IMocesp.  Their  olfi'o:*.  the  Tr•^•l^unM^  can  do  nothing  in  the  inter- 
val save  endeavor  to  gather  wiiat  is  promised,  and  vender  proper  account 
therefor. 

The  work  of  Parishes,  So^'ii-ti.'s.  individual -s.  has  ali  thv  weight  that  the  zeal, 
enthusiasm,  emulation  or  pride,  .itlier  «'f  bicality  or  personality,  may  afford  ; 
and  your  Committee  beg  to  bt?  iiMder>to  )(1  as  not  underrating  ail  the  good 
therein,  either  in  motive  or  result  but  wi>b  merely  to  empbasize  the /«<•/ that, 
while  the  demands  which  (•hi>t»-r  arou'id  loealit}-  aud  personality,  congrega- 
tions aud  individual  members  have  to  baek  and  sustain  t[:em  in  ever  present 
self:  the  great  demands  of  the  mnfitrrimj  umt  have  n<»thing  behind  but  denial 
of  self  aud  surrender  of  the  m.-rn-M  r  to  I  he  bodv  f-n-  the  good  of  all.

The  Par- 
ibhes  or  ccmgregation**  compo-i!i;;  tlu-  Convention  .-h(»uld   regard  their  ol)Iigatiou 
to  the  Couventiim  (representing  iliem  all.i  asof  higher  and  prin;ary  eonsideratiun 
and  superior  to  local  dennmd-. 

If  the  Convention  sutfer  in  its  iiiteirrity.  xw^ry  part  and  member  is  atfected. 

Your  Committee  recall  that  some  years  ago  the  Conv(;ntion  drifl«-d  into  debt 
to  the  amount  i>f  nearly  ??">. 000.1 '0.  I'niil  that  burden  wa-  removed  tiie  ener- 
gies of  the  Conventii»n  were  p.ir  .■;.  Z'd.  and  its  menibers  dislieartened. 

That  burden  was  renn»ved  by  e.JrionlinaiT  efioil.  ihoiigli  it  lonk  long  years 
to  do  it,  and  by  great  car^^  for  a  ;:i!:..-  any  -leiicit  in  the  T.easary  was  prevented. 

For  tw»»  years  past,  however.  :.naly>i^  o!"  the  Trea-iurer's  Knjmrts  show  that 
the  Convention  is  dritting  again  into  di-i/t.  by  iiu^rea^ing  expenditures  and  de- 
creasing appropriations  or  asses^nu-nts. 

Your  t'oiamittee  do  not  desire  t>  be  ii;ider>tood  as  taking  i.s.-.ue  with  the  iu- 
crcaso  made  in  expenditures,  and  reasons  therefor.  They  only  earnestly  in.Mst 
aud  hiibmit  that  such  increase  should  be  aecompanied  always  hx  a  correspond- 
ing increase  of  the  meau?«  of  payment. 
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Tour  Committee  believe  that  an  assessment  of  $5,000.00  on  the  Parishes  will 
be  necessary  to  insnre  the  Convention  from  debt  by  next  meeting  ;  and  urgent- 
ly submit  that  the  Assessment  Committee  should  not  make  an  assessment  ag- 
gregating under  that,  (certainly  not  less  than  ^^500.00,)  and  that  this  should  be 
made  with  reasonable  assurance  of  payment,  and  not  be  filled  out  bj  amounts 
from  non-paying  points. 

The  Treasurer's  Keport  is  appended  as  a  part  of  this,  and  following  resolutions 
recommended  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Assessment  Committee  levy  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  Conven- 
tion purposes  ior  the  ensuing  year. 

RcifoU'ed,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  be  elected 
by  the  Convention,  who  shall  meet,  confer,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention  a 
method  or  s3^stoni  for  adoption  by  the  Convention  in  regard  to  its  finances.  That 
said  Committee  have  power  to  till  vacancies  and  add  to  it<»  membership,  if  it  de- 
sires to  do  so. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  Barnwell  Legacie.*,  referred  to  thi.s  Committee, 
we  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  order  made  at  the  last  Convention,  in  regard  to  the  fund  of 
$2,468.30  for  Home  Missions,  bo  in  all  respects  riMiewed  as  contained  in  Kesoln- 
tions  on  pages  64-5,  Journal  of  1888. 

i^e«o?(Y(f,  That  as  to  the  fund  of  $6,045.00,  b»iug  the  University  Scholarship 
Fund,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  together  with  the  Fiiiauce  Committee  of  this 
Convention,  bo  requested  to  secure  the  said  fund,  in  co-operation  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  so  as  to  effectually  carry  out  the 
trust,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention  the  dispositicm  made  of  it ;  and  to  this 
end  that  the  Bishop  and  Finance  Committee  havt^  full  j/v>\vit  and  authority,  and 
their  joint  receipt  executed  to  Kev.  Telfair  Hodj^son.  adiiiinistrator.  will  be 
recognized  by  the  Convention  as  a  vomrher.  givoii  in  iis  name  ihf ri'lor.

4,  page 
65  of  the  Jourual  of  18>8,  in  tx^'cutiug  a  sufficient  bcmd  for  the  receipts  of  these 
legacies,  they  have  laid  in  tho  American  National  Bank,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  in 
cash,  for  over  a  year,  at  a  loss  to  the  funds  of  over  $500  as  interest. 

(3).  The  $6,000,  which  was  to  go  to  the  Church  Home  in  Memphis  eventual- 
ly, hta  been  invested  in  bond  and  mortgage  upon  first-class  property  in  Nash- 
ville. This  was  done  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Goodwin,  of  Nashville,  who 
Is  well  versed  in  the  value  of  property  there. 

The  money  was  loaned  to  Mr.  R.  D,  Goodlet,  upon  a  mortgage  on  certain 
property  in  that  city  belonging  to  him,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  administrator  did  this  upon   his  own   responsibility,    s(»  that  C<d.  R.  C 
Barnwell,  who  had  a  life  interest  in  the  fund,  should  not  be  bereft  of  his  stipend 
in  his  old  age. 

The  administrator  does  not  wish,  as  he  stated  in  his  report  last  year,  to  be- 
come Trustee  to  this  fund,  and  ^ill  gladly  turn  it  over  to  any  person  the  Con- 
vention may  appoint  for  this  purpose. 

The  Trustee  for  the  fund  will  be  required  to  give  sufficient  bond  in  double  the 
amount. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Nashville,  May  15th,  1889. 

To    the   Clergy  ami   Laity    of  the   Diovcsv.   .sitting  in   Couvvyifion  at  Pulaski, 
May  loth.    1889: 

I  beg  leave  to  report  that  since  the  last  Convention  much  valuable  information 
has  been  added  to  the  History.     Impossible  to  specif}',  however. 
The  materials  left  of  the  txmei^  ot  "B\ft\vc\v  0^.^v  ti.T^\v\N?c^\ft  ^usi.    The  Biahop 
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him»elf  left  uo  writtea  records  that  can  be  reached.  A  clause  in  bis  Will  says, 
''I  strictly  forbid  any  publication  of  my  MSS.  sermons  and  private  papers,"  so 
that  we  are  almost  limited  to  the  Journals  of  the  earlier  Conventions. 

When  the  Diocese  was  in  its  infancy*  but  little  care  was  taken  in  preserving 
materials  that  go  to  make  up  history. 

First  settlers  are  generally  employed  in  making  arrangements  for  the  preserva- 
tion oflifO;  the  acquisition  of  property  and  personal  comfort.  When  property  is 
secare,  men  acquire  leisure  for  thought  and  investigation,  and  then  comes  a  de- 
sire to  trace  existing  institutions  from  rude  beginnings  up  to  present  forms. 

I  have  gathered  some  information  (and  want  more,)  pertaining  to  the  lives  of 
many  of  the  pious  persons  who  have  been  instrumental  in  organizing  Parishes, 
building  Churches  and  supporting  a  Ministry.  We  are  indebted  to  them  for 
many  of  our  present  blessings  and  future  hopes.  The  history  of  a  Parish  would 
be  imperfect  and  incomplete  without  giving  some  account  of  them. 

The  best  history  is  biography.  In  Science  and  Engineering  the  best  record  of 
ideas  is  found  in  the  lives  of  the  men  who  held  them.    It  is  a  history  of  progress. 

The  general  plan  of  the  History,  as  commenced  and  commended  by  the  last 
Convention,  is  being  carried  out,  -and  the  work  is  growing  in  size  and  interest, 
and  always  open  for  inspection  to  those  who  desire  to  contribute  such  historical 
matter  as  they  may  have.  P.  M.  Radford.

E.  E.  Barthell,  Jr.,  read 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

In  presenting  this  report  your  Committee  begs  leave  again  to  emphasize  most 
pointedly  its  twice-told  told  tale  as  regards  Christian  education.  Its  importance 
from  the  nursery  to  manhood  cannot  be  too  often  and  too  strongly  impressed 
QpoQ  the  minds  and  hearts  of  Christian  people.  It  is  the  only  sure  foundation 
to  morals,  and  the  only  certain  assurance  to  good  citizenship  and  pure  social 
life.  It  is  encouraging,  therefore,  to  note  the  good  progress  made  in  our  schooU 
since  the  Convention  last  met. 

THE   UNIVERSITY   OK  THE   SOUTH. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  University  has  been  eminently  success- 
ful, considering  the  circumstances  under  which  it  has  been  conducted. 

The  fact  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  to  the  various  Dioceses  from  which  the 
University  draws  its  principal  patronage,  and  to  which  it  looks  principally  for 
support,  that  no  institution  of  higher  learning  can  be  permanently  conducted 
without  endowment.  The  question  is  often  asked,  why  the  Grammar  Schools 
of  our  Church  are  so  successful,  and  why  our  C(»lleges  and  Universities  seem  to 
drag  out  a  miserable  existence. 

The  answer  is  simple.  It  is,  that  the  Preparatory  Schools  are  more  than  self- 
supporting,  while  Colleges,  apart  from  endowment  or  State  subsidy,  cannot  pos- 
sibly support  themselves. 

The  support  of  the  University  of  the  South  so  far  has  been  from  the  surplus  of 
its  very  flourishing  Grammar  School  Department.  But  this  state  of  affairs  can- 
not last  much  longer.  There  is  even  now  a  crying  need  for  decent  buildings  to 
house  our  students  for  eduoational  and  spiritual  purposes.  We  sorely  need  bet- 
ter class-rooms  and  better  Chapel  accommodations. 

A  step  is  being  taken  in  this  direction  through  the  agency  of  Mr.  Silas  MoBee, 
under  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  in  August,  1888.  Mr. 
McBee,  it  is  understood,  has  subscriptions  looking  towards  permanent  endow- 
ment of  the  University  to  the  amount  of  about  fifty  thousand  dollars,  but  this  is 
scarcely  the  beginning  of  the  endow.ment  that  is  actually  needed  to  make  a  com- 
plete success  of  this  valuable  institution.  The  effort  in  this  direction  should  not 
begin  to  cease  until  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  has  not  only  been  subscribed, 
but  actually  collected. 

THBOLOOICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

In  lieu  of  a  vested  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department,  * 
the  various  Dioceses  interested  in  the  work  at  Sewanee  have  undertaken  to  sub- 
scribe enough  each  year  to  support  this  Department.    The  Theological  Depart- 
ment submits  a  statement  of  receipts  up  to  date,   and  Tef^^^cl^wWy  x^t^^^V^  '^^^t 
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Convention  to  consider  the  same.  As  little  interest  has  been  manifested  by 
many  Parishes,  and  some  Dioceses,  in  the  matter  of  the  sapport  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Department,  the  present  plan  of  sapport  has,  nevertheless,  proved  itself  an 
entirely  practicable  one.  The  Professors  have  never  received  the  fhll  amoimt  of 
their  salaries  promised  them,  but  they  have  succeeded  in  living  upon  what  they 
have  received,  and  they  feel  that  all  that  is  required  to  enable  them  to  do  so 
with  less  anxiety  and  more  comlort  is  only  that  what  is  being  done  shonld  be 
done  with  a  little  more  certainty  and  regularit3^  We  have  the  right  to  ask  that 
the  Church  shall  assure  itself  whether  the  Department  is  not  faithfully  and  loy- 
ally discharging  the  trusts  committed  to  it;  and  if  it  is  doing  so,  then  that  the 
obligation  to  support  it  shall  be  remembered  and  met.  Xo  very  great  increase 
of  even  the  present  interest  and  efforts  in  its  behalf  is  needed  to  very  materially 
lighten  its  difficulties  and  increase  its  efficiency  ;  and  we  pray  your  Convention, 
and  the  indiridual  members  of  it,  to  exert  themselves  to  that  end.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Addiieaa  re- 
lating to  the  deaths  of  the  Bishops  of  Milwaukee,  Fond  du  Lac,  and  Miobifao, 
have  been  impressed  with  the  solemnity  of  the  duty  assigned  to  them. 

The  two  first-named  Vri'lates  were  born  within  twelve  months  of  each  oUier, 
consecrated  within  a  year  of  the  same  time,  and  were  called  to  their  reat  io  th^ 
same  year,  and  from  the  same  State  of  Wisconsin,  which  contaiiis  bot  the  two 
Sees  thus  rendered  vat-ant  togetlie r.  These  iinbie  servants  of  G«»d,  these  ts^o 
hard-working  men,  were  indeed  "  luvi-ly  an'l  i'!ea>ani  in  their  lives.''  and,  io 
their  deaths,  wcredividod  from  eiicli  «»Lher  bv  bu;  a  v«;rv  little  time. 

Edward  iCaudoiph  AVciles,  tliird  I{i-h«»p  o['  ^^  isi.'Ojisiu.  and  first  <»f  Milwaokee, 
was  born  iu  1S3U.  and  coa^eciaied  lJi.>h<)p  in  1^74.  Ho  was  a  man  of  singularlj 
sweet  disposition,  and  of  iiroul  h«  Hihjs-!.  Ih*.  i»;vs^e<l  to  his  reward  through  miudi 
tribulation,  on  the  'JOth  cfOctubtv.  l>S.s. 

John  Henry  Ho!)art  llrowi].  flr.-l  liishop  <»f  Foul  du  Lac.  wjis  bom  in  1831, 
and  consf'cratod  Bishop  m  1S75.  Faithfully,  loyally,  and  a>siduou8l3%  he  per- 
formed the  onerous  duties  of  his  high  office,  and  was  called  to  the  rest  of  Ptom- 
dise  (.n  the  2nd  of  Mav.  1888. 

Samuel  Smith  Harris  was  born  in  1S41.  and  consecrated  Bishop  of  Michigan  in 
1879.  He  was  a  man  of  great  strength  and  nobility  of  character,  and  adminia- 
tered  the  affairs  of  his  large  Diocese  with  marked  energy  and  ability.  Hedged 
in  Lond<m  in  188^^,  whil>t  in  attendance  at  the  T^ambeth  Conference,  deeply  aad 
deservedly  lamented  not  only  iu  his  own  Diocese,  but  throughout  the  coantiy. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  thr  loUowing  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  desires  to  place  ou  record  its  sense  of  the  em- 
inent and  righteous  services  of  the  late  Bishops  of  Milwaukee  and  Fond  da  Lac, 
and  of  the  loss  sustained  by  their  Dioceses ;  at  the  same  time  acknowled^ij^ 
with  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  the  happy  election  of  successors  to  the  |ate 
Bishops  who  promise  to  be  worthy. 

Resolved,  That  this  Couveutiou  desires  to  express  its  deep  sympathy  with  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan  upon  the  loss  sustained  by  it  in  the  death  of  its  eminent  and 
noble  Biahop.

Dnri  p  tho  jmst  Ctmvi»aiioii»il  viNir  Ihort*  have  heoii  thn*e  uieeling.s  »»<  re- 
quired l»y  the  CjiiioM — ill*'  lirsi  ut  Dii-k-nu),  July  8-11.  Servio»8  h«*n».  aud  at 
Charlotte,  a  neigbborinie  town,  were  well  itttended.  At  tbii*  iiiectiu|;  the  iirst 
hte[»rt  went  taken  tiiwarils  the  e^tiiltli^hmiMtt  ot'u  CoiiviK^ational  paper.

The  ('onvtKatii>n  had  the  plea>ure  of  p(>rnsing  the  first 
number  of  the '^Convocation  Mes>««*nger.''  and  at  once  adopted  the  same  as  its 
otficial  organ.  Ou  the  closing  night  of  the  session,  Archdeac«»n  Perry  made  an 
eiiraest  and  eloquent  address  on  the  "  Work  of  the  Church  anxMig  the  Colored 
People.'* 

The  third  at  Tnllnhoma.  April  15-17.  The  nttendnnce  4»f  the  Clergy  at  thn 
meeting  was  uupn'cedenlly  ialgl^  At  the  opetnng  of  the  sension,  on  Tuesda}* 
nigiit.  the  Bi.-'hop  of  the  Diocese  was  present,  pi*esidiNl,  and  addressed  the  Con* 
Vocation  in  w<»rds  which  deeply  inipres-Ncd  us  all.  lie  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion the  next  ui(»rning,  but  was  called  away  soon  afterwards  to  attend  the 
meeting  <»f  the  Knoxville  Convtication.  a  he  weather  was  against  us  all  the 
time,  but.  in  spite  id  it,  the  congregations  were  good  fr«>m  first  tt>  last. 

Thest*  meetiiig'<  were  projlui-live  of  niuoU  gcMal.  The  visiting  Clergy  were  re- 
fre.-»hcd  and  strenglheneil  by  the  bright  anil  hearty  services  appointed  for  thei)C' 
ca>ion,  and  gladly  availed  ihems.'lves  of  the  opportunity  ol  iexchanging  views 
with  regard  ti»  the  be>t  meiluuls  «»f  pro.secuting  the  great  work  entrusted  to 
their  special  care,  while  the  Parishes  and  Missions  visited  were  sliired  up  to  a 
deeper  interest  in  that  Missionary  work  which  lies  so  cb»se  to  the  hearts  of  us  all. 

II. — RKIM)RT  OF   MISSIOXARV    WORK    WITHIN   THK   CONVOCATION. 

This  report  is  based  on  written  reports  of  the  Clergy,  and  should  embrace  all 
work  which  has  been  carried  on,  strictlv  outside  of  i'arochial  lines,  withiu  the 
bounds  of  the  Convocation.  The  Veu.  R.  E.  Metcalf,  Archdeacon  of  this  Con- 
vocali«>u,  writes  that  he  has  held  two  services,  monthh',  at  Gallatin,  AVhite 
Chapel,  Dickson  aud  Cumberland  Furnace:  and  one  service,  uumthl}',  at  Ash< 
wood,  Mt.  Pleasant.  Williamsp«»rt  and  Cross  Bridges,  lie  has  [also  held  services 
at  Charh'ltc,  Centreville  and  Mulberry,  where  no  services  of  the  Church  had 
ever  before  been  held.  During  the  year  he  has  celebrated  Diviue  Services  KiO 
times  ;  preached  and  delivered  I'A  sernums  aud  addresses  ;  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist  in  public  4.')  times,  and  in  private  3  times;  baptized  11  persous  (6 
adults  and  5  infants);  otiiciated  at  one  wedding  and  tour  funerals,  and  presented 
ft>r  Conlirmatitui  twenty -four  candidates.  He  has  receuth*  opened  a  Missiou  at 
Spriugtield.  under  most  auspicious  circumstances.  One  hundred  and  tweuty- 
live  were  present,  morning  and  night.  Kesp(»nse8  were  grand.  Six  communi- 
cants at  this  point.  He  thinks  that  a  good  Mission  could  be  built  up  there.  Ho 
has  held  a  seven-days'  Mission  at  ('umberland  Furnace  and  Fayetteville.  In 
doing  this  work  he  has  travelled  nearly  8,000  miles,  a  good  deal  of  which  has 
been  tiverlaud  in  buggies  and  on  horseback.  He  has  given  the  H<dy  Coniinu- 
uiou  to  about  150,   and  preached  to  about  500  souls  each  month.     He  has  taken 
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Offi^rings  for  nortHy  ftU  t1i«  objoetH  cif  Cluirch  w<irk,  and  the    Di(»c«i(an  asises*- 
mentH  at  oarh  point  are  \m\i\. 

S.  JohnN  C'nirch,  A-^hwiuMl.  which  wan  in  an  extremely  bad  eonditinn,  hai 
Ihmmi  ropainMl,  ih«*  vroo(l-w<irk  paint<*d  inside  and  ontnide.  and  the  fence  U>  the 
yard  much  improred,  »<»  that  it  now  presents  a  very  pleading  appearance. 

In  additiiin  t4i  our  other  property  at  lift.  Pleasant,  two  excellently  located  lots 
have  been  parehat^ed  at  a  cont  of  $150.00,  PlanK  and  ^pecificationrt  have  been 
propoRed  and  ad<»pted,  and  three-tonrths  of  thrt  amonnt  necewary  t<i  build  t 
Church  at  Gallatin  have  b«*t»n  raised.  The  Archdeacon  is  now  receiviniE  bids  for 
the  contract  of  buildin;;  it,  and  in  two  wenks  he  h<»p»*s  to  have  the  work  of  con- 
Ktrnction  well  undwr  way.     His  letter  is  dated  May  9th. 

The  Kcv.  0.  B.  Perry.  Archdeac<»n  f<»r  work  amon^s  the  c<d<»red  people  in  Ihe 
Diocese  of  TiMUi«*sse«»,  reports  in  subsrance  as  ftdiows  :     Servicer  have  been  held 
rej^ularly  each  Smubiv.    in   connecti«m    with  S.    Aui^asuiie's  Misrtion  at  K«»ble 
Hall,  Nashville.     An  early  CVIehrati«Mi  has  been  jriven  once  a  month.     Sunday- 
sch<M>l  and  service  with  either  sermon   or  Catechizing  each  Sunday  aflterniNin. 
and  occasiiinal  nijrht  services.     While  there  is  only  a  Hall  to   h<ild  :«ervice»  in, 
which  can  <»nly  be  used  on  Sundays,  little  ?anbe  h<tped  (or  in  the  way  <»f|fn»wth. 
Yet,  in  spite  of  this,  and  the  difficulty  of  j^^^tting  rejfular  Sunday-school  teach6rl^ 
the  Sunday-school  numbers  103.     One  adult,  a  very  intelliirent  teacher  and  Doc- 
tor «»f  Medicine,  who  is  about  to  apply  f(»r  Holy  Orders,  has  been  ctuitirmed,  and 
aiother  teacher  ha-*  expressed  herself  as  n'ad,»    to  be  confirmed   at  the  next  vis- 
itation of  the  Bishop.     A  Boy  Choir  has   been  ortranixe.d  and  surpliced  ;  and  a 
Sewing  Schotd,  taught  by  a  band  of  faithful  women,    is  held  every  Saturday  af- 
ternoon, and  in  doing  much  v'ood.     The  most  encouraging  event  in  couuecttim 
with   S.  Augustine's  is  the  breaking  ground  for   a  Church   building,  on  the  lul 
corner  of  Spruce  and  Gay  streets,  on  the  afterno«m   of  April  7,    when  the  Kev. 
Itectorn  of  the  Advent  and  Christ  Church,  with  the  Archdeacoou  preiredod  by  th« 
(yhoir  and  members  of  the  Business  Cmnmittee.  marched  from    the    iialt   to  the 
I<»t,  and  after  a  Nh«>rt  service  removed  tlie  first  spadefuls  of  earth.      The  work  of 
excavating  is  rapidiv  going   on,    and  <iwing   to  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  Rev. 
I)r  Gray  inc(dlocting  funds,  it  is  h(»pcd   a  comuKKlious  basement  wili  be  roofed 
in  for  us  by  Fall.     Hotr.nan  Hall,  the  new  institution  for  training  colored  Clergy 
for  our  Church,  is  n<iw  completed,  partly  furnished,  and  will    be  <»pen  to  receive 
students  the  20th  of  September.     The    Bishop  of  the    I)ioc«8e  viHited  the  Hall 
and  had  a  Service  of  Benediction,  in  which  all  the  Clergy  of  the  city  united,  and 
ai  which  addre8^es  were  made  by   the    Bishop,    the   Rev.    Mr.  Winchester,  Dr. 
Braden,  President  of  the  Central  Tennessee  College,  and  Dr.  Cravath,  President 
of  Fisk  University.     At  the  same  time,  the  Bishop   laid   the  c<iruer-Ht4iDe  of  a 
second  imilding  upon  the  same  lot,  now  partly  built,  to  be  the  residence  of  the 
Warden.     Several  times  H(dy  C(Mnmuni<m  has  been   Celebrated  iu  Hanuington 
Chapel,  the  Chapel  4»f  Hoffman,  which  has  accommodated  not  only  the  Warden's 
hou.sehold,  but  four  Comnmnicants  <»f  the  Church   attending   Fisk    University. 

A  Friday-evening  service  has  been  held  once  a  month,  (»r  <»f1tener,  at  Gallatin 
for  the  cobired  people.  The  inclement  weather  has  interfered  with  their  sac- 
cess,  but  on  the  pleasant  evenings  a  good  congregation  has  assembled,  and 
much  interest  is  expressed  by  the  col<»red  people  in  the  establiabmentof  a  Church 
among  them. 

T»»e  Rev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Pettis,  Rect<ir  of  Trinity  Church,  Clarksville,  nays:  "We 
have  rebuilt  and  restored  S.  Andrew's  Chapel,  iu  the   suburb  known  ais  South 
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Clark8ville.  and  have  Sunday -.^cIkmiI  and  Evening  Prayer  eri^r}-  Sumlaj  after- 
ternoou.  The  Siinday-KchtMii  has  3  <»ffieer>*.  6  teachers,  [\  Kiipernnmerary  teach - 
ern,  and  55  enrolled  Hoholarft.  Onr  people  take  ^r^^al  interest  in  thia  work.  Wo 
have  also  taken  a  part  in  the  work  at  White  Chapel,  in  charge  of  I)ea(M>n  Rok»i, 
haviDg  DDdertakeD  to  go  thither  every  »e(Mind  Sunday  iu  the  month,  in  the  after- 
noon, to  give  them  the  Holy  Eucharist.  T<»  this  acconnt  of  the  W4»rk  done,  we 
also  add  that  we  hope  to  be  able,  in  a  short  tiine,  to  start  a  Mission  work  in  New 
Providence,  another  suburb  lying  north  t»f  us.  We  have  taken  the  initiatory 
steps  in  this  matter. *' 

The  Rev  E.  B.  R«»ss,  Deacon  in  charge  of  White  Chupel,  reports  that  there 
has  been  collected  ior  Missions  $124.56.  The  Sunday-school  has  been  regularly 
kept  up,  with  about  25  nuMubfrs.  There  is  a  working  '*  Lalies'  Aid  S«H;ioly," 
and  a  Charitable  and  Teaching  Society,  called  the  "  Christian  W4»rker8."  Cash 
on  hand  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  glebe.  $150.00.  There  is  a  subscription 
of  about  $500.00  promised  for  the  same  purpose.  We  have  been  disappointed 
twice  in  buying  places  that  would  have  suited.  In  one  ca-^e  the  title  was  doubt- 
ful, and  in  the  other  the  place  was  not  sold  after  being  advertised.  We  think  we 
will  purcha-ie  a  glebe  next  Fall."  He  rep<»rts  1  nmrriage,  1  burial,  5  baptisms 
(3  adults  and  2  infants),  and  4  C4»ntirmations. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  C.  Gray,  Hector  ol  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  reports  that 
he  has  no  detailed  account  of  Missionary  work  done  during  past  year,  but  has 
been  as  busy  as  ever.  Most  of  the  time  which  could  be  taken  from  his  Parish 
has  been  devoted  to  the  work  among  the  ctdored  pe»»ple,  and  chiefly  towards 
building  up  8.  Augustine's.  Though  all  the  financial  operations  4»f  Hoff.nan 
Hall  have  been  done  by  him — purchasing  and  paying  for  lot,  making  contract 
for  buildiug  Hall,  and  paying  «>ut  money  for  same — all  has  been  done  by  the 
Bishop  through  him.  He  has  also  already  raised  ab(mt  $700.00  toward  building 
S.  Augustine's,  and  work  is  being  done  on  the  foundation.  Ground  was  broken 
Easter  week.  He  has  also  done  some  work  in  Rev.  M.  C.  Martin's  field.  Trinity, 
S.  Paul's,  S.  Peter's,  preaching,  visiting  the  sick  and  giving  them  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  burying  the  dead ;  also  iu  Christ  Church  during  interregnum.  He 
has  been  twice  to  WashingKm  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  C(mimia'<ion  for  work 
among  the  colored  people,  after  one  of  which  he  visited  Pittsburg  and  Cincin- 
nati in  the  interest  of  S.  Augustine's  ;  aud  after  the  other,  Philadelphia  in  same 
interest. 

The  Rev.  J  R.  Winchester,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  writes  that  "the  absence 
of  M.  Cabell  Martin  has  left  North  Nashville  as  a  large  Mission-field  to  be  looked 
after  by  other  Rectors  whose  hands  are  already  full.  I  have  doue  considerable 
w(»rk  in  the  outer  edge  of  S.  Peter's,  where  a  Mission  Church  coubl  easily  be 
started.  I  have  baptized  two  children  and  one  adult  there.  I  have  several  can- 
didates for  Confirmation  in  that  same  section.  S.  Peter's  has  held  together 
beautifully,  showing  stability  and  earnestness." 

The  Rev.  T.  F.  Martin,  RecU)r  of  S.  Ann's  Church,  Nashville,  who,  during 
the  summer  and  Fall,  1889,  held  monthly  services  at  the  "Brick  School  House," 
about  six  miles  from  town,  always  with  good  attendance,  has  beou  reluctantly 
compelled  to  give  up  his  work  at  that  point,  owing  to  the  removal  of  one  of  the 
principal  Church  families  in  the  neighborhood,  on  whom  he  was  de|>endent  for 
meansof  reaching  his  appointments.  He  has  done  all  in  his  power  towards 
aiding  the  people  of  Holy  Trinity  and  S.  Peter's  during  the  absence  of  their 
Rector. 
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The  Rov.  M.  Cft^»«»ll  Martin  ren<»rt<  that  there  hare  he<Mi  t^xp  'ikIimI  jiI  S.  PiinlN 
Chapel,  Nnnhville,  (luring  t'lo  p.iKt  jr^ar.  the  fo|l<»wiMp  Aimniiit^t:

Ijarjf«0«m- 
firniation  clan?*  and  well-attnnded  servi<*es  at  hoth  points. 

The  Rer.  Dr.  fioo.  Beeketi.  Rector  <»f  f^.  Peter's  Church,  and  of  the  Mi«i«Mi 
(^hnrch  <d  the  Advent,  C<dnuiUia.  writes  a*  follows:  **  All  on r  n^swrnrcej*  f«'r 
Mission,  and  if  yon  like  to  rail  it  Convocati«»n  \rork.  for  such  it  truly  i.-*.  hare 
been  alm<»rhed  in  the  (?hurch  of  the  AdriMit,  Colunihia.  The  sneccs<  4if  thi!<  Mis'- 
sion  is  very  reniarkahle.  I  have  baptized,  durin}?  the  last  Convocation  y«»Rr.  S 
mlnlts  and  1(>  infants.  Sevputeen  adults  have  been  ('onfirnicd.  and  $582. 85  harp 
been  subscribed  for  the  work,  besides  :S5,'>5  collected  f.ir  Diocesan  Missions.  We 
shall  take  up  a  collection  f<»r  the  blessed  work  on  the  8th  «»f  June,  the  Mp|Kiint<*d 
time,  and  confidently  expect  t«»  do  our  full  share  in  the  future." 

The  Rev.  Chart.  T.  Wright,  Rector  <»f  th.*  Church  <»f  the  Messiah,  Pulaski,  t«M.k 
char|;e  of  the  Missions  in  Maury  county,  after  the  Waster  of  this  year,  and  \\%< 
arranj^ed  Ui  >?ive  one  week,  monthly,  indudiu};  a  Sunday,  to  that  p:irticnUr 
Wink.  These  Mis-^ons  are  situated  at  Ashwo<id.  Mt.  Pleasant,  Lip««couib,  iind 
Williamsport^  At  each  <»f  these  points  there  is  a  small  numl»er  «»f  faithful  Com- 
mnnicjintit,  who  heretofore  have  been  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  General  Mii«- 
sionary.  but  in  onler  t«»  alb'W  tlie  latter  more  time  to  devote  to  places  where  th^ 
i'hnrch  has  never  been  established,  those  Missions  have  re(?ently  been  transferred 
to  the  care  of  the  Rector  of  Pulaski.  At  all  <»t  them,  especialU'  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
the  prospects*  are  eucoura^njf. 

The  Rev.  R<iwland  Hale,  Rector  of  S.  Mary  Magdalene's  Church,  Fayetteville. 
reports  that  the  Rishop  of  the  Diocese  lias  made  three  visitations  to  this  Parish 
dnrini;  the  past  C<inventional  year.  Confirming  in  all,  10  Candidates.  The  num- 
ber of  Communicants  duriu);  the  pa<t  year  has  been  more  than  doubled.  The 
Ccmvocatitm  of  Nashville  met  here  in  Xovemljer,  1889,  and  did  considerabic  ^o<»d 
annuijr  the  people,  by  rousiujr  up  a  keener  interest  in  the  Church  and  her  w«irk. 
Archdeacon  Metcalf,  assisted  by  Archdeacon  Periy.  held  a  series  of  ser\'ices hen*, 
aft4»r  the  nieetinjj  i»f  th«»  Xc»vember  (Convocation,  which  met  with  jtjhkI  results. 
At  the  Hish«»p's  last  visitation,  in  March,  S.  Mary  Majrd ale ne*s,  which  had  pn»- 
viouslv  exist4id  as  a  Mission  under  the  contnd  <»f  S.  Haniabas.  Tnllahoma.  was 
erected  into  a  Parish  ;  Wardens  and  Vestry  were  chosen,  and  an^irularly  (trgan- 
ized  system  wa?<  at  once  introduced.  The  Parish  (Juild  has  dtnie  fro«Kl  work 
durinjr  the  past  year,  and  is  n<»w  engajired  in  raising  funds  t<»  pnivide  a  furnaitr 
for  the  next  winter  season.  The  Guild  of  the  Iron  Cn»t<s,  for  men,  has  l>een  es- 
tabli.xhed  in  this  Paiish,  and  was  addresaed  by  the  Bishop  at  his  last  visitation. 
The  o'ltlook  at  this  point  is  favorable,  and  Priest  and  people  have  much  t<»  1* 
thankful  for.  In  the  great  ^torm  which  visittnl  Fayetteville  on  the  27th  <»f 
March,  the  Church  escaped,  as  if  by  a  miracle,  with  very  alight  damage,  andwa^ 
well  protect<id  by  insurance.  For  this,  we  give  great  thanka  to  God.  Baptisms:

€V«Ty  ntonth  to  eelelmite  the  M^iy  Biieharist.-' 

The  report  of  S.  Mrirk's  C  »b»red  Mission,  Sowaner^  is  preserved  b\'  0.  T. 
Pi»rcher.  Baptisms.  27  ;  Conrtrmalious,  3 :  funerals.  5.  Sundaj'^-school:  Teach- 
ers, 7  (colored  5.  and  white  2);  scholars.  45.  The  Mission,  which  is  now  in 
charjre  <»f  Messrs.  Stuck  and  Porcher,  is  in  a  more  promising  condition  than  ever 
before.  The  V^ested  Choir  has  pn»ved  quite  a  success,  and  the  services  are  ren- 
dered much  more  effective.  The  Chuir  was  formed  in  the  F'all.  1889,  by  Messrs. 
Perry  and  0.  T.  Porcher.  Tlie  Sumbty-'*chot)|  is  doing  very  good  work,  and  the 
attendance  at  the  services  is  very  enc<»urajring. 

Calvary  Mission,  Roark'8  Cove,  is  in  charge  of  D.  T.  Beatty  and  B.  McCrady. 
Thirty-five  registered   Communicants  at  present,   and    a  Sunday-school  with  an 
average  attemlance  of  .some  fifty.     Services   and   Sunday-school  are    held  every 
Sunday,  with  Ctdebration  of  the  Holy  Euchari.st   on  the   second  Sunday   in  each 
mcmth.     Baptisms,  2.     Confirmation.s,  3. 

Rev.  Dr.  H.  R.  Howard,  Rector  of  S.  Bamaba.s,  Tnllahoma,  and  i»f  the  Church 
of  the  Redeemer,  Shelbyville,  states  that  services  at  the  neighboring  town  of 
Sherwood  have  been  interrupted  by  unavoidable  circumstances,  but  are  likely  to 
l)e  regularly  resumed  at  an  early  day.     Prospects  g(»od  ;  better  than  ever  before. 

III. — NOTKS    BY   THK   WAV. 

The  above  statistics  speak  for  themselves.  They  show  that  the  Convocation 
is  thoroughly  alive,  and  earnestly  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Master.  As  Dean, 
I  call  special  attention  to  three  facts,  which  g(»  far  toward  accounting  for  the 
unwtinnted  progress  nnide  by  us  during  the  past  year. 

1st.  The  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon,  the  Yen.  R.  E.  Metcalf.  whose  duty 
it  is  to  look  after  and  advance  the  Missionarj'  interests  of  This  Convocation. 
That  he  has  done  this  work  faithfully  and  successfully,  is  abundantly  shown  in  his 
report  above.  The  Ccmvocatiim,  at  its  last  meeting,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  so  many  places  within  its  bounds  where  the  Church  has  not  yet  been  estab- 
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};sho(l.  requested  him  to  vicsit  as  many  cjCthem  as  possilile,  and  prcivided  for  «n 
expenses  incident  to  .such  visits.  Tins  plan,  as  carried  i>ut  by  uur  efficient  Arch - 
deacon,  will  doubtless  make  «^ood  results  within  our  l>order!«. 

•ind.  Tho  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon,  the  Ven.  C.  B.  Perry,  who  is 
charged  with  the  general  superri>ioii  of  the  work  among  tho  colorenl  people  in 
this  Diocese.  This  work  was  formallv  endorsed  and  adopted  bv  this  Couviica 
tion,  some  (our  years  ago,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  sincere  n-joicing  tluit  it  has  \\^\\ 
committed  to  the  hands  of  one  so  eminently  titled,  by  mature  judgment  and  lon^ 
experience,  to  advance.  What  has*  already  been  dime  in  this  direction  anuui; 
us  is  stated  above,  and  «>ue  can  easily  read  there  the  promise  <»f  a  siill  luorr 
abundant  harvet^t  in  the  vears  to  come. 

3rd.  The  establishment  of  an  olhcial  organ,  tho  "Convocation  Messenger.' 
which  began  as  a  quarterly,  but  has  n<»w  become  a  monthlj'  paper.  All  pnii>e 
is  duo  Archdeac«»n  Metcalffor  inauguratiiig  this  got)d  work,  and  for  carrying  it 
to  so  successful  an  i.ssue.  The  pai)er  is  eagerly  sougnt  for  in  the  diiierent  Par 
isliHs  and  Missions,  and  ha.<  dcme  murh  towards  enlarging  the  interest  in  Mis- 
sions. While  it  has  already  proved  itself  a  great  success,  it  bids  lair  to  bectuiu? 
a  still  greater  (me  in  the  hands  of  its  energetic  editor. 

But  it  has  not  been  all  sunshine  with  us.  This  C«Mivocati«m,  in  commou  with 
the  Diocese  at  large,  has  lH*en  overshadowed  by  the  death  of  the  Kov.  Kichard 
X.  Newell,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  for  a  long  while  Rector  of  S.. John's  Church,  AshwtNHl. 
but  of  late  years  prevented  by  increasing  iulirmitios  and  his  adtauced  age  (be 
was  in  his  92nd  year,)  from  taking  part  in  tho  active  services  of  the  Mini-^trr. 
But  tho  very  life  which  he  lived,  s(>  n«uir  to  God  and  s<>  beautifully  transligared 
bv  tho  Divine  Grace  which  ever  abode  with  him,  rendered  his  siav  amout;  us  verv 
precious,  and  his  death,  though  not  a  surprise,  was  a  groat  s«»rrow  to  us  all. 
Long  will  it  be  ere  we  can  see  such  ripe  learning,  such  chastened  huunlity,  ««iuh 
.»terene  patience,  and  such  loving  and  child-like  trust,  so  wt»nderfully  combined 
lis  they  were  in  his  peerle.<s  character.  Mq  rests  from  his  labors  and  his  suflVr 
ings.      May  Light  perpetual  shine  upon  him ! 

The  Kev.  M.  Cabell  Martin.  Hector  of  the  Church  of  the  JIulv  Triuitv.  S. 
Peter's  Church,  and  S.  Paul's  Chapel.  Nashville — also  the  estetMued  .Sferetary  d 
this  Convocation — was  compelled,  last  October,  tm  account  of  ill  health,  to  ;:'» 
South,  and  to  relinquish  w«»rk  entirely  for  six  months.  Ho  has  now  returmnl. 
almost  restored  in  health,  to  his  devoted  people,  who  warmly  welciune  him  hack 
tu  their  hearts  and  homes,  to  take  up  again  the  important  work  with  which  bo 
has  been  so  long  and  so  closely  identified,  and  which  he  has  carried  cm  so  eanie^l 
ly  and  so  successfully  for  many  years. 

With  thankfulness  for  past  and  present  mercies,  with  hope    for  <»thers  yet  be 
l«»re  us,  and  with  upliftecl  trust  in  llim  whose   blessing  is  fuller  thau  the  Lift*  it- 
self, I  close  this  rep«)rt.     Nou  nobis.  Domine  I

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Tlie  first  wfts  hold  at  Pulaski,  wlicn  our  orjranijintion  wa^*  perfected. 

Till?  othors  werf*  hold  at  Jackson,  Dyersburjr,  and  Trenton. 

We  were  t«i  have  held  a  meeting  iii  Dyersbnrg  iu  July,  but  the  Church  people 
of  that  town  asked  for  a  postponement,  a«  it  was  impractic.ible  for  them  to  pro- 
vide a  suitable  place  where  the  Hlesseil  Sacrament  and  and  other  .services  could 
\m»  reverently  offen'd  t<»  Almijrhty  God. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  a  lot  has  been  bought  and  paid  for  iu  Dyersburg.  by 
the  liberality  oi  our  Church  ])e<»ple  there  ni  d  e^ewhere.  Calvary  Parish, 
through  its  Re«'tor,  gave  a  Imndsoim*  sum  t«»  rhis  end  We  trust  that  a  Church 
may  Boon  be  built  in  that  town,  where  we  now  have  fifteen  Communicants  who 
are  anxious  for  the  ministrati<ms  of  the  Prie.sth<K)d,  so  that  they  may  have  valid 
Sacrament.!*. 

The  Kev.  Charles  F.  Collins,  who  has  been  f«ir  man}'  years  a  faithful  Missicm- 
ary  Priesf  in  this  portion  of  the  State,  and  who  is  so.  well  known  to  you  all,  has 
been  called  to  another  Di«»cese,  flis  brethren  have  parted  with  him  with  much 
*<orrow,  and  pray  that  God's  blessing  may  rest  upon  him  in  his  new  field  of  labor. 

The  Rev.  Henry  K.  Sargent,  a  g(Hlly  and  well-learned  l*riest,has  come  to  help 
US  in  the  work  among  our  colored  brethren,  and  is  meeting  with  much  encour- 
agement fr<»m  our  white  ancl  colored  folk.  He  is  doing  much  service  in  this 
field,  and  we  all  pray  that  his  many  sacrifices  and  arduous  labors  may  be  fol- 
lowed with  an  abnndai\t  harvest  in  the  salvati(Mi  of  souls  in  the  Kingdom  of 
God. 

This  is  a  day  of  f^mall  things  with  us  as  a  Convocation,  but  in  the  end  we 
fnist  that  our  little  and  feebh*  beginnings  way  have  the  blessing  of  onr  dear 
Lf»rd.  who  has  promised  to  be  with  His  little  flock  if  it  will  continue  steadfast 
unto  the  end. 

The  Rev.  C.  B.  Perry,  one  of  the  Archdeat.M>nsof  this  Bi(>cese,  has  made  a  re- 
port of  his  work  among  the  colored  pe(»ple  within  the  borders  of  this  Crmvoca- 
tion.  which  will  be  submitted  with  this  paper. 

Asking  your  prayers  and  ytmr  counsel,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

Rki'ort  of  the  Archdeacon  in  Charge  ok  Work  Amon<j  Colored 

People. 

The  Archdeac<m  of  the  work  am«mg  c<dored  people  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennes- 
see begs  respectfully  to  report  on  so  much  of  his  work  as  has  fallen  within  the 
limits  of  the  Convocation  of  Memphis. 

He  has  three  times  visited  Memphis.  On  the  first  occasion  he  found  Imman- 
uel  Church  in  temporary  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson,  the  General  Missi<marv 
employed  by  the  Commissiim  for  work  among  colored  people.  Rev.  A.  Ander- 
son still  held  the  ;^osition  «)f  Deacon -in-charge  of  the  work,  but  expres.sed  his  de- 
sire to  withdraw,  a  desire  in  which  the  congregation  concurred.  Alter  confer- 
ence with  the  Lay-officers  of  the  congregation,  it  was  agreed  that  as  Mr.  Wilson 
must  leave  f(»r  a  another  appointment,  a  Priest  should  be  secured  for  them  on 
conditi«m  that  they  should  raise  $2')0  of  his  support.  Rev.  Henr}*  R.  Sargent 
was  secured  for  the  work.  The  congregation  has  faithful!}'  kept  its  pledge,  and 
on  the  Archdeacon's  two  subsequent  visits  he  has  found  unmistakable  signs  of 
an  unprecedented  growth  and  prosperity  in   the  work.      Application  has  been 
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made  fur  im-ftiiri  to  establish  a   l^>\'s' Boanling  and    Day  Si*b<KiL   \rhieh  mmld 
meet  a  real  need  and  add  preally  t«»  the  strength  and  influence  of  the  work. 

Mason  has  been  twice  visited,  i)nt.  by  a  mistake  in  leceirinp  notice,  only  im 
one  oceasion  has  the  Archdeacon  met  the  congregation  ;  then  niach  leal  waiiei- 
pressed  in  obtaining  a  Missionary.  $G;J.()0  annually  was-  plodgtnl  l>y  thiise  pres- 
ent for  his  support,  and  a  committee  upi>oinied  to  get  pledgee  to  the  amuiiut  of 
^'liOO.  At  the  time  <•!  writing  this  rejM^rt  correspondence  \^  l»«^iug  had  with  an  in- 
telligent and  estimal)le  young  colored  Clergyman  of  Georgia,  m* bo  it  18  hoped 
will  accept  the  p(it«ti(wi. 

Bolivar  has  twice  been  visited,  a  livtvdays'  Missitm  Iwing  given  there  on  thi* 
►ec<»ud  visit.  The  congi'egations  were  large — the  early  Comniuniontfi  well  M- 
tended.  A  large  gathering  of  children  held  each  aftcrnix)n.  and  during  the 
Mission  several  gave  their  names  lor  Conlirnmtion  who  had  been  th»^  very  be>t 
element  of  the  Baptist  lM»dy. 

Buntyn   has  been    twice  visited,    the  tir:*t   time  for  an  evening  service,  ac 
c<inipanied  by  tie  lU-v.  Mr.  Saijiient.      The   ^ec(•l  d    tine   K'veial  ^el^ice^  weie 
held  <»n  Sunday  ;   after  which,    accompanied   by  Mr.  Alston,   the  Missionary  in 
charge,  the  Archdeacon  was  driven  to  Covington,  where  a  sorvicHj  was  hehlSnu- 
day  night,  with  a  large  and  attentive  congregation,  and  steps  taken  to  have  Mr. 
Alston  start  a  Mission  with  at  luast  m<»nthly  services. 

The  following  day  a  drive  «)f  about  thirty  miles  took  the  Archdeae<»u  to  the 
banks  of  the  Missis.»<ippi  river,  when,  crossing  over  to  Island  Xo.  35,  be  held  ser- 
vice for  the  colored  pe(»ple  there,  who  had  becoiiie  interested  in  the  Church 
through  the  eflbrts  of  a  devout  young  colored  man  of  Mr.  Alston's  congregation, 
who  had  gone  there  to  labor  on  one  of  the  farms.  On  this  Island  the  Arch- 
deacon was  t<»Id  that  he  was  the  first  white  man  who  had  ever  visite<\  them  to 
to  hold  a  religions  service  of  any  kind. 

Continuous  rains,  floods,  and  railroad  accidents,  have  n>uch  interfere<i  with  ap- 
pointments, but  enough  has  betn  done  to  convince  the  Archdeacon  that  the 
Church  has  a  great  opportunity  f«»r  good  suni»ng  the  negi'(>es  of  Tennc^sif.

Report  ok  tiik  Knoxville  Conv<k'atio5. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Pulaski  Convention.  May  28th.  1889,  the  Rev.  Samoel 
iniiggold.  D.  !>.,  on  being  nom.nated  by  the  Clergy,  was  app(»inted  by  the  Bishop 
l>ean  of  Knoxville. 

The  next  day  Convocation  nict  and  cuganiaed,  by  electing  the  Rev.  C.  1).  Flagler 
Secretary  and  Treasurer ;  and  after  a  general  discnssicm.  and  the  assignment  i»l 
a  jxirtion  of  the  work  ti»  each  Clergyman,  adj(mrned,  to  meet  at  Cleveland  iu 
September. 

On  Thursday,  June  *Joth.  the  Dean  made  his  first  visit  to  some  of  the  towns 
e:i-t  of  Knoxville.  At  M«»nistown  he  found  four  communicants  of  the  ('hnreh. 
and  some  other  friends,  wln)  were  very  eager  for  her  services,  and  after  securiup 
the  use  of  the  Lutheran  house  of  worshij).  the  Dean  made  an  appointment  lor 
.-ervice  on  the  following  Mon<lay  <*vening. 

Mi»rristi»wn  is  situated  t.n  the  East  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  Georgia  Railroad. 
4*J  miles  east  of  Kn(»xville.  and  has  a  population  of  aUmt  4.000.     The  Lutheraus 
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8jHVe  iw  f^eiTure-  ami  UMuld  be  fflad  to  hiive  us  use  Iheir  pretty  little  eburcb  build- 
ant;  whenever  we  like. 

The  next  aauiiiu^,  hi  5  <>'eh>ek,  1  started  for  Greeuville.  32  miles  further  eu.^t, 
4kud  spent  the  dHj*  in  visiting  our  people.  Uere  I  found  1(5  connnunieuut^of  the 
<'hureh,  who  rep«irteda  uuieu  better  opptu'tunitj-  lor  pushing  onward  than  ever 
before,  t»wiug  to  the  new  Jife  tlwt  ha^  e«inM.i  io  the  town  within  th<^  last  few 
3'ears.  We  have  a  very  go(»d  church  building  here,  but  it  i8  sauJv  out  of  repair. 
There  is  al**t»  a  very  sweet-t«»ned  pipe  <»rgan,  the  only  one  in  the  town,  1  made 
an  appointment  ft»r  service  f<»r  the  next  Tuesday  evening.  "  And  there  was  great 
Joy  in  tliat  city.'' 

On  Mtrnduy,  June.l24ih,  I  st4irt<id  ior  Morri.>town  to  keep  u\y  appointment  for 
service  in  the  evening.  1  sjieul  the  day  in  visiting  the  friends  ul*  the  church,  and 
in  gi'tting  together  a  choir,  and  by  the  time  for  the  service  1  had  securetl  an  m- 
ganistand  eight  line  voice^,  so  tliat  the  hymns  sung  were  wonderfully  well  ren- 
tiered.     The  hou>e  was  full  of  people,  and  we  had  a  bright  and  pleasant  service. 

At  5  o'clock  the  next  morning  I  started  for  Greenville,  and  ^pent  the  day  iu 
viMiing  our  people,  and  by  -8  «»'ch»ck  there  was  not  standing  room  iu  the  churclu 
4ind  some  had  U*  gt*  away.  We  had  the  lull  service,  with  all  the  chants  well 
.>ung,  and  our  pet'ple  were  gr»*ally  encouraged. 

The  next  morning,  at  1  o'clock,  1  started  for  Johuson  Cit\%  and  tiiere  I  did  n<»t 
know  a  person  iu  the  town,  but  1  asked,  one  after  another,  until  1  found  an  old 
lady,  whti  haid  she  had  not  been  where  she  could  attend  the  services  ol  her 
church  for  forty  years,  but  they  were  a>  dear  to  her  as  ever.  And  then  she  told 
ine  of  another  member,  and  lie  of  another,  and  so  I  weut  on,  until  1  had  found 
16  communicant^i  of  the  cnurcli.  iu  a  town  where  never  a  service  of  the  church 
had  been  held.  Hall  of  these  were  men,  and  all  eager  for  the  establishment  cd  a 
church  in  their  uiidst.  lieiore  1  lelt  the  town  1  had  held  a  full  service,  with  all 
the  chants  well  sung,  had  baptized  a  child,  secured  a  lot,  and  started  a  subscrip- 
tion to  build  a  church.  And  this.  1  say,  was  the  lirst  service  of  the  church  ever 
held  iu  Johnson  city,  a  town  of  three  thoMsand  inhabitants,  growing  very  rap' 
idly,  and  de^tiued  soou  to  be  a  city,  in  everything  else  as  well  as  in  name. 

At  J«»uesboro,  eight  miles  this  side  of  Johnson  City,  1  speut  half  a  day,  and 
found  four  communicants,  still  faithful,  though  year  alter  year  has  piissed  away 
without  a  single  service  being  provided  for  them  by  their  church. 

I  have  promised  regular  service,  ouce  a  month,  at  Morristowu,  Greenville  and 
J«dniM»u  City,  and  before  the  summer  is  over^  1  hope  to  add  several  other  places 
to  tne  list. 

On  Monday,  July  Hih,  I  went  over  to  Maryville,  a  town  on  the  Knoxville  and 
Augusta  railroad,  IG  miles  from  Knoxville,  where  1  found  three  communicants, 
and  1  prondsed  them  a  service  whenever  they  cimld  secure  a  place  of  worship. 

The  next  morning  1  returned  to  Knoxville,  and  in  the  afternoon  1  started  for 
Limdon,  a  town  on  the  East  Tennessee  Koad,  2*J  miles  west  from  Knoxville. 
Here  we  have  a  good  church,  and  about  tifty  dcdlars  would  put  it  in  good  repair. 
There  are  only  three  c(»muiunicants  left,  but  1  promised  them  a  service  when- 
ever they  could  make  the  nece^sary  arrangements. 

The  next  unauiing  1  went  on  to  Athens,  where  we  have  a  nice  little  church, 
but  very  much  out  (»f  repair.  Here  I  found  10  communicants,  and  as  there  was 
a  candidate  for  baptism,  1  made  an  appointment  tor  service  the  next  Sunday  af- 
ternoon. And  bO,  on  the  next  Sunday,  alter  an  early  celebration  at  7:30,  morn- 
ing prayer  und  sermou  at  10:30,    iu  my  own  church,    1  travelled  55  miles  to 
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Athen?,  and  hold  a  baptismal  servico  at  5  o'clock,  and  at  8  oVIock  n*ad  en»ninir 
prayer  and  preached.  The  next  n)«)rninir  I  had  a  meeting  of  the  friends  nf  thp 
r-hnreh  and  made  arran^enients  for  pnttinjr  the  hnildinp  in  ;rood  repair,  and  t-^ 
enclose  the  yard  with  a  good  fence.  To  jjire  them  a  foml  »rart,  I  snl>scril>ert 
f2o.00  for  my  Parish. 

On  Monday.  July  22d.  T  made  my  third  v\»\i  to  Morrifttown,  and  held  »erview 
there  in  the  evening.  There  was  a  full  hongo,  a  full  service,  and  the  chant.s  well 
s«iiug. 

Tuesday  nmrninp:  T  went  on  to  Greenville,  held  service  in  the  eveninp.  and  a< 
I  had  secured  a  l)n»ther  elerjryman  to  take  my  place  at  h«»me.  I  jrave  notice  of 
cotnmunion  on  the  next  Sunda\'  * 

Wednesday  morninjf  I  went  on  to  Johnson  City,  held  service  on  Thnrsdav 
evening  and  baptized  t\  child.  Tho  next  day  I  secured  a  deed  for  a  lot.  can- 
vassed the  town  for  subscribers,  and  secured  nearly  one  thousand  dfdlarstowurd 
buildinjra  church.     Of  this  amount  I  subscribed  $75.00  for  my  own  Parish. 

On  iSaturda^'  morning  I  returned  to  (ireenville,  and  spent  the  dav  in  lalkin^r 
np  the  necessity  of  repairing  the  church.  Fortunately  I  succeeded  in  getting 
the  Mayor  of  the  town,  with  two  other  influential  men,  t<»  act  as  a  committee  to 
raise  the  funds  lor  that  purpose.  The  ladies  of  the  church  had  about  ^60.00  in 
bank,  which  they  had  made  since  my  last  visit,  and  by  snb.<»cribing  $50.00  formy 
Parish,  I  induced  the  members  of  the  committee  to  add  enough  to  bring  the 
whole  amount  up  to  $200.00,  with  which  to  begin  a  canvass  of  the  town.  The 
next  day  I  held  three  services,  administered  holy  communion  to  some  twenty 
j)ej>pb\  baptized  three  children,  and  left  there  with  the  impression  that  a  giMnl 
work  was  started  in  Greenville. 

August  15th,  I  wont  down  to  Athens,  held  services  and  baptized  Mrs.  George 
Thrown. 

August  I7th.  I  went  up  to  Greenville  and  hold  service  on  Sunday  morning: 
and  on  Monday,  wont  o!i  to  Jcduison  City  and  held  services  there  in  the  eveninr 
On  my  way  home.  T  stopped  at  Morristown  and  held  service  there  on  Thursilay 
evening. 

From  August  11th  to  the  14th,  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Gray  visited  at  Kiverside  and 
h<'ld  three  services,  baptized  four  children,  and  administered  communion  to  li 
persons.  On  Sunday,  August  18th,  he  held  service  at  Loudon  to  a  congregation 
numbering  one  hundred  and  twenty. 

On  Sunday,  Sept.  22d,  the  Rev.  S.  B.  McGlohon  held  service  for  me  at  Green- 
ville, in  the  nn>rning,  and  at  Johnson  City  in  the  evening,  with  full  congrega- 
ti«>ns  at  both  jilaces. 

Owing  to  my  absence  at  General  Convention,  m}*  work  stoppe<l  until  Xov.  7th. 
when  1  held  servict?  at  Athens  in  the  evening,  and  the  next  morning  I  bapti/ed 
two  children  (d'Mr.  J.  W.  A.  Sanf(>rd. 

On  Monday,  Nov.  11th.  I  went  up  to  Morristown  and  held  service  in  the  even- 
ing.    There  was  a  large  congregation,  and  the  service  was   beautifully  rendered. 

The  next  morning  1  to«)k  the  early  train  for  Greenville,  and  held  service  there 
at  night.  t(»  a  good  congregation. 

On  Monday  afternoon.  Xov.  18th.  I  went  up  to  Johnson  City,  and  met  the 
fVitMids  of  the  c'mrch  in  the  evening.  After  consultation  it  was  decided  to  rent 
a  hall  and  fix  it  uj)  tor  our  own  use,  and  there  we  held  service  the  next  evening. 

1)<'C.  5th.  held  service  at  Athens  with  the  largest  ctmgregation  we  have  ever 
had,  and  I  promised  them  two  services  a  mouth  hereafter. 
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l><*c.  10th,  h«*l(l  service  at  MorrlsiowH  to  a  piful  congregation,  with  very  hearty 
7e>i)>onso8  and  good  unisic. 

Dec.  iJUh,  the  Convocati«»h  met  at  Ch'veland,  and  the  proceedings  will  he  re- 
jiorted  by  th<'  Secret ury. 

The  foHowing  snnunary  will  .show  the  sum  of  what  the  Dean  ha.s  been  able  to 
Accomplish  in  the  few  days,  out  of  each  month,  that  he  has  been  able  to  spare 
fnmi  the  duties  iiieumbent  upon  hi.'U  as  tlie  Rector  of  a  large  Parish  :  Baptisms — 
InlaiUs,  10  ;  adults,  I  ;  total,  U.  Communicant-» — Athens,  12;  Loudon,  3  ^ 
Maryville,  ii  ;  Morristnwn,  5  ;  Cireenville,  17;  Ji»nesb«»ro,  3:  John8<m  City,  lil  ; 
Riverside,  I'i  ;  total,  75.  Visits  paid,  27;  services  held.  31 ;  eelebratious,  1; 
miles  travelled,  2,012. 

If  a  goiKl  mau  ct»iild  be  placed  at  tTreeuville,  ho  would  be  within  an  hour's 
ride  of  Johnson  City  oil  the  <Mie  side,  and  Morristown  (»n  the  other,  and  could 
buihl  a  church  in  each  of  these  places  in  a  year. 

The  Convnoation  of  Knoxvilie  convjMied  in  S.  Luke's  Church,  Cleveland.  Rev. 
C.  D.  Flagler,  Ri*ctor,  Dec.  IGih.  1889.  T.iere  were  present,  the  Bishop  of  the 
I)i<H;ese,  the  Dean,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Dumbell.  Flagler,  Blacklock  aiid 
Sweet. 

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Dumbell  preached  the  Convocati(m  sermon,  aud  at  the  diflfer- 
«iil  public  metaiiigs  the  Bishop  and  the  Clergy  made  earnest  addres-^es  m  behalf 
of  Missions.  There  were  joyous  Celebrati(»ns  in  the  early  uioruings,  and  at  the 
bnsiuess  uusetings  the  w<»rk  of  Convocation  was  fully  discussed. 

Pledges  were  taken,  annMinting  to  about  four  hundred  dollars,  towards  the 
j<iippt»rt  of  a  Missionary,  and  it  was  resolved  to  secure  the  services  of  a  Clergy- 
man as  soon  as  possible.  Alter  some  correspendence,  on  the  i»art  of  the  Bishop 
aud  the  Dean,  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Wells,  a  man  most  admirablv  fitted  for  the  work, 
agreed  to  un<lertake  it,  and  entere«l  upon  his  duties  on  the  23rd  of  March.  Mr, 
Wells  will  make  his  home  at  Greenville,  aud  from  there  he  will  minister  to  Mor- 
ristown. Jidinson  City,  Jonesbon*.  and  other  points.  The  Bishop  make  a  visita- 
tion of  these  stations  <m  the  21st.  22nd  and  23rd  of  April,  and  expressed  much 
pleasure  at  the  bright  prospect.  There  were  live  candidates  presented  for  eon- 
tiruiation  at  Greenville,  and  two  at  M<»rristown.  The  Missionary's  rep<u*t  will 
Nhtiw  a  bright  future  lor  the  Church  at  these  poiuts.  At  the  Convocation  in 
Clevelaml.  the  Dean  turned  over  the  work  at  Athens  to  the  Rev.  C.  1).  Flagler. 
wh«»  has  been  giving  two  services  a  UKUith  there  since  then,  aud  the  Bishop 
made  a  visit  there  on  the  24th  of  April. 

The  Dean  has  also  arranged  (or  monthly  services  at  Loudtui  and  Maryville. 

The  third  nu'cting  of  C<mv(»cntion  was  held  in  S.  Paul's  Church,  Chattanoogn, 
April  the  10th  and  I7th,  and  there  were  present,  besides  the  Bishop  and  the  Dean, 
the  Rev.  Me>srs.  "Wells,  Flagler,  Henr}',  Dumbell  and  Sweet,  of  our  own,  and 
the  Von.  Archdeacon  Perry,  of  the  Nashville  Convocation. 

The  Bishiip  preached  the  opening  sermon,  but,  owing  to  the  inclement  weather, 
there  was  n«»t  a  very  large  congregation. 

The  next  night  we  held  a  Missionary  meeting  in  Grace  Memorial  Church,  and, 
in  spite  of  the  rain  and  the  mud,  a  law  of  the  faithful  were  present.  The  Bishop 
spoko  to  the  people,  and  Archdeacon  Perry  told  of  his  special  work. 

Our  business  meetings  were  pleasant  and  profitable,  aud,  in  spite  of  the  dread- 
ful weather,  the  wh(desouled  hospitality  of  the  Rector  aud  people  ofS.  Paul's 
made  imr  stay  in  Chattanooga  most  delightful  to  the  visiting  Clerg}'. 
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The  year's  w(»rk  in  the  Deanery,  other  thiin  that  which  will  be  n»p«»rte'l  hy  the- 
Rectors  of  Parities  ftnd  the  Missicmary,  may  be  briefly  sunimeil  np  an  followrt:

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Missionary  of  the  Convocation  of  Ku<»xvill»*. 
having  charge  of  the  Parish  of  S.  Jaujes,  Greenville,  and  the  Mit»sion  stations  At 
Morrisiown  and  Jobnstm  Cit3'. 

I  held  my  lirst  service  on  the  5th  Sunday  in  I^nt — March  23d.  The  wi>rk  h«s 
been  continued  without  interruption,  with  much  encouragement  in  the  growiiiir 
interest  of  the  people,  and  hearty  c<»-operatit»n  in  places  for  increased  effort. 

At  Greenville  the  Church  is  still  undergoing  repairs  and  renovation.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  hasten  the  work,  as  men  are  scarce,  and  few  are  competent  to  doit. 

The  efforts  of  the  ladies  in  arranging  for  siles  and  entertainments,  it  is  hoped, 
will  secure  the  necessarv  funds. 

Same  number  oi  commnnicants  are  now  recorded,  including  live  lately  e<m- 
iirmed. 

The  record  book  is  missing,  and  no  entries  have  been  made  of  any  Parish 
events  for  3'ear<. 

The  Church  here  had  become  so  nearly  extinct  that  growth  will  be  .slow,  aud 
stiengthening   the    things  that  remain — the  first  duty. 

At  Morristf)wn,  though  our  numbers  are  few,  yet  there  is  no  lack  i»f  zeal. 
"U^ith  many  hindrances,  there  are  yet  signs  of  increase.  Our  services,  iu  churches 
most  kindly  opened  to  us.  are  evidently  creating  interest. 

The  offer  ol  a  lot  of  land  gives  us  hope  for  the  future,  and  at  no  distant  dar 
we  hope  to  see  a  Church  of  our  own.  Nine  coramnnicants  have  been  iound.  in- 
cluding two  ccmllrmed  at  the  Hlsho])'s  visitation.  Assistance  from  outside 
might  determine  the  «iuestion  whether  in  this  rapidly  growing  place  of  4,000 in- 
habitants a  Church  should  soon  be  built. 

At  Johnson  City,  the  quick  response  to  the  first  efforts  made  has  been  followed 
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by  conntant  increiwe,  ami  we  aro  rojidy  to   build,    with  the  encouragement  that 
the  funds  will  be  easily  provided. 

We  hope  in  a  few  m'»nrli>«  to  worship  in  a  ta?<t(<ful  and  convenient  Church,  ca- 
imbte  of  Heating  200  persons.  Th»^  steady  jrrowth  in  population  brings  with  it 
Coinnianicants  in  ourChuix^h,  wlio  are  glad  t^i  lend  their  aid  to  our  ^i.ssiouiiry 
endeavor. 

Fifteen  Communicants  have  been  found. 

In  this  corner  <>f  (Jod's  vineyaixl.  s<>  wonderfully  blvj>sed  in  climate  and  re* 
j^Mirces,  the  Church  is  lin<Uii'r,  for  th<'  Hrst  timo  in  many  pliKM's,  a  hearing. 

The  cordial  welcome  ^vhich  greets  n«  bids  us  hope  for  success,  not  only  in  out- 
ward signs  of  the  presence  of  God's  Kingdom,  but  in  the  many  souls  gathered 
for  the  Master's  service.

Seminary 
classes  at  S.  Luke's  were  as  follows :  In  Systematic  Divinity,  Pn>f  Benton ;  in 
Xew  Testament  Exegesis,  Prof.  DuBose;  in  Homiletica,  Prof.  Clarke. 

The  lectures  were  attended  by  large  and  deeply -interested  audiences.

I  wai* 
with  him  at  the  death -bed  of  bis  lovely  daughter,  Daisy,  and  gave  her  the  Most 
Comfortable  Sacrament ;  and  stood  with  him  at  her  grave,  when  he  was  almost 
brokenhearted  with  grief.  I  have  known  him  in  peace  and  war,  in  joy  and  s<ir- 
r<iw,  in  sunshine  and  beneath  the  clouds,  and  I  have  always  known  him  as  a  true 
man— faithful  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  broad-minded  and  generous,  an  enter- 
prising citizen,  a  lawyer,  a  statesman,  a  man  always  ti)  be  depended  upon.  He 
had  the  good  judgment,  the  force  and  decision  of  character,  the  metbodical 
habit,  and  the  fidelity  and  integrity  of  purpose,  which  compelled  confidence  and 
made  success  easy.     His  death  was  sudden  and  unexpected. 
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The  fnnerHl  services  were  held  iu  the  Church  of  the  Menttiah,  Pulaski,  toward 
thebnildiugof  which  he  wars  by  fur  the  large^t  coutributor.  £x-Gov8.  Marks 
mid  Brite,  Chief  Justice  Turnej,  Gen.  Lucius  £.  Polk,  and  niauy  others,  came 
t<»  pay  their  tribute  t**  bin  memory.  The  whcde  town  ot  Pulaski  was  in  mourn- 
ing. The  county  offices,  banks  and  stores,  were  all  closed  during  the  day,  and  a 
vast  concourse  followed  the  body  to  th©  grave. 

At  the  funeral  I  paid  a  tribute  to  bis  noble  life,  hi:)  achievements  and  charac- 
ter, and  theij  laid  him  to  rest,  with  the  solenm  and  impressive  services  which 
the  Church  pn»vides.

Id  the  departure  out  of  this  life  of  our  Venerable  Brother,  the  Rev.  Richanl 
Nelson  Newell,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  in  the  ninety-ftmrth  year  of  his  age,  the  Church 
has  lost  a  man  of  pr<»found  learning,  a  rich  and  mellowed  character,  of  large  and 
profound  experience. 

He  was  bom  in  Chelsea.  Lcmdon,  Nov.  29th,  179G.  and  died  at  Hamilton 
Place,  the  residence  of  Henry  Yeatman,  Esjq.,  Maury  county,  on  the  8th  day  of 
October,  1889. 

He  was  educated  at  S.  Edmund's  (Roman  Catholic)  College,  Hertfordshire. 
After  leaving  college  he  spent  ten  years  in  France,  and  returned  to  England  in 
1825.  He  was  appointed  a  Professor  in  S.  Edmund's  College  the  same  year,  and 
was  made  President  in  1833,  and  remained  in  that  office  until  1837,  when  he  re^ 
signed  his  position  and  came  to  the  United  States.  While  a  Professor  in  S.  Ed- 
mund's, he  was  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  of  the  Roman  Branch  of  the  Catholic 
Church.  On  the  promulgation  of  the  Dogma  of  the  Immaculate  C<mception  of 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  by  Pope  Pius  IX,  December,  1854,  he  abandoned 
the  Roman  Church.  He  continued  in  comniuniim  with  our  "Branch  of  the  Church 
until  1872,  when  he  made  his  subnnssion  and  vow  of  conformity  to  the  Constitu- 
ticm  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev. 
Geo.  C.  Harris  and  Rev.  David  Goodlop,  Presbyters,  in  S.  Mary's  Cathedral, 
Memphis,  on  the  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  and  was  restored  to  his  priestly  office. 

The  closing  years  of  his  life  were  spent  at  S.  John's,  Ash  wood.  For  the  last 
two  or  three  years  he  was  unable  to  do  more  than  to  read  occasional  services  at 
Hamilton  Place.     All  loving  care  and  attention   was  bestowed  upon  him  by  the 
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f&inily  of  Gohmel  Yeatman,  and  bi^  residence  with  tbem  was  a  bene^ctinf)  t» 
the  bouriehold.

Mrs.  Henrj  G.  Yeatnian,  daughter  i>f  the  late  Cfeneral  Lucina  Pulk,  eutervd 
into  rest. 

She  W8S  a  woman  <»f  reiaarkable  efaaracter^so  pure^  84>  peaceable,  m>  gentle^ 
so  ea^jr  to  be  entreated  r  a  woman  tif  Htrong  and  enltlTated  intellect  ;  a  wonio 
full  of  bopefnlnessy  bearing  up  the  triHl»  of  life  with  a  brare-hearteineM  tbtt 
made  ber  Oro8s  eany  to  bear ;  a  woumiq  of  uMrrellons  obeerfnlneitA.  She  seemed 
always  to  bare  a  heart  full  (»f  ^auMbine.  1  think  it  was  the  gladness  which  flows 
from  a  soul  resting  on  Gik).  What  she  was  in  the  family  no  words  can  tell.  The 
heart  of  her  buniiand  did  safely  entrust  ber,  and  sbe  did  him  go<Hl,  and  not  eviU 
all  the  days  «»f  ber  life.  She  opened  ber  month  with  wisdom^  and  on  ker  toojnie 
was  tbe  law  of  kindness.  Having  serred  God  in  His  generation,  she  was  fath- 
ered unto  ber  Fstbers,  *'  having  the  testimony  of  a  good  conscience  in  Ibe  com- 
munion of  the  Gatbolie  Cburcb.  in  the  confidence  of  a  certain  faith,  in  the  eim- 
fort  of  a  reasonable  religious  and  holy  hope,  ii.  fafor  with  6f>d,  and  in  ekaritj 
with  the  world." 

The  Mission  at  Trenton  has  met  with  a  great  loss,  in  the  renKtral,  by  death,  of 
Mrs.  John  W.  Gox.  8he  was  a  faithful,  active^  loring  and  detoted  commoni- 
eant  of  the  Ghnrch.  Sbe  bad  that  patience  wbiub  is  bom  of  Grace  and  nurtured 
iu  exercise,  whose  life  is  self-conquest,  and  whose  rictories  came  every  day.  She 
was  a  healer  of  discord,  a  soother  of  woes,  and  tbe  blessing  of  peace  ftdlowedber 
footsteps.  She  lived  a  very  holy  life,  and  at  its  close  she  seemed  to  have  a  fore- 
taste of  God's  Everlasting  Peace. 

Mrs.  James  D.  Gowan,  of  S.  John's  Parish,  Knoxville,  another  faithful  daugh- 
ter of  the  Gburch,  has  entered  into  rest.  Sbe  was  tbe  daughter  of  tbe  late  Bod. 
Hugh  M.  A,  White,  and  was  born  iu  Knozville  on  tbe  23d  day  of  Febrnarr. 
183$.  Sbe  was  a  devout  Gbristian,  having  been  a  communicant  in  S.  John> 
Ghurcb  since  her  childhood.  All  along  the  pathway  of  ber  life,  so  especially  io 
her  charming  home,  ber  Ghristian  virtues  did  so  shine  before  men  as  to  glorifj 
ber  Father  in  Heaven  -,  and  it  is  these  rirtues  which  now,  and  must  forever, 
shed  a  halo  of  blessedness  around  her  memory.  Her  speech  did  distil  as  the 
dew,  and  as  the  small  rain  upon  the  tender  grass ;  and  her  happinese  was  neTer 
so  full  as  when  she  was  contributing  to  tbe  pleasure  of  those  about  her.  fler 
heart  was  always  true,  and  her  hand  always  open.  Day  by  day,  and  little  by 
little,  sbe  steadily  grew  in  Grace,  getting  more  and  more  strength  from  God, 
and  using  it  to  prevent  tbe  beginnings  of  evil,  and  to  improve  the  beginnings  of 
good.  She  did  not  wait  for  great  occasions  and  future  opportunities ;  and  so  the 
life,  trained  by  self-government  in  lesser  things,  was  prepared  for  the  conflict 
when  tbe  shadows  deepened  and  the  end  came. 

In  tbe  death  of  Mrs.  S.  A.  Martha  Ganfield,  whose  name  is  familiar  to  the 
the  members  of  this  Gonveution  as  the  founder  of  the  '*  Ganfield  Orphan  Aij- 
lum,"  the  Church  has  lost  a  daughter  of  deep  and  earnest  character,  and  of 
great  usefulness  iu  her  day  and  generation.      Her  husband,  Lieut. -Golonel  Csd- 
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field,  of  the  72iid  Ohio  Volniitf  ern,  fell,  mortally  wounded,  on  the  6tb  of  April, 
1862,  at  8bilc»h.  Alter  ber  ImsbHud's  death  Hhe  resided  in  Memphis,  where  she 
f(»ond  abundant  neope  for  tiie  exercise  of  her  philauthmpio  iuipulses.  Her  ser- 
vicen  were  indeed  the  uol»l4*t»t  that  woman  could  render  her  coantrj  m  a  time  of 
war,  and  though  *'she  led  no  hoMt  to  the  deadi}'  charge,  nor  triamphed  in  the  dead, 
ly  field,"  yet  iMie  eoufronted  itn  i\u>f^i  horrid  a8p«*cti«  with  mighty  love  and  earu- 
«8tne«s,  in  ministering  to  the  wouiideil,  tlie  siuk,  and  the  dying.  Gk>d  grant  to 
ber  Btenial  HeKt,  and  may  Per(»etual  Light  ^hit;e  upon  her. 

Of  the  younger  members  of  tbe  Cburch  wbo  bave  been  called  away,  Mr.  Jo> 
seph  J.  S«>merville,  of  Trihity  Parish,  Matum,  and  William  M.  Marshall,  of  S. 
Luke's,  Cleveland,  deserve  especial  mention.  Strangely  enough,  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  tbey  both  lost  tbeir  lives  by  railway  accidents.  William  Marshall 
was  one  of  tbe  purest  and  noblest  young  men  I  have  ever  known.  He  was  a  Ves- 
tryman of  S.  Luke's,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Parisb.  He  had  started  tme  night 
from  his  home,  acccmipanied  by  two  compani<'ns — John  Hardwick  and  William 
Steed — for  a  visit  to  Europe  and  the  Holy  Land,  little  dreaming  that  bef(»re  the 
dawn  of  day  they  would  enter  Jerusalem  tbe  Golden. 

Joseph  J.  Si»merville  lost  his  life  in  a  fatal  wreck  of  the  mail  coach  of  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway,  July  27,  1889.  He  was  a  faithful  worker  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard.  Entirely  consecrated  to  his  Master's  service,  following  in  His 
footsteps,  he  was  laithful  unto  death.  He  was  a  most  generous  giver,  denying 
bimbclf  that  be  might  give  tbe  more  liberally  to  bis  Cburch. 

I  thank  God  on  every  remembrance  ot  these  twi)  young  men. 

Just  as  1  had  hoped  this  record  of  H»rrow  had  been  closed,  there  comes  to  me 
tbe  announcement  .of  tbe  death  of  Judge  William  C.  Folkes,  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Tennessee.  He  was  in  the  full  flush  and  vigor  of  manhood,  being  only 
forty-six  years  of  age.  He  was  a  man  of  clear  and  trained  intellect.  His  was  a 
most  symmetrical  and  well-balanced  character — a  classical  scholar,  a  thoroughly 
read  lawyer  and  jurist,  a  gallant  soldier,  a  devout  and  faithful  Christian,  loving 
the  Church's  boly  ways,  and  delighting  in  her  worship. 

He  has  long  been  a  communicant  of  Grace  Church,  Memphis,  and  a  delegate 
to  this  Convention. 

Of  the  Building  Up  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

The  first  Bishop  of  Tennessee  was  consecrated  in  1834.  His  Episcopate  was 
long  and  laborious.  We  shall  never  know  all  the  labors  and  trials  he  endured  ; 
be  has  left  no  written  records.  In  a  letter  in  my  possession,  written  five  years 
beiore  he  was  taken  from  us,  be  says:  *'I  have  visited  on  an  average  every 
congregation  in  my  Diocese  twice  annually.  I  have  travelled  by  all  sorts  of 
conveyances,  in  all  weathers,  storm  and  tempest  as  well  as  sunsbine ;  have 
preacbed,  labored  and  taught,  from  house  to  house ;  have  traversed  mountains, 
and  the  '  lonely  wilderness  wberein  was  no  man,'  and  left  no  expedient  untried 
to  make  full  priMif  of  my  ministry.  I  have,  perhaps,  most  painfully  exercised 
discipline  oftener  than  all  the  Bishops  ot  the  Southwest,  all  that  I  might  'finish 
my  course  with  joy,  and  testily  the  Gospel  of  the  Grace  of  God.'  *  Forgive  me 
this  foolish  boasting/  as  saitb  S.  Paul.  I  have  gone  generally  over  the  South- 
west, and  at  one  time  the  limits  of  my  spiritual  jurisdiction  laid  upon  me  by  the 
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CImrh  were,  Kentucky  and  Missouri  on  the  north,  to  the  Onlf  on  the  South,  and 
stretching  between  the  eastern  Hhoren  of  Florida  and  the  Pacific/' 

.The  Bishop  maintained  hitn^elf  lar^rely  through  his  own  exertiona,  and  fi>r 
many  years  maintainod  a  school  for  boyn,  of  high  character/  in  Golambia*  Teon. 
The  Diocese  of  Tennensee  never  received  a  support  f«ir  its  Bishop,  soch  as  is  tct- 
day  provided  for  her  Missionary  Episcopate.  It  was  one  long-continued  stru|;- 
gle  to  ])]ant  the  Church  in  a  State  in  which  sectarianism  of  every  description 
Rb<iunded.  and  was  predominant.  The  Bishop  died  in  1863.  at  a  peri«Hi  when  the 
civil  war  was  at  its  height,  which  wrecked,  to  a  very  large  extent,  the  work  that 
he.  bad.  done. 

I  was  consecrated  Bishop  by  the  tit.  Rev.  John  Henry  Bopkins  in  S.  Lake'i> 
Church,  Philadelphia,  October  11.  1865.  At  that  time  there  was  a  very  strong 
feeling  in  favor  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  and  resolntions  were  passed  at  the 
Convention  at  which  I  was  elected,  proposing  the  establishment  f»f  three  Episco- 
pal jurisdictions  in  the  State,  to- wit:  Kuoxville,  Nashville  and  Memphis;  and 
at  sundry  times  acti<»n  has  been  had  looking  to  a  division  of  the  Diocese.  And 
in  1867  a  committee  made  a  report  tm  the  divisicm  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  unanimously  passed  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  division  of  this  Diocese  is  of  the  very  highest  importance, 
and  would  vastly  promote  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee." 

At  the  Convention  held  in  Clarksville  in  M^y,  1883,  tho  following  re|>«>rt  was 
presented  : 

''The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
for  maturing  the  questitm  of  the  division  of  the  Dioc-ese,  beg  leave  to  report: 

"  I.  That,  in  their  opinion,  the  division  of  the  Diocese  is  both  desirable  and 
practicable. 

"  II.  They  recommend. that,  in  the  first  instance.  West  Tennessee  be  set  off 
as  a  Diocese. 

*'  III.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  ascertain,  prior  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  the  sum  that  can  be  raised  in  each  of  the  contempla- 
ted Dioceses  for  the  support  of  the  Episc<»pate 

''  lY.  That  the  information  collected  by  the  proposed  Committee  be  coniniu- 
uicated  to  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  to  enable  them  to  lay  the 
facts  fnlly  before  that  body." 

These  resoluti(m8  were  adopted  by  the  following  vote  : 

Clerical 19  ayes.  3  noes. 

Lay 19  ayes  7  noes. 

the  first  resolution  being  modified,  as  follows  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  division  of  the  Diocese  is,  from  present  indications,  b<»th 
desirable  and  practicable,  and  the  consent  of  the  Convention  is  hereby  given 
thereto." 

When  the  subject  was  introduced  before  the  House  of  Deputies,  at  the  Gen 
eral  Convention  of  1883,  two  prominent  illerical  members  of  the  Tennessee  dele- 
gati(m  made  a  most  energetic  and  vigorous  protest  against  the  c<mtemplated  di- 
vision, and  the  whole  matter  miscarried. 

Now,  it  is  well  worth  while  for  us  to  consider  what  is  the  best  plan  to  secure 
increased  Episcopal  supervision  in  a  Diocese  having  a  population  of  about  two 
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millionts  and  with  a  territory  extending  from  east  to  west  some  600  miles,  and 
irom  north  tc»  aitnth  fioiu  150  ti>  2U0  milex,  with  an  area  of  45,600  bqiiare  iirilet<. 

The  Board  of  Midviond  bHR  sent  a  MitMiouary  Bishop  to  Wyoming  and  Idaho, 
where  the  population  in  1880  was  53.399;    to  Wa»hiug ton  Mission,  with  a  po))Q   > 
lation  of  150,000 ;    New  Mexico,    with  a  population- of  185,000^  Moulaiia;  with 
160,000.     Indeed,   Ka»tem  Tennet^Mee  itself  is '  more  populous  than  aujr  xA  the  • 
Missionary  jurisdictions.  /      .    • 

In  a  connnuuication  I  have  received  from  the  Venerable*  Dr.  flames,  he  des-  . 
cribes  the  country  of  East  Teui.essee  as  "one  great  valley,*  irrtx  two  hundred* 
and  fifty  miles  long,  reaching  from  Biistol,  on  the  Virginia  line,  ti>  the  Alabama  . 
line  below  Chattanooga,  and  from  fifC}'  to  sixty  miles  wide,  between  the  Cum- 
berland mountains  on  the  north,  and  the  Allegiiauy  mountains  on  the  south.  In 
this  great  valley  there  are  numerous  smaller  valleys,-  1^'iug  between  mountain  , 
ranges,  or  ridges  of  hills." 

Since  ISi^,  when  the  last  census  wa^  taken,  there  has  been  a  large  increase  oC 
populatitm  in  or  near  the  central  counties  of  the  region  through  which  runs  tue 
East  Tennessee,  Virginia  &  Georgia  Kuilway,  from  Bristol  to  Chattanooga.  This 
increase  is  the  more  noticeable  in  the  towns  on  that  line,  and  it  has  principally 
occurred  within  the  last  six  (»r  e.ght  years. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  rapid  giowth  of  this  country,  the  Mayor  ot  Dayton  iu- 
fi>rms  me  that  the  town  i»f  Dayton  was  iuo(»rporated  in  March,  1884;  before  that 
the  place  was  known  as  Smith's  Cross  Koads,  with  a  few  scattering  houses  and 
a  very  small  population.  To-day,  its  population,  including  suburbs^  is  estimated 
by  Mayor  W.  F.  Li»ne  at  6.000. 

So.  too,  the  town  of  South  Pittsburg,  where,  in  1876,  an  Inm  Furnace  was 
erected  by  English  capitalists,  has  now  a  population  of  between  4,000  and' 5,000. 
Cleveland,  Athens,  Knoxville,  Morristown,  Greenville,  Johnson  City,  and  inter- 
mediate places,  have  grown  with  wonderful  rapidity.  This  whole  territory,  with 
its  large  and  rapidly-increasing  population,  is  for  the  Church  purely  Missionary 
gniund,  with  the  exception  ot  Chattanooga,  Cleveland,  Knoxville,  and  Si>uth 
Pittsburg. 

Middle  Tennessee  shows  large  increase  in  the  pi>pulation  of  every  county.  The 
increase,  as  estimated  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  has  been  something  over  500,- 
000.  I  shall  take  pleasure  in  laying  before  the  Ctmvention  a  statement  of  the 
Ci»uuties  of  East  Tennessee,  with  their  population  as  taken  in  the  census  oi  18d0, 
with  remarks  by  Rev.  Thomas  W.  flumes  ;  and  also  a  communication  from  the 
Hon.  Charles  fl.  Miller,  Secretary  of  State. 

To  my  mind,  the  best  thing  to  be  done  is  the  actual  division  ot  the  Diocese,  as 
proposed  at  the  Clarksville  Convention.  This,  even  if  successtul,  could  not  be 
acted  upon  before  the  General  Convention  of  1892,  and  we  should  doubtless  be 
three  or  four  years  without  obtaining  that  relief  which  is  a  pressing  necessity 
Still  another  plan,  which  would  necessitate  an  equal  delay,  is  the  setting  apart 
of  East  Tennessee  as  a  Missionary  jurisdiction,  for  which  a  Bishop  would  be 
elected  by  the  flouse  of  Bishops.  My  present  proposition  is,  that  an  Assistant 
Bishop  be  elected,  who  shall  reside  in  Memphis,  and  exercise  his  jurisdiction  in 
all  that  part  (»f  the  present  Diocese  lying  west  of  the  Tennessee  river.  I  submit 
this  to  the  Convention  for  careful  consideration. 

Surely  we  have  come  to  the  time  when  some  action  must  be  taken.  I  know 
that  it  will  be  said  that  the  present  Convention  assessment  can  hardly  be  met. 
The  members  of  the  Convention  can  hardly  realize  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
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Parishes  which  have  grown  strong  are  now  a8:)es8ed  at  a  lower  figure  than  for- 
niorlv. 

For  instance:  Calvary  Church.  Memphis,  in  1867  was  assesseil  $1,000 ;  in 
1888  it  was  assessed  $460,  and  in  1889  $500.  In  1867  it  reported  450  ctniimani- 
cans;  in  1889,  522.  Christ  Church,  N'ashrille.  in  1867,  was  asseiMed  $500;  In 
1889,  $520.     In  1867,  145  comtnunicants  are  reported,  and  in  1889,  320. 

The  assessment  in  the  Diocese  in  1889  amounted  to  $4,975.  In  1867  the  com- 
mnnioants  reported  by  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  numbered 
1906.  and  in  1889,  4477.  There  Has  been  growth  all  abmg  the  line,  and  in  nil 
the  Parishes. 

If  we  compare  the  assessment  of  this  DiocesH  with  other  Dioces  of  ab«»nt  the 
same  numerical  and  financial  strength.  The  Diocese  of  Alabama  was  assessed 
last  year  in  the  sura  of  $4365.  The  Bishop  receives  asalar^*^  of  $4,000.  There  \*  a 
Bishop  Fund  am<»unting  to  $18,000.  thn  interest  of  which  is  u<ed  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop. 

The  Diocese  of  Lcuiisiana  has  an  Endowment  of  its  Episcopat4«— par  valne, 
$21,800.  Stipend  of  Bishop,  $5,000.  Collected  bv  assHssment,  1888-90,  $5.121 ; 
this  to  pay  a  balance  due,  as  well  as  for  last  year's  salary.  The  assessment  for 
1890-91  is  $4, 138. 

The  Di<»cese  of  Georgia  has  a  permanent  fund  for  the  snpp«irt  of  thH  Episco- 
pate, amounting  to  $25,560.  .The  Bishop's  salary  is  $4,000  and  travelling  ex- 
penses. May  1st.  1889,  the  Treasnrnr  reported  the  a.ssessment  for  the  Bishop'« 
salary  to  be  $2583.99. 

The  Diocese  of  Tennessee  has  no  fund  worth  mentioning  for  the  Endowment 
of  the  Episcopate,  unless,  indeed  thH  Episcopal  Kesidence  at  Memphis — valoed 
at  abont  $20,000 — may  be  c<msidurcd  as  such.  There  is  $2,486  belonging  to  the 
Endowment. 

I  propose  to  give  the  Assistant  Bisho]>,  if  elected,  the  Episcopal  Residence  and 
$500  of  my  present  salary,  which  will  b«,  f<»r  the  support  of  tico  Bishops,  what  is 
ccmsidered  necessary  in  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana  for  one. 

I  trust  the  Committee  which  may  be  appointed  on  this  part  of  my  address  will 
make  a  very  careful  investigation  of  the  waut^  and  needs  of  the  Missi<mary  field 
in  Tennessee,  the  ability  of  the  Diocese  to  meet  the  small  additional  assessment 
which  will  be  required,  and  that,  when  it  is  brought  before  the  C<mveution  there 
will  be  a  careful,  calm  and  deliberate  discussi<m  of  the  whole  question. 

For  myself,  while  profoundly  cimvineed  that  this  is  the  true  p<ilicy  tii  be 
adopted.  I  shall  be  satisfied  iu  having  shifted  the  responsibility  from  my  shool- 
ders,  and  placed  it  where  it  naturally  lielongs— -im  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese,  in  Conventicm  assembled. 

I  very  much  hope  that  we  shall  be  spared  in  our  discussicms  what  may  l>e 
called  the  arithmetical  argument.  It  is  true  that  the  Lord  hath  ordained  that 
they  who  preach  the  G<»spel  should  live  of  the  Gospel,  but  when  He  sent  His 
disciples  <mt  to  turn  the  world  upside  down,  the}'  had  neither  purse  nor  scrip- 
nor  stocks  nor  Inmds,  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  high  heaven  disdains  the  love  of 
nicely  calculated  less  or  more.  What  we  need  is  a  profound  faith  in  God 
— the  life  hid  with  Christ — the  living,  praying,  giving  Church  ;  in  a  word,  a  deep- 
er spiritual  life.  Then  men  will,  with  glad  hearts,  p(»ur  their  substanoe  into  the 
Lord's  Treasury*. 
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Of  Deacons  in  Convention. 

The  fourth  Article  of  the  Constitution  oi  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  reads  as 
follows: 

"  The  C<»nvention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Clergy  and  L\v  Delegate.^,  consti- 
tuting one  deliberative  hmXy.  All  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  t<»  seats  in  this  Conven- 
tion." 

I  have  l<»ng  felt  that  it  is  a  matter  <»f  grave  interest  t(»  the  well-being  of  the 
Church,  that  the  Constitution  be  so  changed  that  Deacons  should  have  no  seat 
in  this  deliberace  bod}* ;  that,  while  a  man  is  serving  tables,  and  is  to  a  certain 
extent  in  a  condition  of  pupilage,  he  i^  hardly  qualified  to  legislate  for  the 
Diocese.

Lambeth  Place,  S.  E.,  Febuary  24,  1890. 
Mif  Dear  Bishop  of  New  York  : 

On  Ash  Wednesday  I  received  the  cross — the  precious  gift  of  the  American 
bishops  to  the  chapel  of  this  house,  which  is  alrea^ly  so  adorned  by  their  brother- 
liuesfi.  I  thought  it  was  a  good  day  for  placing  the  memorial  of  our  Lord's  Pa.s- 
i»ion  upon  His  H<dy  Table,  and  I  did  it  with  humble  prayer  for  **the  Family  of 
G(»d,"  ^'all  estates  in  His  Holy  Church— their  vocations  and  ministries,''  and  for 
all  that  are  **  ignorant  (»r  contemptuous  of  the  Word."  But  especially  for  our 
Churche-s  between  whom  this  cross,  "given  and  received,"  is  a  new  *'  token  and 
pledge  "  (»f  lore. 

You  will,  I  know,  offer  the  same  prayers  when  you  receive  this,  and  think  of 
the  cross  in  its  home. 

The  cr(»ss  itself  is  very  beautiful.  In  dimension  and  manner  it  suits  itself  ex- 
actly to  the  beautiful  and  modest  lines  of  the  ancient  candelabra  which  now 
flank  it  on  either  side. 

Nothing  could  more  harmonize  and  centre  sight  and  thought  than  cmr  religious 
and  thorough  artist,  Pearson,  has  made  this  to  do.  It  is  a  comfort  to  have  it 
drawn  by  a  sympathetic  artist,  and  Barkentiu  and  Krall's  workmanship  is  excel- 
lent. Lastly,  the  quiet  inscription  is  like  a  firm  grasp  of  hand  at  parting — yet 
there  is  a  history  in  each  of  the  three  lines. 

I  know  you  will  tell  the  bishops  what  a  feeling  is  given  me  every  time  I  pass 
it  When  the  chapel  rose  first,  not  a  Christian  s(ml  dreamed  of  the  dominion 
which  they  have  won,  and  are  yet  winning,  to  Christ  and  His  Church. 

Thev  will  say  to  themselves  for  us  all,  we  feel,  with  more  clearness  than  we 
can  say  it  for  ourselves,  "  It  is  a  pledge  of  '  Agape  Asbestos.*  "

KttPORT  OY  Committee   Appointed  to    Arrange  fob   the   Proper  Ob8kr- 
VANCE  of  the  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Convention  During 
Bishop's  Quintard's  Episcopate. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  **  to  m»ke  arrangementd  "  f<»r  this  Convention,  a* 
marking  the  ticenty- fifth  year  of  Bishop  Quintard's  Episcopate,  must  lookback 
over  a  period  of  twentj'-ftve  years. 

We  stand  upon  this  mountain-top  to-day  to  make  a  retrospective  view,  not 
like  Moses  up(m  Pisguh.  viewing  from  his  advantageous  height  the  land  his  peo- 
ple were  soon  to  enter,  but  darting  the  vision  backward  over  the  plains,  the 
hills,  the  valleys,  the  ups  and  downs,  the  successes  and  failures,  the  hopes  and 
disappointments,  which  now  lie  slumbenng  under  the  veil  of  all  the  intervening 
years,  to  begin  our  review  with  that  eventful  time,  now  hazy  in  the  distance, 
marked  i»y  a  quarter  of  a  century — the  year  I860. 

The  war  had  ended.  Our  whole  South-land  was  in  ruins.  The  Church  in 
Tennessee  had  been,  for  two  years,  without  a  Head.  The  scattered  remnant  of 
Priests  and  Laymen  rallied  for  a  new  start,  and  their  representatives  met  in 
Christ  Church,  Nashville,  in  September  of  that  same  memorable  year. 

The  present  Diocesan  was  called  to  the  front,  to  re-organize  our  spiiitaal 
forces,  and  to  lead  us  on  with  renewed  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Kingdom,  '*  Not 
of  this  world." 

With  the  same  sagacity  which  had  characterized  his  predecessor,  the  lamented 
Oley,  he  saw  the  necessity  of  putting  on  a  permanent  foundation,  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  cause  of  education  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church.  If  not  one  of 
the  founders,  he  might  properly  be  termed  the  savior  of  the  University  of  the 
South.  The  power  which  this  beloved  institution  of  "  g(K)d  and  godly  learning' 
exercises  now,  and  the  increasing  influence  going  out  from  all  the  Female  School 
in  this  Diocese,  already  vindicate  his  wise  judgment,  and  will  do  so  a  hundred 
fold  more  in  the  years  which  are  to  come.  Sisterhoods,  Orphan  Houses,  and 
Hospitals,  too,  have  found  their  introduction  during  his  regime. 

All  of  these  movements  have  necessanlj-  required  much  time,  and  care,  and 
attention,  leaving  barely  sufficient  for  regular  visitations  to  already  existing 
Parishes  and  Missions. 

The  great  outlying  regions  could,  for  the  most  part,  be  only  glanced  at  and 
sighed  over.  And  yet,  perhaps,  even  in  this  vast  region,  when  you  consider 
that  it  would  require  two  years  merely  to  travel  over  it,  giving  one  week  to  each 
county,  as  much  has  been  done  as  any  one  strong  man  could  have  ac-complissbed. 
having  so  many  demands  upon  his  energies,  and  yet  being  expected  to  spread 
himself  out  over  a  space  of  forty-five  thousand  square  miles. 

In  1866,  at  the  first  Convention  after  Bishop  Quintard's  consecration,  there 
were  reported  in  this  Diocese,  26  Clergymen,  24  Parishes,  1498  Coramunicants, 
and  money  raised  for  all  purposes  for  the  year,  about  $30,000. 

The  Journal  of  last  year  (1889)  shows  43  Clergy,   31  Parishes  and  33  Missions, 
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4477  Communicants  and  the  amount  ot   money   raised,  $106,695.     Besides  this, 
there  in  a  vast  deal  which  cannot  l)e  put  d<»wn  in  statistics. 

A  great  work  has  been  d(me  in  the  orectiim  and  improvement  of  Church  build- 
ings, which  shows  itself  not  only  in  the  higher  appreciation  of  our  own  people 
for  the  "Sermons  in  Stone*'  and  the  suitable  provision  for  worshipping  God  in 
the  "  Beauty  of  Holiness,"  but  it  has  infused  a  spirit  of  emulation,  and  a  higher 
regard  for  the  importance  of  Church  architecture,  in  all  demmiinations  of  Chris- 
tians in  this  State.  In  things  Spiritual,  it  may  be  more  difficult  to  make  com- 
parison; but  uo  one  wh(»  has  lived  in  this  State,  and  in  the  Church,  for  the  pe- 
riod of  time  we  are  considering,  can  fail  to  recogniie  the  great  order,  reverence 
and  fervency  which  has  been  steadily  growing  in  its  average  in  all  our  ctmgrega- 
titms.  And  yet,  while  we  should  be  thankful  for  all  the  good  that  has  been  ac- 
complished, we  are  b(mnd  to  recognise  the  fact  that  the  Church  does  not  bold 
the  position  in  Tennessee  that  ought  to  be  hers  after  more  than  half  a  oentnr}*  of 
f)Ccnpation;  and  this  reflection  should  lead  us  to  inquire,  TThat  is  our  greatest 
need  f  what  can  we  do  to  more  fully  equip  the  Church  in  Tennessee  for  the 
work  that  stands  out  (m  every  side  in  increasing  proportions? 

Population  is  pouring  in,  capital  is  being  invested,  new  industries  and  enter- 
prises for  the  development  of  our  inexhaustible,  and  almost,  as  yet,  untouched 
resources,  dazzle  our  vision  and  almost  coni(»und  our  understanding. 

How  can  the  Church  keep  pace  with  all  these  movements f  How  can  she  stir 
herself  to  put  the  Mark  of  Christ  on  all  these  wonderful  activities  f 

**  There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men  which,  taken  at  the  flood,  leads  on  t(» 
fortune." 

Has  not  God  given  to  his  servants,  "  To  one  five  talents,  to  another  two,  and 
to  another  one,"  that  the  same  foresight  and  practical  wisdom  shall  be  exercised 
in  looking  after  the  interests  and  establishment  of  His  Kingdom  upon  the  earth  f 

TVe  have  lost  opportunities  in  the  past.  A  grand  one  seems  to  be  open  now. 
Shall  we  not  improve  it  t  What,  then,  is  the  great  need  ?  It  is  recognized  and 
acknowledged  by  our  beloved  Bishop.  It  is  enlargement  of  the  Episcopate  in 
Tennessee. 

The  natural  Divisions  of  this  State  have,  for  decades,  been  teaching  useful  les- 
sons learned  by  others,  but  unheeded  by  the  Church,  except  in  the  Convocation 
system,  which  itself  emphasizes  our  great  need. 

The  Supreme  Court  provided  for  sessions  in  the  East,  Middle,  and  West.  The 
State,  too,  recognized  three  great  educational  centres — East,  Middle  and  West — 
and  more  recently  has  provided  that  there  should  be  an  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
in  each  of  the  grand  Divisions. 

We  have  ever  been  almost  like  three  peoples,  differing  largely  in  environ- 
ments, business  interests,  and  the  main  pursuits  of  daily  life. 

Common  sense  wonld  seem  to  teach  that  an  Episcopos  should  be  in  the  centre 
of  each,  identified  with  his  people  aud  their  interests;  with  a  strong  centre  of 
w(»rk  and  influence,  reaching  promptly,  quickly  and  effectually,  from  the  heart 
to  the  extremities ;  from  the  Bishop's  Church,  with  its  staff  of  itinerants  and 
Mission  preachers,  to  the  very  borders  of  the  jurisdictitm. 

Then  a  Bishop  could  be  felt  for  good,  and  be  a  power  throughout  all  his  Dio- 
cese. By  all  means,  there  ought  to  be  a  Bishop  in  Nashville,  one  in  Knoxville, 
and  one  in  Memphis. 

We  cannot  hope  for  so  much  immediately.  What,  then,  should  be  done  first  f 
The  answer  seems  to  come  up  from  all  past  reports  and  efforts  in  the  matter. 
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Let  the  first  »tep  be  a  Bishop  for  West  Tennessee.  Something  has  been  saiJ 
about  havinjf  Bast  Tennesstje  set  apart  as  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction.  But  tp 
may  be  sure  the  General  Conveulion  will  not  bepin  the  work  of  erecting  aUmt 
owe-</iir(f  of  the  territory  of  this  State  into  a  Missionary  Jnri^diction.  And  t«» 
put  the  dividing  line  anywhere  in  Middle  Tennessee  would  throw  Sewanee  into 
the  Missionary  part,  which  unqnestionably  would  not  be  agreed  to.  To  make 
the  proportions  sufSeient  to  secure  any  consideration  on  the  part  «»f  the  General 
Convention,  it  would  be  nec«'ssary  to  have,  besides  Bast  Tennessee;,  part  of  Ken- 
tucky, part  of  Virginia,  and  part  <»f  North  Carolina;  and  we  can  easily  imagine 
the  delays  at  the  difii^rent  Diocesan  Conventions,  the  diacussions,  rexationK,  and 
most  likely,  final  failure  of  a  move  of  that  kind. 

The  Bish(»p  has  signified  hi^  intentii»n  to  a.<k  for  an  Assistant — clearly,  how- 
ever, apcm  the  lines  of  making  West  Tennessee,  as  sixm  as  practicable,  a  new 
Diocese,  lie  has  ileclared  that  he  would  wish  the  Assistant  to  hare  charge  of 
West  Tennessee  as  his  field  of  work,  and  to  have  and  ^»  lire  in  the  Epi."»copal 
residence  in  Memphis:  and  further,  that  be  (Bishop  Quintard)  would  give  op 
part  of  his  own  salary  towards  the  support  of  the  Assistant.  This  w«»uld  be,  in 
all  but  the  name,  a  new  Diocese  with  its  own  Bishop,  and,  if  actoally  carried  out 
on  the  lines  suggested  by  our  Bishop,  would  most  likely  lead  speedily  to  the 
erection  and  independence  of  the  Diocese  of  Memphis,  This  step,  too,  eoold  be 
taken  by  this  Convention  without  waiting  for  the  action  of  any  <»ther  body  ti> 
consummate  it ;  and  if  it  is  the  best  thing  that  can  be  done,  tiow  is  the  timf  to  d(» 
it.  But  your  Committee  is  so  little  in  love  with  the  whole  idea  of  Assistant 
Bishops,  and  is  so  thoron^'hly  convinced  that  the  proper  coarse — the  one,  twi,  io 
accordance  with  ancient  precedent;  the  one  which  will  more  completely  reliere 
our  present  Diocesan  and  give  a  now  impetus  to  the  aggres:<ive  work  of  the 
Church — is  to  have  a  new  Diocese,  with  its  own  Bishop,  that  they  feel  impelled 
to  rec(»mmeud  that  such  steps  be  taken  at  this  Conventmn  as  will  place  the  Di(»- 
cese  in  a  situatitm  to  secure  the  consent  of  the  next  General  Ctmveutiou  to  the 
division  of  the  Diocese. 

The  tendency  in  the  General  Ccmveution,  since  1883,  has  been  to  make  it  more 
difficult  for  the  Diocese  to  divide,  and  especially  Is  this  true  <»f  the  Bouse  of  Bish- 
ops. Not  because  they  doubt  the  advantage  of  having  more  compact  and  work- 
able jurisdictiims,  but  because  the  difficulty  generally  of  collecting  assessments 
for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  has  determined  them,  iu  this  respect,  to  stand  br 
their  Order,  and  see  to  it  that  no  new  Dioceses  are  added  that  do  not  make  '*suit- 
able  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate." 

More  and  more  has  this  suitable  provisiou  come  to  be  interpreted  by  the  one 
word,  •*  Endowment."  And  it  is  the  one  thing  which  we  require,  and  have  not. 
if  we  wish  again  to  ask  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention  to  the  division  oi 
this  Diocese. 

It  is,  however,  so  very  important  to  lift  up  this  whole  matter  of  Episcopal  sup- 
port, and  to  do  away  with  the  possibility  of  8tri?ings  and  debates  over  amounts 
to  be  assessed  on  various  Parishes,  that  even  aside  from  its  importance  as  bear- 
ing on  the  divisi<m  of  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  do  not  think  there  is  anj 
work  of  greater  importance  for  the  future  of  the  Church  in  Tennessee,  or  that 
would  more  significantly  and  pregnantly  mark  this  Conventional  year,  than  the 
Hiking  of  »uch  a  step  as  would  secure,  during  the  next  year,  if  possible,  or  the 
next  two,  if  necessary,  an  endowment  of  not  less  than  $30,000  towards  the  ?up- 
purt  of  the  Episcopate. 
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This  might  \w.  sahscribed  in  such  n  way  an  to  secure  lor  each  of  the  three  por- 
tinuH  of  the  State  its  own  proper  share  iu  case  of  sub.sequeut  division.  The  sum 
above-meiitioDed  would  he  inadequate  to  the  support  (»f  two  Bishops,  but  suffi- 
cient to  ^ecure  division,  und  to  lurnihh  a  pron)i>ing  nucleus,  lor  hopeful  increase, 
t'»  each  portion. 

Your  Conunittee  think  that  this  0<Mivention  should  select  a  suitable  person — 
Clergyman  or  Layman — wlm  will  give  himself  up  entirely  to  the  work  K»f  raising 
this  endowment,  foi  one  year,  or  iw<i,  il  it  sh«ll  prove  necessary,  and  we  would 
thereiore  offer  the  following  resolution:     That  a  Committee  be  appointed, 

Ist,  To  nominate  a  suitable  person  to  make  a  complete  canva.ss  of  Tennessee, 
endeavoring  to  see  every  Cimnnuuicant  and  fiiend  of  the  Church,  and  solicit 
fnmi  the  same  subscriptions  and  pledges  towards  the  endowment  of  the  Episco- 
pate. 

2nd,  To  indicate  the  manner  in  which  this  Convention  should  provide  for  the 
support  of  such  agent  while  40  engaged.

P.  M.  Eadford  read 

Report  of  the  Historiographer. 

A  little  over  sixty^  years  ago  there  was  not  a  single  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

There  were,  previous  to  1829.  many  Episcopal  families  scattered  over  the 
State,  who  mostly  worshipped  with  other  denominations. 

In  1830-1  the  first  Church  was  erected  and  consecrated,  the  ccmsecrator  being 
a  foreign  Bishop. 

A  young  Deacon  came  to  Tennessee  in  1825,  and  was  for  some  time  the  sole 
minister  of  the  Church  in  all  this  wide  region.  His  family  were  the  only  com- 
municants among  those  who  gave  doubtful  heed  to  his  ministrations.  He  could 
obtain  no  stated  place  for  his  services,  but,  as  he  expressed  it,  "  was  obliged  to 
work  them  in  as  he  could.'' 

In  1833  there  were  three  Churches — one  finished,  and  two  others  nearing  com- 
pletion. 
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The  young  Deacon  this  year  became  Bishop,  aud  the  Diocese  come  into  ex. 
isteuce.  At  bis  cousecratiou,  Bishop  Doane  said  :  "There  is  a  common  notion 
that  Bishops  are  stately  pei*8ous,  and  that  large  salaries,  noble  edifices  aud  splen- 
did equipages  are  r^omehow  an  essential  appendage  of  their  office.  But  here  is  a 
Bi>«hop  who  has  never  had  a  church  to  preach  in.  and  has  never  yet  bad  a  living 
at  the  altar,  but  h&K  been  obliged  to  labor  f(»r  his  children's  bread  in  the  labo- 
ri(»U8  though  most  honorable  vocation  of  teaching,  spending  5  days  out  of  7  in  a 
{Kshool,  aud  for  years  had  not  a  month's  relaxation.'' 

It  is  not  proposed  here  t4»  trace  the  life  of  Bishop  Otey,  nor  auy  part  of  it,  for 
30  years.     He  died  during  the  war,  in  1863.

The  war  came  on,  aud,  as  happened  in  former  times,  the  Churches  were  turned 
into  barracks,  hospitals  and  stables.  But  few  of  those  Churches  escaped  almost 
total  destruction.  S.  Andrew's,  Fayette  county,  burned  down;  S.  Paul's,  Ranj 
dolph,  burned ;  S.  Andrew's,  Riverside,  rotted  down.  These  Churches  were 
wiped  out  of  existence.  Trinity  Churchy  TViuchester,  was  burned.  Most  of  the 
Churches  in  West  Tennessee  were  so  defaced  as  to  almost  lose  their  identity. 

In  1865  the  war  was  virtually  ended.  A  new  Bishop  was  chosen  who  at  once 
comprehended  the  situation  and  began  with  energy  to  restore  the  waste  places. 
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Whilst  he  svas  absent  in  Philadelphia  for  con«ecration.  a  pinneer  Mii».'»ionarr  wih 
SMfit  to  visit  and  find  out  what  conld  be  done  to  restore  the  injured  edifice*. 
Some  repairs  were  made,  very  soon  ministers  were  found,  and  relipous  wrrices 
agnin  set  in  motion.     The  process  of  restoration  was  necedaarilj  alow. 

A  period  of  thirty  years  had  established  the  Dntcese.  the  preliminary  work 
had  been  accomplished,  and  a  ^ood  deal  of  mental  and  bcMlily  suffering  passed 
never  nmre  t<»  be  repeated.  Travel  had  chanjred  fr«)m  b  »rsebaok  ridinjr  on  bwl 
roads  to  railroad  cars  an«l  other  better  modes  «»f  conveyance.  The  hardships  en- 
dored  by  the  beloved  Bishop  Otey  became  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Y<»t  there  was  mnch  hard  work  to  do  to  recuperate  from  the  ravajres  of  the 
wRr.  What  had  been  put  (»n  the  campus  of  the  University  of  the  South  wan 
wiped  ont  of  existence.  The  work  of  reconstruction  was  before  the  new  Bishop, 
who  took  hold  of  the  task  before  him  with  nerve,  and  never  looked  to  the  riirht 
or  to  the  left,  nor  did  he  swerve  from  the  line  of  duty.  Upon  him  the  rest«>ration 
ot  the  University  scheme  devolved.  So  soon  as  he  had  taken  his  aeat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  he  wrote  to  his  friend,  Dr.  Merrick,  asking  if  he  w<»ald  po  with 
him  to  Sewanee  and  undertake  with  him  the  .e-eitabli^hment  of  the  work  l»egiiQ 
before  the  war. 

In  February,  1886.  Dr.  Merrick,  Rev.  Thos.  Morris  and  Mr.  Fairbanks,  met 
the  Bishop  at  Winchester.  They  rode  up  the  mountain  on  horseback,  and  found 
that  all  the  buildings  erected  before  the  war  on  the  University  site  had  beeu 
burnt.  Shelter  was  found  for  the  night  in  an  old  log  cabin  occupied  by  Wm.  F. 
Tomlinson. 

On  the  day  following  the  Bishop  caused  to  be  made  a  rustic  eros8  twelve  feet 
high,  and  erected  it  on  the  highest  point  on  the  domain.  Around  this  cross  a 
little  band  assembled,  while  a  few  of  the  mountaineers  l(H)ked  on  with  lively  in- 
terest, having  witnessed  five  years  before  the  grand  ceremony  of  laying  a  c<»mer- 
stone.  The  Bishop  recited  the  Nicene  Creed,  and  kneeling  on  the  ground  praj'ed 
Almighty  God  *Uo  give  them  Grace  to  perceive  and  know  what  things  t4i  do. 
and  strength  faithfully  to  perform  the  same."  Then  the  woods  were  made  to 
ring  with  that  good  old  hymn  to  the  Trinity,  "Glory  be  to  God  ou  high,"  Ac. 
On  that  very  spot  the  Theological  Seminary  now  stands;  and  be  it  said,  that 
without  his  extraordinary  efforts,  at  home  and  abroad,  in  the  interest  of  the 
University,  there  would  not  be  found  to-  lay  «»ne  stoue  upon  auolher. 

Twenty-five  years  have  elapsed.  Ou  the  then  almost  destdate  waste  now 
stands  the  University  of  the  South,  with  hundreds  of  students,  and  teachers,  and 
Pn»fessors,  who  are  not  excelled  anvwhere. 

During  this  period — 25  years — several  of  the  <dd  Church  edifices  have  been  re- 
moved and  new  edifices  erected  to  replace  them  more  suitable  t(»  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  present  time.  Such  changes  have  been  made  at  Bolivar,  G- 
lumbia,  Clarksville,  Chattanooga  and  Cleveland.  The  Memphis  Churches  have 
been  much  improved  by  enlargement  and  adornmeuts.  The  Nashville  Churches^ 
— the  Church  of  the  Advent,  the  H<dy  Trinity,  and  S.  Peter's — after  years  of 
anxiety  and  loving  care,  have  been  cimipleted  and  consecrated.  The  new  S. 
Ann's,   erected  in  Edgefield,  is  a  beautiful  Church. 

S.  John's,  Knoxville,  has  several  times  been  enlarged  and  improved.  A  new 
Parish  in  the  city  was  organized  in  1868,  and  a  (/hurch  building.  Ten  years  later 
S.  Luke's  Chapel  was  added. 

At  South  Pittsburg,  at  Fayetteville  and  at  Rugby,  new  Parishes  have  been 
created,  and  handsome  Church  edifices  established. 
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At  Pala!<ki,  uTter  jenrs  <ir  almost  hnpelesn  waiting,  tbere  i:^  a  hai!idg(»me  meni<K 
rial  Cbarch. 

S  BaniabaR,  at  Tullahdina,  in  nlivt^,  and  the  centre  (vf  extended  ICismonary 
^ork. 

At  Trenton,  af»uudaiti<m-Mt(iMe  Tor  a  Clinreh  edifice  waa  laid  in  1882  by  that 
devote4  MiHsionary,  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Collins,  who  had  not  a  dollar  at  the  <imo, 
nor  one  witkin  Ai^rht,  with  which  to  build.  The  walN  were  erected,  and  for  four 
year**  stood  exported  to  tho  wear  her  ~,  but  in  1887  the  building  wa^  ready  for  oe^ 
C'up-itioB,  and  $3,500  bad  been  exfiended. 

At  other  points  lCi«!<i<«  stations — Churches  in  embryo — are  c(»ming  to  the 
front.     lCis>fionary  work  is  active,  but  more  is  wanted  all  over  the  Diocene. 

The  niHJority  of  the  dergyniHH  ordained  in  Tennessee  have  n«»t  been  cele- 
brated for  their  staying  qualities.  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Ot«y  <irilained  35  Clergy- 
men, the  iNitMt  of  whom  left  the  Diocese  after  from  one  to  three  years'  service. 
Some  ofthrt>*e  returned,  and.  after  two  or  three  year.^  left  again. 

Tw«>  of  Birthfip  Otey's  raont  pronM?«ing  Ministers  died  yonng — Rev.  Philip  W. 
Alston,  Reetorof  Calvary  Churchy  Memphis,  and  Rev.  Charles  Tomes,  Rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Nashville.     The  former  died  from  the  effects  of  exposure  ingoing 
to  the  Conventi<m  at  Colnmbia  in  1847;  the   latter  died  from   the  effects  of  ex- 
posure in  returning  from  the  Conventiim  at  Jacknon  in  1857. 

The  Rev.  James  W.  Rogeri?,  aft«r  30  years'  goiKi  service  as  a  Missionary,  left 
(be  Church  t«»  go  to  the  Church  (»f  Rome. 

Rev  John  A.  Harrison,  after  more  than  30  years*  service,  left  for  the  Diocese 
of  A  labama. 

The  Rev.  Ge<».  C  Harris  began  his  ministry  in  Tennessee  in  1860.  In  1871  he 
became  the  Rect«>r  and  llean  of  S.  Mary's,  Memphis,  which  he  held  11  years. 

Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Quintard  has  ordsined  67  Clergymen.      A  miyority  of  those 
had  been  students  at  Sewanee,  and   bad  n(»  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese 
Some  have  accepted  cures  in  the  Diocese,    which  they  have  held  for  a  year  or 
two  and  then  left. 

Rev.  Dn  Graham,  ordained  in  1869,  was  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Nashville, 
18  years.     He  resigned  last  year. 

Rev.  Thos.  F.  Gailor,  ordained  in  1880.  is  now,  ten  years  later,  the  distiD- 
guisbed  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Church  Polity  in  the  University 
of  the  South. 

Rev.  Jesse  B.  Harrison,  who  was  6  years  a  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  is  now 
in  Illinois. 

Rev.  Edw.  T.  Bradley,  after  7  years'  service,  was  transferred  to  Indiana. 

Rev.  Chas.  M.  Gray  has  been  at  work  8  years  in  the  Diocese. 

Ro\.  Dr.  Humes,  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  Gray.  Rev.  C.  F.  Collins,  and  the  Bishop, 
have  nerved  continuously  in  the  Diocese.  With  great  sorrow,  be  it  said.  Rev. 
Mr.  CVdlina,  after  38  years  in  the  Diocese,  resigned  in  April  last,  to  take  charge 
of  a  Parish  in  Missouri. 

The  following  Clergy  have  come  from  other  Dioceses,  and  are  now  in  Ten- 
nessee:

Rev.  Geo.  W.  Dumbell,  at  Chattanooga,  took  charge  January,  1885. 
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Rev.  C.  D.  Flagler,  at  Clereland,  took  charge  February,  1883. 

Rev.  I.  N.  Marks,  at  Jackson,  took  charge  May,  1888. 

Rev.  Samuel  Ringgold,  at  Knoxvillc,  took  charge  April,  1887. 

Rev.  E.  S.  Burfonl,  at  Calvary,  Memphis,  took  charge  May,  1887. 

Rev.  Geo.  Patterson,  at  Grace  Church,  Memphis,   took  charge  February,  IS86. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Winchester,  at  Christ  Church,  Nashville,  toc»k  charge  February,  '90. 

Rev.  T.  F.  Martin,  at  S.  Ann's  Church,  Nashville,  took  charge  April,  1879. 

Rev.  H.  R.  Howard,  atTnllahoma,  took  charge  May,  1882. 

Rev.  Geo.  W.  Dumbell,  Rector  of  S.  Luke's,  Jackstm,  iu  1882-3,  left  the  Du*- 
cese,  but  returned  in  1885. 

Rev.  Samuel  Ringgold,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  ClarkHville,  from  18^  to 
1874,  left  the  Dicjcese,  but  returned  in  1887. 

That  the  Clergy  lemained  in  the  Diocese  so  short  a  time  during  the  Episcopate 
of  Bishop  Otey  is  not  to  be  wondered  at.  Other  and  older  Dioceses  offered  more 
desirable  places  for  living,  where  they  found  congregations  and  parscmages— 
homes. 

Now  we  are  getting  in  better  shape,  and  parsonages  are  being  erected  in  many 
places.  Where  there  is  a  parsonage  there  is  a  chance  for  the  permanent  resi- 
dence oi  a  Clergyman — a  home. 

What  is  needed  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  more  than  anything  else,  is  hom^i 
for  the  Clergy.  It  is  useless  t(»  expect  a  resident,  permanent  ministry  with<»ut  it. 
With  homes,  the  Clergy  who  come  to  us  will  remain.  Without  homes  they  will 
not  remain,  but  seek  in  other  Dioceses  that  which  is  not  to  be  found  here.  And 
who  can  blame  them  t 

Since  writing  the  above  I  have  been  to  Greenville.  East  Tennessee,  where  a 
Church  was  erected  40  or  50  years  ago,  and  where  the  services  have  long  beeD 
discontinued  for  lack  of  support.  I  expected  to  find  the  building  almost  a 
wreck.  On  the  contrary,  the  re-establishment  of  this  Church,  and  the  neat  and 
decorous  style  in  which  it  has  been  repaired,  was  a  surprise  and  a  joy,  and  aui- 
mates  a  hope  that  by  renewed  exertions  el.«*ewhere  other  decaying  Churches  mar 
be  yet  built  up.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wells  is  in  charge,  lives  in  Greenville,  and  ha." 
regular  Mission  work  at  Morristown  and  Johnson  City. 

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  E.  8.  Burford,  it  was 

Hesolved  (10).  That  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  recommending  the 
revision  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

On  motion  of  the  Kev.  E.  S.  Burford,  it  was 

Hesolved  (11),  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  three  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen,  be  appointed  to  consider  the  general  revision  of  the  Constitution  aud 
Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Kev.  W.  C.  Gray,  D.  D.,  the  Kev.  J.  R.  Wmehester 
and  the  Kev.  Tlios.  F.  Gailor,  S.  T.  B.,  and  Messrs.  H.  H. 
Lurton  and  W.  B.  Keese  were  named  as  the  Committee. 

The  Kev.  T.  F.  Martin  olfered  the  following  resolution, 
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whicli   wa«,   on   motion,   referred   to    tlie    Committee   on 
Canons,  viz: 

Besolredj  That  the  Convention  of  the  DioceKe  oi  TenneBsee  be  and  is  herebv 
reqaested  to  consider  the  propriety  of  so  ohnnginj?  Article  IV  of  the  Constitu- 
tion  that  the  second  sentence  shall  reja^  as  follows:  "All  Presbyters  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Ohnrch,  canonical ly  resident  in  this  Di(»oe8e,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  this  Convention." 

The  Kev.  T.  P.  Martin  offered  the  following  resolution, 
\iz: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  be  requested  to  consider  what  steps  may  be 
taken  in  this  Diocese  towards  restorin^r  the  Diacoiiate  to  its  primitive  power,  in- 
flaence  and  dignity  as  the  pr(»phetical  office  in  the  Holy  Ministry,  and  also  to- 
wards bringing  the  subject  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 

On  motion,  it  was  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  T.  F.  Martin  and  J.  K.  Winchester,  and 
Mr.  S.  M.  D.  Clark. 

On  motion  of  the  Kev.  T.  F.  Gailor,  8.  T.  B.,  it  was 

Resolved  (12),  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draft  appropriate  resolu- 
titms  on  the  death  of  Judge  W.  C.  Powlkes, 

The  Eev.  Geo.  Patterson,  D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  D.  M.  Scales 
and  A.  T.  McNeal  were  named  as  the  Committee. 

The  Rev.  C.  B.  Perry  read 

Report  of  Committee  on  Work  Among  Colored  People. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Work  Among  the  Colored 
People  respectfully  report : 

That  in  their  judgment  the  work  already  reported  to  this  Convention  is  proof 
that  the  Church,  both  in  this  Diocese  and  elsewhere,  is  aroused  as  never  before 
to  the  importance  oi  this  subject.  What  has  been  done  during  the  year  has  al- 
ready been  so  fully  laid  before  the  Convention  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat 
it,  but  it  justifies  certain  conclusiims  which  yonr  Committee  respectfully  urge. 

The  Church  is  but  entering  late  into  a  field  which  has  long  been  open  to  her. 
Other  religious  bodies  are  far  ahead  of  her.  There  are  single  institutions,  such 
as  the  colleges  in  Nashville,  which  receive  from  the  respective  religious  bodies 
which  they  represent  a  larger  amount  annually  than  our  Church  has  been  accus- 
tomed to  expend  in  the  whole  field  throughout  the  country.  Yet  your  Commit- 
tee believe  that  not  only  must  the  Church,  if  she  would  commend  herself  to  the 
world  as  truly  a  portion  of  the  Church  Catholic,  show  herself  to  be  a  Church  for 
all  kindreds  and  races  of  men ;  that  not  only  does  she  possess  the  power  to  min- 
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Mter  to  the  needs  of  thin  peoplu  ah  no  othtir  reli^cimK  b<Kly  cau  <1i>.  but  tbaC  tiwo 
Ibe  effect  oi  ber  training  tbe  inftnence  of  ber  HAcraineiitAl  life,  tbe  iaMisting  upon 
Ibe  couneotioQ  between  good  moraU  and  true  tleroiion^  the  plain  eettang  toith  oiT 
tbe  duties  of  all  inen  t(»ward  one  an<»tber  vii  tbeir  fieveral  HtaiioDM^  and  in  thai 
eon  lition  which  it  rthall  p4eat«e  Gi»d  t«>  call  theio.  and  ber  esclnnion  of  all  nierelj 
p(»litical  and  inflamoMtory  Aiibjectt)  fn»m  her  pulpitM^  iitakei^  her  tbe  very  iniitni- 
inent  reqaired  in  ad>UHtinfr  tbe  ?erj  delicate  and  neot^itsarily  diffieate  ieUtion» 
between  tbe  raoeA  in  the  prunent  oiKidition  <»f  thin^^i. 

That  real  diffictTltie»e&ist  which  iiiakui»lbe  ta«»k  of  tbe  Chnrob'M  work  amon^ 
the  colored  pe<»ple  a  very  perplexing  one,  in  not  tt^  be  denied  ;  thai  prejudices 
and  niiRiinder!«tandinffH  aioong  botb  raceN,  rexalting  from  new  relaticMiM  fiir  which 
neither  hare  been  prepared,  and  which  bare  been  inftuenced  bj  itelfieband  Midf- 
seeking  demagogues,  is  also  to  be  recognizi^d.  No  gnod  coold  rcMoli  frtiin  ig- 
noring eitber  the  real  diilkulties  ivr  tbe  abnornMl  but  natural  pre>adiceti  and  irri- 
tations. Yet  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  nmy  well  congratulate  hersoif  that  >«he 
has  not  permitted  herself^  auder  any  teini>iirary  excitemeul  or  parosyrtm  i^fear 
for  tbe  futurOr  to  stain  her  rec<»rd  with  any  race  legislation  or  deoial  of  her 
Catholic  character. 

By  establisbing  an  inslitutton  for  a  thorough  training  of  a  itNoiotrT  of  thirir 
f)wn  people^  it  it  be  insisted^  a»  it  should ^  that  none  be  admitted  to  Ibe  Priest- 
hood but  such  as  are  really  wortby  ot  it  morally  aod  intellectual Ij^  sbe  will  not 
only  sufficiently  guard  herself  against  ignorant  and  immoral  legiMlat«»ni  in  her 
ecmncils,  but  also  take  tbe  step  toward  that  which  tbe  best  lilssiooarjr  authori- 
ties in  all  lands  declare  to  be  essential  to  success — a  natire  ministiy. 

As  far  as  their  gathering  together  for  worship  is  concerned,  it  will  doubtless 
be  found  best  in  tbe  future^  as  it  has  in  the  past,  in  their  own  iutereet  tc»  hare, 
where  there  are  a  sufl^ient  number  to  warrant  it,  separate  e<mgregatioDS  for 
them.  So  long  as  their  relations  to  their  Bishop  and  to  the  Dioeese  remains  un- 
disturbed there  is  nothing  inconsistent  or  uncatholic  in  tbis^  mir  is  it  Dece»tarily 
a  question  of  color  (n*  race.  We  constantly  consult  tbe  natural  grouping  of 
those  oi  like  tastes,  sympathies  and  conditions  of  life  in  <mr  congregations  for 
Germans  and  Italians,  our  Chapels  for  seamen,  our  Mission  Churches  In  p«Nir 
districts,  and  the  like.  But  if  tbe  Church  eipects  to  gather  in  tbi»  people  she 
must  deal  with  them  tenderly  and  in  a  spirit  ot  fairness.  If  our  Clergy  really 
wish  to  M^e  the  work  succeed,  they  must  welcome  and  care  for  those  who  are 
constantly  moving  from  Churches  of  their  own  in  one  city  to  places  wbere  do 
special  provision  is  made  for  them,  until  there  are  such  numbers  that  it  is  both 
best  and  possible  to  establish  a  special  congregation  for  them.  By  watching  and 
fostering  such  opportunities,  and  reportiLg  them  to  those  engaged  specially  in 
the  work,  the  Clergy  can  effectively  co-operate.  Moreover,  as  the  work  extends, 
as  more  Missionaries  are  sent  out  among  them,  and  new  opportunities  open,  it 
will  be  necessary  that  the  Laity  as  well  as  Clergy  be  active,  and  show  tbeir  in- 
terest  by  liberal  aid  and  generous  and  self-denying  co-operation.  But  even  upon 
the  lowest  grounds  this  will  be  found  in  tbe  end  a  more  effective  and  economical 
method  than  that  depending  upon  political  metht>ds  or  force,  while  it  is  hoped 
that  earnest,  consistent  Churchmen  will  be  moved  thereto  by  the  higher  motives 
of  Divine  love. 

By  encouraging  the  establishment  of  Parochial  and  other  Church  schmds,  by 
sending  and  supporting  scholars  at  such  schools,  and  especially  at  such  schools 
of  higher  grade,  where  young  men  will  go  up  to  the  many  colleges  in  our  State 
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r>r  Cdlored  people  an  Already  ymiug  trained  Oharobiiieii,  many  of  wh'»in  will  be 
likely  to  wt>rk  the  sHcrmi  MiiiUtry  aud  labor  ainoug  their  pe«>pie,  Clergy  aud 
Fariid)e8  will  gruatJy  Ktreugtheii  the  work.

The  Committee  t<»  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  re-

That,  in  the  meantime,  «n  attempt  should  be  made  to 
endow  the  Episcopate ;  and  that,  in  case  of  a  division  of  the  Diocese,  theamoont 
raised  in  the  Diocese  set  off  from  the  old,  be  given  to  it. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  Committee  further  recommend  that  a  suita- 
ble person   be  employed  to  raise  such  endowment,  and  that  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Gray,  D.  D..  be  prevailed  upon,  if  possible,  to  assume  this  position.

Report  op  Standing  Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report: 

May  29th,  1889. — The  Committee  met  at  the  Memorial  Church  of  the  Messiah. 
Palaski,  Tenn.  Present :  Rev.  Geo.  Patterson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Spruille  Burford. 
Rev.  Wm.  Klein,  and  Mr.  S.  H.  Lamb.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Klein  was  elected  PreiJ- 
ident,  and  S.  H.  Lamb  Secretary. 

October  7,  1889. — Recommended  the  admission  of  the  Rev.  Edmond  Phare8t<», 
the  Sacred  Order  of  Priest,  and  Mr.  Daniel  Troy  Beatty  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders. 

October  21,  1889. — Recommended  the  Rev.  Howard  W.  Dumbell  for  admissioo 
to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests,  and  that  he  be  granted  a  dispensation  from  Latin. 
Greek  and  Hebrew,  and  other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  Ecclesiastical. 

November  2,  1889. — A  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  read,  en- 
closing a  statement  from  the  Treasurer  showing  the  failure  of  many  of  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  to  meet  their  assessments  for  the  current  year,  and  requesting 
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the  C«>mmitt«e  to  lake  such  steps  as<  might  seem  best  U*  secure  prompt  payment 
thereof. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  former  appeals  made  by  it,  uuder  like  circumstauces, 
have  not  seemed  effectaal,  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  that  an  appeal 
from  him  to  the  Rectors  of  defaulting  Parishes  would  have  more  weight  and  pro- 
duce better  results  than  anything  it  could  do. 

December  9,  1889. — The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  having  declined  to  act,  as  ad- 
vised, in  regard  to  default  in  payment  of  assessments,  the  Committee  addressed 
an  earnest  appeal  to  each  Rector  of  the  Diocese,  asking  his  aid  in  securing 
prompt  payment  of  all  arrears,  as  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  success  of 
all  Church  work. 

Mr.  William  Thomas  Manning  was  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Sacred 
Order  of  Deactms. 

December  31,  1889. — Cons<^nt  was  given  to  the  sale  of  the  lot  and  Church 
building  of  Christ  Church,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Church  and  High  streets, 
Nashville,  Tenn. 

April  9,  1890. — Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  William 
Ford  Nichols,  Assistant  Bish<»p  elect  of  California,  and  proper  certificate  signed. 

May  19,  1890. — Recommended  Mr.  Alexander  C.  Kelleffer  for  admission  as  a 
candidate  for  Holv  Orders.

The  Eev.  T.  F.  Martin  read 

Report  of  Committee  on  Education. 

As  the  University  of  the  South  is  the  most  important  Church  School,  not  only 
in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  but  in  the  Southern  country,  it  has  the  prescriptive 
right  to  head  the  list  of  institutions  mentioned  in  this  report. 

During  the  past  year  its  prospects  have  greatly  improved.  While  in  numbers 
and  finance  it  has  not  been  so  strong  as  for  years  preceding  this,  still  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  state  of  affairs  is  cmly  temporary,  and  that  it  may  be  regarded  as 
only  a  receding  wave  in  the  generally  advancing  tide  of  prosperity.  Every 
school  has  its  full  years  and  its  short  years. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  schools  of  higher  learning  cannot,  and  do  not,  subsist 
upon  tuition  fees.  The  true  principle  of  their  prosecution  is,  that  with  the  fullest 
endowment  there  should  be  no  place  for  tuition  fees. 

The  University  of  the  South  has  in  view  endowment  to  a  certain  extent  after 
certain  life  interests  expire.  This  may  amount  to  $50,000.00.  Mr.  Silas  McBee, 
the  present  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  who  will  make  a  fuller  statement  to 
the  Convention,  claims  that  in  addition  to  money  ($20,000),  for  a  College  build- 
ing from  Colonel  Walsh,  of  Bayou  Sara,  La.,  he  has  pledges  ior  perhaps  $50,- 
000.00.  With  this  endowment  in  prospect  in  the  near  future,  and  with  the 
earnest,  continued  eiforts  of  the  workers  at  Sewanee,  and  of  Mr.  McBee  in  the 
field,  there  should  be  every  guarantee  of  success. 

Temporary  halts  and  embarrassments  should  make  the  friends  of  Sewanee  only 
the  more  determined  upon  its  final  and  grand  success.  It  stands  out  by  itself, 
representing  in  its  ideal  a  pure  Christian  culture.  And  should  it  not  be  earnest- 
ly and  well  supported  by  Church  people  in  the  South  and  Southwest,  a  serious 
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reaction  will  he  felt  in  the  Church   in   tbe^e  partu  of  the   ooiintiy.    in  Chorcti 
growth  and  Chnrch  influence. 

In  Huch  Christian  cnltnre  as  the  University  of  the  S'uith  aim?*  at,  iM)d  U  Mxxxg- 
frlin^f  each  day  to  perfect,  Dr.  Pasey  !*avK  :  **  HlHtory,  without  d  »d,  i"*  a  chao< 
without  deRifrn.  or  end,  or  aim  ;  Political  Kconomy,  without  G«»d,  wonM  he  a 
fie1fi<«h  teaching  about  the  acquisition  of  wealth,  making  the  lariffer  p«>rtion  of 
mankind  animate*  machines  for  itp  production  ;  Phytic*,  without  6«id,  would  be 
but  a  dull  enquiry  into  certain  meaninglena  phenomena  ;  EthicB^  without  God. 
would  be  a  varying  rule  without  principle,  or  Aubntance,  or  c«ntre.  or  regulating 
hand ;  Metaphysicfl.  without  God.  would  make  man  hii*  own  tentp««rarj  G«»d,  to 
be  resiilved,  after  hi«  brief  hour  here,  into  the  notbingnesM  mt  of  which  he  pn»- 
ceeded.  All  science**  may  do  good  Kervice,  if  tbo^e  who  coltirat4)  them  know 
their  place,  and  carry  them  not  beyond  their  Rphere;  all  nmr.  in  diflTereiit  de- 
grees,  tend  to  cultivate  the  human  mind,  although  no  one  human  niiod  haKtiuie 
or  capacity  for  all.  But  all  will  become  antagoniKtic  to  truth,  if  tbey  are  deified 
by  their  votarieft;  all  will  tend  to  exclude  the  thought  of  God,  if  they  are  not 
cultivated  with  reference  to  Him.  History  will  become  an  account  of  mhxV* 
paasiouR  and  brute  Rtrength.  instead  of  the  ordering  of  God'tt  Pnividence  for  W\* 
creatures'  good ;  Physics  will  materialise  Man,  and  Metaphysics,  6od.^  Now 
is  the  time,  then,  if  ever,  when  the  country  in  which  we  live  is  pn»gresrting  so 
fast  in  every  other  direction,  to  stand  firmly  and  squarely  up  to  so  pure  and  ele 
vating  a  culture  as  the  ideal  which  this  University  presents.

The  other  Dioceses*  have  never  yet  come  up  to  the  full  aiTi(»unt  of  their  quotas, 
and  9ome  pay  a  very  small  prop(»rtion  of  them  ;  so  that  the  salaries  of  the  Pro- 
fessors have  hitherto  fallen  considerably  short  of  the  $1,500  which  they  nomi- 
nally receive.

Our  Dioceses  certainly  contain  two  Parishef^ 
large  enough  and  strong  enongh  to  undertake  the  go(»d  office  of  educating  a 
young  man  each  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  and  we  presume  to  judge  that 
in  no  way  could  it  bestow  its  substance  more  profitably  than  by  thus  lending  to 
the  Lord  for  the  support  of  His  servants. 

REPORT  OP   BEBCHCROPT  SCHOOL,    8PRIN0   HILL,    TENN. 
MRS.    MART    NICHOLSON    BSTBS,    PRINCIPAL. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  School  of  Beechcroft.,  Spring  Hill,  Tenn.,  was 
never  in  a  more  prosperous  conditnm  than  at  this  time.  Its  progress  for  eight 
years  ha&  been  steadily  upward,  and,  notwithstanding  the  inconvenience  caused 
by  the  general  influenza  that  swept  (»ver  the  country  the  present  session,  has  en- 
rolled a  larger  number  of  students  than  ever  before,  and  already  applications 
have  been  sent  in  for  admissicms  for  the  Fall  Term. 

When  the  object  of  the  School  is  only  to  have  the  best  work  done  in  all  De- 
partments by  the  most  competent  teachers,  the  expenses  are  necessarily  great, 
and  the  want  of  a  fund  is  sensibly  felt.  We  would  call  this  fact  to  the  attention 
of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  true  education  of  woman,  and  who  are  willing  to 
use  their  superfluous  means  for  its  advancement. 

In  addition  to  the  scholastic  curriculum,  the  pupils  have  the  advantage  of  a  re- 
ligious, Churohly  instruction. 

During  a  recent  visit  from  Bishop  Qnintard,  nine  candidates  from  the  School 
were  presented  for  confirmation  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Charles  M.  Gray. 

REPORT   OF  THE  COLUMBIA  FEMALE   INSTITUTE. 
REV.   GEO.    BECKETT,    D.  D.,    RECTOR. 

We  have  again  to  report  the  steady  and  substantial  growth  of  this  venerable 
seat  of  learning  during  the  past  scholastic  year.  In  addition  to  the  extensive 
improvements  made  two  years  ago,  we  have  been  compelled  to  erect  another 
large  and  commodious  building,  which  consists  of  a  spacious  dining  hall,  four 
additional  music  rooms,  and  a  magnificent  art  room  sixty  feet  long  and  twenty- 
five  feet  wide.  These  impntvements  are  built  in  the  most  substantial  manner, 
of  stone  and  brick,  and  are  rendered  as  near  being  fire-proof  as  possible. 

No  expense  has  been  spared  in  supplying  the  several  Departments  of  Litera- 
ture, Art,  Science,  and  Mathematics,  with  the  best  talent  the  country  aflTords. 
Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  Musical  Department,  which  furnishes  all  the 
advantages  of  a  first-class  Conservatory. 

The  Rector  feels  grateful  to  record  the  general  and  high  appreciation  of  the 
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pa^it  yeai'^s  work  in  all  branches,  and  is  enc>>uraged  not  t(»  relax  iiis  eiiorts  iiiitil 
he  lias  realized  in  every  particular  the  plan'*  and  (»l>jectsof  its  \'euerahle  founder. 

REPORT  OK  ST.    JAMES   HALL,    BOLIVAR,    TKJfN. 

This  School  for  girls  gives  great  promise  of  asuccessiuf  and  usi^fnl  future.  A< 
Khown  in  former  reports  to  the  Convention,  it  hue  douo  good  work  and  is  well 
equipped  to  do  much  UMtre. 

The  loration  is  noted  for  healthfulnoRM,  aud  the  In^autiful  school  Iinildings  and 
ample  grounds  (which  are  vested  in  the  Convention,  a8  to  title,)  iuitnre  MHuieror 
later  earnest  work  for  the  Church,  and  the  dcveh^pment  (»f  minds  aud  character^ 
under  the  care  of  the  Church. 

The  Hall  is  now  controlled  by  Miss  Sallie  Morton  Lewin  as  Principal,  a  daugh- 
ter of  Rev.  Meyer  Lewin,  D.  D.,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  Mis-^  Lewin 
has  only  had  the  School  one  year,,  and  the  number  of  pupils  has  been  doubled  ; 
but  the  equipment  of  the  Sch<H)l.  with  it^  live  teachers  employed  and  accoinin«»- 
dations  for  boarding  pupils,  would  warrant  a  much  larger  increase 

The  Committee  bears  this  School  otherwise  well  spoken  of,  aud  earnestly  cnm- 
mends  it  to  the  attentitm  of  patnms.

(I).  The  legacy  to  the  P.  E.  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  for  a  scholar- 
ship  in  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  amounting 
to  $6,045.00,  was,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese ol  Tennessee  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  paid  to 
the  University  of  the  South  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention. 

(2).  The  administrator  still  holds  the  $2,458.30  bequeathed  to  the  Diocese  for 
Htime  Missions,  and  again  requests  the  C<mvention  to  receive  the  fund.  Upon 
this  ^um  the  administrator  will  pay  6  per  cent,  interest  from  Nov.  15th,  1889, 
and  asks  instruction  from  the  Convention  as  to  whom  this  interest  shall  be  paid. 

(3).  No  change  in  the  bequest  of  $6,000.00  in  which  Col.  R.  G.  Barnwell  has 
a  life  interest,  and  which  eventually  goes  to  the  Church  Home  in  Memphis,  is  to 
be  reported.     Col.  Barnwell  still  lives.

memorial   of  the  late   rev.    RICHARD   N.    NEWELL,    D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

Whereas,  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Convention  it  has  pleased  Almighty 
God,  in  His  wise  Providence,  to  take  to  Himself  the  soul  of  that  venerable, 
learned  and  holy  Priest,  the  late  Rev.  Richard  N.  Newell, — 

Resolved,  That  it  is  but  fitting  that  we,  his  brethen,  in  Convention  assembled, 
should  place  on  record  our  sense  of  the  loss  which  we,  with  the  Church  at  large, 
have  sustained  in  his  death,  and  our  deep  appreciation  of  his  Christian  character, 
his  earnest  work  as  a  Priest,  and  of  the  large  and  varied  learning  which  he 
brought  to  the  service  of  his  Master. 
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Ho  was  boru  in  Londdti,  Englaiul,  Nov.  30,  1797.  and  died  on  October  8:h, 
1890,  at  Ash  wood,  TeuD.,  and  was,  therefore,  in  hii)92nd  jear. 

He  received  his  education  at  the  Sorbonne,  in  France,  became  a  Prie^^t  in  the 
K.  C.  Church,  and  was  for  20  yearn  at  the  bead  of  a  Jesuit  School.  On  arriving 
in  thi8  couutr}',  he  again  identified  himself  with  the  cause  of  education,  ti>  which 
he  was  ever  devoted,  and,  while  acting  as  lutor  in  a  family  in  New  Vork.  he 
gained  access  to  a  library  of  Church  Hist(»ry.  lu  studying  the  latter  his  ej'es 
were  opened  to  the  true  claims  of  the  ApoHtolic  Fellowship,  and.  renouncing  hiA 
former  allegiance,  which  he  cle  rly  perceived  to  be  c<mtrary  to  Scripture  and  the 
purest  Ecclesiastical  traditions,  be  made  hiH  vow  <if  obedience  to  the  Church  ; 
and,  in  1872,  was  restored  to  the  exercise  of  his  Priestly  fuucticms  by  the  Right 
Key.  Charles  Totld  Quintard,  S.  T.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Tennessee. 

In  1874  be  took  charge  of  S.  John's  Church,  Ashwood.  and  remained  its  Rec- 
tor until  his  death.  His  fairhful  services  there  were  abundantly  rewarded,  aod 
the  memory  of  his  Godly  example  is  reverently  cherished  by  those  amcmg  whom 
he  labored.  Reluctant  to  forego  thn  active  work  of  the  Ministry,  which  be  loved 
K(i  well,  he  calmly  yielded  in  this,  as  in  all  things,  seeing  that  it  was  the  Lord's 
will  that  henceforth  for  Him  to  suffer  was  to  serve.  With  a  serene  patience  be 
bore  the  heavy  burden  laid  upon  him,  resting  with  child-like  trust  ou  the 
precious  promises  of  the  Blessed,  while  loved  and  deToted  friends  surrounded 
him  to  the  last  with  tender  ministrations,  and  did  all  which  the  endearments  of 
affliction  could  suggest  to  smooth  his  passage  to  the  grave. 

Through  his  long  life  he  had  many  sorrows  and  trials,  but  these  never  sh(M>k 
his  faith,  still  less,  overwhelmed  him.  Amid  all  the  changes  and  chances  of  b:>) 
chequered  career,  he  never  lost  that  simplicity  of  character  and  single-hearted 
devotion  to  the  service  of  the  Master,  which  so  brightly  adorned  his  Christian 
profession. 

Dr.  Newell  was  a  profound  student.  A  Theologian  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
word,  he  was,  at  the  same  time,  a  wonderful  classical  scholar,  and  extended  bis 
researches  in  every  direction  ;  but  in  his  ardent  pursuit  of  knowledge  he  never 
forgot  to  keep  his  heart  pure  and  sweet  and  tender  in  communion  with  the  men 
and  things  about  him. 

He  was  ever  welcome  in  all  circles  of  society,  passing  from  one  scene  to 
another  of  every  day  life  with  an  unvarying  cheerfulness,  adapting  himself  to 
circumstances  as  they  came,  alike  the  friend  of  the  old  and  of  the  young. 

His  chief  characteristic  was  **  Holiness  to  the  Lord."  This  was  the  mott^i  of 
his  long  life  ;  and  it  failed  him  not  in  death,  for  which,  with  chastened  submis- 
sion to  God's  will,  he  ardently  longed  and  prayed. 

In  the  sweet  and  quiet  Church-yard  of  S.  John's,  at  Ashwood,  his  body  wa«» 
laid  t(>  rest,  in  the  very  spot  which  he  himself  had  chcisen,  and  we  can  only 
think  of  him  now  as  numbered  with  the  Saints  in  the  Paradise  of  God.  But  he 
has  bequeathed  to  us  his  life — his  example — a  precious  legacy  to  all.

It  is  hoped  that  more  complete  retarns  will  be  made  in  future. 

The  Committee  gladly  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Communicants; 
also,  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Communion  Alms  are  largely  in  excess  of 
last  year. 

The  apparent  falling  off  in  the  Offerings  may  be  explained  by  remembering 
that  last  year  was  remarkable  for  great  activity  in  Church  building  and  exteu' 
8ion.

The  CoDTinittee  to  whom  was  referred  that  p<»rtlon  of  the  Bishop's  Address  re- 
fating  to  the  death  of  the  Hon.  William  C  Fowlkes,,  one  of  the  Justices  <»f  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  Vestryman  M  Graice  Chureh,  Memphis,  are 
deeply  impressed  with  the  solemnity  «»f  the  duty  imposed  upon  them. 

Amid  the  unirersal  feeling  of  sorrow  whii^h  has  found  expreK>ion  anions  hi;: 
brethren  of  the  Bar  throughout  the  State,  attested  in  the  fitting  resohition.s  ri- 
coTded  upon  the  n>inute>^  of  the  various  Courts,  aa  well  as  the  thn»ngofniourneri* 
from  all  the  walks  ot  life  who  followed  hiro  to  the  grare,  it  is  meet  that  Uii> 
Convention  should  muke  a  record  of  this  loss  to  the  Diocese  in  the  death  of  the 
Delegate-elect  fron>  Grace  Church  Parish — the  useful  citizen,  the  eminent  juri.-t. 
and  the  loyal  Churchman. 

William  C.  Fowlkes  was  boru  in  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  in  1844.  As  a  Cadet  «»f 
the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  he  was  engaged  in  the  memorable  battle  ••( 
"  Malvern  Hill^  with  his  corps,  and  in  his  devotion  t<»  his  eountry's  cause  be 
lost  a  leg  in  that  desperate  struggle. 

After  the  close  ot  the  war  he  took  his  Degree  in  Law  at  the  Cuiveraity  <»f  Vir- 
ginia, and  shortly  afterwards  he  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Mem- 
phis. 

In  his  niaturer  manhood  he  showed  the  same  zeal  and  devotion  that  had  char- 
acterized him  as  the  boy-soldier.  To  him  and  his  associates  was  ass^igned  the 
Herculean  task  of  clearing  up  the  over-crowded  dockets  of  our  Supreme  Court, 
and  this  was  accomplished  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  life. 

Whilst  laboring  assiduously  at  this  task  he  did  not  forget  bis  duties  t(t  the 
Church,  and  ever  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  all  that  concerned  her  work, 
whether  within  the  bounds  of  his  own  Parish  or  in  the  Diocese  at  large.  Differ- 
ential to  his  elders,  genial  and  companionable  among  his  associates,  kindly  con- 
siderate towards  his  juniors,  courteous  and  polite  in  his  official  bearing—these 
are  the  memories  that  will  ever  be  associated  with  his  name. 

Diligent  and  courageous  in  life,  faithful  and  brave  in  death,  the  Diocese  monniA 
the  loss  of  a  worthy  son. 

To  him  who  hath  worthy  endn  attained  the  sweetest  canticle  is  nunc  Dimitti:'. 

Thanking  God  for  lending  us  so  Holy  and  useful  a  man,    we  yet  praise  Him 
^that  he  hath  now  attained  to  that  rest  which,  thnmgh  the  merits  of  Christ,  hath 
been  promised  to  him  and  to  all  those  who  diligently  serve  our  Blessed  Lord  in 
His  Holy  Church.

We  are  unable  to  state  how  much  of  this  will  be  paid. 

There  seems  to  have  been  n(»  action  taken,  as  far  as  we  know,  by  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  under  the  second  resolution  appended 
to  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  (see  pages  46  and  51,  Jour.  '89,)  and  we 
therefore  recommend  that  no  changes  be  made  in  the  assessments  of  1889,  fur^ 
ther  than  to  drop  from  the  assessment  roll  some  two  or  three  Mission  stations 
which  do  not  and  which  cannot  pay,  and  to  assess  which  simply  misleads  in  es- 
timating the  annual  income — such  as  White  Chapel,  Montgomery  county,  Ger- 
mantown,  Bailey,  and  Ravonscroft. 

We  think  the  system  practiced  by  the  Convention  of  cancelling  arrearages  of 
established  Parishes  is  most  detrimental,  and  is  really  a  premium  for  the  non- 
payment ot  assessments,  and  should  be  discontinued.  The  policy  pursued  has 
been  to  make  Parishes  who  pay  their  assessments,  at  great  sacrifice,  bear  the 
financial  burdens  of  the  Diocese. 
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Yoar  Gommittee  roHpeotfuUy  append  the  following  rettolntion  with  regard  to 
the  Barnwell  legacy : 

Heaohed,  That  Rev.  T.  Hodgson,  administrator  and  custodian  of  the  Bam- 
well  Missionary  firad,  be  reqtieated  to  pay  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  in- 
terest upon  the  same  as  it  may  fall  due^  and  take  bis  receipt  for  the  same.

tar,  carved  in  Tennessee  white-oak  and  cedar.  The  Altar  is  a  nsemorial  gift  iu 
memory  of  Marguerite,  the  beloved  wife  of  W.  R.  Townsend,  Esq.,  M.  A.,  M.  D., 
New  York,  late  Junior  Warden  of  this  Church.  Also,  of  a  Baptismal  Font,  sim- 
ilar, handsomely  carved,  and  correspondent  to  the  Altar,  the  gift  of  R.  Mortuo 
Middleton,  Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Middleton,  to  the  dear  memory  of  their  bel<»ved 
daughter,  Frances  Alicia.  Both  wore  built  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Oertel,  Nashville,

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  Morning  Prayer  shall  be  said  everj  day  during  the  session  uf 
the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standingyor  shall  afterwards  stiind  up,  except  to  address  the 
Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  iron)  the  house  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  Every  member  speaking  in  debate  shall  lise  from  his  seat, 
and,  without  advancing,  shall  respectfully  address  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house,  and  no  more  than  tlfteen  minutes  at  a 
time. 

6.  A  question  once  determined  shall  not  again  l>e  brought  before 
the  house  unless  on  a  motion  of  reconsideration  made  by  one  of  the 
mjyority. 

7.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  Im* 
received,  unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain 
time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  di- 
vide it  J  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table 
and  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

8.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  moved,  or  a  substitute  may  be  received. 

9.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propo- 
sitions, the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and 
a  vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  in- 
sert shall  be  indivisible. 

10.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate,  but  any  m<^mber  may  appeal  from  such  decision. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it 
be  seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

12.  The  names  of  movers  of  resolutions  shall  appear  uiK)n  the 
3fiuut^8  of  the  house. 
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13.  The  i-epoi'ts  ot  all  committees  shall  be  iu  writiug,  and  shall 
be  i-eceived,  ot*  course,  without  motiou  of  acceptance,  unless  le-com- 
mitted  by  a  vote  of  the  bouse.  All  reports  recommending  or  re- 
quiring an>  action,  or  expression  of  opinion  of  the  house,  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  house  thereon. 


ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.

Notices,  motions,  resolutions,  and  miscellaneous  business, 
shall  be  in  order. 


SECOND  AND  SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

YIII.  The  roll  of  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  called  imme- 
diately after  Morning  Prayer.
